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Holding Tax Hike 
To 20% Is Goal 
Of Finance Group 


The Finance Committee will take "whatever action is necessary, 
by way of recommended reductions in programs or services or other- 
wise. in an effort to hold the tax rate increase to 2d percent," the 
group has announced. Chairman Raymond J. Kenney Jr. outlined 
the goal in a statement to town meeting members, the chairmen and 
members of town boards and commissions, and the town moderator. 


Because the time for submis- 
sion and review of budgets for 
1971 is approaching, the Finance 
Committee said that it was re- 
iterating its position on review- 
ing and making recommendations 
on 1971 expenditures. In the 
Thursday, July 2, issue of the 
Star, an earlier Finance Commit- 
tee statement said that it would 
adhere to a hold-the-line policy 
for town departmental spending. 

In its new statement, the Fi- 
nance Committee said in part: 

“We recognize that we are 
presently faced with an already- 
committed increase of $9 over the 
1970 tax rate of $52. This in- 
crease, as you undoubtedly are 
aware, is committed for high 
school construction and salary 
increases for certain town em- 
ployees. We recognize that this 
17 percent increase is inevitable. 

“However, the Committee feels 
very strongly that an increase 


of about 20 percent over the 
1970 level is all that the citizens 
of the town should be asked to 
bear, on top of a 20 percent in- 
crease last year. A 20 percent in- 
crease in the 1971 tax rate repre- 
sents a dollar increase of just 
over $10. 

“The Finance Committee real- 
izes that maintaining the 1971 
tax rate increase at about $10 
will undoubtedly require a re- 
duction in some programs and 
services presently provided by 
the Town. However, since the 
cost of the high school is taking 
so much of our tax dollar, it 
seems inevitable that other ser- 
vices must yield somewhat in 
order that this immediate need 
may be met. 

“State charges to the town are 
generally increasing, and state 
aid to the town is generally de- 
creasing. In addition, the forces 
of inflation are beyond our con- 
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Board Suggests Changes In 


Town Collective Bargaining 


The Personnel Board made several recommendations in its report 
on collective bargaining. The Board of Selectmen received the group’s 
suggestions Monday evening, September 28, but members will study 
them and probably consider them further at future Selectmen’s meet- 


ings. 

One proposal by the Personnel 
Board was that where town em- 
ployee groups are represented by 
counsel, the town should enploy 
counsel who specialize in labor 
negotiations to represent it. Rep- 
resentatives of the town depart- 
ment or body concerned should al- 
so continue to attend such ses- 
sions, the Personnel Board added. 

Another Personnel Board rec- 
ommendation was that where 
town employee groups are not 
represented by counsel, the town 
should continue its existing plan 
of representation at bargaining 
sessions. The town labor attor- 
ney should approve and clear any 
offers made, however, the Person- 
nel Board advised. 

A further Personnel Board 
suggestion was that the town la- 
bor attorney keep a confidential 
diary of all negotiations plans, 
data, and offers. 

Presenting the Personnel 
Board’s ideas to the Selectmen 
was Nelson Bell, chairman. Ac- 
companying him were board 
members Warren Jackson, Char- 
les Hemmingsen, and Robert 
Starrett, and Mrs. Loretta Hanes, 
administrative assistant to the 
Personnel Board. 

Under Article 37, passed at 
the annual town meeting on 
Thursday, April 9, the Personnel 


Board was directed to study col- 
lective bargaining and report to 
the Board of Selectmen on the 
matter after October 1 and be- 
fore the next special town meet- 
ing or annual town meeting.

Treats Mock "Victims” 

Of Simulated Air Crash 

Mock "victims" of a simulated airplane crash were rushed to Winchester Hospital from Arlington 
Tuesday morning, September 29. Winchester civil defense, Red Cross, polio, fut. and hospital personnel 
took part in the mass casualty civil defense exercise. 


John T. Blanchard, Winchester 
director of civil defense, Sherman 
Russell, administrative director 
for CD, and William Conlon, 
transportation heavy equipment 
operator, officially observed the 
test. 

Winchester Red Cross person- 
nel taking part included Richard 
Norris, disaster chairman; Mrs. 
Walter Armstrong, executive se- 
cretary of the chapter; Mrs. Al- 
bert I. Parker, and George Foley. 
Red Cross’ task was to admini- 
ster “first aid’’ and to help in 
transporting the “injured” to the 
hospital in two Winchester Red 
Cross Chapter vehicles. 

Winchester police directed 
traffic at important intersections 
after the “accident,” so that ve- 
hicles carrying those “hurt” 
would not be delayed while mov- 
ing to the hospital. 

The regular staff of Winches- 
ter Hospital received and treated 
the “casualties.” Jack Hunter, 
assistant administrator, directed 
this participation for Administra- 
tor Reese James. Medical and 
surgical supplies were made a- 
vailable as in an actual emer- 
gency. 

The program was arranged by 
Captain Charles F. Mahoney, Ar- 
lington director of civil defense, 
to include the need for assistance 
by surrounding communities. The 
“victims” of the crash were Ar- 
lington High School student vol- 
unteers. 

How Test Was Run 

The test began when the Ar- 
lington CD director and the Ar- 
lington Police Department were 
advised that the town was in 
the flight path of a commercial 
airplane who»e mechanical trou-- 
ble was causing it to lose altitude 


rapidly. An estimated 100 per- 
sons were aboard the plane. 

A police officer in a cruiser 
patrolling the area near the Me- 
tropolitan District Commission 
skating rink in Arlington radioed 
the Arlington Police Station that 
the plane had crashed into the 
building. He asked for medical, 
fire, and further police assistance.

Letters of Commendation hon- 
oring them for their high 
performance on the 1970 Nation- 
al Merit Scholarship Qualifying 
Test (NMSQT) have been award- 
ed to six students at Winchester 
High School, Principal W. Ho- 
ward Niblock announced. 

Those Commended students are 
Deborah J. Duffy, Nancy M.

They are among 35,000 stu- 
dents in the United States who 
scored in the upper two per cent 
of those who are expected to 
graduate from high school in 
1971.

Edward C. Smith, president of 
NMSC, said: “Although Com- 
mended students advance no fur- 
ther in the Merit Scholarship 
competition, their standing in this 
nationwide program deserves pub-

The Massachusetts Civil De- 
fense Agency and sector had 
been alerted so that it could send 
personnel to the community in 
which the crash occurred and 
could assist with communications 
and in coordinating the exercise. 

Communications were estab- 
lished between the disaster scene 
and Winchester Hospital and the 
other three participating hospi- 
tals. Doctors responded to the 
scene. 

The Arlington Fire Department 
sent equipment and men to ex- 
tinguish “fire.” remove “trapped” 
persons, and perform rescue and 
first aid work. The Arlington 
rescue truck assisted in trans- 
porting “victims.”

trol. Therefore, we realize that 
a reduction in programs and ser- 
vices is necessary, not to turn 
the tax rate downward, but mere- 
ly to slow the rate of increase. 

“To observe that Winchester is 
in no different a situation than 
virtually every other municipal- 
ity in the Commonwealth is va- 
lid. This still does not answer 
the basic question of how we in 
our town are to pay for our 
services. A state-wide master 
tax commission is expected to 
report shortly on the results of 
its several years of study. Hope- 
fully, a more suitable basis for 
municipal financing than the lo- 
cal real property tax will evolve. 
All of us, as citizens of the 
Commonwealth, and of the na- 
tion, can let our desire for a 
solution to these problems be 
known. 

“Nevertheless, until some solu- 
tion is forthcoming, some im- 
mediate action must be taken by 
someone to stem the tide which 
threatens to overwhelm the ordi- 
nary homeowner. The Finance 
Committee has determined that 
this year it will take whatever 
action is necessary, hy way of 
recommended reductions in pro- 
grams or services or otherwise, 
in an effort to hold the tax rate 
increase to 20 percent. 

“It is not our wish to bring 
about merely a one-year short 
term deferment of spending. It 
would serve no purpose to hold 
down the 1971 tax rate increase 
only to have the 1972 rate in- 
clude all of the 1971 reductions 
us well us the norma) 1972 in- 
creases.

After being brought into the 
home, she was bound with cord 
and placed on the floor. A sharp 
object was held at her back, pos- 
sibly a gun or knife. The tele- 
phone was then pulled from the 
wall and ransacking took place. 

Items known taken at this time 
included the housekeeper’s watch, 
two rings with diamonds, her 
wallet with credit cards, a port- 
able television, and small change. 
The owners of the residence are 
presently away. 

After additional threats from 
these men, they departed in a 
vehicle traced to an earlier theft 
in Boston.

Police set up traffic lanes and 
covered all important intersec- 
tions in Winchester and other af- 
fected communities. An Arling- 
ton cruiser was set up as an am- 
bulet to assist in carying “vic- 
tims.” 

The State Police were notified 
of the Crash and a helicopter was 
3ent to evacuate the “injured.” 

Logan International Airport in 
East Boston and Hanscom Field 
in Bedford were advised of the 
crash. The foam wagon was re- 
quested from Hanscom Field tc 
assist in fire-fighting. 

The Red Cns? disaster unit 
was notified of the location of 
the “disaster.” A request for 
blood was sent to the hospitals. 
Red Cross personnel set up an 
information center and a shelter 
for mass feeding. Red Cross am- 
bulances and ambulets assisted 
in moving “victims.” 

The Massachusetts Regional 
Ambulance Association and the 
Massachusetts Emergency Ser- 
vice were both alerted. 

Auxiliary Police assisted in 
traffic control. Auxiliary Fire- 
fighters responded with equip- 
ment. 

An area radio station advised 
listeners of the simulated exer- 
cise, urging them to stay away 
from the area to relieve the traf- 
fic problem and to avoid imped- 
ing the rescue and medica. oper- 
ations. 

Stretchers and blankets were 
taken by the Arlington Public 
Works Department from a first 
aid station to the area. 

All “casualties” were removed 
from the area to one of the four 
participating hospitals, including 
Winchester Hospital. 

The exercise was evaluated at 
a critique held in the hearing 
room of Arlington Town Hall 
Tuesday afternoon, September 
29. 

Mr. Blanchard said that the 
test went well. He considered it 
“really worthwhile,” he added. He 
noted that the test attracted large 
numbers of onlookers who, in some 
areas, lined the sidewalks. Win- 
chester people “behaved splendid- 


ly.” he said of their cooperation 
in the test. 

Lessons learned from the test 
will be helpful in considering 
whether to make any changes in 
disaster procedures, Mr. Blan- 
chard said. 

Winchester Fire Department 
participation in the exercise in- 
cluded 10 men and three vehicles 

Fire Captain Peter L. Galuffo, 
who is also a member of the Red 
Cross disaster committee, radio 
logical instructor for civil defense, 
and a drill instructor for the 
Massachusetts Firefighting Acad 
emy, together with seven firefight- 
ers. and two drivers responded to 
the Arlington “crash” scene from 
Winchester. 

W T hen the report was received 
of a plane “crash” in Arlington 
with an estimated 100 casualties, 
Winchester, under its mutual aid 
agreement with the neighboring 
town, dispatched Engine Four for 
fire-fighting, the Rescue truck for 
emergency service and transpor- 
tation of “victims” and the Fire 
Prevention truck with two 
stretchers. Each vehicle arrived on 
the scene with full equipment. 
Meanwhile, eight call firefighters 
arrived at the Winchester Fire 
Station to replace those out on 
test duty. 

Three “light casualties,” per- 
sons capable of sitting up, and 
one stretcher casualty, were as- 
signed to the rescue truck for 
transporting to the Winchester 
Hospital. 

In the fire prevention car were 
placed two “heavy casualties.” 
The “casualties” were taken to the 
hospital by the rescue truck and 
the fire prevention car, and the 
engine was dismissed and return- 
ed to the Winchester Fire Station. 

Mr. Norris said that the Win- 
chester Red Cross organization 
considered the test a success and 
learned much from it that would 
be of help in a real emergency. 

Mr. Blanchard pointed out that 
the Winchester Hospital handled 
more “patients” than any other 
of the participating hospitals, 
“treating” 30 “casualties” after 
the “crash.” The cooperation of 
the hospital staff doctors was 
“fantastic,” he observed.

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High Blood Pressure: Help Here 
Research Holds Still More Hope

(An estimated 21 million American adults have some decree of 
hypertension — high blood pressure. But the age-adjusted death rates 
from hypertension and hypertensive heart disease have fallen steeply 
between 1950 and 1967: 58 percent for men and 62 percent for women. 
Heart Associations across the nation have embarked on a special edu- 
cation campaign, urging checkups for hypertension, so that the bene- 
fits of medical advances may be employed to help reduce the risk of 
heart attack and stroke.) 


Many scientists believe that con- 
tinuing development of new drugs 
to control high blood pressure, and 
new basic knowledge of its causes, 
increase the prospects that this dis- 
order may be preventable within 
the next 20 years. In the mean- 
time, the Greater Boston Chapter 
of the Massachusetts Heart Assoc- 
iation stresses the need for more 
Americans to understand what 
high blood pressure is, and what 
they can do about it now, with 
their doctor’s help. 

When the nozzle of a garden 
hose is screwed down to narrow 
the opening, water pressure in the 
hose rises and the stream is 
thrown farther across the lawn. 
This principle — the smaller the 
opening, the higher the pressure 
— gives you an idea of what hap- 
pens in high blood pressure. 

Everyone has blood pressure. It 
is simply the force exerted by the 
blood against the artery walls as 
the heart pumps blood through the 
arteries. Arteries come in all sizes, 
like the branches of a tree. The 
tree trunk is the aorta, the largest 
artery, which rises directly out of 
the heart. The aorta distributes 
blood to the main arteries. These 
branch out into smaller and small- 
er ones serving all parts of the 
body, and end in microscopic twigs 
called “arterioles.” 

These tiny arterioles play a ma- 
jor part in controlling blood pres- 
sure. For various reasos, including 
tension and changes in body chem- 
istry, the arterioles may become 
constricted or narrowed. When 
this happens, blood pressure goes 
up in the larger arteries behind 
them, in much the same way as 
the water pressure rises in the 
garden hose when the nozzle is 
closed down. 

In all human beings, blood pres- 
sure changes from minute to min- 
ute, rising during physical exer- 
tion or excitement, and falling 
during the rest. But when blood 
pressure rises too high and stays 
that way, the condition is called 
high blood pressure, or hyperten- 
sion. 

One effect of hypertension is ad- 
ded work for the heart. When ar- 
terioles tighten, the heart hus to 
pump harder to force blood through 
the narrowed passages, and after 
long periods of overwork it may 
become enlarged and unable to per- 
form at normal capacity. This con- 
dition is called hypertensive heart 
disease. In the arteries, years of 
untreated high blood pressure 
speed the process of atherosclerosis 
(a thickening and hardening of the 
arteries) the disease that under- 
lies most heart attacks and strokes. 

Of the 21,000,000 men and wo- 
men in the U.S. who have some 
degree of hypertension, about 15,- 


000,000 — or 7 out of 10 — are 
between the ages of 20 and 64. 
Many of these people do not have 
symptoms, and since they feel 
well they see no need to visit a 
doctor. After years of such ne- 
glect, mild cases of hypertension 
can become severe. 

The best way to check on your 
blood pressure is through regular 
examinations which enable the doc- 
tor to decide whether a rise in 
blood pressure is temporary or per- 
sistent, before serious harm is 
done. 

If treatment should be needed 
your doctor can choose from many 
effective methods for lowering 
blood pressure, including use of 
drugs, reducing ditts, sodium-re- 
stricted diets, and changing stress- 
ful living habits to more moderate 
ones. Only the doctor can decide 
which measures will work best for 
each putient.

For Candy Sale 
Is Announced 

Mrs. Francis Manganaro of 10 
Girard Road has accepted the chair- 
manship of Winchester for the 
Triek-or-Treat Holloween candy- 
sale of the Kidney Foundation of 
Massachusetts, it was announced 
recently by Secretary of State John 
F. X. Davoren, who heads the $75,- 
000 drive throughout the Bay State. 

Mrs. Manganaro will direct the 
efforts of a corps of local volunteers 
selling the colorful candy-filled 
plastic puppets for distribution to 
doorbell ringers on Halloween. 
Each puppet contains over 100 in- 
vidually wrapped candies, plus 15 
small bags on which are imprinted 
the five warning signals of kidney 
disease. 

“Funds raised from the candy 
sale,” said State chairman Davoren, 
“will be used to expand research 
and treatment programs of the Kid- 
ney Foundation of Massachusetts. 
In 1970 the Foundation established 
an $82,000 tissue typing laboratory 
to foster research to improve the 
survival rate in kidney transplants. 

“It has supported the develop- 
ment of artificial kidney treatment 
centers in Massachusetts and spon- 
sors a drug bank providing medica- 
tion at cost to more than 250 pa- 
tients with chronic kidney failure, 
resulting in savings to families of 
thousands of dollars each year.” 

Mr. Davoren declared that medi- 
cal authorities anticipate there will 
be about 1(50 patients requiring ar- 
tificial kidney treatment, twice 
weekly. "Additionally,” lie said, 
“the Foundation is aiding medical 
authorities in the expansion of the 
home treatment program with the 
artificial kidney, a program which 
cuts the program in half.”

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India’s Menacing Cobras 
Have Redeeming Qualities 

In India the deadly Cobra is known as the “Good Snake.'* 


Environmental 
Problems Worse 
-Wildlife Group 




To millions of devout, Hindus, the reptile has deep religious sig- 
nificance, primarily as a symbol of fertility. Farmers vnlue the snake, 
because) it exterminates rats which destroy vast quantities of grain and 


spread disease. 

Harry Miller, a cobra expert who 
keeps a colony of the serpents pen- 
ned in his backyard in India, offers 
an unusual profile of the snakes in 
the September National Geograph- 
ic. 

VIPER DID IT 

The cobra is not the vicious killer 
imagined by the uninformed, says 
Mr. Miller. 

“I am convinced,” he writes, 
“that it is often wrongly blamed 
for ^fatalities, and that of some 
10,000 Indian snake bite deaths a 
year, many attributed to cobras are 
caused by other species, particular- 
ly vipers. 

“These do not move out of your 
way and are easily stepped on in 
the dnrk, whereas cobras sensibly 
slide away at the first footfall of 
man. Ofton the culprit is never seen 
and the cobra, since it is India’s 
best-known snake, gets the blame.” 

A cobra’s bite is not necessarily 
fatal. The creature does not always 
inject venom, and when it does the 
doso may not be fatal. Symptoms of 
poisoning appear in only about half 
the people bitten by poisonous 
snakes; many often recover with no 
treatment at all. 

Doctors have even prescribed co- 
bra venom to treat arthritis. In 
some cases a purified and diluted 
form of the poison relieves severe 
pain without producing the unde- 
sireable side effects of opiates. 

Surviving all dangers, a wild co- 
bra can live as long as 20 years, 
though most have much shorter life 
spans. Wild pigs and peafowl prey 
on the creatures. Hunters all over 
India catch and skin the snakes 
for tanning. In Madras one tan- 
nery alone processes 500 cobra 
skins a day for handbags and wal- 
lets. 

CHARMERS PLAY IT SAFE 

Snake charmers a'«> t:;ke a 
heavy toll. Mr. Miller examined 
hundreds of snakes in baskets. “Not 
one,” he reports, “has been Iou.'4 
with its fangs intact, and all o 
them were suffering from starva- 


tion, because the cobra, ft most sen- 
sitive snake, refuses to take food 
except under ideal conditions." 

The cobra fights predators with 
its poisonous bite and distinctive 
hood. The author speculates that 
the flattening of the hood (by pull- 
ing forward ribs at the side of the 
neck) may make it hard for an 
enemy to get a firm grip with its 
teeth. 

Tlie “clown’s fnoe” markings on 
the back of the hood suggest huge, 
intimidating eyes. “I have often 
seen cobras turn their backs on 
enemies, prominently displaying 
these “eyes,” says Mr. Miller. 

The menacing sight holds little 
terror for some Indians. For in- 
stance, villagers in Shirala in west- 
central India believe that the god 
Shiva offered one of their ancient 
sages a boon. The sage asked for 
protection of his people for all 
time against cobras. 

Tho boon was granted, and ever 
since the people of Shirala have not 
feared the cobra, emblem of the 
god himself.

Americn’s environmental prob- 
lems grew considerably worse dur- 
ing the past year in spite of ex- 
ploding public concern and abund- 
ant political promises of remedial 
action. 

That is the grim conclusion of 
the National Wildlife Federation’s 
second annual National Environ- 
mental Quality Index in the Octo- 
ber-November issue of National 
Wildlife Magazine. 

The EQ Index calls the country’s 
increasingly poisoned air the most 
serious environmental problem. 
Automobiles, power plants, and in- 
dustry are cited as the three ma- 
jor air polluters. They have helped 
make lung cancer and emphysema 
the fastest growing causes of 
death in the United States, the 
report said. 

Virtually every stream, river, 
lnke, and estuary in the Nation is 
polluted to some degree and get- 
ting worse. Industries are respon- 
sible for 60 percent of the wnter 
pollution, cities 25 percent, and 
agriculture 15 percent, according 
to the group. The EQ Index says 
enforcement of existing laws 
would go a long way toward clean- 
ing up the Nation’s waters. 

The EQ mineral index indicates 
the U.S., with only 5.7 percent of 
the world’s population, uses 30 
percent of all minerals extracted 
from the earth. Furthermore, by 
the end of the century the Nation 
will have exhausted its own known 
reserves of such vital minerals as 
uranium, lead, zinc, crude oil, and 
natural gas, the Federation main- 
tains. 

Things are getting worse for the 
Nation’s wildlife, too. During the 
past year, 13 species have been 
added to the endangered list, 
bringing the total to 102. Wide- 
spread use of persistent pesticides 
and loss of natural habitat are ac- 
celerating the disappearance of 
many animals, the report contin- 
ues. 

Although the quality of living 
space rates fairly high on the EQ 
Index, the trend is down. Popula- 
tion problems, complicated by 
more highways, more noise pollu- 
tion, and more solid waste make 
future projections unpleasant for 
all. 

Only timber resources gained a 
bit over the 1969 Index, due large- 
ly to Congressional rejection of 
legislation that would havtf in- 
creased timber cutting in National 
Forests. However, a recent Presi- 
dential order allowing increased 
cutting may wipe out the small 
gains, the Federation claims. 

Soil is still the Nation’s least 
damaged resource, but even here 
the trend is down. Every year a 
half-million acres of productive 
land is covered with concrete and 
other vast areas are being de- 
graded by chemicals and monocul- 
ture, the report observes. 

The overall downward trend de- 
! monstrated by the 1970 EQ Index 
emphasizes the somber fact that 
j despite all the recent fanfare, en- 
vironmental problems are getting 
j worse, not better, according to the 
i Federation.

Learning From The Past 


One of the most effective ways to breed prog- 
ress is to learn from the past as we look ahead. 

The wise individual, aware that he does 
not have all the answers, is willing to profit from 
a study of the mistakes as well as the achieve- 
ments of those who have gone before. Recog- 
nizing that much of history repeats itself, he is 
humble enough not to write off all of the past 
as he moves forward. 

Individuals, groups, or nations who feel that 
they have little or nothing to learn from what 
went on before, may suffer the same misfortunes 
as some of those who preceded them. So we 
suggest a glance to the past as one sets off for 
the future. 

The Star's publication of news events of 25. 
20. ten. and five years ago in a regular feature 
column has received some favorable comments. 
Aside from its entertainment value, it can pro- 
vide lessons for the future. 

Here is an example. In a Page One story in 
our September 21, 1970. issue, we reported the 
Winchester Planning Board’s plans for an in- 
formal public hearing on its proposal for a com- 
plete revision of the Town Zoning By-Law. That 
was news. 


In our “Looking Backward” column in the 
same issue we noted that the Star on September 
23. 1960. advised that only eight residents at- 
tended a special informal hearing on mass du- 
plex housing projects, held by the Planning 
Board at the Town Hall. That was an item of 
interest, meant for entertainment rather than 
enlightenment, yet offers more. 

This is it. A complete revision of the Town 
Zoning By-Law is a major project. Much work 
has gone into this task. The Planning Board 
recommendations have been under study by the 
Board of Selectmen. Board of Assessors, Board 
of Appeal, and the Building Law Revision Con- 
mittce for months. The September 24. 1970. 
Star published in length the reasoning behind 
these recommendations. 

The time for residents to become familiar 
with these recommendations and to ask ques- 
tions about them is fast approaching. A limited 
number of copies of the recommended new by- 
law will be available at the office of the Town 
Engineer during the week of October 5. 

When the hearing is held at 8 p.m. Tuesday, 
October 13, in McCall Junior High School Audi- 
torium, it is to be hoped that more than eight 
persons will be present.

Attorney Fon- 
tana has served as an executive 
councillor since 1967 and Doyle 
served as an assistant to the at- 
torney general in 1961. The 
Council confirmed the Fontana 
nomination on a seven to zero 
vote with the lone Republican 
Councillor and nominee voting 
“present.” 

OIL — Dermot P. Shea, execu- 
tive secretary to the .Massachu- 
setts Consumers’ Council, again 
asked Attorney General Robert 
H. Quinn to challenge the consti- 
tutionality of the federal oil im- 
port quota system, which Mr. 
Shea said, is responsible for the 
pending shortage of heating oil 
for Massachusetts consumers. 
Mr. Shea said Attorney General 
Quinn had not responded to a 
similar request made mure than 
one year ago. 

INSURANCE — State Insur- 
ance Commissioner <’. Eugene 
Farnam announced the appoint- 
ment of two attorneys who will 
act as special consultants in 
handling legal matters related to 
the new "no fault” auto insur- 
ance law. Named were Attorneys

TURBOTRAIN — Governor 
' Sargent urged Secretary of 
Transportation John A. Volpe to 
continue the New York to Boston 
Turbotrain experiment until the 
Commonwealth in cooperation 
with other New Englund states 
and the federal government, has 
continued further exploration of 
high speed rail travel between 
New York and Boston. 

MIDDLESEX — The special 
Senate committee investigating 
the construction of the new 
Middlesex County Courthouse fa- 
cility scheduled a hearing for 
Tuesday when George Unger, 
President of the Gevyn Construc- 
tion Company* is expected to 
testify. 

LAWS — Governor Sargent 
continued to study and act upon 
hills sent to him during the Anal 
hours of the legislative session. 
Signed into law were measures 
establishing u Unit Pricing Law 
for food shoppers and revising 
the Commonwealth’s mental 
health laws and protecting the 
rights of the mentally ill. Other 
bills signed by the Chief Execu- 
tive provide for a parking facility 
in Cambridge, rent control in 
Brookline, and legislation increa- 
sing the state’s contribution to 
public housing projects. 

SCHOOLS — The Massachu- 
setts Business Task Force for 
School Management unveiled a 


report containing 105 specific re- 
commendations for more effic- 
ient and economical operation of 
public school systems. The report 
was developed by volunteer busi- 
ness executives in cooperation 
with the Massachusetts Advisory 
Council on Education and the 
Associated Industries of Massa- 
chusetts MACE Director Dr. Wil- 
liam C. Gaige estimates that full 
implementation of all recommen- 
dations could produce a savings 
of $100 million a year in school 
costs, and that implementation 
of certain major recommenda- 
annually. 

EDUCATION— The State De- 
partment of Education is set to 
launch a $250,000 program for 
children with specific learning 
disabilities, according to an an- 
nouncement from Governor Fran- 
cis W. Sargent’s office. The pro- 
gram, authorized this year by the 
Legislature, will permit children 
with perceptual handicaps to at- 
tend private schools within the 
Commonwealth for special train- 
ing and instruction. 

INSURANCE — The Common- 
wealth’s automobile insurers pe- 
titioned the Supreme Court to 
invalidate the 15 percent reduc- 
tion ordered by the Legislature 
in next year’s property damage 
liability rates. Herbert Wilkins, 
counsel for the industry, de- 
scribed the move as “the first 
step by the industry to resolve 
the insurance crisis which con- 
fronts each of the 2.5 million 
motor vehicle owners in the 
state.” 


ROOK REVIEW

ENID BAGNOLD’S 
AUTOBIOGRAPHY 


Enid Bagnold’s book is a painting on a huge can- 
vas with the words flung on with great masterly 
strokes. 

Her fnthcr was a major, later colonel, in the Royal 
Engineers, brilliant and slightly eccentric, and her 
mother a golden-haired beauty. She had one brother, 
Ralph, six years younger, who in later life became 
Brigadier Ralph Bagnold, distinguishing himself as 
the originator of the Long Range Desert Group in the 
Second World War. He was awarded the G. K. War- 
ren Prize by the United States Nationnl Academy of 
Sciences “for his outstanding contribution to fluvial 
geology.” 

Enid’s “teen-age rebellion” came at the age of 
nineteen, when she left home to share a flat in Lon- 
don with her friend, Dolly Tylden, and two more 
girls. She describes Dolly as having a circle-making 
gift. “Lovat Fraser, Gaudier-Brzeska. Sophie his 
'sister,’ Kenneth Hare, Haldane Macfall. These are 
names that stick. But there were others.” With these 
people she met Frank Harris, who had just become 
editor of “Hearth and Home.” He offered her a job 
as a journalist, which she took. Next day he took 
her to lunch at the Savoy. 


“The luncheon was shaming and fascinating. Not 
yet in love with him, his faults of taste came out 
on my forehead like a cold sweat. He talked 
loudly of his three companions, Christ, Shake- 
speare and Wilde. The name of Jesus went 
round the tables like a bell of bronze and heads 
were raised to listen. Dishes were sent back as 
uneatable (a curious claim to sophistication that 
I have noticed in other men. Korda, for in- 
stance). Waiter were compensated with half- 
crowns built into silver castles. I was ashamed. 
But soon I grew ashamed of being ashamed.” 


When their affair ended in disenchantment, Enid 
went back to her family, and never left again until 
she married in her thirtieth year. 

One little anecdote of her father’s independence 
of spirit is rather amusing. 


“He had other theories about the telephone. You 
must first announce who you are. (‘Bagnold 
speaking’) 

Once when rung by the War Office. 

“This is the War Office speaking.” 

“Name please*” said my father. 

“I am the War Office speaking.” 

“Are you? said Daddy. “Then I’m God Almighty,” 
and put ft down.; 


Shortly after meeting the head of Reuters, Sir 
Roderick Jones, he asked her to marry him, but she 
had not fallen in love as he had, and did not take 
his proposal seriously. In fact she went to Vienna 
with the Quakers to take milk to the hungry children. 


“Letters and cables came all the time. Then one 
day the Vienna Reuters correspondent arrived, 
bringing tickets for my return to Paris. 

‘Sir Roderick’ he said, ‘telephoned this morning 
that he is leaving for Canada for the Imperial 
Press Conference in the summer. He thinks it 
advisable that you should return next week as 
he says there will be a great deal to do before 
the wedding. He is meeting you in Paris.’ (Si- 
lence) ‘And may I add my congratulations.’ 
‘The nerve’ I thought. ‘The Almighty Nerve.’ ” 


However, she took the tickets and went to Paris, 
where Roderick met her and they became engaged. 
Shortly afterwards they married and “the honey- 
moon of these two strangers was a journey with a 
hundred editors to the Imperial Press Conference” 
in Canada. 

There is so much more of her marriage, her chil- 
dren, her full life and her plays and books that it is 
impossible to set down more of it here. It is a most 
absorbing and interesting autobiography.

How To Build 
Compost Heap 
Is Told By Club 

Editor of the Star: 

As the time for our annual Fall 
cleanup approaches, it is opportune 
to pive some thought to the me- 
thod by which we dispose of our 
leaves. In spite of the one year’s 
grace given to Winchester in com- 
plying with the new regulations 
governing open burning, we all 
have a responsibility to reduce in 
any way we can the disturbing in- 
crease in environmental pollution. 

Towards this end, the Winches- 
ter Estates Garden Club has pre- 
pared and distributed to all resi- 
dents of Winchester Estates the 
enclosed method of establishing a 
simple backyard compost heap. I 
wonder whether you might not 
publish this in the interests of 
your readers nnd of Winchester. 

How To Build A Compost Heap 

Outdoor burning will be banned 
in Winchester as from July 1, 1971. 
The Winchester Estates Garden 
Club recommends a backyard com- 
post heap to dispose of the leaves 
which many people have been ac- 
customed to burn but which can 
be used to such advantage in our 
gardens. 

The method is simple: 

1. Pile up leaves and clippings 
until 4 inches or so have accumu- 
lated; 

2. Add a layer of manure or old 
sod; 

3. Add a layer of soil on top of 
that; 

4. Start another layer of leaves 
and repeat the process; 

5. Soak the heap now and then, 
plentifully; 

(5. Turn the entire pile over two 
or three times during the summer, 
fall and spring; 

7. By spring, you will have some 
splendid humus. 

How to use compost material: 

1. In a few months remove hu- 
mus from the bottom of the heap; 

2. Make sandy soils more reten- 
tive of moisture by mixing with 
compost; 

3. Use as a light top dressing 
for your lawn " — not to take the 
place of commercial plant foods but 
to supplement and work hand in 
hand with them; 

4. Mix with garden loam when 
potting; 

5. Mix with garden loam when 
preparing seed flats, and the soil 
beds for your cold-frames and hot- 
beds; 

G. Mix with soil for your flower 
borders; 

7. Spread it on top of the soil 
around your roses, shrubs and 
evergreens.

Traffic Snfety 

Principal Forest mefitioned the 
concern of parents and the ad- 
ministration oveT the problem of 
traffic safety for children at- 
tending High Street, particularly | 
noting the intersection of Cam- 
bridge. Church, and High Streets. 
Commending the work of Win- 
chester Police Department’s Chief 
Edward F. Bowler and Safety 
Officer Donald K. Pigott on this 
situation, he informed the audi- 
ence that official studies have 
been made and proposals sent to 
the State. 

Methods outlined include the 
installation of overhanging lights 
at the intersection, the elimina- 
tion of the green arrow here and 
of a crosswalk farther up, the 
repaving of a section of the 
street, the painting of a solid 
yellow line from Arlington to 
Woburn, and the creation of an 
opening in the island as a walk- 
thru. It is also hoped that the 
path extending from Cambridge 
Street through school property 
to Sanborn House and used by 
the children will eventually be 
paved. 

Learning Disabilities 

Making a report to the Com- 
mittee on the learning disabili- 
ties program was Mrs. Judith A. 
Hawkes. In September of 1969, 
84 children were placed in this 
program. This September, after 
screening undertaken by a team 
of specialists of 124 pupils, 119 
were admitted to the classes. 
There are presently six nnd one- 
half specialists or t-tors to cope 
with these students. 

Having pertained in the past 
to elementary school children, 
particularly Grades 2 and 3, the 
program is now having an effect 
on the junior high level. In June, 
1969, 17 students were “gradu- 
ated” or could return to regular 
classes. In 1970 there were 20 
such pupils. Children considered 
as very severe cases and those 
working near normal achieve- 
ment are not enrolled in the 
program. A battery of tests helps 
to identify these students. 

State funding is 50 percent. 
The actual program cost to the 
Town determines the specific 
grant. 

Discussing the severe learning 
disabilities children who have 
been placed within a self-contain- 
ed special class, Mrs. Hawkes 
reported some results. Initiated 
in September, 1969, with eight 
children, it was recognized by 
June, 1970, that “five of these 
pupils had progressed to a level 
that enabled them to return to 
regular classrooms” this Septem- 
ber and receive tutorial help at 
their schools. Slides exhibited bar 
graphs of the achievement scores 
for these eight students compar- 
ing regular schooling as of 1969 
to participation in the severe 
learning disabilities class in 1970. 

This class was established last, 
year under a federal grant of 
$8,640 with the State paying for 
a teacher’s aide. Instructors 
throughout the learning disabili- 
ties program, Mrs. Hawkes said, 
must be “sensitive.” providing 
individualized teaching often to 
the point of “overlearning.” 

Bus Transportation 

William F. Clark, assistant su- 
perintendent for administrative 
services, discussed a report re- 
quested on bus transportation 
with Committee members. At pre- 
sent 10 buses, each with a capa- 
city of 63, make 17 runs. State 
regulations impose a two mile 
walking limit before a town is 
required to provide transporta- 
tion for students. Winchester’s 
self-imposed limit is one mile. 

Committeeman Lane McGov- 
ern cited the fact that other 
towns have a limit of one and 
one-half miles, and wondered if 
these towns also provided lunch 
programs. Later in the evening 
when questions from the audience 
were received, some parents ex- 
pressed concern over those “nine- 
tenths of a mile” students who 
had to walk approximately four 
miles per day during inclement 
winter weather. A lunch program 
was again mentioned. 

In an accepted motion the Com- 
mittee noted the receipt of a 
letter from Vinson-Chven parents 
which will be studied and return- 
ed to the Committee tentatively 
by October 23. The parents claim 
a “longer mile” from their resi- 
dences to Vinson-Owen School 
which is set back from the road 


300-400 feet- Upon hearing this 
Muraco School parents stated 
that the name problem existed 
in her family. 

Personnel 

Among personnel matters Wil- 
liam Skeegan was appointed Sen- 
ior High School guidance coun- 
sellor. replacing Thomas Budre- 
wicz who lias become guidance 
department head for grades 7-12. 
Postponed for action was the 
acceptance of two lunchroom su- 
pervisors at Muraco School until 
a need can be determined. 

In other matters the Commit- 
tee voted to rescind the approval 
given on September 14 for a one- 
half aide to serve a kindergarten 
class at Wyman School and ac- 
cepted the hiring of a learning 
disabilities teacher for morning 
sessions at the school. Figuring 
in State funding this substitution 
will be less costly to the Town. 

The rationale of this barter 
is the decision to establish a full 
day kindergarten program at 
Wyman and split the group into 
two segments of 14 each, elimin- 
ating the need for a teaching as- 
sistant. This full day program 
will be undertaken by Miss Ann 
E. Dolan who has ih the past 
taught a half-day regular session 
plus a learning disabilities group. 
Miss Dolan has been included 
in the six and one-half member 
learning disabilities staff. 

Considering other administra- 
tive business approval was given 
to Clara Hewis of 91 Swanton 
Street to have her son trans- 
ferred from Muraco to Lincoln 
School. Reconsideration of the 
original request was made “on 
the basis of an assessment by 
the school physician and mem- 
bers of the professional staff.” 

Superintendent’s Report 

From the report of Superin- 
tendent of Schools Dr. Donald A. 
Klemer, it is noted that attempts 
are being made with the help of 
Art Director Thomas Tracy to 
establish an afternoon and Sat- 
urday art program within the 
school system to be largely fi- 
nanced by participants. 

Citing Winchester’s coopera- 
tion with the teacher-training 
programs of Boston area col- 
leges, collaboration with Tufts 
University continues. These tea- 
chers in training will develop 
materials for the individualiza- 
tion of mathematics instruction 
for use in the elementary schools. 
Boston University students will 
be joining the Parkhurst School 
staff as aides to teachers, to de- 
velop instructional materials, and 
as practice teachers. Westfield 
State College is also mentioned. 

The School Committee has re- 
ceived a tentative calendar for 
the discussion of School Depart- 
ment budgets for 1971. The pro- 
posed schedule is maintenance 
and repair of grounds and buil- 
dings and athletic association on 
October 16; other expenses, cafe- 
teria, and school rentals on Octo- 
ber 23; capital outlay on October 
30; and personal services on No- 
vember 6. 

After receiving oral and writ- 
ten questions from the audience, 
the Committee moved into execu- 
tive session. The next regular 
meeting is scheduled for Tuesday. 
October 13, in Lincoln School. 
Items suggested for this agenda 
include a recommendation on the 
junior high school electronics 
program, a report on drug educa- 
tion plans, and “no school ’ an- 
nouncements.

and that this would be his final 
one. He said that he had received 
no response to previous ones. 

Mr. Rotondi said that the homes 
that he had built in the Churchill 
Road area were “a credit to the 
town of Winchester.” He said 
that he wanted the drainage sys- 
tem completed on Churchill Road 
nnd wanted persons whose homes 
were not tied in to the system to 
have them connected and wanted 
the owners to pay a proportionate 
share of service costs. 

Airport Service Planned 

The Board of Selectmen granted 
permission to John J. Navaria of 
Lawrence to operate 12 or 16- 
passenger limousines from Lowell 
and Lawrence to Logan Interna- 
tional Airport via Winchester. No 
stops are planned in this town at 
this time. Mr. Navaria said. The 
new vehicles will offer four auto- 
mobile-type trips a day, using 
Route 93. 

Mr. Navaria said that Tewks- 
bury had also granted approval 
for the limousines to travel 
through its town. The Everett and 
Reading municipal legislative bod- 
ies were to act upon Mr. Nava- 
ria’s request in the near future.

If 
the board concurs, the School De- 
partment would then be advised 
to inform parents of the plowing 
plans. 

Paper To Be Topic 

A request by several local wom- 
en that the town consider placing 
a box car near the town incinera- 
tor so that waste paper could be 
recycled rather than burned will 
be considered by the Selectmen on 
Monday evening, October 5, at 
Town Hall. Superintendent of 
Streets O’Brien advised the Se- 
lectmen that he agrees with some 


of the thoughts contained in the 
request hut must also allow for 
the use of paper to fire the incin- 
erator. 

The Selectmen signed orders for 
sidewalk curbing on Squire Road 
and Pilgrim Drive. 

The recommendations of Safety 
Officer Pigott on Wildwood Street 
traffic control were accepted by 
Selectmen. He suggested painting 
the curbing with luminous paint 
to define the location of a danger- 
ous curve. A “dangerous curve" 
sign will ho installed on Johnson 
Rond, facing eastbound traffic. 

A “no trespassing” sign will be 
installed on a town-owned small 
island on Charles Road, as re- 
quested hy Arnold V. Mason. The 
area had been landscaped by Mr. 
Mason and enclosed with a chain 
link fence. Children have been 
climbing over the fence, Mr. Ma- 
son said. The Selectmen voted to 
ask Superintendent of Streets O’- 
Brien to install the “no trespass- 
ing” sign and asked the Police De- 
partment to watch the property 
so that trespassing violations 
would not occur. 

Sawmill Brook Road will be 
made one way from Forest Street 
to Hinds Road. A petition bearing 
66 signatures from residents in 
the area had sought traffic control 
measures there. “Watch Chil- 
dren” signs well be installed at the 
westerly end of Sawmill Brook 
Road at the intersection of Sunset 
Road. 

Fire Chief I. Francis Amico 
recommended that debris be re- 
moved from the meter room at 
Town Hall and that fire drill pro- 
cedures be adopted for the build- 
ing. Copies of his Fire Prevention 
Week suggestions will be posted 
in each Town Hall office, Select- 
men decided. 

The Selectmen voted to ask the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health to conduct a biolog- 
ical survey of Winter Pond and 
to advise the Board of Selectmen 
of the results. A copy of the let- 
ter will be sent to the Aberjona 
Watershed Committee. Thomas 
Lombardo of 2 Dartmouth Street 
had been in correspondence with 
the DPH over aquatic nuisance 
vegetation at Winter Pond. 

Oil Still Problem 

Executive Secretary Edward F. 
Donnelly will advise Selectmen 
when he considers it advisable to 
again seek bids for Number Six 
fuel oil. A scarcity of this type 
of oil is expected. The town has 
been unsuccessful in getting bids 
for furnishing it from prospec- 
tive suppliers. Mr. Donnelly has 
been watching the oil situation 
closely through reading and by 


contacts with governmental and 
fuel firm officials. 

Santo „T. Cannava sought the 
Selectmen’s help on a problem 
which he snid had developed adja- 
cent to his business, Snn-O-Clean- 
ers at 757 Main Street. He claim- 
ed that a 50-foot wall of fill was 
going up with what “seems to be 
no direction.” He said that he 
thought that a drainage problem 
might develop. 

“The part I find objectionable 
is that it lacks direction now.” Mr. 
Cannava said. The fill came from 
the incinerator, he thought. He 
said that he had observed town 
trucks and town bulldozers on the 
seenp. 

The Selectmen voted to advise 
Superintendent of Streets Robert 
G. O’Brien and the Board of 
Health to permit no more dump- 
ing by town vehicles on the prop- 
erty until the matter can be con- 
sidered further. 

Selectman Sherman W. Salt- 
marsh Jr. said that he thought 
that private contractors should be 
stopped also from dumping on the 
site. 

Action Deferred 

Selectmen deferred until Mon- 
day evening, October 5, a discus- 
sion on proposed alterations at 
Town Hall. 

Acquisition by the town of 
property at 9 Alben Street will be 
recommended by Selectmen at the 
next Town Meeting. 

Bids on furnishing group insur- 
ance for town employees will be 
sought by the Board of Selectmen. 
Specifications were prepared by 
Town Comptroller James Costello. 

The executive secretary and 
Town Engineer John Ciarcia.will 
perambulate the boundaries of Ar- 
lington and Lexington. Perambu- 
lation is required every five years 
by Massachusetts law. 

Closed Session 

Two executive sessions, or one 
two-part such discussion, closed 
to the press nnd public, were 
scheduled by Selectmen at the end 
of the meeting. Board members 
said one matter to be discussed 
was financial and the other con- 
cerned a minor personnel problem.

Trick-or-Treat 
Candy Sale Head 
Has Been Named 

| Mrs. Kalnan Burnim of Melrose 
has accepted the chairmanship of 
the North Suburban Area of which 
Winchester is a part for the Trick- 
or-Treat Halloween candy sale of 
the Kidney Foundation of Massa- 
chusetts, it was announced by Sec- 
retary of State John F. X. Davoren, 
who heads the $75,000 drive 
throughout the Bay State. 

Mrs. Burnim will direct the ef- 
forts of a corps of local volunteers 
selling the candy-filled plastic pup- 
pets for housewives to distribute 
to door knockers and doorbell ring- 
ers on Halloween. Each puppet 
contains over 100 individually 
wrapped candies, plus 15 small bags 
on which are imprinted the five 
warning signals of kidney disease. 

Candy will be sold by volunteers 
factories, apartment houses, 
bank lobbies, office buildings, hos- 
pitals, and homes. 

“Funds raised from the candy 
sale,” said State chairman Davoren, 
“will be used to expand research 
and treatment programs of the Kid- 
ney Foundation of Massachusetts. 
In 1970 the Foundation established 
an $82,000 tissue typing laboratory 
to foster research to improve the 
survival rate in kidney transplants. 
It has supported the development 
of artificial kidney treatment cen- 
ters in Massachusetts and sponsors 
a drug bank providing medication 
at cost to more that 250 patients 
with chronic kidney failure, result- 
ing in savings to familes of thou- 
sands of dollars each year.” 

Mr. Davoren declared that medi- 
cal authorities anticipate there will 
be about 160 patients requiring kid 
ney treatment, twice weekly. “Addi 
tionally,” he said, “the Foundation 
is aiding medical authorities in the 
expansion of the home treatment 
program with the artificial kidney, 
a program which cuts the progra 
in half.”

To enhance her semester in 
France, Miss Heindel enrolled in an 
intensive course in oral French, 
given by The Experiment just prior 
to the beginning of the program. 

During the language course, Miss 
Heindel met the other members of 
her study group. With the assist- 
ance of an experienced leader, the 
group discussed customs and cul- 
ture of France and prepared to 
meet its people on their own terms. 

Following her arrival in Besan- 
con, France, Miss Heindel is living 
with the family of M. and Mme. 
Drounard for one month. This first- 
hand opportunity to develop friend- 
ships, to learn the customs and tra- 
ditions, and to participate in the 
activities of the host country from 
the vantage point of a family en- 
vironment, is the heart of the Ex- 
periment program. 

During the second and third 
month in France, Miss Heindel will 
partiepate in area studies and a 
cross-cultural course and will pur- 
sue independent study projects re- 
lating to the host country. 

During the current year, Experi- 
ment academic programs will ex 
■tend into 13 countries in Africa, 
Asia, Europe and the Middle East. 
Its participants represent a wide 
range of colleges, universities, and 
geographic areas. In addition to its 
Independent Study Programs, the 
School for International Training 
offers an International Career 
Training Program at the graduate 
level and a master’s degree pro- 
gram for language teachers. 


Parents Discuss 
Grade 2-3 Group 
At Washington 

Washington School parents were 
invited to a meeting on Tuesday, 
September 29, by Principal Dr. 
Leonor Rich to discuss the creation 
of a Grade 2-3 combination group 
at the school. Attended by two- 
thirds of the parents of the chil- 
dren involved, the meeting was de- 
signed to acquaint parents with the 
type of program that is in progress 
in the group. 

In addition to Dr. Rich, the class- 
room teacher and reading specialist 
were in attendance to explain the 
specifics of an individualized pro- 
gram in the group. 

Dr. Rich explained what criteria 
were used in selecting pupils for 
the class, what is going to happen 
next year, measurement procedures 
in terms of ncademic growth, and 
teamwork with the other second 
and third grade teachers. 

Parents were encouraged to ask 
questions, and according to Dr. 
Rich, were very glad to have at- 
tended the informational meeting. 

The split grade was arranged in 
an attempt to limit the size of the 
present third grade classes. Parents 
of third graders were given the op- 
portunity to request transfer of 
their children to either Lincoln or 
Muraeo School but no parents ac- 
cepted this option. According to Dr. 
Rich, it was felt that something 
had to be done to get a more equit- 
able distribution of class size and 
the combination grade was chosen 
as the most practical method of do- 
ing this. 

Parents were told what they 
could expect in terms of academic 
growth of their children this year 
in the Grade 2-3 combination. Dr. 
Rich explained that selection of 
students was done on the basis of 
similar performance levels, not I.Q. 
scores and that no children with 
extreme behavior patterns or chil- 
dren considered to be remedial are 
included in the group. In addition, 
among the criteria used in the selec- 
tion was the ability of the child to 
function with reasonable success 
in independent activity. 

Dr. Rich further explained that 
the Washington School Grade 2-3 
combination is in accordance with 
the principles established in the op 
en area schools, and the group is 
similar to combination programs 
that are in progress in seven of the 
nine elementary schools in Winches- 
ter. (Only Lincoln and Wyman 
Schools to date have no combina- 
tion grades.)

‘National Fire Protection As- 
sociation studies show the great 
majority of the 6,550 lives taken 
by home fires last year were need- 
lessly lost because of failure to 
preplan and rehearse escape mea- 
sures.” the Chief pointed out. 

The first rule of safety from 
fire is escape: get everylmdy out 
at the very first sign of fire. But 
unless you have done some think- 
ing and planning, you may not be 
nble to escape.” 

Prepare a home life safety plan 
for your family now, urges Chief 
Amico, then rehearse it to make 
sure that everyone, including chil- 
dren, knows exactly what to do. 

Here are pointers to help you 
plan: 

1. Carefully figure out at least 
two routes to the outside from 
every room in the house, especially 
bedrooms. Allow for blocking of 
stairways and halls by fire. 

2. Make it the rule to sleep with 
bedroom doors closed, because 
closed bedroom doors will hold 
back flame and smoke, allow extra 
time for escape. 

3. For upper floor escape, a win- 
dow may he your only alternate 
route. Be sure exit windows work 
easily, and arc low and large 
enough to get through. Use any 
available porch and garage roofs 
a$ ways down to safety. If needed, 
install an escape ladder. Locate 
children in bedrooms with easy 
rooftop escape. 

4. Pick an outside assembly 
point where the family will meet 
for "roll call,” and he sure every- 
one understands that the house 
must not be re-entered for any 
purpose. 

5. Know how to call the fire de- 
partment, by street box or phone, 
and do this as quickly as the house 
is clear of people.

Americans Roll 
Out Cider Casks 


When the frost is on the pump- 
kin and the cider is in the cellar, 
all’s right with the world. 

Autumn has been cider time in 
the United States since colonial 
days, the National Geographic So- 
iety says. Cider — sweet and 
hard — was the chief beverage of 
the colonists, who drank it by the 
barrel. 

These days, cider is more likely 
to be bottled than barreled and 
sweet instead of hard, but it re- 
mains a popular drink. In apple 
country, as summer ends, every 
roadside stand displays jugs of 
the golden brown beverage; cider 
nnd doughnuts are autumn staples. 

Natural Juice 

All cider is made from apple 
juice, but all apple juice is not 
cider. The freshly squeezed liquid 
treated to prevent spoilage, and 
sold in sealed bottles and cans, 
generally is regarded as plain ap- 
ple juice. 

Sweet cider is fresh apple juice 
with no prese»*vatives added. Hard 
cider is apple juice that has been 
allowed to ferment naturally. Ap- 
plejack is something else again. It 
apple brandy, distilled from 
hard cider. Unlike many other 
fruit distillates, applejack retains 
the distinctive aroma of the orig- 
inal fruit. 

At one time, farmers made ap- 
plejack by merely freezing hard 
cider. The unfrozen residue was 
a crude and powerful drink, whose 
effect, one rueful imbiber recalled, 
was like a crack on the head with 
a hammer. Modern applejack is 
distilled twice and aged in barrels 
like a fine brandy. 

Laird and Company, distillers in 
Scobeyville, New Jersey, have 
been making applejack since 1780. 
The firm claims that its consumer 
product is the oldest in the United 
States still made by the original 
family. George Washington, who 
made cider at Mount Vernon, ask- 
ed for the Laird applejack recipe 
from the firm’s founder, Samuel 
E. Laird. 

Washington, however, had his 
doubts about drinking fresh cider. 
During the Revolutionary War, he 
issued a general order that said: 
‘As nothing is more pernicious to 
the health of Soldiers, nor more 
certainly productive of the bloody 
flux than drinking New Cyder. 
The General in the most positive 
manner commands the entire dis- 
use of the same.” 

‘‘Cheering Liquor” 

Robert B. Thomas, the original 
publisher of the Farmer’s Alman- 
ack, endorsed cider. In his 1793 al- 
manac, Thomas advised: “See that 
your cellars are well stored with 
good cider, that wholesome and 
cheering liquor . . . which suits 
both your constitution and your 
pocket much better than West-In- 
dia spirit.” 

Many farmers had their own 
small presses to squeeze the foam- 
ing juices from Northern Spies, 
Fameuses, Goldwn Russets, Hamp- 
shire Sweets, Gravensteins, and 
other old-time apple varieties. 

‘Old ci-dah” still is cherished 
New England. Fred Copeland, 
a Vermonter, vividly recalled the 
magic of going to the cellar for 
eider: 

‘It was always so deep-twilight 
the cellar you hud to take 
barn lantern. Its pale light would 
cast a spectral glow along the 
brown bellies of the row of barrels 
And when you knelt with a ham- 
mer and old white crockery pitcher 
beside an untapped barrel it was 
an event. You slid the pitcher un 
der the spigot, then tapped gently 
on the wooden spigot screw. Re- 
luctantly it turned. With a velvety 
hiss a pure white stream plunged 
into the pitcher. Then it went 
silent as foum built up like cotton 
A mellow, fruity aroma floated 
out into the darkness.”

Clothing Fire Prevention Is Urged 


White playing a 6-year-old girl 
Iroppcd a Burning match on her 
crinoline skirt, igniting it. She died 
several hours Inter in the hospital. 
An elderly woman’s dressing gown 
brushed against an open heater in 
the bathroom, and she suffered fa- 
tal burns when it was set afire. A 
small hoy playing with other chil- 
dren fell or was accidentally pushed 
into a bonfire. His clothing ignited 
and before it could he smothered he 
received fatal burns. 

These are typical cases from Na- 
tional Fire Protection Association 
files, say Fire Chief I. Francis 
Amico. 

Clothing fires are a major cause 
of fire deaths each year, as well as 
thousands of painful .sometimes 
disfiguring injuries. Children and 
the elderly are the most frequent 
victims. 

Tench children to keep a respect- 
ful distance from flames, sparks, 
nnd other sources of intense heat — 
like matches, stoves, open flame 
and electric heaters, fireplaces, hnr- 
becue grills, and open fires, Chief 
Amico urges. Be sure the elderly 
in your family understand this need 
for care. 

Clothing selection is important in 
prevention too, adds the Fire Chief. 
Sturdy, smooth-surfaced fabrics re- 
sists burning better than light- 


weight, long-napped ones. Light- 
weight, filmy, fuzzy materials gen- 
erally ignite more readily, and bil- 
lowing folds of material and long 
loose sleeves increase chances of 
contact with a source of ignition. 
Now available in some stores is 
children’s nightwear made of flame- 
resistant fabrics. 

Be surp children know the life- 
saving rule if clothing does catch 
fire: Don’t run. Roll on the ground 
or floor. Smother the fire with a 
coat or blanket.

Except for a period overseas with 
the American Red Cross, she has 
worked in the mid-west area with 
public child welfare in Indiana, 
the Childrens Bureau in Indiana- 
polis, Randall House in Chicago, 
and the Lake Bluff Children’s 
Home. Miss Cosand has been ac- 
tive in both the Chicago ami Bos- 
ton chapters of the National As- 
sociation of Social Workers. 

New trends in the services at 
Crittenton Hastings House were 
described. Helping those girls who 
would not ordinarily come to the 
home for help was stressed. Spe- 
cial emphasis is also put on help- 
ing girls after they leave the home. 

‘The first year is most danger- 
ous,” said Miss Cosand. 

She is hoping to establish an 
apartment set-up for all girls, 
those who keep their babies and 
those who do not. In this way 
Crittenton Hastings House hopes 
to come “full circle” in helping all 
girls. 

Crittenton Hastings House is al- 
so helping in the Bromley Heath 
Housing Project. Meeting with the 
mothers, answering questions on 
child rearing, and general group 
discussion is provided by the staff 
of the home. 

After an outline of one girl’s 
history, a question and answer 
period was held. 

Miss Cosand stated that an in- 
formed and involved community 
was one of the home’s greatest as- 
sets. 

Refreshments were served by 
Mrs. Edward R. Haddad as mem 
bers of the group continued talk- 
ing informally with Miss Cosand.

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Christmas Stamps 
To Be Precanceled 


Five Christmas postage* stamps 
being issued this year will he avail- 
able in precanceled form through- 
out New England, Postmaster Gen- 
eral Winton M, Blout has an- 
nounced. 

One sheet of stamps, featuring 
four antique Christmas toys, will 
communicate the joy and happiness 
of Christmas. Another sheet, one 
stamp of the nativity, underscores 
the significance and meaning of 
Christmas. 

The colorful array of six-cent 
stamps for use on Yule mail will 
he available starting Fridny, No- 
vember 6, one day after the first 
day ceremonies are held at the Na- 
tional Gullery of Art, Washington, 
D.C. 

Because New England postal cus- 
tomers were so cooperative in band- 
ing their in “local” and “out-of- 
town” packets last year, it was de- 
cided to make the 1970 Christmas 
stamps available in precanceled 
form throughout the area. 

Use of precanceled stamps speeds 
the mail by eliminating one whole 
phase of processing. 

The precanceled form of the 
Christmas stamps also will be 
available in 08 selected cities out- 
side New England. 

The names of the cities will not 
be overprinted, as was done last 
year. 

The four stamps — each pictur- 
ing a toy of yesteryear — depict 
chnrming bits of America which 
arc swiftly becoming prized collec- 
tor’s items and museum pieces. 

The fifth reproduces “The Na- 
tivity” by Lorenzo Lotto, 10th Cen- 
tury Italian painter. This painting 
hangs in the National Gallery of 
Art. 

The stamps were printed by gra- 
vure at the Gilford Press, Gilford, 
Connecticut, which was leased by 
the Bureau of Engraving and 


Printing and was manned by Bu- 
reau personnel. This was necessi- 
tated by delayed delivery of the 
Bureau’s gravure press. 

The four 19th Century toys 
stamps were painted and designed 
by Stevan Dohanos, chairman of 
the Citizen’s Stamp Advisory Com- 
mittee. He calls them “toys in the 
attic.” 

One is a tin and cast iron loco- 
motive. which was adapted from 
artwork by Charles Hemming in 
the “Index of American Design,” a 
collection at the National Gallery 
of Art. 

The three additional designs — 
a horse, a doll carriage and a me- 
chanical tricycle — are from “The 
Golden Age of Toys,” by Fondin 
and Remise. 

Red, yellow, blue, and black are 
combined to produce the stamps, 
which are horizontal. 

The precancel is achieved by two 
curving lines. 

“The Nativity” by Lorenzo Lotto 
(cl480-1550) is converted into a 
vertical stamp that was designed 
by Howard C. Mildner, of the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing. 
Lotto was one of the most produc- 
tive painters of his time and is 
numbered among the masters of the 
Renaissance. 

The stamp shows Joseph and 
Mary kneeling outside the manger, 
peering down at the Christ child. 

Brownish tones dominate the 
stamp, which will be printed from 
red, blue, yellow, and black cylin- 
ders. Vortical. Vertical left in blue 
is “U.S. 6 cent Christmas.” Across 
the bottom, also in blue, is National 
Gallery of Art. Loot.” Two fine pre- 
cancel lines in black are applied 
horizontally. 

The print order is for 875 million 
Nativity stamps. A similar number 
of the quartet stamps will be print- 
ed. Approximately half of each will 
be precanceled.

Rafferty Ruins Sachems 
As Warriors Win 24-15

emerged victorious for the first time since 1965. 


As a mtter of fact three of Wake- 
field’s touchdowns on that memor- 
able afternoon were tallied by the 
very boys who hurt Winchester 
most in this year’s opener. Jack 
Rafferty scored two touchdowns 
and a two-point conversion and Bob 
McMenimen snagged several passes 
including one six pointer. Rafferty 
had a total of 114 yards in 14 at- 
tempts, and his season’s running 
total was over 1,000 yards. He 
might well have been an all schol- 
astic if he had been a senior and he 
looms as a sure one this year. 

These same players were almost 
the entire Warrior offense on Sat- 
urday with Quad-Captain Rafferty 
once again rambling for 150 im- 
portant yards in 18 attempts, in- 
cluding the 35 yard gallop that was 
the eventual back breaker for the 
Marshallmen. He also tallied two 
important two point conversions to 
keep Winchester behind from early 
in the second period to the end. His 
running mate, McMenimen, caught 
five key passes including one for a 
touchdown anil might have had 
more if he could have held Kevin 
Halliday’s long bombs. He outma- 
neuvered the local secondary only 
to fall short of the passes by slow- 
ing down or else they dangled off 
his finger tips. 

Coach Manny Marshall summed 
the game up in these words, 4 * As the 
game was played, the better team 
won.” He took the game ball to the 
Wakefield bus and personally pre- 
sented it to the jubilant Warriors 
who gave him a resounding cheer. 
It was a nice gesture by the disap- 
pointed local mentor, whose person- 
al and team sportsmanship are held 
in high regard by the other mem- 
bers of the Middlesex League fam- 
ily. 

After reviewing the films of the 
game Coach 'Marshall stated that 
the Sachems had not played nearly 
as poor a game as it might have 
appeared to the spectators. He feels 
that the boys have come a long way 
from their scrimmage showings, 
but that there is still plenty of room 
for improvement. The coaching 
staff will work the boys hard this 
week to iron out the soft spots in 
preparation for the visit of Coach 
Joe Iloaguc’s burly Red Raiders 
from Melrose. 

The apparent weakness of the Sa- 
chems at quarterback was not too 
evident either from the sidelines, 
in the films, or in the statistics. 
Tony Adams did a good job for a 
boy starting his first varsity game, 
and did his best to keep the attack 
moving. He even got off a good 
punt from deep in his own territory 
when Tri-Captain Ben Dolan was 
forced to the sideline with a leg 
cramp. Local fans were greatly im- 
pressed by the long bullet passes of 
Kevin Halliday, the 200-pound son 
of the visiting coach. However, both 
the total yardage and percentage 
of completions of Tony’s aerials 
was better than that of the visiting 
bomb thrower. 

The mere mention of Ben Dolan 
brings back very clearly the out- 
standing game played by big Ben. 
He tallied both Winchester touch- 
downs on hard line plunges, picked 
up much valuable yardage, and 
kept the attack moving with some 
risp blocks.

Social Security Program 
Major Income Source 


More than half the money paid 
out by public agencies to raise the 
level of individual and family in- 
come in this country comes from 
the social security program, John 
E. Lonergan Jr.. District Manager 
of the Cambridge Social Security 
Office, said today. 

Further, he said, it and other 
similar social insurance programs 
such as unemployment compensa- 
tion, provide more than three- 
quarters of this money. 

Social security retirement, death 
and disability payments account 
for 52 percent of the total spent, 
he said. 

This can be compared with about 
five percent for unemployment, 
some 22 percent for other insur- 
ance plans, abont ten percent for 
veterans programs and only about 
12 percent for public assistance or 
welfare programs, he said. 

Medicare payments account for 
about half the public money used 
to provide health care for civilians 
in the United States, the district 
manager added. 

“This shows a huge growth in 
social security’s impact on econ- 


omic am! social problems since So- 
rial security was originally enact- 
ed 35 years ago on August 14/' 
Mr. lonergan said. 

In 1910. when the first payments 
were made, he said, they amount- 
ed to less than one percent of such 
benefits, while depression-horn 
work programs provided nearly 40 
percent and public assistance more 
than 24 percent of the total. 

Mr. Lonergan also said that so- 
cial security officials have esti- 
mated that the program keeps 
some 10 million people above the | 
poverty level. 

One study showed that poor 
families headed by persons over ‘ 
65 get 3/5 of their income from 
social security, he said. It also ! 
showed that poor beneficiaries 
were frequently closer to escaping j 
from poverty than those who did 
not get social security payments, j

Realistic Zoo Settings Newsy Paragraphs 


Outmode Cages And Bars 


Wild animals are escaping from 
their cages in many cities. 

To show creatures in a natural 
setting, zoos are letting down the 
bars and replacing them with 
sweeping plains, cakes of ice, and 
underground burrows. 

Some zoological parks have 
miniature Africas” where nte- 
lope, zebra, and giraffe roam free- 
ly on grassy slopes, separated 
from the public by hidden moats. 

In San Diego, California, 128 
acres of Balboa Park have been 
set aside for the largest collection 
of mammals, birds, and reptiles in 
the United States — some 5,000 
specimens. Nearly all of the ani- 
mals live outdoors the year round 
in enclosures tucked away among 
woody canyons and mesas. 

Day has been turned into nigh J . 
for added realism at New York’s 
Bronx Zoo. Special red lighting in 
the new “World of Darkness” 
building has reversed the activity 
cycle of nocturnal animals, encour- 
aging them to move about during 
daylight hours and to sleep at 
night. 

In the middle of the day, fisher- 
men bats swoop over a long, shal- 
low pool to scoop prey from the 
water. Small kit foxes prowl 
among cactus plants. Owls peer 
curiously from obscure branches. 

At the Arizona-Sonora Desert 
Museum near Tucson, night crea- 
tures thrive in an underground 
tunnel exhibit. Visitors view them 
in glass-fronted burrows, caves, 
and dens by depressing a section 
of the railing in front of the dis- 
plays which in turn activates nor- 
mal white lighting inside. 

The animals have adapted to the 
alternating flashes of illumination, 
and people often see them alert 
and active, although their night- 
day cycles remain normal. 

Penguins on Ice 

Penguins frolic among the cakes 
of ice in Frankfurt, Germany. 
Cooling units chill water and air 
and create ice for the animals’ 
large refrigerator-like enclosure in 
the zoo’s Exotarium. Just a few 
steps away, a turn of the knob in 
another display produces a tropical 
thunderstorm in a crocodile-infest- 
ed jungle. 


An unusual garden in the Tama 
Zoological Park near Tokyo gives 
urban youngsters a chance to see 
insects in their natural surround- 
ings. Thousands of specimens 
creep, crawl, or fly in an Insectar- 
ium Center. 

City children in East Africa see 
plenty of insects, but few animals, 
although wildlife may be plentiful 
only a few miles away. 

To remedy the situation, Tan- 
zania opened a zoo of free-roam- 
ing animals on the island of Saa- 
nane on the southern shore of 
Lake Victoria. 

The site is beautiful as well as 
practical. “Since bars cost money,” 
said a government spokesman, “the 
island’s watery shoreline wa3 a 
free gift of nature.”

Despite the current recession, 
the average Middlesex County 
family is in better financial shape 
now than in most years. 

It has a larger nest egg of cash 
bank deposits and in other 
forms of savings than normally. 

It is due to the fact that local 
families have pulled in t-eir horns 
somewhat during the past year — 
not spending up to the hilt. 

They have also kept their credit 
good shape, while increasing 
their savings, by making regular 
payments on their installment 
debt. 

For the Middlesex County popula- 
tion as a whole, the amount of new 
money put into savings in the past 
fiscal year is estimated at $440.- 
643,000. 

This includes additions to bank 
accounts, shares in savings and 
loan associations, purchases of 
United States savings bonds, and 
other liquid assets. 

The accumulation represents a 
money bomb with a big potential. 
When the button is pressed to re- 
lease it, the local economy will re- 
ceive a powerful thrust forward. 

The local estimate is based upon 
data for the country at large, 
gathered by the Department of 
Commerce and others, and upon 
the latest income destribution fig- 
ures, covering each community. 

The surveys indicate that the 
amount put aside as savings by 
the average family is closely re- 
lated to its income. 

Among those with earnings of 
$3,500 or less, little or nothing can 
be saved. They are barely able to 
keep going at all on that amount. 

At the $6,000 level, it is found, 
about 4.5 percent of net income 
put away and, at $9,000, about 
percent. The proportion rises 
rapidly as incomes go into higher 
brackets. 

Applied to Middlesex County, 
with its net, after-tax income of 
$13,051 per household, according 
to the figures, the general average 
was 8.5 percent and the amount 
saved in the year approximately 
$1,110 per household. 

This compares with $720 per 
household elsewhere in the United 
States and with $850 in the state. 

It added up to $440,643,000 in 
the year for the entire local popu- 
lation. 

The reports indicate that per 
sonal savings by Americans this 
year are running at the annual 
rate of $42.8 billion, as against 
$37.6 billion last year.

How To Save 
Houseplants 

The cool weather of early fall 
has already come to Massachusetts 
and frosty nights will be here soon. 
Now is the time to bring in your 
house plants which have been 
“summering” outdoors in the gar- 
den.

Before you 
bring them in spray with a good 
garden pesticide mixture so you 
don’t bring in insects and disease 
organism along with the plants. 

Houseplants which are over- 
grown. potbound, or mishapen 
should be pruned and repotted to 
give them a fresh start. Rather 
than bring in huge plants which 
don’t tit your house decor, why 
not start a few new ones from 
cuttings or slips to produce vigor- 
ous young plants for your home. 

Finally, give your house plants 
a good feeding of liquid plant 
food when you bring them in. And 
remember to follow a regular feed- 
ing program every month during 
the winter to keep them vigorous. 

Save your house plants now. 
Bring them in before frost and 
take the necessary steps to assure 
their beauty in your house this 
winter!

tail the climate in London in 1956 
when Osborne, the first of the 
angry men,” was introduced on 
stage. The audiences of 1956 had 
been shaken by two recent world 
crises: the Hungarian Revolution 
and the Suez Crisis. As a result 
people had begun to find fault with 
old values, he said. 

Osborne chose to break from the 
theatrical conventions of his time, 
which made his play seem revolu- 
tionary. Using the Ibsian technique 
of stage shock, he attempted to 
show things as they are, neither ide- 
alizing nor correcting the conven- 
tional ways of life, in an effort to 
pursuade — or shock — his audience 
into accepting new values, Dr. Al- 
fred said. 

Osborne never insists to 
make a point, he just reveals reali- 
ty, according to Dr. Alfred. Thus, 
throughout the play, he illustrates 
the terrible, yet real social mess 
the young protagonists find them- 
selves in. 

In drawing a contrast to the 
theatre today, Dr. Alfred chose 
Sam Sheppard, a recent lyric play- 
right of “La Tourista” and “Red 
Cross Night” to illustrate the 
point that now the theatre tends 
to abstract characterizations into 
pure feeling. Today’s theatre has 
been said to be so abstract as to 
be opaque, and as either “insanely 
vulgar or simply insane.” The 
playright reasons that such a tech- 
nique, is necessary because today’s 
audience has an atrophy on the 
ability to feel, indeed it resists an 
exaction of feeling. Therefore if 
the audience can not be stirred to 
feel by conventional means, it 
must be lead to cruelty. 

Dr. Alfred is the author of “Ho- 
gan’s Goat,” “Annunciation Rosa- 
ry,” and “Agamemnon.” “Hogans 
Goat” was recently staged in Bos- 
ton and on Broadway. Born and 
educated in Brooklyn, New York, 
he holds degrees from Brooklyn 
College and Harvard University. 
Since 1954 he has been teaching 
at Harvard University where his 
undergraduate course in English 
is over-subscribed.

Zoning By-Law 
To Be Topic At 
Meeting Tuesday 

A limited number of copies of the revised Town Meeting By-Law 
recommended by the Planning Board will be available at the office 
ol Town Engineer John H. Ciarcia at Town Hall Friday, October 9. 
An informational public meeting on the proposed changes will be 
held at S p.m. Tuesday, October 13, in McCall Junior High School 
Auditorium. 


Otto E. Schaefer Jr., chairman 
of the Planning Board, empha- 
sized that the meeting will be in- 
formal. with its primary purpose 
being to acquaint Winchester res- 
idents with provisions of the zon- 
ing recommendations and to ex- 
plain reasons for suggested chan- 
ges. At a later date, there will 
be an official public hearing, as 
required by law, at which the 
proposals will he formally con- 
sidered. 

The Planning Board undertook 
its studies of the Town Zoning 
By-Law in 196(5, after it conclu- 
ded that further amendments 
could not correct problems with 
the existing by-law, which was 
enacted in 1924. 

The board hopes to prevent 
the expansion of existing non- 
conforming use of property. 
State law assures individual pro- 
perty owners that new zoning 
regulations cannot take away 
the right to preserve existing 
buildings and uses of land Mr. 
Schaefer said. 

Recommendations of the Plan- 
ning Board have been under stu- 
dy by the Board of Selectmen, 
Board of Assessors, Board of Ap- 
peals, and the Building Law Re- 
vision Committee for some

months. The Planning Board con- 
sidered suggestions of these 
groups in putting its proposals 
in finished form, Mr. Schaefer 
noted. 

In a memorandum to town 
boards on the proposed Town 
Zoning By-Law. the Planning 
Board explained that the law was 
based primarily on suggestions 
for a model zoning by-law origin- 
ally prepared and periodically up- 
dated by the American Planning 
Asociation. The zoning laws of 
some Massachusetts communities, 
particularly those of B.ookline 
and Lexington, also guided the 
Winchester board. 

“The Planning Board believes 
it will give Winchester a work- 
able instrument which will pro- 
vide the town with the best a- 
vailable means of using zoning 
to preserve and gradually up- 
grade the character of our com- 
munity,” the Planning Board 
commented. 

Several districts are establish- 
ed under the proposal. These in- 
clude: 

1.1, Residential, primarily de- 
voted to buildings for residential 
purposes, with only such acces- 
sory buildings as will enhance 
those districts. 

1.11, Apartment House A Resi- 
dential (RA 120), where groups 
of apartment houses of various 
types may be arranged on large 
lots to provide desirable devel- 
opments compatible with adja- 
cent residential neighborhoods. 

1.12, Apartment House B Resi- 
dential, ( RB-20), where mid-rise 
apartment houses may be devel- 
oped to provide housing compat- 
ible with adjacent residential and 
commercial uses. 

1.13, Planned Unit Residential, 
(PUD-25 Acres), where various 
types of apartments are devel- 
oped on large tracts as an inte- 
grated residential complex with 
design criteria regulated and 
controlled by special permit. 

1.14, Single-family A Residen- 
tial, (RSA-20), one-family dwel- 
lings in sections of town having 
low density or being currently 
relatively undeveloped for resi- 
dential purposes, where topo- 
graphy generally is of such 
nature that comparatively large 
lots are required for proper sit- 
ing of buildings and where com- 
paratively spacious types of 
development are ensured. 

1.15, Single-family B Residen- 
tial (RSB-10), one-family dwel- 
lings in developed sections of 
town having medium density and 
smaller lots than those found in 
RSA districts. 

1.16, General Residence, (RG- 
6.5), one- and two-family dwel- 
lings in well-developed sections 
of town having medium to high 
density.

Week Activities

Fire Prevention Week, October 
5-11, is being observed throughout 
the Commonwealth with parades, 
posters, and admonitions.

Wounded Marine Lieutenant’s 
Condition Termed “Excellent” 

The condition of Marine Corps Lieutenant Richard A. Faieta of 
7 fi Loring Avenue, who was wounded in action in Vietnam, has been 
described by military medical authorities as "excellent” with prognosis 
“good.” 

Lieutenant Faieta is receiving 
treatment at the U'SS Sanctuary, 
a naval hospital ship. His mother, 

Mrs. James Faieta Sr. was ad- 
vised. Lieutenant Faieta was 
wounded September 29 in Viet- 
nam when shrapnel fragments in- 
jured his right hand. He was on 
a platoon-sized patrol at the time. 

He received medical attention al- 
most immediately, his mother 
was informed. 

Mrs. Faieta has spoken with 
her son by telephone. She said 
that his spirits were good. He 
was progressing rapidly, he told 
her. 

Lieutenant Faieta, 24, joined 
the Marine Corps in March, 1969.

in Oneonta, New York.’ He was 
commissioned a second lieutenant 
on June 6, 1969, one day after 
his college graduation. 

Ordered overseas on December

“Recycling saves trees, air and 
water quality, and health. For ex- 
ample, one edition of the Sunday 
New York Times consumes 160 
acres of trees,” the spokesman 
continued. “Even the most effi- 
cient incinerator emits smoke and 
heat into the atmosphere, con- 
tributing to the existing health 
hazard. By reprocessing these pa- 
pers the initial harmful byprod- 
ucts of producing newspapers

Selectman Paul F. Amico com- 
mented that “to get a new vehicle 
this year will take a lot of sell- 
ing.” 

Mr. Ciarcia, who has been using 
his own vehicle, said that he 
fears that it may face mechanical 
troubles.

Hopes for a senior secretary 
who could devote (50 percent of her 
time to the Engineering Depart- 
ment and 40 percent to tho Plan- 
ning Board on a full-time basis 
were expressed by Mr. Ciarcia. 
His clerical work is now being 
clone on a part-time basis by two 
Highway Department employees, 
he said, but because of their own 
department’s heavy work sched- 
ule, the time they can devote to 
Engineering Department work is 
limited to payroll and typing du- 
ties. As a result, filing has re- 
mained undone for a long time. 

“We need someone who could be 
an integral part of our operation,” 
Mr. Ciarcia said. 

Superintendent, of Streets O’- 
Brien advised Selectmen that cler- 
ical personnel in his department 
do not have the time to do Engin- 
eering Department filing. 

“They’re out straight just with 
my work,” he commented. 

The Engineering Department is 
“years behind” in its filing, Su- 
perintendent O’Brien observed, 
when asked for his viewpoint on 
whether a need for additional 
clerical help existed in the Engin- 
eering Department. 

Selectmen forwarded Mr. Ciar- 
cia’s 1971 departmental budget to 
the Finance Committee, approv- 
ing all items except those asking 
for additional clerical assistance 
and another department car. 

Sargent Road Topic 

Attorney Richard Sheppard of 
Boston and Winchester advised 
Selectmen that he was represent- 
ing some Sargent Road residents 
concerned about a drainage prob- 
lem on the private portion of that 
road. The board referred his let- 
ter to Attorney Leonard Mullen, 
town counsel, for comments. 

The Selectmen signed curbing 
orders for Wildwood, Florence, 
and Myrtle Streets, and Maxwell 
Road.

1.2, Business, primarily devoted 
to various types of buildings and 
land areas for husirless purposes 
to which the public requires di- 
rect and frequent access, but 
which are not characterized ei- 
ther by constant heavy trucking, 
other than stocking and delivery 
of light retail goods, or by any 
nuisance factor, other than occa- 
sioned by incidental light and 
noise of the congregation of peo- 
ple and passenger vehicles. 

1.21, Local Business, (BL-0.50) 
for limited business uses and 
services catering to the day to 
day household needs of the resi- 
dents in the immediate vicinity 
of General Residence Districts. 

1.22, General Busines, (BG- 
1.0), primarily for the retail in- 
terchanges of goods, wares, or 
property by purchase or sale, for 
offices, for services, and for cer- 
tain other business uses limited 
and defined. 

1.3, Industrial, primarily de- 
voted to various types of build- 
ings and land areas for light 
manufacturing commercial and 
related uses which produce some 
noise and traffic congestion and 
required servicing by heavy 
trucking. 

1.31, Limited Light Industrial, 
(IL-1.0). primarily for light man- 
ufacturing, miscellaneous service 
and related activities; for retail 
and wholesale commercial estab- 
lishments; for laboratories en- 
gaged in research, experimental 
but not office buildings, specifi- 
and testing activities; and offices, 
cally related to the foregoing, as 
limited and defined. 

1.4, Special: 

1.41, Conservancy -Institutional, 
(SCI-0.15), primarily for public 
use: in which the predominant 
purposes for the land are for 
conservational educational, insti- 
tutional, and recreational. The 
districts are intended also to pre- 
serve and increase the amenities 
of the town to provide a specially 
suitable setting for public and 
quasi-public buildings and struc- 
tures; to restrict residential uses 
of the land; to prohibit commer- 
cial (including commercial re- 
creation), industrial, and other 
use3 of the land which would 
diminish its value in providing 
the setting of the buildings ami 
in serving the constitutional, 
educational, and recreational 
needs of Winchester. 

In addition, under 1.41, the 
districts are specifically intended 
for the preservation and main- 
tenance of the ground water 
table; for the protection of pub- 
lic health and safety, persons, 
and property against the hazards 
of flood water inundation; for 
the protection of the community 
against the costs which may be 
incurred when unsuitable devel- 
opment occurs in swamps, along 
water-coures, or in areas subject 
to floods, and for the conserva- 
tion of natural conditions wild 
life, and open spaces for the edu- 
cation, recreation, and general 
welfare of the public.

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Editorials: 

Another Form Of Pollution 


Much of the concern of people over our en- 
vironment is directed towards efforts to elim- 
inate impurities m the air we breathe and the 
water we drink, and to rid our land of the clut- 
ter of refuse. 

As Winchester joins the nation in observing 
Fire Prevention Week, October 5-11, the Nation- 
al Fire Prevention Association remind* us that 
we are likely overlooking the damage done en- 
vironment by fires. 

From a standpoint oT personal losses, fires 
kill more than 12.000 Americans, one-third of 
them children, each year. Our citizens suffer 
annual property losses of $2,000,000. 

In addition to this personal toll, fire exacts 
a price from our environment. As do pollutants, 
fire destroys billions of dollars worth of our 
natural and man-made resources. Thus, by fail- 
ing to get rid of fire-producing conditions and 
by being careless in handling fire, we tragically 
affect lives, resources, and environment. 

How can we prevent this? As with any pollu- 
tion problem, wc must start with ourselves. 

Careless smoking and negligent handling of 
fire should be stopped. Defective heating equip- 
ment ami frayed electric cords should be re- 
placed. Fire escape plans for the family should 


be discussed and thoroughly understood by each 
member. Children should never be left unat- 
tended. To avoid the needless waste of man- 
power. fuel, and equipment, those turning in 
false alarms should be prosecuted, discourag- 
ing others so inclined. These steps arc begin- 
nings toward eliminating fire as a major cause 
of pollution. 

But Fire Prevention Week is also an appro- 
priate time to pay tribute to the firefighters of 
this town and nation. Many firefighters have 
given their lives in attempts to save the lives 
and property of others. All firefighters face 
such a risk when they respond to a blaze. 

In Winchester, Fire Chief I. Francis Amieo 
and his department, in cooperation with the 
School Department, are distributing 1,000 Fire 
Prevention Week leaflets to pupils. The stu- 
dents will be urged to check their homes for fire 
safety. Some of the youngsters will see a W alt 
Disney movie featuring Donald Chick and giving 
the fire safety message. Fire drills are being held 
in town schools so that pupils will be alerted to 
what they should do to protect themselves in a 
fire emergency. 

During Fire Prevention Week, we can become 
aware that whether w r e are to have an environ- 
ment free of destructive ami polluting fire, is 
largely up to us.

Looking Backward 


The Right To Know — I 


The functions of a newspaper have been ex- 
plored in several recent editorials here. Nation- 
al Newspaper W eek, being observed from Octo- 
ber 1 through October 10, is an appropriate time 
to begin considering how the press serves the 
public's right to know. 

The late Ralph McGill of the Atlanta Consti- 
tution once said. “The American people do not 
always understand the unique position Amer- 
ican newspapers have in this country. They arc 
protected by a Constitutional guarantee which is 
equated with freedom of religion, assembly, and 
speech. 

“It is significant, for example, that every dic- 
tator, the big ones like Hitler. Mussolini, and 
France, moved first to dominate the press,” Mr. 
McGill continued. “So does every tyrannical, 
malignant judge, sheriff, Governor, mayor, or 
county courthouse crowd. 

The importance of the role of the press in 
fulfilling the public’s right to know was recog- 
nized by the late President John F. Kennedy. 
He believed that “in our free anti open society 
we rightly regard secrecy anti arbitrary press 
restrictions as the first refuge of incompetents.” 

The lute President went on, “No government 
t un long maintain the support and confidence of 
its citizens unless its policies anti actions, for bet- 
ter or worse, are known, understood, and critic- 
ally examined. This is primarily the role of the 
press — and whatever handicaps it imposes arc 
far outweighed by its essential benefits.” 

A Virginia editor emphasized that the Consti- 
tutional guarantee of a free press was not a con- 
cession to newspapers, but a benefit to the pub- 
lic, in protecting its right to know. Louis Spil- 
muu, president and editor of the Waynesboro 
Ncws-Y irginiaii, said: 

“‘Freedom of the press’ is not the property of 
newspapers hut of all tin* people ... It is their 
guarantee of tin* right to know. Truth makes us 
free . . . Newspapers are, indeed, the guardians 
of freedom.” 

Paul C. Smith, past president of the National 
Newspaper Association, commented, ’’Newspa- 
pers throughout the land are waging un unceas- 
ing struggle for one of America’s most cherished 
goals — freedom of information.” 

Added Mr. Smith, “The battle aguiust official 
secrecy is not just a press crusade in the self- 
interest of newspapers. It is a cause in which 
every citizen can and should joiu . . « llonest. 


government has little cause to conceal vital facts 
from taxpayers. Officials are the servants of the 
people who elect them. Please make sure that 
those you help put in office are worthy of their 
trust, and willing to tell you what they are 
doing.” 

A 1960 report by the subcommittee on infor- 
mation of the House Government Operations 
Committee, calling secrecy “the first refuge of 
incompetents,” termed a fully informed public 
“the basis of self-government.” 

President Richard \I. Nixon views freedom of 
the press as “one of the most fundamental free- 
doms on which our nation was founded” and 
“one of our most highly cherished principles.” 
He said that freedom of expression is the strong- 
est guarantee that our other freedoms will be 
perfected. 

C. W. Brown, published of the Oconomowoc 
(Wisconsin) Enterprise, warned. “There is no 
greater danger to freedom than suppression ox- 
control of news. 

“Informing the citizens is the newspaper's 
purpose . . . Unfortunately, the general public 
often fails to realize that the very basis of free- 
dom rests on the right of a free press,” he added. 

“A self-governing system can w f ork only when 
public affairs arc conducted openly, for all to 
see,” cautioned Charles T. Duncan, dean ot the 
School of Journalism, University of Oregon. 

' “When a newspaper lights for press freedom, 
it is not fighting for its own interests. Rather it 
is fighting for the right of free citizens to know 
the facts of public affairs,” Dean Duncan went 
on. 

Journalists, he said, by reason of their calling, 
arc but the chief custodians of that right. 

“The free press is older than the government 
itself,” he said. “We have hail a vigorous and 
vigilant press since colonial days. It is older 
than our system of public education; older than 
universal suffrage.” 

These are a few of the thoughts others have 
hud oil a free press and how it safeguards the 
public’s right to know. 

How docs the Star try to fulfill its obligation 
to protect your right to know? Does the so- 
called Massachusetts “Open Meeting” Law help 
in this effort and to how great an extent? 

We'll consider these questions in coming edi- 
torials.

BOOK REVIEW

THE HUMAN ANIMAL 

by Hava Haas 


Man haH become accustomed to the fact that bio- 
logically he is an animal. Evolution is taught as a 
matter of course in most schools, and most church 
denominations have arranged their theology around 
Darwin’s theory. However, wo feel, justifiably for 
various reasons, that we arc superior to the lower 
animals. We have sensitivity, reason, imagination 
and many other qualities which they do not have, or 
at least have not been proven to have. We feel that 
we are not as subject to our instincts ns j>re other 
members of the animal kingdom. 

Hans Hass in The Human Animal takes a look at 
this comfortable supposition. Are wc as free of our 
animal instincts as we would like to think? Hass 
shows that many of what we consider our most “hu- 
man” characteristics are nothing more than innate 
emotional responses to stimuli. 

This is a book for the layman. Although one can- 
not say it is written “down,” the author assumes that 
most of his readers will not be experts in the field 
of genetics or anthropology or other biological sci- 
ences, so his work is based first on an examination 
of animal behavior and from that point of departure 
to the behavior of man. 

In his study of the latter Hass has employed an 
unusual method. He used a camera photographing 
subjects without their knowledge by having a large 
dummy lens pointing away from them. Pictures he 
felt would yield more objective evidence than per- 
sonal observation. Films were made in five conti- 
nents, af all types of humans — primitive tribesmen, 
educated cosmopolitans, people from many walks of 
life. Interestingly, the same unconscious gestures, 
the same facial expressions were observed all over 
the world. Some of these photogrnphs are included 
in the text. Speeding up or slowing down the se- 
quence of the films as they are run off brought out 
many things not obvious otherwise. Dr. Hass feels 
that photography should be a tool more used in all 
the sciences. 

As well as similarities, man has many startling 
differences from his animal ancestors. One of the 
most marked is what the author calls “artificial or- 
gans.” By this rather ambiguous term he refers to 
anything other than his own naked body that man 
uses to helpf himself, from the simple hand axe or 
animal skin to the most complicated electronic com- 
puter. It also includes other people. Slavery has 
been an institution from earliest times. True, man 
is not the only animal to use artificial organs. Some 
of the larger primates have boen taught to utilize 
a stick to reach things, or a box to stand on for the 
same purpose, but their usage is in only the most 
elementary form. These artificial organs, their use 
and manufacture and distribution have been respon- 
sible for the development of the intricate and com- 
plicated society of today. 

Hass takes a serious look at the plight we are in 
from /following "rfihr natural instincts. It is an in- 
stinct lo«d^rodraee, to bring up our young according 
to our standards of right and wrong, to defend our 
own territory. In earlier times these things were 
good and served to advance the species. They still 
work for the lower animals, but Hass questions their 
value for twentieth century man. Perhaps we should 
change. The time may come to resist the power of 
age-old animal instincts, recognize them for what 
they are and direct our lives truly according to rea- 
son.

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POLLUTION 

Everyone talks about it... but 

. . . very few do anything about it. Our State statute books fairly bristle with the most stringent anti- 
pollution laws of the whole U.S.; but not one of these is effectively implemented. 

In our own area — Winchester and Woburn — these are some of the disturbing factH we should con- 
sider about just one aspect of the Pollution problem — viz.. Water Pollution: 

• The Upper Mystic Luke is polluted with, chemicals that are deadly to fish, and dangerous 
to human health and animals. 

• As pointed out in the May 29th issue of the Herald-Traveler, “Increased levels of nitrates 
and other nutrients l in the Upper Mystic) have encouraged the growth of choking weeds 
and algae, (sol damaging the water quality (that these are threatening) to kill the lake as a 
recreation area.” 

• The water of the Aherjona River is used by certain plants in this area for cooling purposes. 

That water is then returned to the river severul degrees warmer . . . Accordingly, when the 
river level is low, thermal pollution becomes even more dangerous. 

A Proposal for Action 

We can do something constructive about lighting pollution. To deal with the problem in all of its com- 
ponents, including Air, Water, Noise, and, yes. Visual Pollution, I propose setting up at the Stutc 
House, at Cabinet level, an Environmental Control Agency — which would include a sub-division for 
planned growth. Both the Agency and its Growth Division would be structured to serve the entire Stutc. 
as well as to serve in a liaison capacity with any similar agencies and divisions in the whole Northeast 
region. 

Responsibilities of the Growth Division: 

• Coordination of the development of new housing and new industry. 

• Attention to the preservation of the priceless, remaining open spaces in the State.

Dr. Rich ♦’xplained the format 
of the present revised report cards, 
illustrating, with an overhead pro- 
jector, examples of the cards used 
for grades one through six. 

On the revised report card, a- 
dopted last year, the “A, B, C" 
method is not used. Progress is 
interpreted in the following ways, 
as reported by the Report Card 
Revision Committee: 

“1. Commendable Growth 
Conveys a picture of the child’s 
progress that results from consis- 
tent, sustained advance and at a 
rate not easily attained by children 
of similar ability. 

"2. Steady Growth 
Conveys a picture of the child’s 
progress that is entirely accept- 
able. It denotes growth which is 
in keeping with the pattern most 
commonly achieved by the major- 
ity of children of a similar ability. 
“3. Minimal Growth 
Conveys the idea that the child’s 
! progress has been less than the 
i teacher feels is acceptable for 
! child of his ability. The teacher 
| should be able to signify to the 
J parent how the desired improve- 
ment can be achieved by the child.” 
j Dr. Rich stressed that these in- 
| terpretations are all made in the 
light of the child’s own level of 
ability. By removing letter graded, 
excessive emphasis on marks, 
fear of poor grades, discourage- 
ment, and the risk of a consequent 
poor self-image on the part of the 
child, are greatly reduced, she -aid. 

In using the revised report card, 
the child’s teacher discusses it tho- 
roughly first with the child and 
then with one or both of the child’s 
parents. In this way, parents and 
children both can achieve a better 
understanding of individual pro- 
gress, she observed. 

Dr. Rich also explained and il- 
lustrated the use of stanines. 

After her talk there was a short 
question and answer period, which 
was followed by a coffee hour.

Dr. Rich mentioned that her 
committee had written to about 90 
school districts in the country to 
compare report card methods. 
Ninety per cent of these districts 
reported measuring a child’s a- 
chievement in ways relating to 
ability, rather than using the let- 
ter grades A. B, C, D, and F. 

Dr. Rich explained that in addi- 
tion to report card marking, com- 
prehensive records are kept on 
each child throughout his school 
career. Cumulative records are 
maintained in the areas of reading 
progress, math progress, and the 
child’s general, overall develop- 
ment.

Mr. Baldwin, president of Her- 
bert L. Baldwin & Associates, was 
Honored at a luncheon in Portland, 
Maine. F,. Spencer Miller, president 
•f the Maine Central Railroad, pre- 
sented a retirement gift. Mr. Bald- 
win’s firm has been public rela- 
tions consultants to Maine Central 
for 10 years. 

Previously he had been public 
relations and advertising manager 
»f the Boston and Maine and 
Maine Central Rnilroads and edi- 
tor-in-chief of their company pub- 
lications for 19 years. He estab- 
ished his own public relations 
firm after serving six years as 
vice-president in charge of public 
relations and advertising of the 
former New Haven Railroad. 

Mr. Miller reviewed Mr. Bald- 
win’s efforts, together with those 
I of the late Amelia Earhart, when 

they successfully beat the New 
I F.ngland bush in introducing travel 
by air to Northern New England.” 
Miss Earhart was vice president of 
Boston Maine - Maine Central Air- 
lines when these two New Eng- 
land railroads pioneered by adding 
air transportation service to their 
rail passenger and freight lines. 
Mr. Baldwin handled the publicity 
and advertising programs in New 
| England newspapers. 

As a reporter, Mr. Baldwin 
worked long hours, on a story. He 
later served for 11 years as night 
city editor of the former Boston 
Post when that newspaper had 
the largest circulation of any 
newspaper in the United States. 
Best known of his many reportor- 
ial exposes was that of Charles 
Ponzi, who had thousands of New 
Englanders, including many pub- 
lic officials, “investing” in his il- 
I legal schemes. Mr. Baldwin, follow- 
ing a tip to the Post, spent a week- 
long hunt all over eastern Canada 
which climaxed with the revela 
tion that Ponzi, who was paying 
50 percent on 90-day notes for mil- 
lions, was, in reality, "Charles Bi- 
anchi, who previously had served 
time for similar swindles in Cana- 
da on a far smaller scale. 


Another was the exposure of the 
late Dr. Frank E. Gordon, Bangor, 
Maine, dentist and owner and pub- 
lisher of the former Bangor Com- 
mercial, and founder of the Gordon 
Silver Black Fox Ranches, most of 
which were located in Lincoln, 
Maine. Dr. Gordon wns convicted 
of fraud for the scheme which 
promised those who purchased a 
made and female slayer fox and 
left them to he bred at Gordon 
farms, huge profits from $500 to 
$2,000 a pelt from the offspring 
of the parent foxes which the “in- 
vestors” purchased from Dr. Gor- 
don’s firm. Mr. Baldwin blew the 
swindle skyhigh by disclosing that 
2,000 pelt was a rarity among 
thousands and that most of the 
pelts were worth only a dollar or 
two in the New York fur-pelt 
marts. Once the Post printed Mr. 
Baldwin’s story, state and federal 
officials moved in on Dr. Gordon. 

A native of Everett, where he 
did his first newspaper work, while 
grammar school, as school 
sports reporter for the weekly 
Everett Herald, Mr. Baldwin also 
served as a district reporter for 
the old Boston Journal and later 
was “pony editor” for The Associ 
ated Press, serving a half dozen 
New England papers with a twice- 
a-day telephone hookup which gave 
them the latest AP news. 

With his wife, the former Bar- 
bara Bowman of Everett, he re- 
sided at Ardley Place for some 30 
years until, 10 years ago, they pur 
chased their present home in Oak 
Knoll, Lincoln.

There are several interesting 
points of decision. The easiest bid 
ding sequence is a forcing 2-club 
bid by South and a 2-heart response 
from North. South can add up his 
30 points (counting distribution) 
plus North's 7 points and bid 7 
hearts immediately. And if North 
prefers to say 2 diamonds (a nega- 
tive bid showing under 7 points) 
the first round, South can then bid 
2 hearts, and a 4-heart bid from 
North should encourage South to 
the grand slam. 

Obviously there is no problem to 
the play at 7 hearts; 3 heart tricks 
io draw trump, 4 club tricks, 2 
spades* 2 diamonds, and a ruff from 
each hand make 13. 

And for the swinger who tries 
7 no trump (here your points drop 
from 37 to 34 which cuts your 
chances) luck is with him. If after 
a spade lead by West and the jack 
from North, East puts up the 
queen, North’s ten of spades makes 
the 13th trick. 

And if East-West aren’t so ob- 
liging, South can squeeze poor East 
by playing 4 clubs, the ace of 
spades, 3 hearts, and then leading 
the ten of hearts from North in 
this situation.

ARC Lists Safety Tips 
For Fire Prevention Week 

Approximately 80 percent of the 7,100 fire deaths last year occur- 
red in the home, the American Red Cross notes. The number can be 
reduced significantly if householders will take the necessary precau- 
tions for fire prevention and learn first aid, the Red Cross maintains* 


Every family should have a fire 
escape plan and practice it regu- 
larly,” said Cliff Lundberg, direc- 
tor of Safety Programs for the 
Red Cross Eastern Area. “At least 
one member of the family should 
have first aid training.” 

The Red Cross warning was re- 
lated to the organization’s partici- 
pation in National Fire Prevention 
Week, which President Richard M. 
Nixon has proclaimed for October 
4-10. 

Lundberg said first aid classes 
are available at most Red Cross 
chapters and can tench — among 
other subjects — accident preven- 
tion, artificial respiration, and 
emergency first aid care for burns.

to prevent more serious consequen- 
ces, he stated. 

Bums vary in degree of serious- 
nea hut first aid can relieve pain 
and prevent shock and contamina- 
tion. He made these additional 
suggestions: 

In a first degree burn where the 
skin is only reddened, immerse bhe 
area in cold water if possible. Ap- 
ply a cloth wrung out in cold wa- 
ter if the burned area can’t be 
submerged. After the pain sub- 
sides, blot the area dry and cover 
with a simple dressing. 

Second degree burns usually re- 
quire medical care and blisters 
may develop. If 10 percent of the 
body area of an infant or 15 per- 
cent of an adult’s body is involved, 
medical care should be obtained 
quickly. Second degree burns 
should be treated as open wounds 
since they may become infected 
and contaminated unless protected. 
Don’t break blisters. Rinse in cold 
water, blot dry and cover with a 
dry sterile dressing. 

Deep tissue damage occurs in a 
third degree burn. Victims urgent- 
ly need medical care. Apply sterile 
dressings to exclude air and pre- 
vent contamination. Cold applica- 
tions are not recommended. Get 
the victim to a physician or hos- 
pital as soon as possible. 

Mr. Lundberg said that much of 
the tragedy and suffering caused 
by fires each year could be preven- 
ted if families will follow a few 
simple rules. Pointing out that 
smoking is the cause of many 
home fires, he added: 

‘‘Don’t smoke in bed; don’t ex- 
tinguish smoking materials in 
wastebaskets; don’t smoke near 
flammable liquids such as gasoline 
and paint thinner; don’t Bmoke or 
light matches in attics, closets, or 
confined places near clothes, paper 
or other combustibles; use your 
car ashtray while driving and be 
sure the ashes are cold before 
throwing them away. 

‘‘Keep matches out of reach f 
children. 

“Proper housecleaning and 
pair of electrical appliances can 
also reduce fire potential in the , 
home. Throw away rubbish in at- 
tics, closets, basements, garages 
and yards. Store gasoline, kero- 
sene and flammable cleaning fluids 
in safety cans, and don’t use such 
fluids to start fires. Paints should 
be kept in tightly closed metn! 
containers and away from heat. 

All appliances should be check- 
ed annually and worn-out equip- 
ment and wiring replaced. Heaters, 
stoves and smoke pipes should be 
installed away from combustible 
walls and ceilings. Use proper fu- 
ses and don’t overload circuits. 
Before extinguishing an electrical- 
ly-caused fire with water, pull the 
|plug or shut off the current. 

“Keep a fire extinguisher readily 
accessible in the house, and keep 
a garden hose handy near a faucet 
for ready use.”

A Thing Called 
’Telephonitis” 

Your resident teenager may be 
driving the family crazy by talk- 
ing for hours on the telephone — 
but it may be doing the youngster 
some good. 

“Telephonitis” which appears to 
attack the American adolescent 
may help the youngster work out 
a variety of inner tensions. 

The teenager often engages in a 
parcel of contortions while using 
the phone, twisting and squirming 
around chairs and ending up even 
talking on the characteristics of a 
pretzel. This muscular behavior 
may be working out strong inner 
forces that assail the teenager. 

The Committee on Adolescence 
of the Group for the? Advancement 
of Psychiatry, comprised of na- 
tional authorities on childhood and 
adolescence, recently observed 
that many teenage needs are being 
met via the closed circuit tele- 
phone. The Committee felt that 
dialing a peer and remaining in a 
private communication world is a 
means of escaping close family in- 
volvement and can be a tentative 
step towards independence. 

The pervading sense of loneli- 
ness that is attached to the transi- 
tion from childhood to maturity 
appears to be lessened through 
telephone attachments. 

This is perhaps why schoolmates 
who see each other for six hours 
a day are hardly in the house 
when they are on the phone talk- 
ing again. During adolescence the 
person at the other end of the line 
is primarily a sounding board for 
the youngster’s own feelings.

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More Than 200 
Attend Hearing 
On Zoning By-Law 

I lie revised Town Zoning By-Law, described by Otio E. Schaefer 
Jr. as "one of the most complicated issues the town will have to decide 
upon at a Town Meeting," was explained in detail to more than 200 
persons this week. 1'hc occasion was a public informational meeting 
Tuesday evening, Octolier 1.1, at McCall Junior High School auditor- 
ium. Mr. Schaefer, chairman of the Planning Board, presided. 





Winchester has been “singu- 
larly fortunate over many years 
of planning,” Mr. Schaefer said. 
He mentioned the conversion of 
“submarginal industrial area into 
u park and a high school recrea- 
tional area,” in referring to Man- 
chester Field. He cited Mill Pond 
as another example of good plan- 
ning. 

“Winchester has a good batting 
average for carrying out its 
plans,” Mr. Schaefer continued, 

Mr. Schaefer traced the history 
of zoning in Massachusetts since 
legislation of 1922. He noted 
that the Winchester Town Meet- 
ing acted upon it in 1924. 

Zoning introduced a new con- 
cept, he said. This idea was that 
a community had the right to 
impose conditions on what an 
individual could do with his pro- 
perty. The community uses zon- 
ing to regulate an individual’s use 
of his land for the common good, 
Mr. Schaefer explanied. 

He noted the changes which 
had pceurred in Winchester since 
the 1920\s, when the railroads 
were the primary means of trans- 
porting goods and people. 

“Since World War Two, auto- 
mobiles and trucks have supplan- 
ted railroads as thej primary 
means,” he observed. 

Shopping centers and super- 
highways have altered the pat- 
tern of living, Mr. Schaefer con- 
tinued. 

Mr. Schaefer recalled that se- 
veral efforts failed at Town Mee- 
tings “a dozen years ago” to en- 
courage apartment housing in 
Winchester. In 1965, however, 
the Town Meeting “removed the 
sketchy, inadequate old apart- 
ment by-law,” he said. 


A growing concern over town 
tax rates had become evident at 
that time, he declared. 

The Planning Board worked 
hard in preparing the proposed 
Town Zoning By-Law, Mr. Schae- 
fer said. It utilized two consult- 
ants, Samuel Snow, who gave 
the board its original concepts 
hut left the area to accept a po- 
sition in she South, and F. Burk 
Keteham Jr., vice-president of 
Candeus, Fleissig and Associates, 
Boston planning and community 
development consultants, who at- 
tended this week’s meeting. 

Some signs that the downtown 
business district is in trouble 
were seen by the consultants, 
Mr. Schaefer said. The consult- 
ants concluded in part: 

1. The retail sector, as pre- 
sently designed, cannot compete 
with shopping centers. 

2. The district now obtains a 
comparatively small percentage 
of the business available. 

3. Office uses have replaced 
some retail outlets. 

4. Most of the office space a- 
vailabie does not pass the test 
of marketability. 

Speculative office space, simi- 
lar to that constructed on Route 
128, was seen by the consultants 
as not likely for Winchester. 
They did view a need for apart- 
ments at varying rents and for 
housing for the elderly. 

Mr. Schaefer pointed out that 
2,400 elderly persons lived in 
Winchester. 

The consultants prepared plans 
which, it adopted, would improve 
opportunities for parking and 
shopping in downtown Winches- 
ter, Mr. Schaefer maintained.

“Modern zoning tends to de- 
fine mutually exclusive district 
for the most part and the pro- 
posed new Zoning By-Law follows 
this philosophy,” the Planning 
Board said. “It should also be 
noted that the concept of regu- 
lating land use by defining max- 
imum permitted density for each 
district is another modern con- 
cept which is fundamental to the 
prevention of overcrowding and 
serious traffic problems. 

“Note that this proposal elimi- 
nates entirely the old industrial

The primary purpose of 
this is to provide the proper 
setting and maintain the area set 
aside for public use. It is not the 
Board’s intention to attempt to 
zone land into public use but 
rather to confirm its character 
once committed,” the hoard poin- 
ted out. 

Apartment Houses 

Section One establishes an 
apartment house district, which

Pedestrian Is 
First Fatality 
In Five Years 

When police arrived on Main 
Street at Mystic Avenue Wednes- 
day evening, October 7. at 8:35 
p.m. the body of Mrs. Louisa De-

Compost Pile 
In Yard Crows 

Editor of the Star: 

This fall citizens of Winchester 
are still permitted to burn leaves 
in their back yards. Next year 
these leaves will probably go to 
the incinerator to make smoke for 
the children to breathe. All the 
leaves that the Highway Depart- 
ment trucks sweep up go to the 
Cemetery for landfill, but the rest 
mostly go up in smoke. 

What a waste! How contrary 
to Yankee thriftiness to burn 
leaves and then go out to buy 
loam, peatmoss, and fertilizer. 
Leaves are so good for the garden 
that some people even ask for 
more. We have asked about 20 
neighbors to bring the leaves they 
rake up to our back yard to make 
a big compost pile. 

This is the fifth year we’ve made 
compost. It’s so easy and takes 
care of so many environmental 
problems, but when we started five 
years ago we were looking for an 
inexpensive way to get lots of 
good topsoil to remake an old 
gravel driveway into a garden. 
The first year we made only a 
small compost pile behind Some 
shrubs — a sort of pilot project, 
you might say — but it worked 
so well we’ve made a big one ever 
since. 

How do we do it? Other years 
we’ve just made a pile of leaves 
and then added all our vegetable 
and fruit scraps including egg 
shells and coffee week by week. 
By burying them under leaves 
we’ve never had any problem with 
odors or flies. But this year will 
be our biggest pile yet, and we are 
going to mix in bonemeal or dried 
manure like a huge tossed salad. 
By themselves leaves aren’t rich 
enough in nutrients to support the 
growth of the bacteria that help 
break them down, so you have to 
add something. After that earth- 
worms do the job. 

We think everyone should have 
a compost pile and use the com- 
post to fertilize their plants and 
help hold water in our sandy New 
England soil. Insects don’t even 
seem interested in healthy plants, 
but people certainly are interested 
in the flowers and tomatoes heal- 
thy plants can produce. 

Another way leaves can help 
your garden is by protecting flow- 
er beds through the winter. If a 
six inch layer is put on in the fall 
and partly dug in in the spring, 
plants will not only come up faster 
with the warm weather, but also 
when the days turn hot they will 
need less watering under their pro- 
tective layer of mulch. 

We think everyone who wants a 
green world for their children to 
live and grow in should start com- 
posting at least some of their 
leaves this fall. It’s good for your 
garden, good for the environment, 
and fun into the bargain.

Dump For 
Stumps, Rocks 
Is Seen As Need 

Editor of the Star: 

During the severe drought this 
summer the three graceful birches 
on my lawn, subjects of my poem, 
“Bending Birches,” withered away 
and died. Last week we pulled 
them out by the roots, lopped off 
the branches, and cut up the 
trunks for firewood. (They may 
come in handy this winter, if the 
threatened fuel shortage does 
materialize). 

This left us with the three 
stumps and we loaded them onto 
a small trailer — they were small 
stumps — and took them down to 
the million dollar incinerator to 
be burned. We were told not to 
unload them as it was against the 
rules. 

We took the matter up with the 
Board of Health, then with the 
Highway Department, but we ac- 
complished exactly nothing in ei- 
ther case. The stumps, grown and 
nurtured in Winchester, were now 
outlawed here, and we would have 
to truck them out of town some- 
where (not specified!). 

A copy of the Selectmen’s Rules 
pertaining to the operation of the 
incinerator was given us to study. 
It turned out that everyone con- 
cerned was acting according to the 
Rules. It was no use for me to 
get mad at anybody. Fine, so far — 
but we were still stuck with the 
stumps! 

I talked with some of my neigh- 
bors and it turns out that some of 
them have had similar experiences; 
and I gathered from what they 
said or left unsaid that none of 
them liked it any too well, either! 

I have a suggestion to make to 
the Board of Selectmen: why can- 
not the town of Winchester pro- 
vide a suitable location for an old 
fashioned “dump” (a four letter 
word, to be sure, but not quite so 
far out of line as some other four 
letter word being bandied about 
the town these days). In this dump 
could be put stumps such as mine; 
rocks, which cannot be burned ei- 
ther, or any other object too long 
or too heavy, or tog awkward to 
be handled by the town burner- 
upper. With enough such solid fill, 
added to year after year, we could 
in time obtain enough more solid 
land to build us another new high 
school when the time for such an 
extravagance does inevitably a- 
rise.

DEAFNESS 

by David Wright 

WORDS FOR A DEAF 
DAUGHTER 

by Paul West 

Deafness is a scourge visited upon a great num- 
ber of people, but one to which few are exposed 
unless there is a deaf person within the immediate 
family. The reasons for this are not immediately 
evident nor is the condition readily understood by 
the average hearing individual. In fact, it may come 
as a surprise that Helen Keller, one of the most re- 
nowned multiple handicapped, once stated unequiv- 
ocally that if she could have one of her missing 
senses restored she would prefer hearing to sight. 
That the condition does exist and that in one degree 
or another it affects many individuals is a fact given 
little consideration in our busy, bustling, let’s-not- 
get-involved world. These two books on deafness are 
very different and yet together they present a com- 
prehensive and thoroughly enlightening picture of 
the world of the deaf, their families, their education, 
and their (and our) problems. 

David Wright is a poet, a writer, a translator of 
the Canterbury Tales and Beowulf. He is a man 
seemingly in love with language — its rhythm, its 
shades of meaning, its variety — despite the fact that 
since the age of seven he has been absolutely deaf. 
Deafness is divided into three sections. The first is 
autobiographical. W’right was fortunate in having 
been spared deafness up to the age of seven. By then 
he had acquired speech, language, even reading and 
writing, and furthermore he was still young enough 
to accept deafness and uninhibited enough to auto- 
matically read lips and proceed with the matter of 
living. From his experiences in both normal and 
special schools one becomes aware of the extreme 
problems presented by communication for the born 
deaf and those who receive no special speech therapy 
when deafness occurs later on. Wright himself was 
educated primarily in an English school where oral 
communication was not only emphasized, but sign 
and body language was actually forbidden. This 
background has permitted Wright to lead a relatively 
normal existence since his graduation from Oxford. 
His autobiography, however, raises the issue of the 
appropriate teaching of the deaf and leads the reader 
smoothly into the second part: a history of the edu- 
cation of the deaf. (Part three, written by Dr. K. P. 
Murphy, an expert in audiology research, brings the 
reader up to date on the latest medical and scientific 
knowledge.) 

Interestingly , the first recorded formal education 
of the deaf took place in Spain where two powerful 
forces were at work as incentives to the oral educa- 
tion of the deaf. On the one hand, Catholicism de- 
manded that the individual be able to confess his 
sins for the salvation; and on the other, the law 
considered mutes incompetent and therefore unable 
to hold property and participate in contracts. The 
Spanish nobility produced a large number of deaf 
(and dumb) heirs because of intermarriage and it 
became imperative that where possible these heirs 
be taught to communicate. Consequently the educa- 
tion of the deaf was encouraged and the oral (lip 
reading) method was used. In France, however, 
Abbe de l’Epee decided that it was preferable to 
develop a quicker, easier form of communication for 
the deaf in order to spread communication (for sal- 
vation) to all deaf regardless of their station in life. 
Thus developed the two schools of education for the 
deaf — lip reading and sign language. The dichotomy 
between them still has not been entirely resolved 
although the oral method of communication is defi- 
nitely in the ascendency in most Western countries. 

David Wright’s book makes a strong case for oral 
education of the deaf. For him the method was emi- 
nently justified. However, one needs to read Paul 
West’s Wards for a Deaf Daughter, an extended, 
rambling “letter,” to comprehend the agonizingly 
slow process of education as it relates to the born 
deaf. Mandy at seven sounds like a lovely child, but 
how do you communicate with a child who cannot 
hear you, who does not understand words, who may 
or may not have suffered brain damage? This is a 
hopeful book, full of patience, and wonder, and en- 
thusiasms where one might more readily expect to 
see fear, frustration, anger, and impatience. Paul 
West is not accepting Mandy’s handicap. He lives 
it with dignity and resourcefulness. 

These books are a pleasure to read as much for 
their individual use of English as for the insights 
they provide into the lives of two deaf people who 
might well be representatives sent to us, the hearing, 
from all deaf peoples. David Wright, as already men- 
tioned, is a poet. His pages are crammed with similes 
and metaphors, rhythmic patterns, rampant descrip- 
tions and words unidentifiable (even with an un- 
abridged dictionary). This is his portrait of London 
in the 30’s . . . 

Gaslit streets, stone pavements, neoclassical 
Victorian porticos, gloom and cosiness; iron 
trams, open-top double-decker buses, square 
squat taxicabs, horesdrawn vans and brewers’ 
drays; inhabited by subfuse troglodytes, bowler- 
hatted or cloth-capped; a megalopolis inhibited 
by iron railings — park-railings, palace-railings, 
garden-railings — churchyard railings, hospital- 
railings, area-railings,; secure; impenetrable; 
smug. 

One wonders about such words as “ungetridofable” 
and "paedeutics” and momentarily rages at having 
curiosity piqued to the point of arising and checking 
that word in the dictionary, but the rage is really 
exultation that one so alHieted cun indulge in such 
unmitigated word play. 

Paul West’s book is much more subjective than 
Wright’s; it is much more personal. Both should be 
required reading for the families of deaf children. 
Yet even those who have little contact with the deaf 
can benefit from these compelling books. They speak 
for all the handicapped.

moans of a badly noodod addi- 
tion to the tax base.” 

“The Board does not feel .bat 
multi-story apartment houses in 
outlying residential nrens would 
bo a desirable type of develop- 
ment in Winchester,” the Plan- 
ning Board said. 

The board has, however, pro- 
vided under Section 1.12 Apart- 
ment House Residential Districts 
lRB-20), where mid-rise apart- 
ment houses may be developed to 
provide housing compatible with 
adjacent residential and commer- 
cial uses. 

Non-Conformities 

Section Two of the proposed 
Town Zoning By-Law preserves 
an owner’s right to use an exist- 
ing lot of record for building 
even though the by-law may 
make certain lots inadequate for 
that purpose. 

Non-conformities may continue 
but their survival is not encour- 
aged under Section Three. 

“In the early days of zoning, 
there was considerable question 
as to the ability of the commun- 
ity to do anything but live in- 
definitely with non-conforming 
uses,” the Planning Board said. 
“The right to maintain a non- 
conforming use is still clearly up- 
held hv the law, hut there is an 
increasing recognition on the 
part of the courts to permit com- 
munities, through zoning, to take 
steps to prevent their enlarge- 
ment and to work towards their 
eventual elimination. We believe 
our recommendationr implement 
this new philosophy.” 

If a non-conforming structure 
or non-conforming part of a 
structure is destroyed by any 
means to the extent of more than 
75 percent of its replacement 
cost at the time of destruction, 
it cannot be reconstructed unless 
it meets provisions of the pro- 
posed by-law. If such a structure 
is moved, it must conform to the 
regulations for the district in 
which it is located after it is 
moved. 

When a non-conforming use is 
discontinued for 24 consecutive 
months, or for five years in the 
case of an agricultural use, the 
non-conforming use will he con- 
sidered to have been abandoned. 
Thp land cannot later he used 
except in conformity with the 
district’s regulations. 

If a non-conforming structure 
or portion of a structure contain- 
ing a non-conforming use be- 
comes physically unsafe or un- 
lawful and is declared so by a 
duly authorized official, it can- 
not be restored, repaired, or re- 
built except in conformity with 
the district’s regulations. 

Under Section Four a compre- 
hensive list of permitted uses 
are set forth, with districts clear- 
ly defined. Fifty-two possible 
uses and structures are listed in 
Section Four’s table of use regu- 
lations. Their status in each dis- 
trict is shown. 

Departures 

Departures from the present 
Zoning By-Law are contained in 
Subsections 5.1, 5.5, and 5.6 of 
the proposed Zoning By-Law. 

Subsection 5.1 concerns visibil- 
ity at intersections in residential 
districts. It forbids anything on 
corner lots which would impede 
vision between a height of two 
and one-half and ten feet above 
the counterline grades of the in- 
tersecting streets in the area 
bounded by the street lines of the 
lots and a line joining points a- 
long the street lines 30 feet from 
the point of the intersection of 
the street lines. 

Subsection 5.5 provides that no 
major recreational equipment 
may be parked or stored on a lot 
in a residential district except 
in a carport or enclosed building 
in the rear yard. The equipment 
may, however, be parked any- 
where on residential property 
for not more than 24 hours dur- 
ing loading or u •'.loading. 

The subsection defines major 
creational equipment as boats 
and boat trailers, travel trailers, 
pick-up campers or coaches de- 
signed to be mounted on auto- 
motive vehicles, motorized dwell- 
ings, tent trailers, and cases or 
boxes used for transporting re- 
creational equipment, filled or 
unfilled. Such equipment may not 
be used for living, sleeping, or 
housekeeping purposes when 
parked or stored. 

Unregistered motor vehicles or 
trailers, under subsection 5.6, 
could not be parked or stored on 
any residentially zoned property 
other than in completely enclosed 
buildings. 



Open Aren 

Section Six requires a mini- 
muhi percentage of open nrea to 
control density. Requirements for 
the business district are subject 
to further recommendations con- 
cerning I he Central Business Dis- 
trict which may have to be pre- 
sented at a Inter Town Meeting 
if the overall Zoning By-Law is 
accepted. 

A relatively new concept for 
permitting developers of large 
residential tracts to work with 
the town to preserve open ■spnee 
is contained in subsection 6.22. 

“Unfortunately, our remaining 
open space is so limited that this 
provision may never get much 
opportunity to be used, but it 
seemed wise to provide it in the 
hopes that at least a few re- 
maining developments may be 
worked out so that the town will 
be relieved of having to continue 
buying land for such purposes as 
conservation.” the Planning 
Board statement said. 

At the request of the Board of 
Appeals, subsection 6.26 provides 
for minor discrepancies in yard 
requirements in the case of cer- 
tain alterations. 

Car Regulations 

Of Section Seven, the Planning 
Board said, “This is an extreme- 
ly complex and very specific reg- 
ulation of off-street parking, off- 
street loading, and automotive 
service requirements. To some it 
may seem unnecessarily detailed 
and even punitive. However, un- 
less the taxpaying public is go- 
ing to go on paying for provid- 
ing these facilities, this type of 
legislation is necessary.” 

The Planning Board noted that 
the proposed local regulation L; 
almost verbatim to that of Brook- 
line, but that it has been modi- 
fied for Winchester districts and 
usage. 

The intention of Section Seven 
is “that any use of land involving 
the arrival, depai’ture, storage, 
or entry upon the land of motor 
vehicles be so designed and op- 
erated as to reduce hazard to 
pedestrians upon the public side- 
walks, to protect the use of ad- 
joining property from nuisance 
caused by the noise, fumes, and 
glare of headlights which may 
result from the operation of cars 
parking off the street, and at the 
same time to reduce congestion 
in the streets and contribute to 
traffic safety by assuring ade- 
quate places for the standing anu 
storing off the street of motor 
vehicles associated with the use 
of a lot of land.” 

Off ‘•Street parking space re- 
quirements include: 

For each dwelling unit in 
group, garden, or mid-rise apart- 
ment houses, there must be one 
and one-half spaces for each 
dwelling unit. There must be one 
space for each dwelling unit in 
group, garden, or mid-rise apart- 
ment houses restricted by law to 
serve elderly citizens. 

Bowling alleys and tennis 
courts must provide two parking 
spaces for each alley or court. 

Hospitals will be required to 
provide one parking space for 
each one and one-half patient 
beds. Sanitaria, nursing, rest, or 
convalescent homes primarily 
providing long-term custodial 
care for patients need not pro- 
vide more than one narking space 
for four patient beds. 

Parking stalls will have to be 
at least nine feet wide. Stall 
depth will be at least 19 feet for 
angle parking and 22 feet for 
parallel parking. Not more than 
two feet of this may be used as 
landscape setbaek area for bum- 
per overhang. 

Parking facilities must be de- 
signed so that each motor vehi- 
cle can enter and leave without 
requiring the moving of any oth- 
er motor vehicle. The Board of 
Appeals may. however, by spe- 
cial exception modify this re- 
quirement and the dimensional 
requirements if a narking fa- 
cility is under full-time attend- 
ant supervision. 

Parking lots, under Section 
Seven, must be marked to clearly 
indicate the space to be occupied 
by each vehicle. The lots must 
be kept clean and free from rub- 
bish and debris under the pro- 
posed Zoning By-Law. 

Service Stations 

Under subsection 7.3, gasoline 
service stations must have a min- 
imum lot area of 10,000 square 
feet, and u minimum frontage on 
a street of 100 feet, with gaso- 
line pumps set back from the 
street at least 12 feet. All wash- 
ing, lubricating, and repair work 
must be carried on inside the 
building. No major repairs, such 
as body work, may be performed 
at a gasoline service station. 

The subsection also forbids the 
sale and display of any merchan- 
dise other than accessory, or 
portable automotive merchandise. 

Subsection 7.4 applies to out- 
door automobile rental and sales 
and storage for rental or sale. It 
specifies a minimum lot area of 
10,000 square feet and a mini- 
mum frontage of one street of 
100 feet. Repair work is not per- 
mitted. 

Sign Provisions 

Section Eight’s goal is the 
“eventual removal of all signs 
that are offensive to the aesthet- 
ics of the Town,” the Planning 
Board memorandum pointed out. 


"Thi? is a somewhat contro- 
versial snhject., but our belief is 
that any modern zoning should 
recognize that unless signs are 
rigidly controlled. *here is an 
unending competition to -seize a 
greater share of the public's at 
tent ion, whl'h results in degrad- 
ing the appearance of the com- 
munity.” the Planning Board 
memorandum stated. “This par- 
ticular set of regulations is very 
closely taken from those that 
have been in force and with good 
effect in Lexington fot several 
years.” 

Residential property has a li- 
mitation of two signs of not more 
than one sq. foot for each family, 
bearing the name of the family 
or designation of the dwelling 
both. Provisions is made for 
temporary unlighted real estate 
signs advertising the sale or ren- 
tal of the property. 

Signs legally erected before a- 
doption of the proposed by-law 
that do not conform t-o its pro- 
visions would be required to com- 
ply within five years after the 
effective date of the by-law. 
There are earlier dates for com- 
pliance for standing signs — 
three years — and for illumina- 
tion — one year. 

Enforcement 

Section Nine provides that the 
Board of Selectmen will admin- 
ister and enforce the proposed 
ZoninR By-Law. The Selectmen 
will set the fees, charges, and 
expenses, and a collection proce- 
dure for certificates of zoning 
compliance, appeals, and other 
matters pertaining to the by-law. 
The fee schedule, posted in their 
offices, could be altered or n- 
mended only by the Selectmen. 
No action will be taken on any 
application or appeal until all 
fees, charges, and expenses have 
been paid in full. Fees, once paid, 
are not refundable. 

A certificate of zoning compli- 
ance would be issued for all new 
construction and alterations to 
existing construction after pas- 
sage of the proposed Zoning By- 
Law. Within six months after 
passage of the by-law, all per- 
sons lawfully using land, nr buil- 
dings in a non-conforming, man- 
ner, would be required to obtain 
a certificate which would define 
its non-conformity for the record. 

“This does not mean that a 
person with a previously lawful 
use who fails to get a certificate 
is automatically cut off from his 
right to continue the non-con- 
firming use, but it may make it 
necessary for such an owner to 
provide evidence to a court that 
his non-conforming use was in 
fact a legal use at the date of 
passage.” the Planning Board 
memorandum observed. 

“We believe that the prolifera- 
tion of illegal apartments in resi- 
dence districts and the illegal ex- 
pansion of non-conforming uses 
can only lead to a gradual and 
serious deterioration of the com- 
munity,” the memorandum con- 
tinued. “The only way to prevent 
this is to start with a good law 
and then provide for its uniform 
and impartial enforcement. We 
think the provisions of this law 
will give the Town the proper 
instrument for accomplishing 
this.” 

Appeal Rights 

Orders or decisions of the zon- 
ing administrators may be ap- 
pealed to the Board of Appeals 
within 30 days after the order or 
decision appealed from has been 
rendered. 

The Board of Appeals, under 
subsection 9.5, may grant special 
exceptions “only where such con- 
ditions and safeguards as re- 
quired by this by-law have been 
made, and only after a de*cermin- 
ation that such grant would pro- 
mote the public health, safety, 
welfare, order, comfort, conveni- 
ence, appearance, prosperity, or 
general welfare of the commun- 
ity.” 

Under subsection 9.91, any per 
son may file a signed written 
complaint of a violation of the 
by-law with the zoning admini- 
strator. If a violation exists, the 
zoning administrator will notify 
the person responsible in writing, 
ordering the necessary action to 
correct it. 

Violation Penalties 

Violation of the by-law or fail- 
ure to comply with any of its re- 
quirements would be a misdemea- 
nor. Upon conviction, the guilty 
party could be fined not more 
than $50. Each day that a viola- 
tion continued would be treated 
as a separate offense. 

Any person committing, par- 
ticipating in, assisting in, or 
maintaining such a violation 
could be found guilty of a sepa- 
rate offense. 

Definitions 

All of Section Ten is devoted 
to definitions of terms used in the 
proposed Zoning By-Law. The ob- 
ject is to eliminate ambiguities 
which could otherwise arise in 
the interpretation of phrases 
used, the Planning Board noted. 

Section 11 provides for a date 
to be chosen for the proposed 
Zoning By-Law to become effec- 
tive. It also points out that if any 
section or provision of the by-law 
is declared by the courts to be 
unconstitutional or invalid, the 
decision would not affect the val- 
idity of the by-law as a whole, 
or any part of it other than the 
portion declared unconstitutional 
or invalid.

eighth grade level in the junior 
high schools through the employ- 
ees and materials of Kdovnt.ion 
Industries of Winchester. 

It was decided to wait on a de- 
cision rather thnn commit 1971 
funds which may be limited. By 
that time it can be determined in- 
to which budget, personal services 
or other expenses, this program 
will fall, what will be the teach- 
er contrnetural agreements, and 
what are the specifics of the con- 
tract with Edovation. 

In Tuesday night’s proposnl the 
cost of the program for 1970-1971 
was approximated at $5,480. cal- 
culated with a base fee of $5,000 
plus a sum which assumes that 80 
per cent of students taking the 
program would complete it satis- 
factorily. 

The course is innovational not 
only in that it intensifies electron- 
ics instruction in the junior high 
schools, but also in that it is a 
contractural agreement with a 
private firm whose total fee will 
be based upon the performance of 
the participating students. 

Edovation would provide in- 
struction in three classes of elec- 
tronics in each junior high school. 

It would also provide all necessary 
materials which would eventual- 
ly be owned by the Town. Initially 
Edovation would train teachers in 
the Winchester school system, who 
would in turn train others in the 
future. 

Joseph S. Aversa of iho Senior 
High School industrial arts de- 
partment, stated that the elec- 
tronics program at the junior high 
level wns not strong, nor was it 
challenging to students, and that 
it did not coordinate with that at 
the senior high school level. 

Financial Policy 
A letter of October 5 from 
School Committee Chairman Har- 
riet Dietorich to members was 
adopted in essence as part of the 
School Department’s financial pol- 
icy. It requests that school admin- 
istrators at all levels anticipate 
their 1971 budgets as having no 
more money available for next 
year than there was this year. 
This requires budget formulators 
to think in units of personnel and 
materials, rather than on a one- 
to-one basis. 

In other business the Commit- 
tee reviewed a memorandum 
from William F. Clark, assistant 
superintendent for administra- 
tive services, on Winchester’s in- 
terpretation of the School Lunch 
Law, Chapter 871 of the Massa- 
chusetts laws. 

Mr. Clark summarizes such im- 
portant parts as: by September. 
1972, lunches shall he made avail- i 
able to all children in schools op- ! 
erating on a “one session day,” by 
September, 1973, all public schools 
shall make lunches available to 
children, and by September, 1972, 
al public schools “which draw 
their attendance from areas with 
a high number of needy children” 
shall make breakfast available. 

The federal government is ex- 
pected to pay not less than 60 per 
cent of the national average cost 
of serving a free lunch to chil- 
dren. State funds may provide 40 
per cent or a lesser amount to 
meet the full cost in the first year 
that federal funds are available. 
Eventually lunches will be com- 
pletely free to children. The only 
item in the program actually re- 
imbursable to the Town is the 
food itself. 

It has also been decided to pro- 
vide two, instead of three, lunch- 
room supervisors for Muraco 
School. Progress is also made on 
the hiring of a one-helf learning 
disabilities teacher for the Wy- 
man kindergarten. 

Bomb Scares 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Donald A. Klemer informed Com- 
mittee members of the procedure 
for dealing with bomb scares. The 
discussion came as a result of five 
such incidents in the school sys- 
tem since September 30 of this 
year. The penalty for a student 
found guilty of this act is being 
considered as an extended suspen- 
sion or expulsion from school. 

Considered from the Superin- 
tendent’ s report was the item of 
population projection. The Ele- 
mentary School Building Sub- 
committee has requested the 
School Committee to determine 
whether or not the first floor area 
of the High Street School should 
be completed next year as a large 
group instmetion space in light of 
enrollment projections. The devel- 
opment of specifications for the 
Mystic School project and the pos- 
sibility of implementing year- 
round schools was also mentioned 
for study. 

The Committee was meeting 
Tuesday night in Lincoln School, 
the second location on their sched- 
ule for touring schools. Principal 
Mrs. Robert J. Grenzeback was 
present to welcome members and 
the audience. In brief comments 
she stressed that the school oper- 
ated upon the coordination of 
ideas, people, and things. Individ- 
ualized instruction is emphasized, 
but there is a need for additional 
specialized personnel and various 
physical changes. 

Proposed items for tho agenda 
of the next regular meeting, to be 
held on Monday, October 26, in 
Muraco School, are a transport- 
tion request, a meeting with Fire 
Chief I. Francis Amico to discuss 
fire safety and the fire prevention 
program in the schools, an intro- 
duction of CSAW education chair- 
men from the various schools, and 
consideration of enrollment and 
building problems.

Because of Winchester’s lack of 
available industrial land, “one of 
the few means of increasing the 
tnx base is by the judicious addi- 
tion of apartment building.?,” Mr. 
Schaefed said. He referred to 
Medford, Somerville, and Boston 
ns communities having some land 
developmental situations which 
he felt Winchester should avoid. 
Apartment development should 
be controlled here since that the 
town would not become “like the 
Bronx,” Mr. Schaefer cautioned. 

The town’s old zoning hasn’t 
done too good a job in maintain- 
ing homogeneous land use, Mr. 
Schaefer said. 

Mr. Schaefer introduced bis 
follow members of the Planning 
Board before opening the meeting 
to questions from those present. 
Richard A. Sawyer, George B. 
Redding, William Holland, and 
Robert Spiller joined Mr. Schae- 
fer in representing the Planning 
Bonn! at the meeting. Town En- 
gineer John H. Ciarcia showed 
slides of zoning maps to illus- 
trate Mr. Schaefer’s talk. 

The Woburn railroad loop was 
the subject of one question. Mr. 
Schaefer said that the Planning 
Board assumes that it will re- 
main, but is prepared if it is dis- 
continued. 

By Town Meeting, the Planning 
Board should have estimates of 
what effect on the tax base zon- 
ing changes would have, Mr.

Tax Foundation, and others. 

They show that he now earns 
enough, after 11 minutes on the 
job, to buy a pound of smoked ham 
or a pound of frozen filet of had- 
dock. 

To purchase two dozen eggs 
(grade A large) or two pounds of 
ground beef for hamburgers or a 
package of 96 ten bags takes ap- 
proximately 18 minutes. They

To buy a pair of cbilds shoes, 
medium grade, or a womans wool 
skirt involves 120 minutes of work. 

The actual store prices of these 
and other goods and services are 
considerably higher than they were 
in 1965 but, when they are related 
to work time, they cost less. 

The answer lies in the earning 
capacity of the average Middlesex 
County family, which has risen in 
the past five years by 34 percent. 
By way of comparison, the cost of 
living has advanced 21.3 percent. 

Just how the working day of the 
average American is budgeted to 
take care of his various obligations 
is revealed in a study made by the 
Tax Foundation. 

It shows that taxes are the big- 
gest item. They take two hours and 
43 minutes of his eight-hour day. 
Next are food and tobacco, with 59 
minutes, and housing, 57 minuter. 

The rest of the time goes to meet 
such other hills as transportation. 
40 minutes, clothing, 25 minutes, 
medical, 21 minutes, recreation, IS 
minutes and all others (one hour 
and 37 minutes. (Pnrk Row News

The extra-burdensome Property Tax 

For example, consider the Property Tax: It is undoubtedly the most burdensome of all taxes ... It 
yields a staggering 56% of the yearly tax raised in the State — as compared to an average tax revenue 
yield of 40% in all the other Stales . . . And this oppressive tax is growing apace: In the last four 
years it has increased by 55% or 160 million dollars per year. 

— and a recommendation 

Many noted economists believe that a well-planned graduated State income tax will enable cities and 
towns to reduce their property taxes. For this reason, 1 support the concept of a graduated income 
tax. 

Some Benefits to be Expected 

Restructuring of the State income tax would mean that: 

Property owners in Boston could look forward to a decrease of $20.00 (per $1000 1; ami that 
property owners elsewhere in the State could expect comparable decreases. 

Part of the additional revenues derived from the adjusted State income tax, could be paid to 
cities and towns to help them pay for necessary services.

1 believe the Legislature should memorialize Congress, urging it to adopt a Federal revenue-sharing 
pl ; , ii (with all the States) — a plan already recommended by two Presidents ... It Congress does 
approve this plan, it has been estimated that, by fiscal 1975, it would yield $134 million to the State 
(of which sum, by the way, Winchester would get $330,000).

Certainly, we need reform and reorganization in u number of Departments, such as Welfare and 
Transportation. 

In tliis connection, I believe we should consider a far-ranging study looking to the recruitment of top- 
notch business administrators for State offices — witli salaries competitive with similar jobs in business 
and industry. 

Not only would these reforms save millions of dollars for the State’s taxpayers, hut they would also mean 
better services for all of us. 

Certainly I realize that no one man could even start to reform the tax structure, or to initiate these other 
desirable reforms no matter what his position. Rut, with your support. 1 am confident l could, as your 
State Representative, make u good start and, eventually, again with your stiy/mri. we could start to 
get results.

A Drug Programming Coordina- 
tion Project has been undertaken by 
United Community Services of 
Metropolitan Boston, the voluntary 
health and welfare planning coun- 
cil, it has been announced by UCS 
Executive Director Dr. Harold W. 
Dernone Jr. 

The project, which has been 
funded by the Committee of the 
Permanent Charity Fund, Inc., and 
tho Godfrey M. Hyams Trust, is 
being directed by Jacob L. “Jack” 
Wank, former assistant director of 
the state Office of Comprehensive 
Health Planning. 

UCS, the central coordinating, 
planning, research, budgeting and 
allocating agency for the Massa- 
chuestts Bay United Fund, at- 
tempts to relate the varied pro- 
grams and services of more than 
325 voluntary, public and private 
agencies to a comprehensive plan 
for orderly, effective and efficient 
health and welfare services for 2.4 
million residents in 67 cities and 
towns, including Winchester. 

According to Dr. Dernone, the 
project represents “one of the best 
means yet to unify and help sup- 
port public, voluntary and private 
efforts to control and prevent drug 
misuse and rehabilitate addicts in 
the metropolitan Boston area.” 

The project, he said, will attempt 
to: provide consultation around 

drug program development; expand 
community and in-service education 
and training programs related to 
the creation and delivery of drug- 
related service; map the existing; 
care-giving network; and incorpo- 
rate concern at all main leveds of 
drug prevention. 

Specifically, project staff and the 
State Department of Mental 
Health, Division of Drug Rehabili- 
tation, are cooperating in compiling 
and publishing a statewide direc- 
tory of drug-related services as well 
as in planning for an epidemiolog- 
ical analysis of the prevalence of 
drug use within both urban and su- 
burban areas, along with studies 
depicting the incidence of new drug 
users. 

Mr. Wank has announced the 
availability of two project publica- 
tions — a Drug Resources Direc- 
tory and Principles for Funding 
Drug-Related Programs, both of 
which have been made available to 
charitable foundations and key mu- 
nicipal and state agencies.

The Massachusetts Bay Trans- 
portation Authority plans to adopt 
the exnet fare system of fare co! 
lection on its buses, trackless trol 
leys, and street cars within the next 
iveral months, Joseph C. Kelly, 
acting general manager has an 
nounced. 

He cited New Yark where exact 
fare has been in effect, for mori' 
than a year. The experience ha 
been that the loading of pnssemgers 
at bus stops has been speeded up at 
least 50 percent because buses are 
no longer delayed while operator- 
make change, he said. 

Noting that the MBTA is the last 
major transit operator in th* 
United States, either public or pri- 
vate, to adopt the exact fare sys- 
tem, Mr. Kelly said, “This action 
will also provide greater safety to 
our passengers and to our bus, 
trackless trolley and streetcar op- 
erators alike.” 

In Washington where the exact 
fare was pioneered in 1068, rob- 
beries and assaults on operators 
have become non-existent, Mr. Kel- 
ly said. 

The MBTA experience during the 
past two years has been an average 
of 100 operators assaulted or rob 
bed each year. 

Under the exact fare plan, op- 
erators will carry no money. Pas- 
sengers will be required to have 
the exact change to drop into a 
locked fare box that cannot be 
opened until it is removed from the 
vehicle and taken to a vault room 
that handles receipts. 

The. Authority is planning to ad- 
vertise for bids on 1,800 register 
ing, locked fare boxes. The cost of 
the fare boxes is estimated at over 
$ 1 , 000 , 000 . 

The Authority is ordering regis- 
tering fare boxes in order to obtain 
statistics necessary for making the 
annual assessments for losses on 
local service. 

Mr. Kelly said the exact fare 
plan is expected to improve overall

Those beautiful geranium plants 
in the garden, what can be done 
with them before they are killed 
by frost? There are two possible 
solutions to this plea, either store 
them for the winter or propagate 
new plants now from cuttings. 
When storing, lift them from the 
beds, cut back all shoots to three or 
four buds, prune the longer roots 
and pack close together in deep 
boxes with moist peat moss cover- 
ing the roots. Place containers in a 
well-lit, ventilated spot and water 
sparingly only when the soil gets 
dry throughout. 

In spring, pot them up again for 
setting outside in May. The old 
plants can also be used as sources 
of cuttings to start new plants. Use 
new, healthy terminal wood about 
five inches in lenght; treat lightly 
with a hormone powder; and insert 
in pots or flats containing a sterile 
media. When properly rooted n’our- 
six weeks) transplant to individual 
pots, pinch out the terminal shoot 
and keep in a sunny window <lui ing 
the winter. This will mean beauti- 
ful, young plants for next year s 
garden.

Cat Fleas 
Invade Homes 

At this time of year, pet owners 
often find their homes full of black 
jumping fleas. If this situation is 
not rectified these fleas quickly mul- 
tiply to the point where people as 
well as pets are bitten. This is a 
common situation but the cure is 
not hopeless as many homeowners 
assume. « 

Whether they are called sand 
fleas, dog fleas, or black hopping 
bugs, 99 percent of the “fleas” 
which appear in homes are properly 
called cat fleas. These do not come 
i into the home by themselves nor 
are they attracted by sandy floors 
or damp basements. Nearly all of 
them come into homes on people or 
pets.

flat she cannot be killed by step- 
ping on her or squeezing with your 
fingers. After the rides into your 
home on your dog or cat, she drops 
her eggs on the floor or furniture. 
These hatch and the young fleas 
feed on lint and pet hair which ac- 
cumulates in out-of-the-way spots 
on the floor. Thus these biting in- 
jects can continue to multiply in 
your home once Mrs. Cat Flea ar- 
rives. 

To control fleas, first consider 
your pets. Keep dogs and cats dust- 
ed weekly with a good commercial 
flea powder. Then, thoroughly clean 
all infested areas in the house — 
pay particular attention to those 
areas that may he missed by normal 
cleaning where lint accumulates. 
Finally, spray baseboards, backs of 
rugs, and floors in infested rooms 
with a residual insecticide such as 
sevin or carbaryl. Follow all manu- 
facturer’s directions and precau- 
tions when using pesticides! 

Keep Mrs. Flea out of your house 
this fall or she will make your pet’s 
life miserable this winter.

Middlesex County urban garden- 
ers who do not have ready noccss 
to the organic materials available 
on farms may find the composting 
of plant refuse helpful. Autumn 
leaves are ideal for this, hut other 
forms of organic matter, such as 
lawn clippings, straw, and plant 
refuse from garden or kitchen, 
may be used. These materials, 
when thoroughly decomposed, 
make an excellent soil builder for 
flower beds, pot plant mixtures, 
and preparing soil prior to plant- 
ing shrubs. 

A compost pile is easy to con- 
struct. A good size pile is an area 
of five feet bv five feet. The height 
should bo about three feet, using 
n cheap source of lumber or wire 
mesh , as a reinforcement. Place 
material to he decomposed inside 
the area about six inches deep. 
Sprinkle a thin layer of balanced 
fertilizer, i.e. (5-10-6 or 5-10-10 over 
this layer; then sprinkle a thin 
layer of lime. Cover each layer 
with one inch of top soil. Each 
successive six inch layer of leaves 
or grass clipping should be treated 
with fertilizer, lime, and soil. 

Make a depression in the top of 
the pile so that rain water drains 
downward through the material. 
Keeping the pile moist will result 
in faster decomposition. Also, if 
the pile is turned two or three 
times during the season, this will 
speed up decomposition. Note that 
the faster the material decomposes 
the more available it will be to 
use. For best results in decompo- 
sition, the following factors are 
important: 1) High temperature, 
2) good topsoil and fertilizer, 3) 
ample moisture and 4) good aera- 
tion. 

Approximately one year is re- 
quired to decompose most organic 
materials.

The blight which swept thou- 
sands of acres of American corn- 
fields this summer will create hun- 
gry pigs and unhappy housewives 
this winter. 

Most of the corn grown in the 
United States is used for animal 
and poultry feed. A sharp drop in 
the harvest will mean higher prices 
for beef, pork, bacon, chicken, eggs, 
and a score of related products, in- 
cluding corn syrup and mayonnaise. 

More than 90 percent of the corn 
planted in the United States is 
hybrid, crossbred for stronger 
stalks that support more ears, for 
quick maturity as protection 
against frost damage — and for 
resistance to Southern Corn Leaf 
Blight. 

Disease Takes New Form 
But this year a virulent mutant 
of the leaf blight struck fields from 
Florida almost to the Canadian 
border. Its wind-borne spores trav- 
eled 100 miles in a day, infecting 
fields in their path. 

Since 1922, when the first 10 
bushels of hybrid seed were sown 
on American farms, the harvest of 
the Nation’s leading crop has 
grown from about 2.5 billion bu- 
shels a year to 4.5 billion bushels. 

Before the epidemic, the 1970 
harvest was expected to total a 
record 4.7 billion bushels. Now the 
Department of Agriculture says at 
least 10 percent of the crop has 
been destroyed, and the final toll 
could be twice that high. 

The new strain of Helminthos- 
porium maydis. or leaf blight fun- 
gus, attacks only hybrid corn con- 
taining a certain gene. Unfortu- 
nately, this gene is found in more 
than 80 percent of the corn planted 
in the United States. 

Agronomists have developed a 
hybrid without the gene, which 
should be immune to the disease. 
But it may take until 1972 to pro- 
duce the new seed in the quantities 
needed. 

Extra Planting Season Sought 
A seed firm in Glen Haven, Wis- 
consin, flew two tons of the new 
eed to Hawaii in a chartered jet 
liner, along with tractors and other 
farm equipment. It will be used to 
grow seed corn there during the 
winter months. 

The Department of Agriculture 
has advised some seed producers to 
take an even longer trip to the 
southern part of South America, 
where the seasons are the reverse 
of those in North America. Seed 
from crops raised there this winter 
would be available for planting 
next year in the United States. 

Though corn is a form of grass, 
it has become as dependent upon 
men as men are upon it. Corn no 
longer grows wild, but must be 
cultivated. 

Indians were cultivating it for 
centuries before Columbus found 
them eating corn pudding, stewed 
corn, hulled corn, grits and hominy, 
and jonnycake in 1492.

On Beacon Hill 

JUDGE — Judge Paul K. Con- 
nolly of Waltham was nominated 
by Governor Francis W. Sargent 
as associate justice of the State 
Superior Court to succeed Judge 
Walter H. McLaughlin, who has 
been elevated to chief justice of 
the Superior Court. Connolly has 
served as presiding justice of 
the Second District Court of 
Eastern Middlesex since 1952. 
The Executive Council announced 
that it wil not act upon the 
Connolly nomination, or three 
other judicial appointments for 
three weeks. Councillors have set 
aside time to interview the Gov- 
ernor’s nominations of Superior 
Court Chief Justice G. Joseph 
Tauro to be chief justice of the 
Supreme Court, Associate Justice 
McLaughlin who was elevated 
to chief justice of the Superior 
Court and Judge Franklin 
Flaschner of the Newton District 
Court who was nominated to suc- 
ceed Justice Kenneth L. Nash as 
chief justice of the District 
Courts. 

CRIME — Governor Sargent 
announced that Massachusetts 
will receive $120,000 in federal 
funds for the State Department 
of Public Safety and the City of 
Boston to improve laboratory 
services for analyzing evidence 
in criminal cases. The chief exe- 
cutive also revealed that the Bos- 
ton Housing Authority will re- 
ceive $173,000 in federal monies 
to undertake citizen security ex- 
periments in some of the highest 
crime rate public housing pro- 
jects. Both grants will be ad- 
ministered by the Governor’s 
Committee on Law Enforcement 
and Administration of Justice. 

FUEL — A symposium is 
scheduled lor Monday, September 
21, at MIT’s Kresge Auditorium 
where a spokesman from other 
New England states, consumer 
groups, business and industry 
will discuss methods of alleviat- 
ing the fuel oil shortage facing 
Massachusetts homeowners and 
business interests this winter. 

CENTER — All bids received 
for construction of the Mental 
Health, Training, and Research 
Center on East Newton Street, 
Boston, have been rejected, ac- 
cording to Walter Poitrast, di- 
rector of the State Bureau of 
Building Construction, who said 
all bids were “substantially in 
excess of the $20 million” ap- 
propriated by the Legislature for 
the project. 

GRANTS — The Common- 
wealth has received federal 
grants and funds totalling $6,- 
690,882, according to a report 
from Governor Francis W. Sar- 
gent’s office. The bulk of the 
funds, $6,015,342, were appropri- 
ated by the U.S. Department of 
the Interior for the state’s park 
and recreation areas. The U.S. 
Department of Labor awarded 
$75,540 to Van Brode Milling 
Company, Inc., of Clinton for the 
training of 100 residents under 
the JOBS program. Governor 
Sargent also announced that the 
Office of Economic Opportunity 
has approved a grant of $240,095 
to the University of Massachu- 
setts at Amherst for continua- 
tion of its Head Start Leadership 
Development Program. 

WELFARE — Several hun- 
dred welfare mothers staged a 
protest demonstration outside of 
Governor Stir gent’s office against 
this week’s implementation of the 
Flat Grant Plan for recipients of 
Mothers’ Aid. A spokesman for 
the women’s liberation movement 
pledged support of a “minimum 
fiat grunt of $1800, plus a rent 
subsidy, plus a special needs pay- 
ment.”

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Five-Year Plan 
Set To Replace 
Fire Equipment 

A five-year plan to replace aging Fire Department equipment was 
presented to the Selectmen Monday evening. October 19, by Fire Chief 
I. Francis Amico. 


The year-by-year proposal, as 
suggested by Chief Amico, inclu- 
ded: 

1971 — Replace rescue truck, 
$25,000; install a new chassis on 
the fire alarm truck and repaint 
the vehicle at an estimated cost 
of $5,000. Chief Amico pointed 
out that a new fire alarm truck 
would cost $12,000. Chief Amico 
said that he didn’t think the $5,- 
000 project could be deferred 
much longer, since the vehicle 
needs work. 

1972 — Replace fire prevention 
car, $4,000. The vehicle will be 
five years old then. 

1973 — Replace ladder truck 
purchased in 1948, $80,000. 

1974 — Replace fire chief’s 
car. 

1975 — Replace Engine One, 
which will then be 25 years old, 
$45,000. 

Personnel Needs 

Chief Amico also spoke to Se- 
lectmen about personnel needs. 
In anticipation of a 42-hour work 
week, the department will need 
an additional officer and an addi- 
tional firefighter, the chief said. 


Twelve men work on each shift, 
he noted. 

Repairs to the fire station floor 
and to the brick wall leading to 
the station are needed, Chief A- 
mico advised Selectmen. The elec- 
trical system installed in the buil- 
ding in 1914 is inadequate, the 
Chief continued. He noted how 
a compressor motor burned out 
this summer due to this problem, 
costing the town $140. 

Chief Amico recommended that 
the town adopt a fire prevention 
code. Enforcement of some fire 
prevention requests is difficult 
because of the lack of such laws, 
the chief declared. Chief Amico 
suggested that an article be 
placed in the warrant for the 
town meeting establishing a com- 
mittee to prepare such a code. 
The project will require a lot of 
work, he said. 

The Selectmen requested Chief 
Amico to review recommenda- 
tions of the Planning Board in 
the proposed Zoning By-Law as 
they might affect his department. 
The fire station was described as 
“poorly located” in a report to 
the Planning Board by consult- 
ants on zoning revisions.

Winter Nears, 
Parking Laws

Winchester Welfare Office 
Fares Well In State Audit 

The Winchester Welfare Service Ofliu* hired well in an examina- 
tion of the accounts of the Medford I'iiuiue l nil by the ollice of 
State Auditor Thaddcus Buczko. The units and comments section of 
the Buczko report on the Winchester office said: 


“The amount of $410,927.17 
was paid to vendors by the Med- 
ford Finance Unit for th«* period 
February 1, 1969 to March 6, 
197.0 for the account of the Win- 
chester Welfare Service Office. 

“It is not possible to give a 
breakdown by categories for pay- 
ments to vendors as the statisti- 
cal reports are incomplete. Con- 
sequently an analysis of these 
expenditures can not be given 
for the period under audit.

Despite raw weather and snow 
flurries, about 30 people many of 
them teenagers showed up at the 
public beach along Woodside 
Road.

“In addition to checking the 
drug invoices to the Blue Book 
the Winchester Service Office al- 
so maintains a drug file for each 
recipient which has all of that 
recipient’s prescriptions posted to 
it including the number of refills 
and the price charged. All pre- 
scriptions are checked to the re- 
cipient's drug card and are post- 
ed. If a prescription is found to 
be 90 days old it is not paid.” 

Mr. Buczko’s office noted that 
the Winchester Welfare Service 
Office at Town Hall is rented for 
$250 a month. In neighboring 
towns, rents paid for Welfare 
Service Offices include Melrose, 
City Hall, $85 a month, plus $10 
to garage the Commonwealth 
vehicle; Stoneham. privately own- 
ed, $345 plus $20 for janitorial 
services; Wakefield. privately 
owned, $350, and Woburn, pri- 
vately-owned, $700. 

The Winchester office is under 
control of the Lawrence Welfare 
District, yet is within the Med- 
ford Finance Unit. 

“As an end result, problems in 
communication do exist since the 
respective service offices are re- 
ceiving directions from two 
separate district offices,” the 
Buczko report pointed out. 

Checks for welfare recipients 
in Winchester are prepared and 
mailed by the Medford Finance 
Unit.

The Board of Selectmen approved the ptircha.se of a new ambu- 
lance Monday evening, October 19. T he vehicle will be furnished by 
International Harvester Company ol Medford for S 1 1 , 389.49. The only 
other bidder was Mirak Chevrolet, Inc. of Arlington, which asked 
$11,490. 


The board specified that the de- 
livery date of not later than 
April 30, 1971, be adhered to, as 
set forth in the specifications. 
Chief of Police Edward F. Bow- 
ler told Selectmen that to take 
advantage of federal funds to 
help pay for the purchase, the 
ambulance would have to he de- 
livered and paid for before July 
1, 1971. 

Delivery could be a problem, 
Chief Bowler pointed out, be- 
cause of the possibility of an In- 
ternational Harvester employees’ 
strike. 

Chief Bowler reported that the 
ambulance makes about one call 
a day. Chairman Ralph M. Swan- 
son of the Board of Selectmen 
noted that a Lexington group 
wants that town to give up its 
ambulance service and turn the 
functions over to a private or- 
ganization. 

Winchester underwent such a 
trial for about six months, Chief 
Bowler commented, hut returned 
to providing its own service. 
Chief Bowler said that some of 
the physicians did not like the 
private service as well as the 
town-provided service. Chief 
Bowler maintained that response 
was slower under the private 
setup in comparison to the town 
service, because of the distance 
the vehicles had to travel from 
another town to reach Winches- 
ter. 

Station wagons were once uti- 


lized to transport hospital pa- 
tients, Chief Bowler pointed out. 
They were found not quite ade- 
quate, he said. Patients were 
cramped, with little room avail- 
able for medical personnel to 
work inside. Police officers also 
were injured in placing patients 
inside the station wagon, Chief 
Bowler added. 

More Personnel Asked 

Chief Bowler told Selectmen 
that two additional persons would 
be needed by his department in 
1971. He recommended adding a 
junior clerk for typing and filing 
and an additional putrolman for 
night station duty. 

The extra clerk is required, 
Chief Bowler said, because of an 
increase in the office work load. 
The department is a month be- 
hind in filing its records, he poin- 
ted out. He sees continuing re- 
quests for information for Fede- 
ral and state surveys, court pa- 
pers, and other records requiring 
clerical assistance. 

An additional night putrolman 
would assist in maintaining the 
lockup and giving attention to 
any prisoners, transmitting and 
receiving radio messages, calls, 
handling requests and complaints 
from citizens visiting the station, 
and operating the teletype. The 
work load is particularly heavy 
on Friday and Saturday evenings, 
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Fine And Imprisonment Await 
Persons Making False Reports 

Since the opening of schools in September of this year the nation- 
al trend to false reporting of the location of explosives within schools 
has been evidenced in Winchester.

than $1,000 or by imprisonment 
for not more than ten years (in 
state prison), or both.”

Specialist Fourth Larry Pooler, 
husband of Sally Pooler of Win- 
chester, was praduated recently 
from the Army Aviation School’s 
Sinple-Rotor Turbine Utility Heli- 
copter Maintenance Course at Fort 
Rucker, Alabama. 

Specialist Fourth Pooler receiv- 
ed eight weeks of training in heli- 
copter maintenance including train- 
ing in tactical subjects, such as fa- 
miliarization with helicopter gun- 
nery systems, aviation operations 
in the field, survival, escape and 
evasion. 

He has been trained to perform 
organizational - level maintenance 
on the turbine-powered UH-1 “Iro- 
quois” under both airfield and tac- 
tical conditions. 

The helicopter mechanics will be 
assigned to an Army aviation unit. 
Specialist Fourth. Pooler’s training 
included basic aircraft mainte- 
nance, records, and reports, as well 
as the more specialized instruction 
in the maintenance of the specific 
aircraft.

CAMPAIGN . . Governor Fran- 
cis W. Sargent announced that he 
will curtail hiB campaigning for 
Governor, since his Democratic 
opponent, Boston Mayor Kevin H. 
White, will he hospitalized follow- 
ing surgery foi* a perforated ulcer. 
Governor Sargent said he will is- 
sue a series of position papers for 
the remainder of the eampnign 
stating his views on the issues 
and will “refrain from criticism 
of the record or the position of my 
opponent during this period when 
he is not personally able to defend 
that record or those positions.” 
The Governor said it would make 
“no sense” for him to debate Rep- 
resentative Michael S. Dukakis 
(D) of Brookline, the candidate 
for lieutenant governor. 

OTT — Former State Welfare 
Commissioner Robert Ott was 
named associate regional com- 
missioner of the Community Serv- 
ices Administration in the U.S. 
Department of Health, Education 
nnd Welfare. Harold Putnam, Re- 
gional HEW Director, said Mr.

NAMED — Paul P. Henson of 
Orleans was reappointed by Gov- 
ernor Sargent ns Public Adminis- 
trator of Barnstable County.

BALLOT LAW — The State 
Ballot Law Commission ruled 
that it had no jurisdiction to hear 
the petition of Representative 
George DiLorenio, East Boston 
Democrat, who was defeated for 
renomination in last month’s Pri- 
mary election by two votes, to 
declare the two-seat nomination 
in Boston’s Ward I null and void. 
Commission Chairman Gino E. 
Maggi of Springfield made the 
ruling before a large gathering 
of East Boston residents who had 
received telegrams signed “Ted 
Kennedy” telling them they were 
not registered to vote and who 
stayed away from the polls. They 
attended the hearing to testify 
that they would have voted for 
Di Lorenzo. 

STRIKES — Senator George 
G. Mendonca (D) of New Bed- 
ford, who heads a special study 
commission on, collective bargain- 
ing for state employees, said his 
group will file its legislative re- 
commendations within a few 
weeks and will recommend that 
the state continue its “attitude 
of declaring unlawful any strike, 
work stoppage, slowdown, or with- 
holding of services on the part 
of its employees.” His commis- 
sion, Senator Mendonca said, will 
recommend new procedures for 
settling employer — employee 
disputes.

A Time To Decide 


Interest is high in the revised Town Zoning 
By-Law. More than 200 persons attended a pub- 
pie informational meeting meeting on the pro- 
posal Tuesday evening. October 13. in McCall 
Junior High School auditorium. 

Five years of hard work by members of the 
Planning Board have gone into the recommenda- 
tions contained in the Zoning By-Law. The mem- 
bers deserve commendation for completing a 
difficult task. 

Changes always bring controversy. The revi- 
sions suggested in the Town Zoning By-Law al- 
ready have done so. 

Otto E. Schaefer Jr., chairman of the Planning 
Board, believes that adoption of the regulations 
would be “a very good investment to make" for 
Winchester. From a' financial standpoint, "the 
town is in a serious bind,” Mr. Schaefer said. 

The development of apartment housing would 
help. Mr. Schaefer believes. He pointed out that 
2,400 apartment units could occupy the space 
required for 300 single family dwellings. 

An opposing view is held by Jeremiah J. Mc- 
Carron of 35 White Street. Mr. McCarron told 
those at last week's informational meeting on 
the Zoning By-Law, "1 don't think the people 
that govern the town are interested in apart- 
ment houses. Maybe the developers are.” 

Mr. McCarron maintained that the town 
“should have found out first where to get the 
money to build schools, etc." He indicated that 
he believed that the current tax >train might 
have been avoided with advance financial plan- 
ning. 

“The idea of getting someone else to pay your 
debts doesn't work.” he said. ”lf we're in debt, 
we've got to pay it ourselves.” 

He mentioned Waltham, Chelsea. Lawrence, 
Lowell, and Cambridge as places where apart- 
ment house developments had not solved finan- 
cial problems for the communities. 

Mr. Schaefer al-o said that he hopes that the 
town “may wind up getting significant areas, 
either publicly, or privately, for conservation.” 

During the question period at last week's 
meeting. Mr. Schaefer was asked whether stores 
would be located in the proposed apartment 
house districts. From his reply, it was evident 
that self-contained villages are not being plan- 
ned. A hodge-podge of varying elements, which 
would defeat the purposes of zoning, will be 
avoided. 


This does mean, of course, that traffic flow- 
will have to be provided for. which is likely the 
reason the question was raised. Will changes in 
traffic regulations be necessary? Street widen- 
ings? Additional street lighting? These arc 
items to consider. 

W ill the step-up in the number of housing 
units greatly affect the public school system? 
Will additions have to be built to present 
schools? Will new school buildings need to be 
constructed? Will additional School Depart- 
ment personnel have to be added? 

W hat other demands would a growing popula- 
tion place on municipal services? If the town 
adopts the proposed Zoning By-Law, will it pre- 
pare for these costs financially while anticipating 
the hoped-for increases in tax revenue? Will it 
remain aware that it should not expect clear 
profit should it encourage apartment house con- 
struction? 

Improvements in opportunities for downtown 
parking and shopping have also been proposed 
by the Planning Board. The elimination of ve- 
hicular traffic tieups in the center business dis- 
trict is another goal. A relocation of the fire 
station and a replacement for the present “inad- 
equate” police station were also suggested. 

Before the Town Zoning By-Law is considered 
at a Town Meeting, the Planning Board hopes to 
have figures showing the effect on the tax base 
which the zoning changes would have. Blow-up 
maps will be available for Town Meeting mem- 
bers to study before they act upon the measure. 

Now is the time for Winchester residents to 
study the proposed Town Zoning By-Law. The 
Star for Thursday. October 15, 1970. gave a fair- 
ly comprehensive outline of the highlights of the 
law-. By reading this, and the By-Law itself, res- 
idents can learn if any sections trouble them or 
if they have questions about any of them. 

Mr. Schaefer has invited residents with sugges- 
tions and “valid and reasonable objections” to 
send them to the Planning Board for considera- 
tion. 

A legal public hearing will be held on the mat- 
ter before it is acted upon at a Town Meeting. 

By then, Winchester residents should have 
made up their minds on how they feel about the 
proposed Town Zoning By-Law. 

“We’re open to suggestions,” Mr. Schaefer 
said. Now is the time for Winchester residents 
to offer them.

Student!?; Back 
Open Campus 

Editor of the Star: 

Due to Mrs. Pronski’s recent let- 
ters calling for the abolition of tho 
Open Campus plan, this letter is 
written in an effort to unveil the 
beneficial side of the plan. It is hard 
to reply to Mrs. Pronski’s letters 
as her claims against open campus 
are so vagua However, she does ac- 
cuse the open campus plan of hin- 
dering the progress of the non-col- 
lege-oriented group. She continues, 
still very vaguely and without cit- 
ing reason, to say that this group 
of students is left to flounder. 

Her accusation is invalid, how- 
ever. First of all, a student should 
be reasonably mature by the time 
he or she reaches high school age. 
Hopefully, by this time, a student 
is able to budget his free time and 
make good use of it. The student, 
who is not going on to higher edu- 
cation, but is planning to work, en- 
ter the military, or any other ca- 
reer, will have to make important 
decisions. Open campus gives re- 
sponsibility to this student before 
he leaves high school. Should Mrs. 
Pronski feel that her children are 
not responsible enough to enjoy this 
privilege, she is allowed, under open 
campus guidelines, to deny her child 
that right. She has accused the open 
campus plan of infringing upon 
the rights of the non-college group; 
yet when she tries to abolish open 
campus, she is infringing upon the 
rights of those students who utilize 
open campus properly. 

Open campus has a lot of merit 
for those who use it correctly. 
First, the student is given more 
freedom during the school day. The 
student may utilize the town li- 
brary. enroll in mini-courses, or 
even do errands during the day 
which he might not be able to do 
after school due to sports programs. 
Under the antiquated study hall 
system, a student was under super- 
vision for 6 and Vz hours without a 
break. If the student had a free 
period he would have to report to 
the overcrowded auditorium, home- 
work or no homework. If he did 
have homework he would then have 
to attempt to do it with no re- 
sources, a lot of noise, and with his 
lap serving as a desk. 

There is a long range benefit to 
open campus, also. The open cam- 
pus plan aids in creating a more 
college-like atmosphere and helps 
make the transition from high 
school to college a smoother one. 
Unfortunately, many time* a talen- 
ted student will flunk out of college. 
The reason for this misfortune is 
that the student abuses the free 
time that is thrust at him, all at 
once, in a college atmosphere. Mrs. 
Pronski, in her most recent letter 
tried to view open campus with dol- 
lars and cent3 in mind. What about 
the great financial loss a parent 
would suffer if his child flunked 
out of college? 


Recently I rend a school news- 
paper from the high school in Tu- 
scon, Arizona. One article told of 
the high school’s struggle to obtain 
an open campus. I hope the towns- 
people of Winchester realize how 
lucky we were to be able to install 
this progressive program. 

In closing, I direct my remarks 
to Mrs. Pronski. If you do not ap- 
prove of open campus, then do not 
let your children participate. How- 
ever, please do not keep the rest 
of the students under lock and key 
by attempting to thwart the pro- 
gram. Let each parent and child 
have the right to decide for them- 
selves whether open campus is for 
them. Also, should you decide to 
respond to this letter, please make 
your accusations more specific. I 
do not stand alone, as this letter 
was written as a result of the Stu- 
dent Council deciding to reply to 
your recent letters. This letter was 
also unanimously endorsed by that 
council for we feel that open cam- 
pus has been one of the best things 
that has ever happened to Winches- 
ter High School and we, as repre- 
sentatives of the student body, feel 
we should defend its progressive 
program.

Pollution Urged

Quotation Quiz No. 1 : Where is 
this from? 

“And God said. Let the waters 
bring forth abundantly the moving 
creature that hath life, and fowl 
that may fly above the earth in the 
open firmament of heaven.” 

“And God blessed them saying. 
Be fruitful, and multiply, and fill 
the waters in the seas, and let fowl 
multiply in the earth.” 

Please take time to contrast the 
above with the following excerpts 
from the United States Department 
of Interior bulletin, “The Right to 
Exist.” 

“Of all the continents, North 
America has witnessed the most 
drastic changes in abundance of 
wildlife and the greatest number of 
extinctions in historic times ...” 
“Our wild animals have devel- 
oped through natural selective proc- 
esses. Each different form has spe- 
cial characteristics that have en- 
abled it to survive. These attributes 
fit them for specific niches in the 
environment. . . . when there is an 
adverse change in the conditions for 
which a species is fitted, it faces 
two alternatives: Adapt or perish.” 
“Changes have been speeded up 
by civilized man with his technolog- 
ical means of rapidly altering en- 
vironment, his propensity for in- 
troducing competing species, and 
his more direct means of destruc- 
tion. As a result, species are now 


disappearing faster than they are 
evolving.” 

You and I contribute to this proc- 
ess by our ignorance, and worse, our 
indifference. At present there are 
about 90 American mammals, birds, 
fish, reptiles, and amphibians in 
immediate jeopardy. Forty - five 
more such creatures are classified 
as rare. 

We no longer have trout in the 
Aberjona and the Mystic Lakes. Is 
that because we dump large quan- 
tities of salt in the water? (I have 
never heard of salt-water trout.) 

We can find out the reason. We 
can sot things right. We can call 
upon previously ignored legislation, 
such as the Aberjona Pollution Con- 
trol Act, which dates back to 1911! 

We can do this and more if you 
wish it. Do you?

LWV Favors 
Voting At 19 

Editor of the Star: 

Question 3 on the November bal- 
lot is a constitutional amendment 
to lower voting age to 19 for state 
elections. Should the “yes” vote 
prevail in Massachusetts the mini- 
mum voting age would be dropped 
immediately from 21 to 19. Those 
newly qualified voters would be able 
to register and vote in this winter’s 
town elections and next fall’s city 
elections. Newly enfranchised 
young people could take part in all 
future local and state elections. 

The League of Women Voters of 
Massachusetts joins with an im- 
pressive number of prominent elect- 
ed officials in supporting this 
amendment, including United 
States Senators Edward M. Ken- 
nedy and Edward W. Brooke, Gov- 
ernor Francis W. Sargent, Mayor 
Kevin H. White. Senate President 
Maurice A. Donahue, House Speak- 
er David M. Barkley, and ten of the 
12 Massachusetts congressmen. The 
bill to lower the voting age to 19 
passed the 1969 Legislature by a 
vote of 222 yeas and 49 nays. 

Persuasive particular reasons for 
supporting the 19-year-old vote are 
well known; not as often mentioned 
is that many 19 and 20 year olds 
pay taxes, and that many are judg- 
ed according to the case, as adults 
in courts of law. 

The League of Women Voters 
feels that lowering the voting age 
would encourage the participation 
of young adults at an age when 
they are enthusiastic, interested 
and informed about government 
and polities. Surely it is to the ad- 
vantage of everyone to provide this 
means of participation in the pol- 
litical system for young people.

BETWEEN TWO AGES 

by Zbignicn* Brzezinski 

"... It is in the United States thnt man’s capa- 
city to master his environment and to define himself 
meaningfully in relationship to it is being most in- 
tensely tested. Can man master science for funda- 
mentally humane ends? Can liberty and equality 
coexist, and do so in a multi-racial environment? 
Can merit and achievement flourish without special 
privilege? Can technology be socially creative with- 
out inducing excessive social control? Can a society 
with diverse beliefs avoid complete disbelief?” 

These are some of the issues that are dominating 
American life put to us by Zbigniew Brzezinski of 
Columbia University, who was the foreign-policy 
advisor to Humphrey in 1968. He maintains that the 
crisis in the country is one over established values 
and institutions. It has been induced in great part 
by a transition period in which we are stepping from 
a highly industrialized society into a technotronic 
one. 

In this now burgeoning age, technology and elec- 
tronics are playing a decisive part in changing our 
customs as once did the automobile, the production 
line, and the coming of the airplane. Automation and 
cybernetics, in replacing the operation of machines, 
by individuals, are helping to create the generation 
gap. 

Too soon, what will be some of the situations that 
will confront us? Where employment is concerned, 
the author says. “In the emerging new society ques- 
tions relating to the obsolescence of skills, security, 
vacations, leisure, and profit-sharing dominate the 
relationship (between employer and employee), and 
the psychic well-being of millions of relatively secure 
but aimless lower-middle-class blue-collar workers be- 
comes a growing problem.” 

In this new society education will be universal 
with a greater emphasis on quality selection. “The 
educational process becomes a lengthier one and is 
increasingly reliant on audio-visual .aids. In addi- 
tion, the flow of new knowledge necessitates more 
and more frequent refresher studies.” 

There will be a shift in the social leadership from 
the urban-plutocratic elite to those possessing spe- 
cial skills and intellectual talent, with talent being 
mobilized to acquire power. 

The university, a repository of wisdom, some of 
it irrelevant but respected, will become an intensely 
involved “think-tank” and will be the source of much 
sustained political planning and social innovation. 

“The issue of political participation is a crucial 
one,” states the author. “In the technotronic age the 
question is increasingly one of ensuring real par- 
ticipation in decisions that seem too complex and too 
far removed from the average citizen. Political alien- 
ation becomes a problem.” Women begin to claim 
complete eiftfiility. 

Where political parties and ideological programs 
are concerned, the author feels that the trend seems 
to be toward aggregating the individual support of 
millions of unorganized citizens, who are easily with- 
in reach of magnetic and attractive personalities, 
and effectively exploiting the latest communication 
techniques to manipulate emotions and control rea- 
son. 

It can even be now noted that “The tendency to- 
ward depersonalization of economic power it stim- 
ulated in the next stage by the appearance of a 
highly complex interdependence between government- 
al institutions (including the military), scientific 
establishments, and industrial organizations. As ec- 
onomic power becomes inseparably linked with po- 
litical power, it becomes more invisible and the sense 
of individual futility increases.” 

Global communication and education are creating 
in the Third World desire for all the good things of 
life and this in turn creates political tensions. This 
global concern, which McLuhan calls “global village” 
is more appropriately termed a "global city” — ner- 
vous, agitated, tense and fragmented. 

This glpbal convulsion has within it the third 
American revolution, the outcome of which is not 
certain. This current revolt highlights our technical 
suecess but also our social failure. Although people 
have more time for art, music and creative recrea- 
tion, this new technological advance could become 
destructive unless given a meaningful direction. 

Ideologically, the dominating passion is for equal- 
ity. All institutionalized beliefs are in shifting sands. 
These current phenomena, incomprehensible to some, 
become understandable in “Between Two Ages.”

Let us make no mistake — the 
character of our Town of Winches- 
ter for the future and the value of 
our properties will be determined 
by the decisions that are arrived at 
on the new zoning regulations. 

Let us be right. 

Let us make sure that this zon- 
ing legislation is right when it is 
enncted — right in' all its aspects 
and future connotations.

"Professor Young was a great 
scholar,” he recalls, “and had a 
passionate belief in the physical 
and intellectual in perfect com- 
bination. A beautiful day for us 
would be to see a New York Gi- 
ants douhleheader in the after- 
noon and a play by Sophocles at 
night.” 



SOL GITTELMAN 


Dr. Gittelman’s shortstop days 
were short lived, having played 
minor league ball for the Orioles 
only during the summer of 1955. 
“It didn’t take me more than one 
season to realize that I couldn’t 
even make the ‘D’ League.” 

When accepted at Columbia 
Graduate School that fall — at 
the end of his baseball career — 
he was informed that he was 
the worst prepared graduate 
school candidate admitted. But 
he turned out to be the only one 
to earn a master's degree in com- 
parative literature in one year. 

Dr. Gittelman contends he has 
no philosophy of education. “I 
have an inherently superficial ap- 
proach to all problems,” he ex- 
plains. “I simply react to what 
my upper intestinal tract tells 
me. 

“Shaw (George Bernard) once 
said if you can’t do it, teach it. 

. Some qf us are good at that, 
sqme bad. 

“JFo.r., some faculty members 
the first loyalty is to the guild 
and the second to the student. 
There is considerable danger in 
this. It is the student who is pay- 
ing for the course, and he doesn’t 
particularly care how large a bi- 
bliography you have.” 

His teaching approach elicits 
understanding instead of regur- 
gitation of information, accord- 
ing to a number of his students. 
"What is the point,” he says, “of 
having a student write under a 
two-hour pressure cooker? To 
answer my take-home tests, 
which he has a week or two to 
finish, the student has to read 
and absorb it.” 

He compares the old goldfish- 
swallowing, raccoon coat image 
of the American college student 
with the activist spirit of Euro- 
pean and Asian students, who, 
for right or wrong, have been 
critica. of governments and, in 
many instances, have manned the 
barricades. 

“As a faculty member, with a 
little bit of introspection, I might 
say that we would have been con- 
tent pretty much to sit and let 
things happen in a nice, peace- 
able way. The students stirred 
us up. Things are changing for 
the better.” 

“Nine out of ten times,” he 
says, “the students were right. 
I somehow can’t forgive the Ger- 
man students for supporting 
Hitler, but I prefer to blame that 
on an indifferent German faculty 
of 1933. The faculty preferred 
to stick its head in the sand. It 
preferred not to get involved; 
it preferred not to get politi- 
cized.” 

Dr. Gittelman was caught up 
in three storms of varying cam- 
pus political consequences last 
year: minority hiring practices 
on dormitory construction pro- 
ject, the post-Cambodian inva- 
sion strike, and a drug raid. He 
was chairman of the committee 
on Student Life during 1 *’«»♦• 
spring’s hasle over the univer- 
sity’s cooperation with police in 
the drug raid. To prevent stu- 
dents from declaring seizure of 
the main administration building 
in protest of the raid, Dr. Gittel- 
man and a handful of faculty and 
administrators remained there 
throughout the night. The stu- 
dents left the next morning. 

“Dr. Gittelman,” says one 
Tufts administrator, " has served 
munfully in very difficult situa- 
tions. The Committee on Student 
Life exercises the faculty’s re- 
sponsibility for the discipline and 
quality of life at Tufts outside 
the classroom. As a measure of 
his competence he has been reap- 
pointed chairman, and this is the 
first time that has happened.” 

A fellow professor offers, “As 
a teacher of undergraduates he 
demonstrates an easy intimacy 
with his students, but there ne- 
ver is any question as to who is 
the teacher. 

“1 have heard him say things 


to students that touched on in- 
timate aspects of their self-con- 
cept in a way that shook them 
up, but which hnd them question- 
ing themselves and their beliefs 
rather than Professor Gittelman’s 
right to say what he did. In short, 
he has impact on students.” 

The E. Harris Harbison A- 
wards, made annually by the 
Danforth Foundation of St. Lou- 
is, Missouri, are designed to re- 
cognize outstandingly gifted tea- 
chers and encournge greater pub- 
lic understanding of the art and 
importance of teaching. Winners 
are chosen hy panels of educators 
from nationwide nomination 
made hy colleagues, students, 
past award winners and college 
and university presidents. 

Named in honor of the late E. 
Harrison Harbison, professor of 
history at Princeton University 
and a former trustee of the Dan- 
forth Foundation, the program, 
now in its ninth year, to date has 
honored some G5 individuals. 

The Danforth Foundation, cre- 
ated by the late Mr. and Mrs. 
William H. Danforth in 1927, is 
philanthropy concerned primar- 
ily with people and values. Pre- 
sently the Foundation focuses its 
activities in two major areas, ed- 
ucation and the city. In these 
areas the Foundation administers 
programs and makes grants to 
schools, colleges, universities, 
and other public and private 
agencies.

On Beacon Hill 

SURPLUS — Governor Francis 
W. Sargent’s office reported that 
the Commonwealth will be one of 
the first five stutes to receive sur- 
plus materials from Vietnam un- 
der project “Home Run.” The first 
of several shipments is valued at 
$122,000. The goods, ranging from 
generators to dishwashers and 
surgical soap, will be distributed 
to schools, colleges, and hospitals. 
The Chief Executive note^ the 
state had previously received sup- 
plies and equipment from Ger- 
state has previously received sup- 
many and England at a cost of 
four cents on the dollar value of 
the materials and containers are 
still being received from Japan. 
The expense of the shipments 
from Vietnam is expected to be 
higher than that from Europe. 

REFERENDA — Secretary of 
State John F. X. Davoren is 
readying 2.6 million “Information 
to Voter” pamphlets to be mailed 
to Massachusetts voters. The pam- 
phlets, containing explanations of 
ballot questions, will be posted at 
a cost of $110,000. 

WELFARE — State Auditor 
Thaddeus Buczko released his re- 
port on the State Welfare Depart- 
ment and blanmed the Governor 
and his Executive Office for Ad- 
ministration for failing to prop- 
erly implement the 1968 reorgan- 
ization law. The Executive De- 
partment, Mr. Buczko said, “ig- 
nored its responsibility” to ap- 
point advisory boards to oversee 
department operation and to di- 
rect local offices in setting up 
accounting systems. The Auditor 
warned that the lack of proper 
management could endanger Fed- 
eral reimbursements to Massachu- 
setts which now approximate 50 
per cent of the $600 million pro- 
gram.

Thursday, 
October 22, in Boston with Hhe 
Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion on North Border Road will 
be attended by representatives 
of the Board of Selectmen and 
the Planning Board.

Superintendent of Streets Ro- 
bert G. O’Brien will be advised 
by Selectmen to include the plow- 
ing of the northerly sidewalk on 
Everett Avenue as part of his 
department’s snow removal tasks. 

Orders to install sidewalk cur- 
bing on Forest, Cross, and Pond 
Streets and Dunster Lane were 
signed by the Selectmen. 

‘Action necessary to remedy 
any violations” was supported by 
the Selectmen in answer to a 
complaint by Vine Street resi- 
dents that a violation of zoning 
by-laws was taking place. Copies 
of the Selectmen’s letter to the 
complaining parties will be sent 
to the building comissioner and 
the Board of Health for action. 

The Selectmen will discuss 
with the Personnel Board next 
week retainer fees for labor 
counsel. 

Lights Approved 

Installation of street lights on 
Skyline, Edwards, and Amber- 
wood Drives were discussed by 
the Selectmen w’ith Building 
Commissioner MacDonald. The 
Skyline and Edwards Drive pro- 
jects were approved. Boston Edi- 
son Company will be contacted 
for its recommendations on the 
Ambrose Drive request. 

Commissioner MacDonald was 
asked by the Selectmen to sub- 
mit written suggestions for light- 
ing on Lake and Palmer Streets 
by Monday, October 26. Mr. Mac- 
Donuld said that he has tried to 
adhere to a directive by a pre- 
vious Board of Selectmen that 
lights be installed on every third 
pole. 

Palmer Street, however, has 
too many turns in it, making 
light installation on every second 
pole probably desiruble, Commis- 
sioner MaeDtmald said.

Some Considerations Concerning 

DRUG ABUSE 

Most of us in Winchester are familiar, in general terms, with the problem of Dtnig Abuse . . . Ours is. 
of course, but a miniscule fraction of a national problem. But. rightly, our first concern is what is hap- 
pening here in town. Here are a few specifics: 

• Any student in our High School can obtain any drug — except heroin — before the day’s end; 
and heroin in two days’ time. 

• At least half of our High School students have experimented with one or more types of drugs. 

• The use of drugs has spread to the Junior High schools, and «ven to the Elementary schools. 

Although both our State anil our town have tried to be constructive about the problem, it’s still with 
us . . . We are not going to make drug use — and drug addiction disappear without adequate edu- 
cational programs and enlightened therapy centers . . . Furthermore, we must revise inequitable state 
statutes, one of which punishes the marijuana user more than the pusher of dangerous drugs. 

A Proposal for Remedial Action 

As we know, drugs are symptomatic of far deeper maladies — alienation being one of them. 

This alienation may be manifested in the use of marijuana, heroin, L.S.D., or even alcohol* It is this 
deeper illness that can’t simply he cured hy new and revised laws, new institutions, and more money . . . 

I submit to you that drug abuse is more thun a legal problem, more than a medical problem. It’s u com- 
munity responsibility. 

I propose that the leaders of the community get more people involved in the problem-solving process — 
to the end that such involvement would he good for all concerned. As one small step in this direction, I, 
as your State Representative, would look forward to inviting a succession of students, housewives, busi- 
ness and professional men to work in my offices — both at the State House and in \\ inehester on 
governmental problems. 


As your Representative at the Slate House, 1 would welcome the opportunity to participate in a joint 
leadership of the proposed community effort. Indeed, I would exercise such leadership both at the Slate 
House and here at my Winchester headquarters.

Halloween 
Fire Safety 

Tips Offered 

Witches aren’t the only things 
stirring as Halloween nears. 

Painfupl burns and even more 
tragic accidents are waiting to 
pounce on youngsters carrying can- 
dle-lighted pumpkins or dressed in 
flimsy, flammable costumes. Fire 
Chief I. Francis Amico reminds pa- 
rents as October 31 approaches. As 
reports from the National Fire Pro- 
tection Association indicate, the 
Chief points out, the greatest haz- 
ard at Halloween is the clothing 
fire. 

Chief Amico offers these sugges- 
tions for helping keep Halloween “a 
fun time” for the trick-or-treat set: 

1. Costumes should be label- 
ed “flameproof” if purchased ready- 
made, or should undergo flame- 
proofing treatment if made at home. 
Remember that flameproofing must 
be renewed each time a costume is 
washed or gets wet, and that nearly 
all clothing will burn to some ex- 
tent. 

2. Avoid costumes with flimsy 
fabric, loose flowing sleeves, volu- 
minous skirts — especially beware 
of the traditional billowing robes 
of ghosts and witches, made of 
yards and yards of worn sheets., 
which easily catch fire when whip- 
ped toward flames or spaks by the 
autumn wind. Costumes should be 
short enough that youngsters don’t 
trip on them, and of light colors 
so the wearers will easily be seen 
by motorists. 

3. Safest disguises are “natural” 
masks of cosmetic make-up or char- 
coal applied directly to the skin. 
If commercial masks, wigs and 
beards are worn, they should he 
marked “flameproof.” Avoid those 
of fibrous “hair” and uny which 
obscure the chi Ids vision. 

4. Use a flashlight — never a 
lighted candle — to illuminate a 
pumpkin. Keep children away from 
bonfires, fireplaces, sparks and oth- 
er sources of intense heat. 

5. Halloween decorations in the 
house should never be placed near 
lighted candles or other flames, or 
too close to light bulbs. Be especial- 
ly careful with the colorful leaves, 
corn husks and similar tinder-dry 
materials used in typical autumn 
decorations. 

Finally, advises the Fire Chief, 
it’s wise to have an adult accom- 
pany younger children on their Hal- 
loween rounds of their neighbor- 
hood.

They show that expenditures in 
the form of cash benefits and serv- 
ices are at an all-time high, locally 
and elsewhere. 

An estimated $67,572,000 in fi- 
nancial aid of various kinds went 
to needy local veterans and to the 
dependents of deceased veterans 
during the past fiscal year. 

The figure was derived from 
detailed data for Massachusetts, 
released by the Veterans Adminis- 
tration in its report for the year. 

Among the benefits received, in 
addition to pensions and compensa- 
tion, were hospital and health care, 
education and training, business 
and housing loans, insurance, and 
others. 

The local expenditure for pen- 
sions and compensation alone, re- 
lated to the veteran population of 
Middlesex County, was equivalent 
to $332 per living ve teran. 

This was arrived at by dividing 
the total outlay by the number of 
local veterans, which the VA places 
at 203,630. 

Throughout the State of Massa- 
chusetts, which has a veteran pop- 
ulation of 816,000, the amount so 
spent was $270,727,000. 

A breakdown of the $67,572,000 
| in benefits going to those in the 
local area shows that approximate- 
ly 62 percent of it was for pensions 
and compensation to living veterans 
| and to the dependents of former 
veterans. Nationally, tho ratio was 
57 percent. 

According to the annual report, 

| some $9.16 billion was spent in the 
United States in fiscal 1969 to pro- 
I vide benefits and facilities for the 
1 27,300,000 living veterans and for 
the dependents of deceased vet- 
erans. 

| With the number of them on the 
rise in all sections of the country, 
due to the war in Vietnam, Con- 
! gress has been urged to step up 
the amount of assistance provided 
for them. 

Special action has been sought to 
aid newly discharged veterans to 
| improve their career opportunities 
through vocational or academic 
training so as to enable them to 
find satisfactory employment.

The "paint brush” of a 
scrimshaw artist was a seaman’s 
knife or sailmaker’s needle and his 
“canvas” was the gleaming white 
ivory whale tooth. Today scrim- 
shaw is again popular to young 
craftsmen and they’ve added more 
sophisticated tools to this unusual 
craft. 

Gilbert Dolman, noted Cape Cod 
and New Bedford artist, will pre- 
sent a lecture and scrimshaw dem- 
onstration. He studied art at the 
University of Rhode Island and is 
a member of the Dartmouth His- 
torical Society where many of his 
creations are exhibited. Mr. Dolman 
also exhibits in gift shops through- 
out the Cape and New Bedford. 

He has been working in this me- 
dia since 1958. Dolman’s work has 
graced the collections of three U.S. 
Presidents: the late Herbert Hoo- 
ver. the late John F. Kennedy, and 
Lyndon B. Johnson. Recently a 
piece of scrimshaw created by Dol- 
man was presented to Senator Ed- 
ward Brooke by U.S. Marshal John 
A. Birknes. Many of his scrimshaw 
items will be for sale at the Art 
Guild demonstration.

Penalties cost both teams a great 
deal of valuable yardage but Win- 
chester’s players are learning to 
avoid such crucial assessments to 
stay in-the thick of the hunt for the 
Middlesex League title. Even as the 
Boston Patriots have been hogtied 
by their tendency to incur penal- 
ties so their Concord namesakes 
were badly hampered.

Tlic Selectmen'* concern over getting sufficient Number live fuel oil for schools and other town 
buildings has prompted their appeal for action by state ami federal officials in casing the fuel shortage. 


A motion by Selectman John J.

Committee To Continue Study 
Of Extended School Year Plan 

The formation of an ad hoc committee to consider the possibility 
of and alternatives to an extended school ve.ir program for Winchester 
was authorized by the School Committee .n its Monday evening session, 
October 26 in Lincoln School. 1 lie proposed committee is to be com- 
posed of citizens and School Department personnel. 

In a continuing discussion on whether to change the method of 
measurement for elementary transportation to Vinson-Owen School, it 
was decided to postpone definite action until the next regular meeting 
when the administration’s recommend . mn could he considered. Of 
major concern here is whether action will evolve into a matter of poli- 
cy or be limited to the specific school. 


School Committeeman Paul Del 
Rossi’s motion on the extended 
school year, which was accepted, 
directs this committee to study 
the implications of the recom- 
mendations made by Superinten- 
dent of Schools Dr. Donald A. 
Kleiner in a memo of October 
23. 

The conclusion which Dr. Kle- 
mer makes in this memo is “that 
going into a staggered program 
or extension of the school-year 
program would not save very 
much money for Winchester and 
would run into a considerable 
number of complications that 
would make effective operation 
quite difficult. The retention of 
our summer program, along some 
of the lines described, is a more 
logical step.” 


Selectmen’s Request 

Consideration of this program 
.stemmed from a request made 
this summer by the Board of 
Selectmen for the School Cot.i- 
iLtee’s judgement on this possi- 
’ slaty. There are basically three 
types of plans involved, a stag- 
gered quarter plan, a 48-week 
school year, and summer pro- 
gran.- for credit.

Under the plan, a homeowner 
might pay a higher tax rate on 
a smaller tax base, thus paying 
less total taxes.

Question Number Two would 
amend the Massachusetts Consti- 
' tution by abolishing the one-year 
residency requirement for voting. 
Instead, a prospective voter 
would be required to have re- 
sided six months in the town or 
district in which he wishes to 
vote.

; instructional materials center nt the school named in memory of Mnribel 
I Vinson Owen and her daughters. Laurence and Maribel, all prize- 
! winning figure skaters. Just ten years ago all were killed in n plane 
i crash in Belgium on February 15. 1961, while en route to Prague for 
| the World Championship Figure Skating Competition. 


I Trophies won by the famous Win- 
j Chester family are on display at the 
| Boston Skating Club, but fascinat- 
ing memorabilia from the estate of 
{the grandmother, Mrs. Gertrude 
Vinson, has been given to the Vin- 
! son -Owen School library. Included 
I are photographs, memories of com- 
i petitions, report cards, essays, and 
| poetry of the famous girls and their 
j mother. 

Maribel Vinson Owen, winner of 
nine national figure skating cham- 
pionships, retired from skating to 
coach. After the death of her hus- 
band in 1952 she carried on the 
training of her two girls which 
brought them national acclaim and 
triumph. From the large colonial 
home on High Street Mrs. Owen 
took her daughters to practice 
wherever and whenever ice was 
available. 

Laurence (pronounced Lo-Rahns) 
won the United States Women’s 
Singles Championship at Colorado 
Springs in January of 1961 and had 
finished sixth in the Olympics in 
1960. She was spoken of in Sports 
Illustrated magazine as “the most 
exciting United States skater.” 

Maribel (junior) was winner, 
with partner Dudley Richards, of 
the United States Senior Pairs ti- 
tle in 1961. Richards was also killed 
when the plane crashed. 

At the time of the crash Laurence 
was an honor roll senior at Win- 
chester High School and Maribel 
a senior at Boston University. Mrs. 
Owen held a job, managed the fam- 
ily. and coached Laurence and Mar- 
ibel on a rigorous schedule. With 
the United States title and the 
North American title achieved by 
Laurence, the plan was to try for 
the world title in Prague. The fam- 
ily was traveling there at the time 
of the accident. 

At this time when our youth lack 
heroes to emulate, it helps to re- 
member the devotion and accom- 
plishments of young people such as 
Laurence Owen. As her classmates 
wrote in her memory. “All at Win- 
chester High are deeply grievejOt 
the loss of such a fine friend ami 
student and of the opportunities 
which lay ahead for her in college. 
But she took full advantage of all 
the opportunities which opened to 
her and her memory will always 
servo us as an inspiration and re- 
minder to contribute all we can to 
living and enjoy all its rewards, 
great or small. 

Trophies acknowledge the skill 
of the three skaters, and this skill 
no doubt influenced those who chose 
the name for the school. However, 
more important than just the skill 
of the famous family, Vinson-Owen 
School was certainly named in con- 
sideration of this quote, “The meas- 
ure of the grace with which Mari- 
bel has managed a very difficult 
job is, of course, the girls them- 
selves, and anyone who has met 
them can see that a lot more has 
been won around Winchester than 
all that silver on the mantelpiece.” 

The bronze on the shelf at the 
Vinson-Owen library will be a con- 
stant reminder of the courageous 
and successful Winchester family. 


On Beacon Hill 

PHILBIN — Representative 
Charles Ohaninn (D) of Water- 
town who, along with Congress- 
man Philip J. Philhin, lost the 
Democratic Primary nomination 
in the Third District to Rev. Ro- 
bert F. Drinin, urged Congress- 
man Philbin to engage in a sticker 
campaign for the November elec- 
tion.

WELFARE — A Department 
of Public Welfare official said he 
was “disturbed” by the reported 
action of the Massachusetts Fede- 
ration of Nursing Homes and the 
Massachusetts Council of Health 
Care Facilities in refusing to ac- 
cept welfare recipients after Oc- 
tober 1. Dr. James Callahan as-

were paid to nursing homes for 
the care of patients. Dr. Callahan 
said the present stand taken by 
the federation is “a disservice to 
the nursing home patients, the 
taxpayer, and the nursing home 
operators.” 

CANDIDATES — Early re- 
turns filed with the Secretary of 
State reveal that Senator Edward 
Kennedy and Governor Sargent 
were the heavy spenders in the 
recent primary election, although 
neither was opposed for their 
party nomination. Governor Sar- 
gent’s return showed contribu- 
tions of $424,745 and expendi- 
tures of $108,181 while Senator 
Kennedy reported receipts of 
.$.‘106,022 and expenses of $222, 
680. Boston Mayor Kevin White, 
who won het. Democratic nomina- 
tion for Governor, showed de- 
posits of $143,229 and withdraw- 
als df $187,084. Senate President 
Maurice Donahue reported contri- 
butions of $97,875 and expendi- 
tures totalling $17,682.

Dies Tluirday 

Diane Hugo, Inst bom of tbe 
quadruplets to Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles .T. Hugo of Stoneham ear- 
ly Wednesday morning, October 21. 
in Winchester Hospital, died Thurs- 
day, October 22, of “immaturity of 
the lung.” The other girls were re- 
ported doing well as of Wednesday 
morning. October 28, though one 
appears weaker thnn her sisters. 

The major concern at first for 
the infants who were premature by 
12 weeks, according to the babies’ 
pediatrician Dr. Murray K. Rosen- 
thal of Wakefield, was the occur- 
rence of hyaline membrane disease*. 
This causes a membrane to form on 
the lungs which restricts oxygen 
passage. Miss Markham, supervisor 
in the nursery, reports that this 
danger has passed. 

The babies are now being fed 
every two hours and appear to have 
developed a tolerance to it. They are 
said to grow a little stronger each 
day and will remain in the isolette 
supplied with heat and oxygen un- 
til they have reached a desired 
weight. 

The four girls had been baptized 
by the Rev. Francis Connally of St. 
Patrick's Church. Stoneham, on 
Wednesday. Amy, Barbara and Col- 
leen, who were named according to 
the A-B-C-D sequence assigned 
them at birth, are expected to join 
the Hugo’s other three children at 
home, Charles, 5; Jane, 3; and 
John, 1, when they are strong 
enough. 

Eileen Hugo, 24, who was aware 
of the possibility of a multiple 
birth after X-rays were taken five 
weeks before the event, left the 
hospital Saturday. She and her hus- 
band, Charles, 25, an ironworker 
with a Reading firm, now visit 
their daughters frequently.

Dr. Stare Closes 
Wellesley Club 
23rd Year 

“Why Malnutrition in a Lnnd of 
Plenty" was the subject on which 
Fredrick J. Stare spoke in his re- 
cent talk at the Winchester Welles- 
ley Club's “Mornings” lecture ser- 
ies. With Dr. Stare the 23rd year 
of this community service project 
was brought to a close. 

The proceeds realized from the 
sale of the tickets are divided be- 
tween Wellesley Collego and the 
Winchester Scholarship Founda- 
tion. Last Thursday’s lecture took 
place at the Church of the Epi- 
phany. 

Active this year in the organi- 
zation of the club’s endeavor were 
Mrs. Robert Mirak. chairman; Mrs. 
James Coggins, tickets; Mrs. Sam- 
uel Warren and Mrs. Melbourne 
Higgins, organizers of the coffee 
hour; and Mrs. Stelios, Pczaris, 
publicity. 

Dr. Stare, professor of nutri- 
tion at Harvard University, first 
defined malnutrition as any dis- 
ease deriving from malnutrition. 
After listing scurvy, pellagra, and 
other such eradicated diseases, he 
cited his first example: tooth de- 
cay and the need for fluorida 

Coronary heart disease can also 
he affected by nutrition. An eleva- 
tion of cholesterol in the blood fa- 
vors this disease. Other influential 
factors, he noted, are cigarette 
smoking, lethargy, obesity, and dia- 
betes. Dr. Stare said fluoride is 
also used as a preventive for osteo- 
porosis, a disease found particu- 
larly in the elderly when bones be- 
come brittle. Large quantities of 
fluoride (15-20 times normal fluor- 
idation) helps bones to retain cal- 
cium. 

In the second part of his talk, 
Dr. Stare described nutrition ex- 
periments being done by Harvard 
University in Bogota, Colombia, 
and in Tunisia. In Bogota they are 
seeking proof that early malnutri- 
tion has an affect on mental health. 
In Tunisia they are seeking evi- 
dence that the chemical lycine when 
combined with white wheat flour 
will provide the body with essen- 
tial protein. 

Dr. Stare is professor of nutri- 
tion and chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Nutrition at Harvard Uni- 
versity. His professional activities 
include a long roster of member- 
ship in professional associations. 
He is best known as author of the 
nationally syndicated newspaper 
column “Food and Your Health,” 
the paperback “Eating for Good 
Health,” or to others as spokesman 
for two national companies in the 
recent .subcommittee hearing in the 
Senate, on the nutritional value of 
breakfast cereals.

Aspirin And 
Arthritis 

In experiments on rats, ttvn 
pharmacologists have reported that 
aspirin, used in conjunction with 
another anti-inflammatory drug in 
the treatment of arthritis, could 
reduce the effectiveness of that 
drug. 

Doctors C. G. Van Arman and 
George W. Nuss of the Merck In- 
stitute for Therapeutic Research 
said they induced arthritis in a rat 
and treated it with Indicin, a drug 
commonly used in arthritis treat- 
ment.. 

When this was followed with a 
treatment of Indicin combined with 
aspirin, the aspirin blocked the ef- 
fectiveness of the anti-inflamma- 
tory drug, even though the amount 
of aspirin used was less than the 
amount required for therapeutic 
value. 

The scientists pointed out that 
the phenomenon observed in the 
rats may not be true in man. 

“These findings are merely a 
warning.” they said. 

“But the implications of the en- 
tire study are that one should be 
extremely wary in clinical prac- 
tice to suspect unfavorable inter- 
actions among drugs. One should 
take nothing for granted,” Dr. Van 
Arman added. 

He also noted that, in addition 
to aspirin, other drugs which are 
useful when used alone, have been 
known to interact in a similar 
fashion.

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Editorialn: 


A Few Questions For You 


Six referendum questions will appear on the 
election ballot Tuesday, November 3. 

The Star recommends that you study the de- 
scription of each question, which appears in our 
election article in this issue. It mi<:ht help you 
in formulating your opinion of each. 

This editorial's purpose is to briefly tell you 
how the Star feels about each question. 

On Question Number One. the Star recom- 
mends a no vote. This question calls for amend- 
ing the Massachusetts Constitution so that real 
property could be classified according to uses. 
Assessments, rating, and taxation would he per- 
mitted at different rates in different classes. 

As an illustration, a residence and business, 
each assessed for the same amount, could have 
different tax bills. This would he possible be- 
cause the residence could be assessed at. for 
example. 70 percent of its true value, while the 
business could be assessed at 100 percent. 

This might sound inviting to the homeowner 
who feels that he deserves a lower tax hill. How- 
ever. Massachusetts has lost thousands of jobs 
in recent months. Tin* Commonwealth cannot 
afford to drive more business out of the state 
and lose more jobs. There are 49 other states 
quite willing to welcome new industries. 

A yes vote is recommended by the Star on 
Question Number Two. It would permit persons 
residing ?>ix months in a town or district to vote 
in a state election, abolishing the one-year resi- 
dency requirement. 

The Star recommends a yes vote on Question 
Number Three, lowering the minimum voting 
age in a state election from 21 to 19. \\ e have 
sufficient confidence in youth to believe that they 
couldn't do much worse than some of their elders 


have done in some elections past. and. hopefully, 
might make wiser voting decisions in some cases. 

Yes is recommended by the Star as the vote 
on Question Number Four. This proposed 
amendment to the Massachusetts Constitution 
limits each district to one Representative. The 
number of House members would remain at 240. 
Their areas would be numerically even, if pos- 
sible. Tin* responsibilities of State Representa- 
tive would he concentrated on one person, rath- 
er than divided between two or among three 
legislators, as is now the case in some districts. 

On Question Number Five, the Star recom- 
mends a vote for “B.” 

Residents may express a viewpoint on the 
ending of the Vietnam conflict through this ques- 
tion. 

The Star believes that "A/* a military victory, 
is no longer possible under present planning, 
nor does it appear to be desired by most of the 
American people. 

This newspaper is convinced that “C,” calling 
for immediate withdrawal of our armed forces, 
would be dangerous to our long-range security. 

Vi e favor "B.” withdrawing our armed forces 
on a planned schedule, as is being done by Pres- 
ident Richard M. Nixon. We urge a “B” vote on 
Question Number Five. 

On Question Number Six. the Star recom- 
mends no votes on all parts — A. B, C, and D. 

Section A would permit the sale of all alcohol- 
ic beverages; Section B. sales of wines and malt 
beverages: Section C. package stores; and Sec- 
tion D. sales of all alcoholic, beverages by hotels 
having a dining room capacity of not less than 
99 persons and lodging capacity of not less than 
50 rooms. The Star suggests a no vote on each 
section. 

And now, the decisions are up to you! 


Sense Instead Of Senselessness 


Several flags decorating the graves of veterans 
buried at Wildwood Cemetery were descecrated 
recently. The flags were more than uprooted. 
They w ere ripped in two, apparently with malice 
and in anger. 

What causes such vicious vandalism? One fac- 
tor is the decline of patriotism. 

The positive values of patriotism have been 
under attack. Irresponsible political rhetoric 
has encouraged feelings of hatred against our 
country and its symbol, the flag. 

Many youths have been led to hopeless de- 
spair. Energies which could he concentrated in 
worthwhile efforts to improve our society have 
been misdirected into such activities as murder, 
bombings, flag-burnings, and vandalism. These 
purposeless acts have been inspired, knowingly 
or otherwise, by those who could, instead, by re- 


sponsible words and mature leadership, promote 
constructive action for good. 

Flag desecration angers loyal Americans, 
profanes the memories of the war dead, and 
needlessly inflicts pain on loved ones visiting the 
graves. Senseless destruction accomplishes noth- 
ing. It does not wipe out the undesirable. It 
does not win the support of others whose help 
is needed. It is immature, hateful, and cowardly. 

Utopia doesn’t exist, nor will it. The things 
that need correction in this country, however, 
can be worked on by mutual understanding, ef- 
fort, and energy. 

There i* work ’to be done. Marches, demon- 
strations. or violence cannot do it. Practical ac- 
tion by those who love their country and their 
flag and w ho want to make their nation an even 
better place in which to live is the answer.

Limited Use 
Of Waterworks 
Land Is Asked 


Editor of the Star: 

Our waterworks land in the Fells 
“is the one large area that could 
supply the residents of Winches- 
ter with countless hours of enjoy- 
ment in the out-of-doors.” 

The quote is from the March, 
1968. Natural Resources Study of 
the Town of Winchester, request- 
ed by our Conservation Commis- 
sion and prepared by a technical 
team assisting the Middlesex Con- 
servation District. 

Unfortunately our enjoyment is 
presently limited to one weekend 
a year, when the woods overflow’ 
with nature-loving; fellow towns- 
men. Last week Mrs. Joslin and 
friends wrote in this column sug- 
gesting a second, spring opening. 

It was a very modest request. 
Surely the people of Winchester 
deserve more. Surely we can de- 
vise an intelligent limited use of 
this unusually attractive area. 

When it was “opened* by our 
Water Department the weekend 
before last, we not only had ac- 
cess to the land surrounding the 
three reservoirs but also had an 
opportunity to penetrate the Fells 
itself. Ordinarily, disadvantaged 
W inchesterites are blocked from 
the greater part of the Fells by 
our own waterworks land, with its 
chained roads and patrolling truck. 

Bicycling, which is miserable 
work on the paths that are open 
to the public, was great on the 
well-kept Water Department roads 

— and safe for kids of all ages. 
Since littering seems to be a 

major worry of the Water Depart- 
ment. perhaps we might permit 
only hiking, bicycling, and skiing 

— no picnicking — as a compro- 
mise solution. The man in a truck 
who now spends full time patrol- 
ling for trespassing could just as 
well, it seems to us, patrol for 
abuse. 

If you think this suggestion is 
irresponsible, you’d be interested 
to learn that the report cited above 
stated that, “should a permission- 
to-trespass policy become effec- 
tive,” boating, fishing, picnicking, 
and riding could be enjoyed on this 
land. “For in other parts of Massa- 
chusetts, some water supplies are 
open for limited recreation." And 
“swiming is also a possibility when 
and if public health laws are 
changed to permit this activity in 
water supplies.” 

But we’re not asking for all that. 
Why not give hiking, bicycling, 
and skiing a try? It’s not an irre- 
vocable move.

PLEASE TOUCH 

by Jane Howard 

This is by far the best written and most objective 
view of the Humnn Potential Movement that I’ve 
read to date. Nicholas Gagarin’s “Windsong” (a 
more or less autobiographical novel about the young 
Harvard student’s trip to Esalen) and “Sad Nun at 
Synanon” are both too personal and emotional to 
convince me at least of any value in the movement. 
But Jnne Howard was sent by Life, on which she is 
a staff writer, to do an article of Esalen and out of 
that grew this book, the result of over 20 visits to 
different sensitivity groups all over the United 
States. 

“An encounter group is a gathering for a few 
hours or a few days of 12 or 18 personable, respon- 
sible, certifiably normal and temporarily smelly 
people ... in many instances they have never oven 
met before, but, like the proverbial strangers on a 
train, quickly talk of their deepest emotions.” 

“Generalizing about the groups I have been in is 
hard. One had five people and one had 800. One last- 
ed an afternoon, one eight days and nights. In one 
it was considered risque to take off so much as a 
loafer; in another nobody wore anything at all.” 

Obviously a sense of humor (which Gagarin and 
Sad Nun lacked) is a must for profitable attendance 
at these groups — also a lack of shyness or a tend- 
ency toward hurt feelings. Miss Howard does not 
stress the use of obscenities and personalities that 
the other two authors do. She does emphasize the fact 
that reliable group leaders are professionally trained 
and observed in action before actually leading. They 
are doctors, teachers, psychoanalysts among other 
things. 

Encounter groups can be effectively used in the 
classroom. Dr. William Coulson, who ran such a 
project at the Immaculate Heart College in Los An- 
geles, sees “the encounter group as a medium of 
harnessing the energy of the student revolutionary, 
who seems to be seeking the outright destruction of 
education as it is structured today because he con- 
siders it irrelevant. He can talk about it in encoun- 
ter groups and this can lead to changes without 
throwing rocks. 

“The encounter group can be an angry, tearful, 
verbally violent student revolt packed into a room. 
That’s better than roaming around the campus tear- 
ing things apart. Some say that getting people to 
talk frankly to each other is dangerous. But we say 
the alternative — absolute anarchy — is more dan- 
gerous.” 

By far the funniest group Miss Howard saw in 
action took place at Synanon School where “30 chil- 
dren, ranging in age from seven to 20, decided to 
saturate themselves in Greek culture . . . Each had 
assumed the identity of a Greek god, or a privileged 
mortal, and they were playing a Hellenic version of 
the Synanon game. When I went in, the game was 
on Zeus, a big fat black kid. 

“ ‘Yeah’ said Leda. ‘You come sidling up to me 
like a beautiful swan. But when are you gonna give 
me some child support for those eggs I laid?’ 

“ ‘Look,’ someone else told Zeus, ‘if you’re gonna 
go around making people have babies, you could at 
least be yourself, instead of some animal. A bull! 
A cuckoo bird! A black cloud! Really Zeus, how 
can we trust you?’ 

"Athena was asked, ‘Why don’t you get a new 
tunic and fix yourself up? Why does intelligence 
have to be so masculine and warlike? Be the goddess 
of wisdom — be wise enough to throw that helmet 
away and identify with being a girl.’ ” 

A very interesting chapter toward the end of the 
book lists the most common objections to the move- 
ment. Some are "paranoid, hysterical and even funny, 
but not all criticism of the movement is. Some of 
the movement’s own zealots have doubts and wor- 
ries about what they do” and Miss Howard lists 
the charges with the best responses she has been able 
to gather. 

You may never wish to experience an encounter, 
but “Please Touch" will certainly make clear what 
to expect if you do. 
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Reader Says 
Open Campus 
Plan Deviated 

Editor of the Star: 

Open campus was designed to 
take courses for enrichment pur- 
poses and fulfill many needs, such 
as the need for greater exercise of 
self-discipline, self-reliance, and 
responsibility, the opportunity for 
training: in making; wise decisions 
in use of time, the desire of many 
students to take additional courses 
not required for graduation or for 
college entrance, all being incor- 
porated by extending; the school 
day. 

How can we in Winchester ac- 
complish this goal when our stu- 
dents aren’t even receiving mini- 
mum requirements in education ? 
The state law specifically states 
students of the secondary level 
must be physically present receiv- 
ing 514 hours of supervised in- 
struction. I don’t believe students, 
parents, or citizens realize or care 
we in Winchester received special 
permission in the form of a waiver 
from the state Board of Educa- 
tion not requiring the 5% hours 
of physical presence or 5% hours 
of supervised instruction which, 
in fact, shortens the school day. 

That is why our students are 
roaming the town or wherever 
they go. I realize there is nothing 
magic about 5 l <j hours. Moreover, 
if learning processes are not oc- 
curring 5 1 hours for all students 
aren’t some being cheated? How 
can going on errands during school 
time have the same educational 
equivalence of taking a subject? 
That’s what is happening in Win- 
chester. 

In extending the school day it 
would offer students larger blocks 
of free time to take extra courses, 
do independent research, or take 
part in cooperative projects. Also 
by extending the school day it 
would increase the student capac 
ity of the building. 

Overcrowding is a problem, no 
question about it, but we in Win- 
chester will never have enough 
space if we continually cut class 
size. The high school students like 
to parallel themselves with college. 
How many colleges have 25 in a 
class or under? 

It seems to me what we are do- 
ing is penalizing our students be- 
cause of facilities. 

When the open campus was be 
ing formulated, students were re- 
quired to take a minimum of five 
classes. Any student who wants 
to, may take a sixth class and with 
permission from the principal and 
approval of his counselor and par- 


ents mnv also take a seven period 
schedule. 

Never was it intended students 
leave campus. In my opinion open 
campus as it is being practiced in 
Winchester has no resemblance to 
open campus as it was originated. 

As I stated before, instead of 
giving our students minimum plus 
we are not even giving minimums 
to all students. We’re continually 
cutting minimum standards. 

Incidentally I do not have any 
children in Winchester High 
School. I personally don’t feel high 
school and college students should 
be on the same plateau. High 
school is a must, at least till one 
is 16 years of age by lnw. College 
is by choice. Junior high students 
like to parallel themselves with 
high school students so where do 
we start or end?

Question Number Three would 
amend the Massachusetts Consti- 
tution by reducing the minimum 
age for voting in a state election 
from 21 to 10. 

Question Number Four would 
amend the Massachusetts Consti- 
tution by using population fig- 
ures to determine the Common- 
wealth’s 240 representatives and 
40 senatorial districts, rather 
than geographical boundaries. 
Each district would have an equal 
number of inhabitants. 

The 1971 census would deter- 
mine the districts for the ten- 
year period beginning January 
1, 1975. Every ten years, the 
census taken will determine dis- 
tricts for a ten-year period be- 
ginning the fourth January after 
the census. Each district would 
be limited to one representative. 

Question Number Five gives 
voters the chance to give their 
opinions on the course of action 
the nation should take in the 
Vietnam conflict. 

Those who favor winning a 
military victory can select “A” 
from the three choices available. 
Those who support President Ri- 
chard M. Nixon’s plan of with- 
drawing American armed forces 
according to a planned schedule 
can choose “B.” Those who advo- 
cate withdrawing all United 
States military personnel “imme- 
diately” can select “C.” 

Question Number Six has four 
parts dealing with the sale of 
alcoholic beverages. 

Part “A” permits licenses to 
be granted for selling all alcohol- 
ic beverages — whiskey, rum. 
gin, malt beverages, wines, and 
other. 

Part “B” allows licenses to be 
issued for selling wines and malt 
beverages — wines and beer, ale, 
and all other malt beverages. 

Part “C” authorizes the opera- 
tion of package stores offering 
all alcoholic beverages. 

Part “D” allows hotels having 
a dining room capacity of not 
less than 99 persons and lodging 
capacity of not less than 50 
rooms to sell all alcoholic bever- 
ages. 

Since Question Number Six is 
in four parts, it is posible for a 
person to vote “yes” or “no” on 
any or all parts. 

Polling hours will be from 7 
a.m. to 8 p.m. Voting will take 
place at the following locations: 

Precinct One — Washington 
School; Precinct Two — Town 
Hall; Precinct Three — Mystic 
School; Precinct Four — Vinson- 
Owen School; Precinct Five — 
Wyman School, and Precinct Six 
— Noonan School.

include the construction nf the 
new high school.” 

Listed on the negative side is 
the realization that the element- 
ary construction program in- 
cludes major internal renova- 
tions, not only the addition of 
classrooms. Increased teacher 
employment costs, complications 
arising from acceleration of a 
student’s progress through school, 
inconvenience to family vacation 
plans and student activities, such 
as sports, are mentioned. It is 
also noted that various programs 
would have developed for stu- 
dents under this quarter plan, 
particularly in winter months 
when some pupils were in and 
some out of school. 


Among personnel matters act- 
ed upon were the approval of a 
replacement to the foreign lan- 
guage curriculum council, a High 
Street School team leader, and 
a teaching assistant nt Mystic 
School. Consideration of two 
lunchroom supervisors for Mu- 
raco School was moved into exe- 
cutive session when the question 
of teacher contract negotiations 
was raised.

Part of Dr. Klemer’s conclu- 
sion is that “use of; school facili- 
ties during the summer should 
evolve along that these lines 
(study and recreational activities 
such as the Lesley program and 
development of curriculum by 
teachers), with perhaps more em- 
phasis put upon sustaining the 
student programs by tuition pay- 
ments by the participants.” 

Bussing 

Reporting on bussing to Vin- 
son-Owen School William F . 
Clark, assistant superintendent 
for administrative services, in- 
formed Committee members that 
12 more students would be using 
the bus which now transports 
29 if measurement was changed 
to run from the point on the 
parent’s property line nearest to 
the school to the point at which 
the bus discharges passengers at 
the school’s door. 

The bus may legally transport 
5,8 children. There would be no 
additional costs. However, Mr. 
Clark noted that this school dis- 
trict has the greatest realized po- 
pulation growth potential and that 
in the future these present vacan- 
cies could be filled by others mov- 
ing in outside the one mile limit as 
it is now calculated. It is difficult 
to put students off of the bus 
route once they have been inclu- 
ded, Mr. Clark warns. 

A question of policy or specific 
action for this school is involved. 

It will be reconsidered at the 
next regular session. Parents in 
the audience with pupils at Mu- 
raco and Lincoln Schools said the 
same problem existed in their 
districts. 

The School Committee acknowl 
edged the receipt of a petition 
from parents, living on Bradford. 
George and Charles Roads. 1c 
requests bussing for elementary 
school children in this area walk- 
ing to Muraco School. Dangers 
cited we-? at Winter Pond, Cross 
Street railroad bridge, and Bates 
Road and East Street traffic. One 
parent seated in the audience 
suggested that police supervision 
be provided in the Leonard Pond 
vicinity. 

Report was made at Monday 
night’s meeting by Fire Chief I. 
Francis Amico and Muraco Prin- 
cipal Richard H. Young on the 
fire safety program in the 
schools. This includes summer in- 
spection of the buildings and tire 
drills. Chief Amico outlined this 
year’s activities during Fire Pre- 
vention Week. 

A woman from the audience 
took this opportunity to question 
the procedures taken by the Po- 
lice, Fire, and School Depart- 
ments w’hen the report of a bomb 
within a school is received. She 
wondered whether the approxi- 
mate half-hour search was tho- 
rough enough, and felt that if au- 
thorities believed that a call was 
really a hoax that they should 
disregard it to avoid giving sat- 
isfaction to the caller. 

Responding to this statement, 
Dr. Klemer noted that the policy 
recommended by the State Fire 
Marshall’s office was being fol- 
lowed here. A false report that 
morning at 7r52 a.m. had caused 
classes at McCall Junior High 
School to run an extra period. 

Practice Teachers 

Among items oq the Superin- 
tendent’s report is the informa- 
tion that efforts are being made 
to improve recruiting relations 
with Southern colleges and uni- 
versities for hiring teachers and 
bringing up practice teachers. 
Cooperating communities are 
seeking foundation funds and lo- 
cal support for transportation 
and housing costs for approxi- 
mately seven teachers for each of 
these towns, Winchester being 
one. A request for about $200 
from local groups may be made if 
fun ds are not a vailable. 

"""Once again students will be 
conducting fund-raising drives 
for this year’s High School band 
trip to McLean, Virginia. Total 
cost of the trip is $2,700. Expect- 
ed to be included in the school 
budget for this exchange pro- 
gram is $600. 

Complications over the pay- 
ment of Winchester’s bills for 
the SEEM program still appear 
to exist. In the Superintendent's 
report Dr. Klemer states that he, 
School Committeeman Lane Mc- 
Govern, and Town Comptroller 
James Costello met on June 23 
to establish the legality of Edu- 
cation Mutual’s operation within 
the state. Its legality was agreed 
upon, however, as of this report 
“administrative costs are now. 
being held up.” 


The meeting was opened with a 
tour of Muraco School and com- 
ments by Principal Young. He 
stated that the main goal under 
the open space concept an utiliz- 
ed at Muraco was “three r’s,” the 
same* fundamental skills as are 
taught throughout the school sy- 
stem. Among the school’s assets 
he cited the curriculum counsel- 
lors, teaching staff, and the sci- 
ence center. Bates Road is “work- 
ing well,” but additional lighting 
is needed. 

Mr. Young outlined what he 
felt were advantages to open 
classrooms: more flexibility of 
grouping patterns; teacher as a 
resource, rather than as a dis- 
penser of facts; teacher working 
in view of peers for their evalu- 
ation; materials sharing; teacher 
enjoyment of this instruction me- 
thod; efficient use of aides, etc.; 
teacher self-evaluation against 
peers; contained traffic patterns 
aiding in development of self- 
discipline: and development in the 
student of self-awareness, goals, 
and character. 

At the completion of agenda 
items the School Committee con- 
sidered questions from the audi- 
ence. Several persons expressed 
concern over the fact that par- 
ents of children who receive a 
specialist’s attention, unless for 
a prolonged period, are not noti- 
fied of such. The information 
does not appear on report cards, 
nor are the children very reveal- 
ing when they receive such indi- 
vidual instruction. 

Enrollment in the first and 
fourth grades at Muraco School 
and the ratio of teachers and 
aides here was discussed. The 
ratio is lower in the first grade 
where population projections 
were higher than expected. Dr. 
Klemer stated that in general 
the traditional ratio of profes- 
sionals to students will have to 
be rethought at some time in the 
future. 

Budgets, maintenance. Athletic 
Association, school rental and 
cafeteria, were reviewed in exe-

Mrs. Flowers will then 
be contacted and given a report 
of action taken on her requests. 

Executive Sessions 

Two executive sessions, closed 
to the press and public, were held 
by the Board of Selectmen, after 
completion of all other items on 
the agenda. One, with the Plan- 
ning Board, was held to discuss 
the proposed Town Zoning By- 
Law before a public hearing is 
held on the plan. One area in- 
volved was the Winchester Hous- 
ing Authority's request for an ar 
tide to be placed on the warrant 
for a special town meeting. 

Selectman John J. Sullivan said 
that since the overall proposed 
Town Zoning By-Law hadn’t yet 
been discussed at a public hear- 
ing, he felt that the W11A request 
should also be discussed at the ex- 
ecutive session with the Planning 
Board. 

The other executive session was 
scheduled with the Personnel 
Board.

Sfconeham High’s Stoneham gridders lost a hard fought battle to 
the rainpaging Wakefield Warriors last Saturday. 29-8. It was the first 
time that any Middlesex League opponent had hung more than eight 
points on the scoreboard against the scrappy Spartan crew. Of course 
it was just another personal trimph for rampaging Jack Rafferty, the 
great Warrior runner, who crossed the goal line four times. He proved 
to be just too much for the home town battlers just as he has for every 
opponent to date. (I can still see that number 42 wriggling loose on 
that game clinching run at Manchester Field.) 


It was by no means a rout since 
the Stoneham eleven roared back 
from a 15-point half time deficit 
and maintained possession right to 
a spot inches from the Wakefield 
goal before they finally lost the 
oval on a broken play. However, 
every time that Wakefield needed 
a couple of yards Mr. Rafferty 
gave them ten, 20, or a touch- 
down, and this was the real differ- 
ence between the teams.

Rending High’s Rockets hosted the Winchester High gridders last 
Saturday afternoon, and when the smoke of battle had cleared the 
Sachems had 26 points on the board to 8 for the home team. Coupled 
with the defeat of Stoneham by league-lending Wakefield, and the 
slaughter of the Woburn Tanners by Lexington, the Marshall-coached 
clan is deadlocked for runner up position with the Minutemen. How- 
ever. time is running out, because the Warriors still continue undefeat- 
ed with only four games left for each team. 


Winchester rolled to a comfort- 
able early lead, and at half time , 
they were well in front by 28-8. 
The third period was not one of j 
the better ones played this season 
by the Sachems, and the final 
session saw the reserves playing 
out the contest. Many of these 
boys saw more varsity action than 
they have had all season, and 
some of them showed to good ad- 
vantage, particularly the linemen. 

The home team, which is in the 
process of rebuilding, tried hard 
right up to the final whistle. They 
ran, they passed, they ran and 
passed, they passed and ran, and 
they even passed and ran and then 
passed again. However, with all 
this tossing of the pigskin they 
could not help but lose control oc- 
casionally, and these missed passes 
and fumbles cost them dearly. The 
>fficials did more to halt the Win- 
chester team than did the Rocket 
ine, with several 15 yarders being 
marched off. This sort of thing 
•ould hurt badly in the big games 
which lie ahead, and the coaches 
are determined to stress this fact 
in upcoming practice sessions. 

Co-Captain Herb Gent and Pete 
Mosceriellu directed the Reading 
attack and made things very in- 
teresting. The latter took over in 
the early part of the second period 
and did a good job of tossing the 
pigskin. The entire Reading back- 
field ran fairly well, but the big 
man for the tight spots was junior 
Bob Stark. He was their man on 
bread and butter plays, and is one 
for the 1971 Sachems to watch. If 
he continues to improve he could 
be one of the best backs in the 
league before another year rolls 
around. 

Tri-Captain Ben Dolan kicked 
off. Greg Lindley, who took the 
boot, wras out from the 15 to the 
26. Captain Herb Gent picked up 
three and then threw to Bill Aqua- 
viva for 11 more and a quick first 
down. The Rockets fumbled and 
big Chip Emery recovered for 
Winchester at the home team’s 41. 
Phil Sampson was stopped, John 
Procopio made four, and then Do- 
lan broke through for a first down 
at the 29. Procopio lugged for 
five, and two more Dolan bursts 
made it a Sachem first down at the 
17. The next play found Tony 
Adams trapped, but he managed 
to get back to the line of scrim- 
mage. On the next play Tony 
threw the first of his three touch- 
down passes and Bob Wolfe gath- 
ered it in for the score. Ben Do- 
lan split the uprights and Win- 
chester led by 7-0. 

Lindley again took the kickoff 
near the goal line and raced out 
to the 27 before being downed. 
Stark made one, and a pitchout 
from Co-Captain Gent to Greg 
Golden went for five before a 
Reading fumble set the home team 
back to the 19. However, a Win- 
chester player was called for a 15- 
yard penalty for piling on, which 
moved the ball to the 34. With u 
fourth down and four situation 
rangy John Fader punted and the 
ball came to rest near the Sachem 
35. A couple of short gains by Tri- 
Captain Phil Sampson and Mike 
Deshler preceded a well executed 
play in which Tony Adams threw 
a strike to Mike Deshler and the 
diminutive speedster was off on a 
59-yard scoring gallop. Once again 
Dolan converted and the Winches- 
ter lead was 14-0 after only eight 
minutes of play. 

Greg Golden received the next 
kickoff and came back from the 
ten to the 28-yard mark. On the 
next play there was a Rocket mis- 
fire and the ball was back at the 
16. Then came a short gain and 
on a spread formation the com- 
bination of Pete Moscariello and 
Golden made only five with Win- 
chester refusing the five-yard pen- 
alty. Fader’s long boot went to 
the Winchester 40 where a fumble 
resulted in Reading recovering the 
bull. Three pluys brought a first 


down at the 28, and after Golden 
made seven yards another five 
yard advance put the pigskin on 
the 17. Bob Stark completed a 
pass at the eight and two plays 
j still left six inches to go for a first 
down, but Stark would not be de- 
nied, and it was a Rocket first 
down at the seven. Stark made 
five, but on the next two plays the 
Sachem forward wall stopped him 
cold, with Emery nailing him on 
the second thrust. Pete Moscnri- 
ello then made a good call with 
the Winchester line ready for an- 
other line play. He threw to Greg 
Golden in the right flat and the 
Rockets had six points. They went 
for the two point conversion and 
Bob Stark picked it off on the left 
side of center to make the tally 
Winchester 14, Reading 8. 

Winchester roared back and 
scored on the fifth play after re- 
ceiving the kickoff. Two short 
gains by Dolan and Deshler were 
followed by an Adams pass to 
Dana Peterson for a first down at 
the home team’s 46. Another to 
Peterson went over the receiver’s 
head, but on the next play Tony’s 
control was perfect, and Bob 
Wolfe took it on the run and went 
all the way to score without being 
touched by a Rocket defender 
John Procopio plunged over to 
make the count 22-8. 

Greg Lindley was back with the 
kickoff from the 20 to the 32 where 
he collided with Carmen Fuccillo. 
On the next play Moscariello was 
hit by a Sachem but got the pass 
away to Bob Stark at the 41. This 
was the same type of situation 
which boomeranged in the fourth 
period. Bill Acquaviva made it first 
down at the 47, and a pitchout net- 
ted a couple, before Kevin Riley 
nailed the passer for an eight 
yard loss. A pass from Moscari- 
ello to Golden was complete at 
midfield where the receiver was 
thrown hard by Bob Wolfe. Fader 
booted a long spiral into the end 
zone and Winchester took over at 
the 20. 

Deshler made five, and a pitch- 
out to Phil Sampson was good for 
four more. Adams then attempted 
a short look in pass which was 
batted down by the Rocket line 
backer and fell into Tony’s hands 
for a gain. It is indeed a rare 
occasion when a passer completes 
his own pass for a gain. Ben Do- 
lan then punted with the ball end- 
ing up at the Rocket 40, but a 
penalty moved it ahead 15 yards 
for the Rockets. With a minute to 
go before the half the Reading 
razzle dazzle passing went awry 
and George Geannaris covered 
the loose ball at the home team’s 
43. A pass to Dana Peterson was 
completed for a first down at the 
Reading 27, and Tri-Captain Desh- 
ler bounced through for 11 and 
another first down at the 16 yard 
mark. Tony Adams then threw 
to Peterson at the three and on 
the next play Dolan was in the 
end zone to make it 28-8. The 
score stayed the same as Dolan’s 
point try was blocked. 

There were now only 20 seconds 
left, but the Rockets were not yet 
dead.

Adams, whose passing ability 
has caused Sachem supporters 
some worry, proved beyond all 
doubt that he is far more than 
adequate in this important de- 
partment.

An unusual feat 
was the completion of one of his 
own passes which was batted 
back into his hands for a two- 
yard gain. 

Osgood, who at 165 is the 
smallest regular in the Win- 
chester forward wall, played his 
usual aggressive game and did 
a great deal in tangling up the 
razzle-dazzle style of ball which 
the Rockets tried in an effort to 
compensate for their lack of out- 
standing man power.

Can you hold them to four? Let 
them make an overtrick?

Remember, there are all the 
other North-Souths with the same 
problem. The defensive hands are 
just as important at duplicate as 
the ones where you have the bid. 

Did you pick the seven of hearts, 
— a logical choice? 

Let’s assume North takes the 
first heart trick and leads the 
singleton club back to South s Ace, 
and a club is returned for North 
to ruff. That’s three defensive 
tricks already, holding the bid to 
four. 

Can North do anything further? 
Well, South might be able to ruff 
a heart, but it’s more likely that 
East has the singleton heart for 
his bid. If so, a diamond lead from 
North to take out that Ace of dm 
monds entry in the dummy (which 
East may be planning to use m 
order to discard a diamond on the 
Queen of clubs after trump is out) 
may promote another delensive 
trick. Of course East may have the 
King of diamonds, not South. 

This time it works, and East 
will eventually have to give up 
the diamond trick and go down one 
trick at four spades. 

The traveling score slip show: 
it’s a difficult defense to find. Four 
East-Wests made five (a heart re- 
turn on the second trick by North 
sets up a good trick in dummy for 
East’s diamond discard, and of 
course North-South do not get 
their club ruff), one made four, 
and only two were held to three. 

Editor’s Note: It’s much easier 
looking at all four hunds; how- 
ever, ferreting out the possibilities 
while seeing all the cards helps 
In actual play when two hands are 
hidden. It keeps your imagination 
stretched to a more workable flexi- 
bility.

Anemia Symptom 

Ice-enting, or papophngin. is n 
common symptom of iron-deficien 
| cy anemin in humans. People who 
are severely deficient in iron may 
consume up to several large glass- 
es of ice a day in preference to 
cold water. Ice-eating ceases, how- 
ever, after recovery from iron de- 
ficiency. 

The evidence that suggests the 
relations between ice-eating and 
iron deficiency hns been up to now 
observational rnther than oxpori 
mental, hut Stephen C. Woods and 
Richard S. Weisinger of the Uni- 
versity of Washington in Seattle 
report in Science their experiments 
that show conclusively thnt pro- 
duction of anemin in rats increased 
their tendency to eat ice and that 
recovery from anemia eliminates 
it. 

Two groups of rats whose natur- 
al preferences for ice or water were 
closely matched were kept under 
identical conditions of housing, 
training, and access to both ice 
and water. From one animal in 
each pair, blood was withdrawn 
on several occasions and each of 
these animals was kept on a low 
iron diet. On the day after final 
withdrawal of blood, when testing 
on ice and water preference be- 
gan. the “anemic” rats had about 
38 percent less hemoglobin in their 
blood than their “normal” control 
mates. 

The anemic rats showed such an 
overwhelming preference for ice 
over wnter that they satisfied 96 
percent of their daily water needs 
by eating ice, as against 45 per- 
cent for control animals. 

To learn if pagophagia would 
disappear after the anemic rats 
returned to normal, they were gi- 
ven free access to food and water 
for two weeks. By this time, they 
were no longer anemic and their 
hemoglobin levels were within the 
normal range. When given the 
water-ice preference test, there 
was markedly diminished prefer- 
ence for ice and no significant dif- 
ferences between preferences of 
the once anemic and the normal 
rats. 

Physiologists Woods and Wei- 
inger point out that their experi- 
ments provide experimental sup- 
port for earlier speculation based 
clinical observations that iron- 
deficiency tends to cause ice-eat- 
ing, but do not suggest an explan- 
ation why this is so. 


Army To Train 
Radio Operators 

SFC Wally Evers, local Army 
recruiter, points out that the Army 
needs young men interested in 
learning Morse Code and radio 
Communication procedures. 

Young men enlisted under this 
option will be given training to 
qualify them as radio operators. 
The radio operator course is offer- 
ed at four training centers: Fort 
Knox, Kentucky; Fort Dix, New 
Jersey; Fort Jackson. South Caro- 
lina and Fort Ord, California. Dur- 
ing the 10-week course, students 
learn to operate radios, receive 
and send messages using Morse 
code, and to operate visual signal- 
ing equipment. They are taught 
communication security, operation 
of coding devices tuning and main- 
tenance of field radio equipment, 
use of antijamming measures, and 
how to choose proper locations for 
building antennas.

Vocational Rehabilitation 
For Disabled Veterans Up 

The number of disabled veterans in vocntionnl rehabilitation pro 
grams increased 29 percent in the Inst fiscal yenr — from 19,000 ti 
24,500, thp Veterans Administration has reported. 

Discussing 


trend of generally 
higher enrollments since 1967, Ad- 
ministrator of Veterans Affairs 
Donald E. Johnson noted thnt 750,- 
000 disabled veterans have trained 
under the rehabilitation programs 
since World War II. 

Mr. Johnson said 16,749 disabled 
veterans were in training in April 
this year, the peak attendance 
month. In the peak month of April 
last year, 12,179 participated in 
vocational rehabilitation programs. 

Figures for both months include 
those who trained at college and 
below college level, and those who 
participated in on-the-job and on- 
the-farm training. 

The VA Administrator also said 
10,801 disabled veterans were in 
..nining in July, compared to 7,- 
824 in July a year ago. The num- 
ber of on-the-job trainees remain- 
ed i datively unchanged at about 
1.000 during the April through 
July period this year. 

He explained that attendance fi- 
gures for July are usually lower 
than those for regular school 
months, because many disabled 
veterans who study during the 
regular school year do not attend 
summer school. 

Mr. Johnson also noted that a 
high of 3,500 to 4,000 applications 
for training benefits received in 
May, June and July of this year 
reflect the pattern of higher en- 
rollments of veterans in vocational 
rehabilitation programs. 

Mr. Johnson explained that vet- 
erans in vocational rehabilitation 
programs receive smaller monthly 
allowances than able-bodied vet- 
erans who train under the GI Bill, 
however, they also receive full 
tuition payment, books, supplies, 
and any equipment required in 
their training programs. 

In contrast, veterans under the 


GI Bill must pay these expenses 
out of their educational allowance 
checks, Mr. Johnson pointed out. 

The VA Administrator urged 
disabled veterans interested in en- 
tering vocational rehabilitation 
programs to contact their nearest 
VA office.

the Winchester League of Women Voters, i, m charge of furnishing 
information on the League’s position on Quest i.. n Number Throe on the 
ballot for the Tuesday, November 3, election. The nrnposal seeks to 
amend the Massachusetts Constitution by permitting 19-year-old resi- 
dents to vote in state elections. 

Mrs. Blumberg has released the 
following information on the mat- 
ter, in question and answer form. 

1. What exactly will this con» 
stitutional amendment change ? 

This amendment will simply 
change Article III of the Massa- 
chusetts Constitution from the age 
>f 21 to 19 to he eligible to vote. 

2. Why do we need a constitu- 
tional amendment? 

At present our State Constitu- 
tion sets the voting age at 21. The 
Constitution wan be changed only 
through the amendment process, 
if the Supreme Court should rule 
the federul Voting Rights Act un- 
constitutional (lowering the voting 
age by statute) the results of this 
referendum will determine the 
voting age in Massachusetts. 

3. What is the origin of age 21 ? 

The standard of 21 for voting 

was borrowed from English Com- 
mon Law which established it as 
the age for Knighthood in the Mid 
ll«* Ages. This was applied among 
the nobility. Among the peasantry 
age 15 was the usual age at which 
cne was accepted as an adult (in 
other words, a person could inherit 
rights and responsibilities at this 
age.) 

4. Would this amendment lower 
the drinking age? 

This amendment does not lower 
the drinking age. The age is set by 
statutory enactments (laws of the 
legislature). 

Which political party would 
gain from a lower voting age? 

A recent Gallup Poll disclosed 
that as many college-aged Ameri 
cans consider themselves Republi- 
cans as Democrats. 

6. What are the voting patterns 
noted in states where youth have 
been granted the vote? 

Kentucky: (lowered its voting 

age to 18 in 1955). Analysis of 
Kentucky’s college students by 
Malcolm E. Jewell, political science 
professor at the University of Ken- 
tucky. showed that students reflec- 
ted family voting patterns. 

Kentucky’s studies have shown 
tendency Co ticket splitting on 
the part of younger voters. Long 
range party objectives do not 
mean as much to them. 

Professor Jewell’s study also 
concluded that the 18 year old vo- 
ting law stimulated greater voting 
among college students than . if 
.their first vote had been delayed 
until age 21. 

In the 1957 Kentucky election 
(local), 44 percent of the Ken- 
tuckians between 18 and 21 voted. 

This is significant in that studies 
have indicated that people in the 
21-30 age group have previously 
had the poorest voting record. 

7. Is there any precedence in a 
lower voting age in other coun- 
tries ? 

Presently at least 15 foreign 
countries have voting ages of 18. 

In Mexico a married man of 18 
can vote. In Canada the voting 
age is 21 for national elections, 
but in provincial elections the age 
is 19 in Alberta and British Co- 
lumbia and 18 in Saskatchewan. 

England, from whom we borrowed 
the tradition of 21 as a voting age. 
has now lowered theirs to 18. 

8. Who are some of the people 
that are supporting a lower voting 
age? 

Governor Francis Sargent; Sen- 
ator Edward Kennedy; Senator Ed- 
ward Brooke; Kevin White, Mayor 
of Boston; Senate President Mau- 
rice Donahue; House Speaker Da- 
vid Bartley; Lee H. Brow, execu- 
tive vice president of Massachu- 
setts Chamber of Commerce: 

Melvin King, executive director of 
New Urban League; the League 
of Women Voters; along with 
many other organizations and in- 
dividuals. The President’s Commis- 
sion on voting recommended ir 
1963 that the voting age be lower- 
ed to 18.

10. What is the attitude of the 
residents in a state t*liat has a 
lower voting uge? 

In Kentucky a random sampling 
of over 300 residents were polled.

.v i mlms about the lower voting 
a re. Less than 5 percent stated 
they would be in favor of seeing 
th .oting age returned to 21. 

11. How many voters will this 
a id to the voting ranks in Massa- 
chusetts ? 

The approximate number of new 
voters in 1971 if voting age is 
lowered to 19 (assuming 80 per- 
cent of the eligible register, which 
is the norm in Massachusetts) 
would be 251,000, representing up- 
nr x’mutcly 7.8 percent of the to- 
tul voters. This was computed from 
a variety of data with the 1960 
Census as the base.

many potential uses for spectro- 
scopic devices and techniques in 
criminalistics. In this case, the 
cabin-mounted detectors would 
valuate the vapors from every- 
thing in the cabin and respond to 
those for which it had been pro- 
grammed, signalling the pilot that 
there were certain problem areas 
in the plane. 

This system was first developed 
for the Defense Department and 
Public Health Service to monitor 
atmospheres. The Defense Depart- 
ment is interested in detecting 
rom a distance anti-personnel, 
chemical warfare agents. The Pub- 
lic Service is interested in air 
pollution in our atmosphere. These 
devices are available now and Bo- 
ber suggests that they could be 
used in the cabin detection system. 

Drawing on his experience in 
the U.S. Customs laboratory at 
Baltimore, Bober cites a number 
of examples of the use of spectro- 
scopy in detection. Customs offi- 
cials are interested in controlling 
the shipment of gold into and out 
of the country. When an inspector 
faces 1,000 or 100,000 packages, 
how does he know which one to 
open? With a portable x-ray spec- 
trometer, which was designed to 
detect gold, he can quickly check 
all of the packages and pass those 
which contain no contraband. 

And emission spectroscopy has 
been used to detect land mines, re- 
acting to the vapors from the TNT 
of the buried explosive. 

Spectroscopy, in general, re- 
quires a very small sized sample, 
Bober points out. In some appli- 
cations, the spectro-chemical anal- 
ysis is nondestructive. X-ray spec- 
troscopy is especially applicable to 
small samples that cannot be — or 
should not be destroyed or altered. 

Spectroscopy is a vital tool that 
can be applied to a variety of en 
deavors. points out Bober. Crimin- 
alistics is one field where its appli- 
cation is proving very successful.

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A Letter to the Voters of Winchester 

Since last June, I have been campaigning for the office of State Representative from Win- 
chester — working 12 or more hours a day.

R. Mirak Tries 
Field Work 
Education

This statement by a Boston Uni- 
versity sophomore is representative 
of the insight gained by students 
who participted in an eight-week 
experiment in social science field 
work with Professor Robert Mirak 
of 12 Plato Terrace and the College 
of Liberal Art’s division of general 
education, Boston University. 

Reported in the July issue of The 
Journal of Education as an ‘‘Ex- 
periment in Social Science,” the 
program of field work was enthu- 
siastically endorsed by students at 
DGE and is now incorporated into 
the regular social science curricu- 
lum. 

J wanted them to know the in- 
tellectual excitement of discovery,’ 
says Mr. Mirak, “not just to learn 
from someone elso’s experience; but 
to understand by having gained the 
experience themselves.” 

As a historian in the field of ur- 
ban studies, Professor Mirak de- 
cided to conduct a “graduate sem- 
inar with each of his three sopho- 
more sections concentrating on the 
problems of Blacks in the Boston 
ghetto. Students were asked to ex- 
plore relevant, accessible topics 
which were open in terms of aca- 
demic answers. 

Classes, which were divided into 
sub groups of from three to nine 
students, provided an opportunity 
to communicate at close ranges Says 
Professor Mirak. “In these intimate 
groups we develop a i*apport with 
students which is just not possible 
in a large lecture hall seating 800.” 

The infectious enthusiasm with 
which Professor Mirak describes 
his experiment must surely have 
sustained students during their al- 
most predictable experiences of 
frustration, refusals and rebuffs. 
“If these students learned nothing 
else,” reports Mr. Mirak, “they 
learned about the initial discourage- 
ment in social science research and 
the necessity of asking informed 
questions.” 

For the most part students made 
an honest attempt to grapple with 
the problems assigned in the proj- 
ect. “Qualitatively, they were not 
up to the standards of graduate 
seminars,” reports Mr. Mirak, “but 
for the papers by second-year men 
and women, they were surprisingly 
good . . . occasionally even first 
rate.” 

Perhaps the most exciting and re- 
vealing aspect of the experiment

was the students’ realization that 
some ideas commonly held are now 
out of place and need to be discard- 
ed.

Balloon Launch 
Aids Scientists 
At Vinson-Owen 

They released balloons into the 
air — they fell to earth — now 
they know where! 

Fifth graders at Vinson-Owen 
School received a letter from 
Georgetown, Maine, last week as 
a result of a science lesson on air 
currents. Mrs. Patricia Porter’s 
science class released helium bal- 
loons which contained return ad- 
dressed postcards. 

As part of the study of air cur- 
rents, students performed an ex- 
periment to determine air flow 
around Winchester. Each child sent 
up a balloon in hopes of its reach- 
ing someone who would return the 
card. 

The returns include a postcard 
with the note “The postcard was 
soaked in salt water — your Glad 
Bag leaked! Change brands.’' 

Cards came in from Wakefield, 

Winchester, and Bedford. 

One wind balloon went to Maine 
and was picked up by a lady who 
wrote, “We found your wind bal- 
loon floating in the small harbor 
in front of our home.

Mutant Virus 
Is Discovered 

A young researcher at the Ber- 
keley campus of the University of 
California has found a. mutant vi- 
rus that cun switch living cells to 
a cancerous state and back to nor- 
mal again as a result of slight 
changes in temperature. 

For infected cells in the expert 
ment to remain cancerous, the 
cancer-causing gene borne by the 
viruses must remain continually 
active in the cells, according to 
Dr. Steven Martin, a molecular bi- 
ologist from England reporting in 
the scientific journal Nature. Thus 
the virus effect causing the cancer 
is not a hit-and-run action. 

The findings confirm a view that 
cancer viruses contain separate 
genes controlling the growth of 
new viruses 'and the normal- to- 
cancer transformation of infected 
cells. 

The viruses continue to form 
new progeny. Dr. Martin found, 
even while their cancer-causing 
activity is blocked by a rise in 
temperature. 

In the context of current world- 
wide progress in the study of mol- 
ecular genetics, the new discovery 
at Berkeley could have far-reach- 
ing significance. 

It reveals a possible opening tor 
research aimed at detecting inter- 
mediate gene products that cause 
cells to become cancerous. And 
eventually such an approach could 
lead to the precise identity of the 
gene that controls the action.

The Board of Selectmen has ret j nested die Finance Committee to provide S7.S00 for a systems an- 
alysis of the town's data processing operations. The action was recommended l>y the Methods and Pro- 
cedures Committee. 


Thomas L. Connors, chairman 
of the Methods and Procedures 
Committee outlined his {group’s 
findings for the Selectmen and 
the Finance Committee, whose 
members also attended the Mon- 
day evening, November 2, Select- 
men’s meeting at Town Hall. 

He reviewed town computer 
problems. These included late 
computer outputs, the computer 
program being behind schedule, 
and the malfunctioning of the 
computer hardware itself. 

He noted that some new equip- 
ment had been installed without 
charge. No service calls have 
been made since October 7, when 
a minor problem was serviced, 
Mr. Connors said. 

Mr. Connors said that his 
group contacted 11 firms after 
being authorized by the Select 
men to secure proposals for >:vs- 
tems analysis. The Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology Systems 
Laboratory said that Winches- 
ter’s computer problems were not 
within its area of interest, Mr.

Dr. McLean Tells Jaycees 

Young adults who have become alienated from traditional norms 
as a result of a permissive society arc the largest drug consumers, ac- 
cording to Dr. Donald McLean. 


Dr. McLean, chief of pediatrics 
at Winchester Hospital and chair- 
man of CONCERN, spoke on 
“Project CONCERN — An Or- 
ganized Effort To Deal With 
Some Of Winchester's Drug Prob- 
lems” at the October dinner meet- 
ing of the Winchester Jaycees. 

His talk focused on examples 
of types of drugs being consumed 
by local youths, describing their 
inherent dangers and their ef- 
fects. In Winchester, the largest 
drug consumers are between 
their midteens and early 20’s, Dr. 
McLean pointed out. 

Dr. McLean said that strong 
parental gu ttlance through chil- 
dren's formative years, supple- 


mented by youth self-help pro- 
grams, are the best ways in 
which to combat this growing 
problem. 

CONCERN has been in opera- 
tion for over three years, he 
noted. It is student-oriented. A- 
dult assistance is freely provided 
whenever requested. 

Student members, elected by 
their peers, include the president 
of the Student Council, the sen- 
ior, junior, and sophomore class 
presidents, and the president of 
the Ecumenical Youth Associa- 
tion. CONCERN meets the third 
Tuesday of each month in the 
McCall Junior High School li- 
brary.

A former Winchester artist's painting of a 1025 Woburn church 
fire has been refurbished by him and restored to its place of honor at 
the local fire station. Fire Chief I. Francis Ainico accepted the work of 


Several motor vehicle accidents 
occurring at vnrious locations along 
Main and Cambridge Streets were 
reported to Winchester police dur- 
ing the past week. 

Shortly after 9 o’clock Tuesday 
morning. October 27, Officer Joseph 
N. Perritano reported to an acci- 
dent scene in front of .16 Cambridge 
Street. A half-ton pickup truck had 
been moving north on Cambridge 
when it skidded sideways approx- 
imately 20 feet, overturned and con- 
tinued to the opposite side of the 
road where it struck a utility pole. 

The operator of the truck, Pedro 
A. Rodriquez of Jamaica Plain, was 
transported to Winchester Hospital 
where he was treated for injuries 
to the face and head. The entire 
body of the vehicle was reported to 
have been dnmaged where it had 
overturned. 

Another single car accident in 
which a utility pole was struck was 
investigated at 11 p.m. that night 
on Main Street. Operator Robert 
McDermott of Lowell explained 
to Officer Robert Palmer that he 
had been going north on Main when 
passed by another vehicle, causing 
him to swerve to the right and Kit 
the pole. 

Mr. McDermott received slight 
lacerations on both knuckles and 
complained of sore ribs. James Cal- 
lahan of 11 Richardson Street, a 
passenger in the front seat, appar- 
ently struck his head on the wind- 
shield and suffered a wound on the 
forehead and on the left hand. They 
were taken to Winchester Hospital. 
Mr. Callahan’s granddaughter, Su- 
san. was in the rear seat. 

The intersection of Pond and 
Cambridge Streets caused difficul- 
ties for two motor vehicle operators 
shortly before 10 p.m. Wednesday 
night, October 28. According to the 
report written by Officer Anthony 
Pronski, Joseph F. Marashio Jr. of 
"Woburn had been traveling east on

Pond and had turned into Cam- 
bridge when collision occurred with 
an automobile making a left turn 
into Pond from Cambridge. The car 
driven by Richard P. Dalton of Wo- 
burn was damaged on the left side. 
Mr. Marashio’s car also received 
damage to the left side. 

At 2:40 a.m. Saturday, October 
31, Officer Joseph M. Crowe Jr. re- 
sponded to an accident scene in 
front of 163 Main Street. The ve- 
hicle operated by Brian M. Cramp- 
ton of Somerville hit a utility pole 
at the edge of the northbound lane, 
splitting the pole at its base, Mr. 
Crampton and two Somerville 
youths who were passengers were 
taken to Winchester Hospital. The 
driver was held for X-rays. Damage 
was to the left side of the car. 

At 11:30 p.m. that Saturday a 
collision occurred at Church and 
Cambridge Streets. Antonio J. Pra- 
tes of Cambridge was moving east 
on Cambridge Street when the auto- 
mobile driven by Tyrone L. Clark 
of Lowell came into contact with 
the rear end of the first car, ac- 
cording to the report of Officer 
Frank Tranchita. Mr. Clark suffer- 
ed cuts over his right eye and on the 
nose. His vehicle was towed from 
the scene.

and Harry Leith-Ross. N. A. in 
Philadelphia. Mr. Court present- 
ed his first solo exhibit in 1927. 

His work is in the permanent 
collection of the Farnsworth Mu- 
seum. Rockland. Maine; the Ev- 
ansville (Indiana) College Mu- 
seum, and in private collections. 

He is a member of American 
Artists Professional League, the 
Salmagundi Club of New York, 
North Shore Art Association, 
Academic Artists Association of 
Springfield. Canton Art Associa- 
tion, Kennebec Valley Art As- 
sociation of Maine, Southern Ver- 
mont Artists, Inc., a director of 
the Council of American Artist 
Societies. New York, the Copley 
Society of Boston, and chairman 
of Committee for Fair Represen- 
tation in Art Exhibitions.

It was pood to learn that Mrs. William Wells, 
leader of Junior Girl Scout Troop 530. 
plans to take her group to Town Hall to watch 
the Board of Selectmen in action. They will 
attend the mectinp on Monday evening, Novem- 
ber 16. 

The Selectmen*!* meetings arc. by law. open 
to the public. This is because the Selectmen are 
acting for the public and handling its business, 
not theirs. 

How unfortunate it is that most such meetings 
are attended only by the Selectmen, their exec- 
utive secretary and executive clerk, the press, 
and town officials whose departments are to be 
involved in discussions that evening. Occasion- 
ally, a private citizen with a particular interest 
in a matter to be discussed will also appear. 


Rarely does a resident attend whose only con- 
cern is to see how his town government operates 
and how its business is being conducted. This 
lack of interest is not limited to Winchester. It 
is common in other Massachusetts communities. 

The Board of Selectmen meets even Monday 
evening, except holidays. When Monday is a 
holiday, the board generally meets on Tuesday. 

Looking for somewhere to go? How about 
helping your town and yourself by attending a 
Selectmen's meeting some Monday evening? 
You'll become better informed if you do. The 
Selectmen will appreciate your interest, too. as 
they perform the difficult and often thankless 
tasks of administering town affairs. See you 
there. 


We Didn’t Say It 


The use of wrong newspaper terms in a stu- 
dent's letter to the editor of the Ret! and Black. 
Winchester High School newspaper, might cause 
a misunderstanding about who said what. That's 
why we are correcting it here. 

The student’s letter said in part: 

**A few weeks ago there was an editorial pub- 
lished in the Star. The author felt that Open 
Campus is a complete waste of time and money. 
The article said that the program was hurting 
one group of students while aiding another . . 

The Star has taken no editorial position on 
Open Campus. The material referred to was 
neither an “editorial*’ nor an "article.” It was 
a letter to the editor of the Star from a reader 
opposed to Open Campus. 


It might be helpful to all of our readers to 
look briefly at these newspaper terms. 

An editorial is a statement of a newspaper's 
opinion on an issue or event, usually written by 
the editor or an editorial writer. 

Letters to the editor are written by readers. 
They are published in a forum set aside for that 
purpose. They do not necessarily agree with a 
newspaper's viewpoint, and often disagree. 

Articles are news or feature stories. They are 
not editorials nor are they letters to the editor. 

We’re not disturbed at anyone, but do feel it 
important to disclaim credit for something we 
didn’t write. End of free journalism lesson.

Selectmen Ask $7,500

“There are a number of places 
where there are difficulties,” Mr. 
Connors pointed out. “These kind 
of difficulties can be crushing.” 

Chairman Swanson said that 
when the town computer was ac- 
quired, systems analysis had not 
been recommended. 

Mr. Connors, snid that systems 
analysis is usually done at the 
beginning and then after the 
start of operations. 

In authorizing systems analy- 
sis. the town would essentially be 
acquiring the services of a con- 
sultant for two months, with help 
for him coming from his parent 
organization, Mr. Connors said. 

Town Comptroller James Cos- 
tello and the data processing 
manager would work closely with 
the consultant, Mr. Connor/ com- 
mented. 

Mr. Connors noted that his 
group is specifically an advisory 
committee. It would be the re- 
sponsibility of the Selectmen and 
the town comptroller to see that 
the recommendations of the con- 
sultant were followed, he said. 

Chairman Swanson noted that 
funds were not available for the 
systems analysis. 

Chairman Raymond J. Kenney 
Jr. of the Finance Committee 
said that his group had not con- 
sidered setting aside funds for 
the project up to that time. He 
also noted that the Finance Com- 
mittee could not legally meet on 
the matter that evening, since a 
meeting notice had not been pos- 
ted as required by law. Attorney 
Leonard Mullen, town counsel, a- 
greed that an unposted meeting 
of the Finance Committee would 
not be legal. 

Mr. Connors said that the sys- 
tems analysis would be insurance 
against unforeseen difficulties 
arising. 

The next step is consideration 
by the Finance Committee of the 
request for $7,500 for the sys- 
tems analysis. 

Group Insurance 

Town Comptroller Costello ad- 
vised the Selectmen that 36 in- 
vitations for competitive bids to 
supply town employees’ group in- 
surance had been issued. Fifteen 
replies were received, six of 
which were negative responses. 
Although no positive replies ar- 
rived, Mr. Costello believes that 
some might arrive before the 
Thursday, November 12 deadline. 

Mr. Costello noted that some 
insurance firms would like i more 
recent town employees’ insurance 
claims experience record in order 
to bid. One major insurance firm 
has suggested that if life insur- 
ance is included in the package, 
it would be willing to quote on 
hospital, surgical, and medical 
insurance. 

Selectman Sherrtian W. Salt- 
marsh Jr. said that he felt that 
Mr. Costello could express a will- 
ingness to consider an offer to 
supply life as well as the other 
types of insurance on the part 
of a firm, as long as no altera- 
tions were made on the specifica- 
tions given to the companies. He 
noted that the town’s life insur- 
ance contract “is one we can bow 
out of at any time.” 

Mr. Costello, appraising the 
town’s data processing setup, said 
that the town has "basically 
worked out of” operational prob- 
lems. Replacement of components 
has enabled the town to do much 
better with its hardware prob- 
lems. The third category Mr. Cos- 
tello mentioned was systems 
problems. 

Roads Takeover Topic 

The possibility of the town tak- 
ing over Hillcrest Parkway and 
North Border Road from the 
Winehester-Medford line to the 
Winchester Water Board land 
was discussed by Selectmen. The 
board members agreed that Chair- 
man Swanson and Selectman 
John J. Sullivan should see Me- 
tropolitan District Commissioner 
John Sears and arrange through 
him an appointment with the 
MDC, which now controls these 
portions of road. 

A Town Meeting vote would 
be necessary if the town were to 
accept the roadways. 

Selectman Sullivan said that it 
would cost an estimated $fcu,000 
to put North Border Road in 
condition. 

“I think the MDC wants to get 
rid of a liability,” he commented. 

Selectman Saltmarsh said that 
the area had become “saturated” 
with homes. 

"The people would at least like 
to have a street constructed,” he 
continued. 

If the MDC constructed the 
road, the town would have no 
control over it, Selectman Salt- 
marsh said. He suggested that a 
public hearing be held and the 
people be given an opportunity 
to vote on the matter. 

Selectman Sullivan said, "The 
road’s a disgrace right now.” 

Selectman Swanson and Sulli- 
van will report the results of 
their meeting witli MDC Commis- 
sioner Scars to the board. 

Grievance Discussed 

The Selectmen approved a re- 
port of the Grievance Subcom- 
.mittee on a Fire Department per- 
sonnel matter in which the Inter- 


national Association of Fire 
Fighters was an interested party. 

A recommendation by Fire 
Chief I. Francis Amico that the 
town prepare a fire prevention 
code was placed in the board’s 
Town Meeting jacket. The Select- 
men voted to send a copy of the 
recommendation to the Planting 
Board and the Building Law Re- 
vision Subcommittee. Attorney 
Mullen, town counsel, has a copy 
of the proposal, Chairman Swan- 
son said. 

Officer Henry J. Cogan was 
authorized to live in Medford for 
the next year by Selectmen, upon 
Officer Cogan’s request and that 
of Police Chief Fdward F. Bow- 
ier. Attorney Mullen said that it 
was acceptable for a police offi- 
cer to live anywhere within a 
ten-mile radius of his place of 
assignment. 

The Personnel Board will be 
asked by Selectmen to comment 
on the rate of compensation for 
the Police Department matron. 

Lighting Requested 

The Metropolitan District 
Commission . will be requested to 
increase street lighting on South 
Border Road. Selectman Salt- 
marsh said that the area needing 
attention is from the Girl Scout 
cabin area to the Winehester- 
Medford line. The Selectman vo- 
ted to seek MDC action. 

Stump Disposal 

Disposing of tree stumpy and 
large branches was discussed by 
.Selectmen ^with Superintendent 
of Streets Robert G. O’Brien. 

Superintendent O’Brien said 
that the matter is “becoming a 
more serious problem.” He sees 
the need for a general area just 
for tree stumps and branches, he 
said. 

If such a proposal were adopt- 
ed, Highway Department person- 
nel would pick up the stumps and 
branches and dispose of them. If 
the area were open to contractors 
and the general public, policing 
wouM be involved. Superintend- 
ent O’Brien said. Burying stumps 
would be a possibility, he added. 

Superintendent O’Brien was 
authorized to discuss with Wil- 
liam Kramer, of Fay, Spofford, 
and Thorndike. Incorporated. Bos- 
ton designers of the town incin- 
erator, the possibility of an arti- 
cle to be considered at Town 
Meeting to provide an additional 
crane for the incinerator. 

Selectman Paul F. Amico said 
that it is not always possible to 
have repairs made to the crane 
immediately. A safety valve 
would be installed beside the pre- 
sent one, he said. 

Selectman Saltmarsh also men- 
tioned the possibility of anothei 
pit, as well. 

Superintendent O’Brien said 
that he felt another crane was 
needed, but doesn’t believe that 
an increase in the size of the 
pit was necessary. With the pre- 
sent two-shift operation, the ex- 
isting pit is satisfactory, he said. 

A firm’s offer to install trash 
disposal containers around town 
at no cost to Winchester was 
mentioned to Selectmen by Su- 
perintendent O’Brien. The com- 
pany would replace any contain- 
ers lost or damaged. Woburn, 
Melrose, and other nearby com- 
munities already have accepted 
the offer. Superintendent O’Brien 
said that the company finances 
the project by selling advertising 
on the containers. 

Superintendent O’Brien advised 
Selectmen that tho surface drain- 
age problem on Tufts Road is 
being corrected. 

Jurors Chosen 

Chosen by Selectmen for pro- 
spective jury duty Monday eve- 
ning, November 2, were John F. 
Hall of 6 Newton Street; Ellen 
W. Woodcock of 12 Sussex Road, 
and Dorothy Arlanson of -11 
Brooks Street. 

Selectmen signed an order to 
install curbing on Churchill Road. 

Crimp, Brown and Fisher, Inc. 
of Boston, architects for the new 
Winchester High School, will re- 
ceive a copy of a letter sent to 
the Selectmen by the BosL.n and 
Maine Railroad concerning the 
pedestrian tunnel at the Shore 
Road school. The B&M sai l two 
loads of stone will be needed. 

The Selectmen decided that a 
letter from Ralph Marchesi con- 
cerning the proposed Town Zon- 
ing By-Law was the concern of 
the Planning Board and will ad- 
vise Mr. Marchesi to write to 
that body. 

The tenant at the town-owned 
property at 6 Reservoir Street 
will be informed by letter that 
repairs to the roofing and win- 
dows will be done. 

An invitation from the Vete- 
rans of Foreign Wars post for 
Selectmen to participate in the 
Veterans’ Day observance Wed- 
nesday, November 11, was ac- 
cepted 

Executive Sessions 

Two executive sessions, closed 
to the press and public, were held 
by Selectmen after action was 
concluded on all other matters.

State Commissioner of Educa- 
tion Noil Sullivan last week cited 
Winchester High School for its 
“very encouraging results” under 
the Open Campus plan. Winches- 
ter’s success was instrumental in 
giving all high schools in the 
state the opportunity to partici- 
pate in Open Campus plans 
through the State Board of Edu- 
cation ruling that “a waiver is 
granted to all senior high schools 
who apply and whose proposal is 
accepted to permit the operation 
of open campus programs, effec- 
tive January 1, 1971.” 

According to Assistant Princi- 
pal Vincent E. Larocco, the High 
School has been host to more than 
ten different school systems which 
have sent representatives to stu- 
t.y the organization and observe 
the operation of Winchester’s 
open campus plan which has 
served as a model for many simi- 
lar programs throughout the 
state. 

Residents interested in leading 
a mini-course can do so by devot- 
ing one period per week for a 
minimum of four weeks, sharing 
their hobies, talents, or experi- 
bences with high school students. 
Beyond the four week minimum 
duration of the course, topic and

This fall mini-courses include 
one which particularly invites 
parents to attend. Mini-courses 
have been arranged through the 
efforts of the development com- 
mittee, composed of students 
Pam Speers and Ellen Cunning- 
ham and teachers Albert Trottier, 
Frances Allou, and Bernard Sil- 
va. Mr Silva will also lead the 
mini-course entitled “College In- 
formation for Students and/or 
Parents” on Thursdays from 11 
to 12. Parents are also invited 
to the same course being given 
on Wednesdays from 9:56 to 
10:57 by Mrs. Phyllis Nannis of 
the guidance department. 

Instructors include a recent 
graduate presently in college. 
Harry Kahnhaqser. who will lead 
a course in photography. In addi- 
tion, “Investing in the Stock 
Market” is being offered by a 
volunteer local businessman. Paul 
Gilman of E. F. Hutton and Com- 
pany.

NEW MATH PUZZLE BOOK

Of the three books on the eduention of children 
listed above, “A New Start for the Child with Read- 
ing Problems” may be the most important and widely 
read. 

It begins with a description of the author’s intro- 
duction to and consequent involvement with brain- 
damaged and physically damaged children. It con- 
tinues with an account of his study of the brain and 
nervous system and his experiments and treat- 
ments. Part Two is entitled “The treatment of read- 
ing problems” and contains the method of charting 
and evaluating a child’s background and problems 
together with suggestions for therapy. 

In quoting from Part 1, it is interesting to note the 
importance of free movement in infants, and the ne- 
cessity for them to crawl and creep so that their 
nervous system is patterned and developed. 

“Was it possible, we next asked, to find a culture 
so different from the European-Americnn cul- 
ture that, in effect, it didn’t allow its children 
to develop their nervous systems? -For instance, 
was there a culture somewhere in the world 
which didn’t allow its children to crawl or 
creep?” 

The researchers went into the interior of Brazil 
where the Indians were unable to put their children 
on the ground because of the insects, poisonous plants 
and snakes. They saw hundreds of babies but they 
were always being carried until about the age of two 
years, when the parents simply placed them on their 
feet and taught them to walk. 

“We tested many children of all ages for general 
neurological fitness and we found that, as a 
group, they were seriously lacking in nervous-sys- 
tem development. We found that they had diffi- 
culty in using their two eyes together; they did- 
not pass our tests for the development of the 
nervous system; in fact, most of them perform- 
ed as poorly on our tests as did the Europeans, 
Panamanian ami American children with read- 
ing problems. These children could see well, be- 
cause they shot birds out of trees, and fish under 
water with their bows and arrows, but they did 
not pe'i’c'eive' as we do. Testing their ability 
to recpKuizu symbols, wo would place a fish on 
the grouhil and next to it we would draw a pic- 
ture of a fish. They could see no relationship 
between the two. Their brains were unable to 
deal with the drawing of a fish as related to the 
actual fish. They certainly would not have been 
able to deal with any written code.” 

“Children’s House” is described as a primer for 
parents and teachers presenting the Montessori 
Method as it is practiced and expounded by leading 
educators. The preface tells of the nature and organ- 
ization of the book, as follows: 

“This book is comprised of seven selections, each 
o fwhich contains a selection of the most out- 
standing articles to appear in Children’s House 
magazine in recent years. Many of these articles 
have been "prepared by specialists in varied 
fields: psychology, child psychiatry, pediatrics, 
counseling, education and other areas. Others 
have been written by mothers and fathers in 
their capacity as parents. The book, then, pre- 
sents a balance of profession and parental view- 
points. There is also a careful blend of why and 
iiow, with the specialists’ rationale of enlighten- 
ed child-rearing and education translated into 
specific procedures, activities, and materials for 
everyday application by teachers and parents. 

Finally, the “New Math Puzzle Book” has been 
written by a man who obviously enjoys bringing a 
little fun and life into a subject which is too often 
made labored and dull. The puzzles set are 'interest- 
ing and light-hearted — I particularly liked the 
little gingerbread men who can be fitted together to 
form a tessellation!

Teacher Education 
Program Is Tried 
In School System 

Parkhurst and Vinson-Owen 
School students are getting more 
help in their studies through uni- 
versity-public school cooperative 
programs in teacher education. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Donald A. Klemer has encouraged 
participation in such mutually ben- 
eficial programs. 

Boston University graduate stu- 
dents are at Parkhurst School and 
Tufts University students are 
training at Vinson-Owen School. 

The B. U. program involves 35 
graduate students who are working 
for their masters’ degree in educa- 
tion. The three-phase program pro- 
vides teacher aide experience, 
learning lab experience, and finally 
student teaching in January. 

Each Parkhurst teacher has a 
team of two to four B. U. gradu- 
ate students each in for one-half 
day every week. As teacher aides 
the B. U. people help tho teacher 
in distribution of materials, listen- 
ing to reading lessons, preparation 
of equipment, etc. 

A learning lab experience in- 
volves the degree candidates in the 
creation of their own programs 
which will be of interest to the chil- 
dren as well as themselves. Small 
groups of children will work to- 
gether with the trainee setting 
goals and objectives for their pro- 
grams. Video taping of the lessons 
and group discussions will give the 
B. U. people a chance to study their 
techniques and results in an at- 
tempt to correct or improve them. 

Student teaching will he done in 
January as the culmination of the 
program with some of the students 
practice teaching in the Parkhurst

U.S. Postal Service To Test 
Precancelled Christmas Stamps 


Sixty nine major cities and all 
New England will participate in a 
massive market test of precan- 
celed Christmas postage stamps, 
Postmaster General Winton M. 
Blount has announced. 

Significant savings of time and 
money in the delivery of Yule mail 
will result. Mr. Blount said. 

Success of the plan hinges on 
the cooperation of postal patrons 
in bundling and labeling “out of 
town” and “local” mail that carries 
the precanceled stamp. This sepa- 
rated mail bypasses the canceling 
machines. 

Early in December letter carriers 
will begin delivery of 38 million 
fliers urging this cooperation. 
“Help us to help you to better ser- 
vice” is the theme of the flier, 
which contains perforated labels 
for use in bundling. 

Use of the precanceled stamps 
will inhibit occasional damage to 
greeting cards, the U.S. Postal Ser- 
vice points out. Off-size envelopes 
can cause the canceling machine 
to jam and “chew” the envelope. 
A more attractive appearance also 
will result, in that only two thin 
black lines deface the stamp. 

Eight hundred and seventy five 
million precanceled stamps have 
been printed. An equal number of 
uncanceled stamps have also been 
printed. The uncanceled stamps 
will not be available at the stamp

Both the non-canceled and pre- 
canceled stamps will be available 
for first day cancellation.

Speaking to teachers and parents 
of children with learning disabili- 
ties, Dr. Klemer noted that there 
wfere dramatic differences from 
child to child in the public schools 
and that he suw greater and great- 
attention being given to early 
detection of the specific style that 
a child applies to the learning proc 
ess. 

Ho compared the public schools 
of the future to the current opera- 
tion of the hospital. He noted. “If a 
child comes to a hospital with a 
broken arm, they put a medical 
team to work and do something 
about the problem. They don’t send 
him home without doing anything 
for him.” 

Dr. Klemor described Winches- 
ter’s open area - schools and learning 
disabilities program as steps in the 
direction of applying the hospital 
team approach to the children, 
bringing together many specialists. 
He said that the classroom teachers 
of the future would be effective 
managers of those with special 
skills and that special resource ma- 
terials will become more and more 
readily available. 

He also commented on the cur- 
rent tendency on the part of the 
public to press for stricter control 
of the students in the schools as a 
reaction to the current excessive- 
ness of the youth movement. He 
noted that critics such as Silber- 
man and Kozol called upon school 
administrators and teachers to hu- 
manize the public school. 

He cited Winchester’s use of the 
Campus Plan at the senior high 
school level as a step in the direc- 
tion of developing in students the I 
ability to make decisions about the 
use of their free time. He stated, I 
Giving children the opportunity to 
make decisions about the use of 
their free time is the only way they 
are going to get ready for the kinds 
of decisions that they will make 
when they go on to the job or to the 
freedom of the college or university. I 
Responsibility can’t be implanted 
by rhetoric. Schools need to be more 
humane institutions and less penal.”

Perfect drugs to prevent and lent publication entitled “Your 
cure all high blood pressure are 
still in the future. But the drugs 
we now have are performing beau 
tifully in bringing down blood 
pressure for millions of patients, 
says the Greater Boston Chapter 
Massachusetts Heart Association. 

Since the 1950’s, many 
kinds of drugs have become avail- 
able. each designed to lower blood 
pressure in a different way. 

Tranquilizers — perhaps the 
most widely used group of drugs 
— have a quieting effect on the 
brain and relieve nervous tension. 

I In many people, a tranquilizer a- 
lone brings down heightened blood 
pressure; in others, a tranquilizer 
is used in combination with other 
drugs. 

Diuretics step up the body’s 
elimination of excess water and 
sodium through the urine, and this 
process tends to lower blood pres- 
sure. Frequently, diuretics streng- 
then the action of other drugs, en- 
abling the doctor to use them in 
smaller doses to obtain the desired 
result.

No single drug works for all pa- 
tients. or against every phase of 
high blood pressure. But where one 
drug fails, another one will pro- 
bably succeed. Only the doctor can 
determine which drugs will work 
for each patient. He does this by 
asking the patient to try several 
Afferent drugs or combinations of 
drugs, to arrive at the best results 
with a minimum of unpleasant side 
effects. That’s his job, but the pa- 
tient also has a job — to cooper- 
ate closely with his doctor during 
this tryout period, and to stick 
with the treatment as long as the 
doctor feels it is necessary.

BRINGS RESULTS 


Environmental 
Threat Is Seen 


A family of oomercial chemicnl* 
cnllcd PCB’s (polychlorinated bi- 
phenyls) has been* accumulating in 
the environment in much the same 
way DDT accumulates, says a fea- 
ture story in Environmental Sci- 
ence and Technology. PCB’s are 
chronically toxic to birds, animals, 
and man, but it may be possible to 
head off this threat before massive 
damage is done, according to the 
author. Dr. Carl G. Gustafson, 
chairman of the department of 
chemistry at King’s College. 

The PCB’s nre depleting popula- 
tions of certain wild fowl by caus- 
ing the formation of thi i-she!!ed 
eggs, it is reported. PCB’s nre con- 
centrated by fish, shrimp, and oys- 
ters; and white-tailed eagles (fish- 
eating birds) have been found to 
contain as high ns 1.4 percent POB 
in their tissues. PCB’s are readily 
stored in liver and fatty tissues of 
human beings, and if nothing is 
done to control the situation, they 
could accumulate in the environ- 
men in greater amounts than DDT. 

The Monsanto Company, only 
manufacturer of PCB’s, declared 
its intention to stop selling them, 
effective August 30, to customers 
who cannot control the disposal of 
the end products, the article states. 
This intention was indicated in a 
letter to Congressman William F. 
Ryan of New York. Specifically, 
customers who use PCB’s as soften- 
ing agents in making pliable plas- 
tics are singled out, since such 
products end up as solid waste to 
be burned in city dumps or incin- 
erators. 

If Monsanto’s former customers 
look for less harmful substitutes, 
rather than buying PCB’s from 
manufacturers in Europe and Ja- 
pan, the quantity of PCB getting 
into the environment could be sub- 
stantially reduced, the article 
points out. 

PCB’s are used as coolant-insula- 
tion fluids in transformers and 
fluorescent lights and as softeners 
in plastics and coatings. The prop- 
erties that make them useful are 
the same properties that make them 
persist in the environment. Dr. Gus- 
tufson comments. They do not burn, 
but are vaporized and carried into 
the atmosphere whore they collect 
on particulate matter and are sub- 
sequently returned to the surface 
of the earth and into rivers, lakes, 
and oceans. 

Another source is probably land 
runoff from industrial wastes and 
dumps,” the author adds. ‘‘A third 
is the point of manufacture and the 
plants where PCB’s are processed 
into other products. They can even 
escape through the plant ventila- 
tion system into sewers or directly 
into waterways. 

So frequently action is taken 
only after it is evident that mass- 
ive damage has resulted from a par- 
ticular pollutant. In the case of 
the PCB’s we may have an opportu- 
nity to resolve the situation before 
that happens.” 

Although used industrially for the 
past 40 years, polychlorinated bi- 
phenyls have only recently claimed 
the attention of environmentalists. 
Dr. Gustafson points out. Since first 
detected in Sweden in 1966 and in 
the United States in 1907, they have 
been found in rainwater in Eng- 
land, river water in Japan, mussels 
in the Netherlands, penguin eggs 
in the Antarctic, terns in the Arctic, 
waters of the Great Lakes, shrimp 
in Florida, cod in the Baltic Seal, 
brown pelican eggs in Panama, 
brown souls off the coast of Scot- 
land, and in human hair and fatty 
tissues. 


“Were it left to me to decide 
whether we should have govern- 
ment without newspapers or news- 
pupors without government, I 
should not hesitate for a moment 
to prefer the latter.

INSIGHTS

In the weeks ahead it will be my pleasure to visit with you in t) 
Star and in this my introductory column it seems only fitting that i 
explore the subject oj automobile insurance in the Commonwealth. 


In spitu of my own credentials 
and experience in the insurance 
field, the newspaper accounts of 
the Massachusetts auto insurance 
situation have, quite frankly, been 
baffling to me. What is lacking is 
a clear concise statement of in- 
surance reform and the posture of 
the insurance companies. 

Representatives of the insurance 
companies worked with the Legis- 
lature to develop the new “no 
fault” law. The insurance com- 
panies are all for insurance reform 
in general and favor the "no fault” 
program in particular. Even from 
a pragmatic view they aru willing 
to test the effectiveness of a "no 
fault” system. 

No one opposes a 157* rute 
reduction under these "no fault” 


provisions. Indeed, the reduction of 
both legal and administrative ex- 
penses justifies a decrease in pre- 
miums. 

But in election year 1970 the 
Legislature has cut our insurance 
rate by 157* right across-the-board 
— even on coverages where “no 
fault” does not apply. Well, ^rhat 
may seem like a victory for the 
“little man” may actually be his 
undoing.

The School Committee also wish- 
ed to be advised of the alternate 
plans and relative costs of open 
area as opposed to traditional 
classroom spaces, as well as the 
educational benefits of each, in 
order to meet the educational spe- 
cifications designed by the admin- 
istration. An amendment later 
changed the motion to read “or 
comparable traditional classroom 
space.” 

Dr. Richard B. Lawrance, the 
School Committee’s representa- 
tive to the Building Sub-Commit- 
tee, raised several questions. 
Reasoning that one committee 
can not instruct another. Dr. 
Lawrance informed listeners that 
it was necessary to “give a fair 
r.Vnount of information,” educa- 
tional specifications, to architects 
applying for the project, thereby 
making a selection based upon 
competing firms’ response to 
what the Town wants. He also 
wondered how extensive a com- 
parison of open area to tradition- 
al classroom spaces was intended. 

Expressing similar thoughts, 
William F. Clark, assistant su- 
perintendent f or administrative 
services, noted that it was “our” 
job to resolve questions of edu- 
cational policy and that ;t was 
dangerous to leave such decisions 
to an architect. 

Explaining the intention of his 
motion Mr. Del Rossi cited that 
this School Committee was ap- 
proving, school by school, an onon 
space concept without ever af- 
firming it as educational policy. 
He feels that there if a need for 
data to support, this choice, par- 
ticularly anticipating sharp ques- 
tioning at Town Meeting. 

Intangibles 

Later in the evening during 
discussion with the audience con- 
cerning measured educational 
values at Muraco School, Com- 
miteeman Del Rossi acknowledg- 
ed that it was “like an act of 
faith” to believe in open space 
teaching, but that he felt that 
there were intangible benefits to 
this method. During preparation 
of the last budget, he made and 
subsequently withdrew a motion 
to have an outSide evaluation 
j' ade at Muraco School, but tore- 
sees that he might again make 
the motion for next year. 

According to the tentative 
schedule in the Elementary 
School Building Sub-Committee 
progress report of May, 1970, 
preliminary plans and site acqui- 
sition are designed for March, 
1971, with final plans and con- 
struction by March of the fol- 
lowing year. Estimated costs 
made at that time are $200,000 
to $400,000, depending on three 
possible site additions. $10,000 in 
study funds is available for this 
project. 

The motion was deferred until 
the end of this month, allowing 
Mr. Del Rossi to discuss the pos- 
sibilities with Committee mem- 
bers, particularly Sub-Committee 
member Dr. Lawrance. 

Bus Capacities 

No decision was made, follow- 
ing Committeeman Stephen B. 
Parkhurst’s motion to postpone 
until November 2B, on the pro- 
posal to begin filling two busses 
at Parkhurst and one at Vinson- 
Owen Schools with students liv- 
ing at locations presently under 
policy distance requirements 

Figures compiled by Assistant 
Superintendent Clark show that 
for bus route one to Parkhurst 
( Punster Lane area) there are 
{)3 students eligible and six seats 
available; for bus route five to 
Parkhurst (Hutchinson and Tri- 
nity Roads area) there are 42 
(digible pupils and 17 seats avail- 
able; and for bus route three to 
Vinson-Owen 17 vacancies exist 
with 42 students eligible. All bus 
capacities are 59. 


Such accommodation would re- 
quire the hiring of two more 
lunchroom supervisors, one each 
for Parkhurst and Vinson-Owen, 
at a total of $1,400 per year. 

If accepted, children, beginning 
with the lower grades, who live 
under the one mile radius, would 
he scheduled on incoming and 
outgoing busses. Mr. Clark re- 
iterated the difficulty of remov- 
ing pupils from a bus route once 
they are on it in anticipation 
that more eligible children would 
in the future move into these 
areas, particularly the fast-grow- 
ing Vinson-Owen district. He sta- 
ted that the total cost of bussing 
has jumped last year to this from 
$65,000 to $110,000. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr 
Donald A. Klemer, citing the ad- 
ditional lunchroom supervisor 
costs and the growth potential 
we3t of Cambridge, Street, did 
not recommend the change in 
policy. 

The matter was postponed to 
allow for further consideration. 
Thought will be given to Com- 
mitteeman Parkhurst’s sugges- 
tion that a compromise be struck 
by filling some spaces, but not 
enough to require additional 
lunchroom supervisors. 

Parents’ Petition 

Concerning the petition receiv- 
ed from parents in the Charles, 
Bradford, and George Roads area 
with students attending Muraco 
School, deliberation was suggest- 
ed to be taken up with the 1971 
school year budget. In the mean- 
time the formation of an ad hoc 
committee composed of these 
parents, Mr. Clark, and Winches- 
ter Police Safety Officer Donald 
E. Pigott was proposed to study 
the situation. 

Mr. Clark reported that two 
full busses would be needed to 
accommodate students who would 
then be eligible in grades one 
through six if the petition were 
accepted. He agreed that hazar- 
dous conditions do exist here. 
The petition cites these condi- 
tions as necessitating bus trans- 
portation for those living within 
the one mile radius. 

A member of the audience took 
this opportunity to request that 
a bus carrying students to Lynch 
be allowed to meet its capacity 
by picking up and transporting 
students from the Charles Road 
area to McCall Junior High 
School. She feels that the dis- 
tance walked by these McCall 
pupils is twice as far as that 
covered by I^ynch students re- 
ceiving bus transportation. 

Assistant Superintendent Clark 
suggested that the Committee 
possibly think about staggering 
elementary school hours to effect 
better bus scheduling in the fu- 
ture. 

Among matters contained in 
the superintendent’s report, meet- 
ings of the Five-Year Planning 
Committee, the Management Stu- 
dy Group, and the Differential 
Staffing Committee have taken 
place. 

On November 24 the School 
Committee is scheduled to inter- 
view final candidates for high 
school principal. Candidates are 
still being sought for a K-12 
reading coordinator. Ideally some- 
one with supervisory experience 
is desired. Mr. Clark, it is also 
noted, will be devoting extended 
periods of time in the develop- 
ment of equipment specifications 
for the new high school building. 

Rome Exchange 

Under the Rome School pro- 
gram the Winchester school sys- 
tem will be exchanging social 
studies directors with this insti- 
tution, the cost of transportation 
and of other travel expenses be- 
ing assumed by the State Depart- 
ment. Bill O’Connor will he visit- 
ing the Rome School sometime 
after the first of the year for a 
period of two weeks. 

The volunteer work of high 
school students at the Veterans’ 
Hospital mi Bedford, in the Yard- 
stick Program of the Mystic 
Valley Clinic, as Big Brothers or 
Big Sisters, and at Winchester 
Hospital was commended. 

From his report Dr. Klemer 
moved that discussion of the 
single session day be taken up in 
executive session with other 
matters from this memo. Under

Rising Crime Rate Reflecting 
Community Attitude — FBI Agent 

The rising crime rale is “an indictment of our community attitude 
toward crime.” Ralph J. Hampton, assistant special agent in charge 
of the Boston office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, told the 
Winchester Rotary Club Thursday, November 5. 


Speaking at a luncheon meeting 
at Crawford Memorial United 
Methodist Church hall, Mr. 
Hampton urged parents to “in- 
still in children the idea that we 
live by laws.” 

The volume of crime has risen 
nine times as fast as the popula- 
tion since I960, Mr. Hampton 
pointed out. He called upon citi- 
zens to support law enforcement 
and legislative bills that would 
combat the crime problem. 

Organized crime is conserva- 
tively estimated to be a $40,- 
000,000,000 business, Mr. Hamp- 
ton said. This figure does not 
measure the "terrible cost” paid 
by victims of crime, he continued. 

“We don’t really need more 
commissions and studies on 
crime,” he said. “What we really 
need is a change in attitude on 
the part of the public toward 
crime.” 

“We live in an age of dissent,” 
Mr. Hampton said. “Civil disturb- 
ances have degenerated into riots, 
causing more costs in lives, loss 
of property, and peace of mind. 
No government can either func- 
tion or survive unless it is main- 
taining law and order.” 

“Speedy justice and speedy 
trials” are needed, Mr. Hampton 
continued. 

Charges of “police brutality” 
and “police suppression” are not 
merited by most police officers, 


Mr. Hampton said, and cannot be 

supported. 

“Do you take an interest in 
what the police do?” Mr. Hamp- 
ton asked. “Do you attend meet- 
ings on appropriations for the 

police?” 

Communities get the kind of 
law enforcement that they de- 
rve, Mr. Hampton went on. 
Serious crimes are 11 percent 
above the figures for the previous 
year, 1 Mr. Hampton said. Killed 
in the line of duty last year were 
86 police officers. 

“Our lives are shaped by 
crime.” he continued. “We offer 
too many excuses for crimes 
committed.” 

A hard core group of repeaters 
commit many of the crimes, Mr. 
Hampton said. Of a group of 

87.000 offenders arrested in 196(5 
and 1967, over one-half had re- 
ceived suspended sentences, or 
had been paroled or placed on 
probation because of previous of- 
fenses, Mr. Hampton noted. 

Mr. Hampton called for more 
concern for the rights of law- 
abiding citizens. He criticized 
the lack of concern for the vic- 
tims of crime. 

Assaults taking place on FBI 
agents and police officers by pri- 
vate citizens are a “frightening” 
situation, Mr. Hampton said. 
The FBI, with 7,000 agents and 

17.000 supporting personnel, is 
largest investigative agency of 
the Federal government, Mr. 
Hampton said. It has 200,000,000 
fingerprints on file, and receives 

30.000 more a day, he added.

The town will receive five dollars a ton for newspapers and maga/ines left l>y citizens at the town 


dump for recycling. The Board of Selectmen voted to award the rccy 
Incorporated, of Chelsea Monday evening, November 9. 


Superintendent of Streets Ro- 
bert G. O’Brien will confer with 
officials of Suffolk Services on 
the details of recycling. When 
the procedure is decided upon, 
Superintendent O’Brien will out- 
line it and the Star will publish 
it. A special container will prob- 
ably be set aside for the purpose. 

The only r other firm interested 
in collecting newspapers and 
magazines at the town dump was 
Stein and Company, also of Chel- 
sea. The Stein firm, however, did 
not say how much it would pay 
for the material collected. The 
voluntary recycling of newspap- 
ers and magazines had its start 
here when a group of from 30 
to 40 women approached Superin- 
tendent O’Brien with the propo- 
sal a few months ago. Several of 
the women attended a meeting 
of the Board of Selectmen on 
Monday evening, October 5, 
when the board approved the re- 
cycling plan. 

Superintendent O’Brien said at 
that meeting that while paper is 
the basic fuel used to fire the 
incinerator, he believed that the 
town should give recycling a try. 

The group favoring recycling 
has urged residents to save their 
newspapers and magazines as a 
means of improving environment. 

Several nearby towns already 
have newspaper and magazine 
recycling operations. These in- 
clude Acton, Concord, Lexington, 
Needham, Wayland, and West- 
wood.

Tax Load $530 
Per Capita Here 


For residents of Middlesex Coun- 
ty. is the cost of local government 
greater or less than it is for those 
in other areas? 

How much does the operation of 
their state and local governments 
cost them, per capita, in taxes? 

As in every other section of the 
country, with the outlays for pub- 
lic services increasing year after 
year, the tax burden grows heavier. 

The demand is for more police 
protection, better schools, improv- 
ed health facilities, more road and 
highways, and a host of other needs 
and wants. All of which costs mon- 
ey. 

According to a national survey, 
released recently by the Commerce 
Clearing House, an authority on 
taxes, the cost of state and local 
government rose throughout the 
United States by an average of $42 
per capita during fiscal 1969, reach- 
ing $380. This was on top of a rise 
of $20 per capita the previous year. 

In Middlesex County, on the ba- 
sis of its figures and data from oth- 
er sources, such taxes amounted to 
$530 per capita in fiscal 19G9. 

Elsewhere in Massachusetts, the 
average was $453, which wus $57 
more than in 19(58. The tax load 
was $369 in the New England 
States as a whole. 

The report reveals that the $576 
per capita paid by New York State 
residents was the highest in the 
country and that the $221 in Arkan- 
sas was the low*est. 

Some idea of the extent to which 
state and local taxes have been 
mounting in recent years may be 
gained from the figures. They show 
that the total tax load in 19H9 was 
$84 billion, or 155 percent more 
than it was 10 years ago. 

In Middlesex County, in the past 
year, the state-local tax burden 
came to approximately $710,931,- 
000 . 

The financial needs of local gov- 
ernments are rising relentlessly as 
the puyrolls for public employees 
and the cost of materials, equip- 
ment, services and capital improve- 
ments continue to expand in line 
with price rises in other areas of 
the economy. 

In some communities, the umount 
spent for local government opera- 
tions is adequately covered by their 
revenues. In many others, however, 
it has been necessary to go deeper 
into debit financing. (Park Row 
News Service)

Frances Keene and Elizabeth 
Hoxie as the loveable elderly aunts, 
Abby and Martha Brewster, are 
convincing as they scheme together 
to capture one more "gentlemnn” 
w T ith their deadly home brew and 
rescue him from an old age of lone- 
liness. Naively and deftly the two 
spinster sisters, aided by the neph- 
ew who thinks he is Teddy Roose- 
velt, weave their spider’s web to 
capture their victims — a natural 
and smooth performance by both la- 
dies. Ken Astill, as Teddy, plays 
his role boisterously and hilariously 
and his timing is letter-perfect. 

Elaine Harper, the Pastor’s 
daughter from next door, played by 
Mary Merritt, is in love with Mor- 
timer Brewster, the "normal” neph- 
ew, played by Bill Mahoney.

Editorials: 


The Right To Know -II 


Several recent editorial# here lia\e explored 
the function# of a newspaper. The most recent 
editorial of t It is type. “The flight to Know — I. 
related some of the thought# others have had 
on a free press. It showed how a Constitutional 
guarantee protects American newspapers that 
they may fulfill their responsibility as guar- 
dians of freedom. It pointed out how your news- 
paper protects your right to know about how 
your government is conducted. 

If your newspaper is to do this job for you. 
it must have access to information about how 
public officials — your servants — act for you. 
Because of the tendency of some government 
leaders to attempt to conceal from the public 
information rightfully belonging to it. some 
states, including Massachusetts, have passed so- 
called open meeting laws. This editorial will 
discuss the contents of the Bay State's Open 
Meeting Law. Future editorials will consider its 
application to Winchester and the Star. 

Under the Acts of 1958. Chapter 626. Massa- 
chusetts eliminated closed-door practices among 
hoards, committees, and commissions on all lev- 
els of government. The law became effective on 
January 5, 1959. The legislation permits public 
attendance at government meetings and access 
to minutes of the meeting. The rules for exec- 
utive sessions, when permitted, are spelled out. 

Amendments were passed in 1960 ( Acts of 
1960. Chapter 137 > to assure that the legality 
of actions taken at meetings would not he jeop- 
ardized by a violation of the technical require- 
ments of the act. The amendments also provided 
additional means for compelling observance of 
the statute. 

Chapter 39, Section 23A. of the Common- 
wealth's General Laws prefaces the requirements 
of the Open Meeting Law by explaining the term 
“board" includes every board, commission, com- 
mittee. and subcommittee, however elected, ap- 
pointed, or otherwise constituted, of any district, 
city, or town. It also includes the governing 
board of even* local housing, redevelopment, or 
similar authority. 

It explains the law's requirements as follows: 
“All board meetings shall be open to the pub- 
lic and to the press unless the board shall vote to 
go into executive session." 

When are executive sessions justified?. Only 
when the following conditions, clearly speci- 
fied by law, are met. The law says: 

“Such executive sessions may be held only 
for the purpose of discussing, deliberating or 
voting on those matters which by general or 
special statute, or federal grant-in-aid require- 
ments cannot be made public, and those matters 
which if made public might adversely affect the 
public security, the financial interest of the 
district, city, town, or local housing authority, 
or the reputation of any person; provided, how- 
ever, that the meetings of any such board which 
shall he investigating any board or agency of a 
municipal government, or any legislation which 
could ultimately change or alter the existing 
governmental structure of a city or town, shall, 
at all times, be open to the public and to the 
press, notwithstanding a vote of such board to 
go into executive session." 

The public must be given notice of meetings 
to be held. The law says: 

“Except in an emergency, a notice of each 
board meeting shall be filed with the clerk of 


the municipality in which the board acts, and 
the notice or copy thereof shall, at least 21 hours, 
including Saturdays but not Sundays and legal 
holidays, prior to such meeting, be publicly 
posted in the office of such clerk or on the prin- 
cipal office bulletin board of such municipality." 

The law strictly limits the meaning of "emer- 
gency” in reference to the paragraph above. It 
explains: 

“For the purposes of this section, ‘emergency’ 
shall mean a situation where immediate, unde- 
layed action is deemed by the board to be imper- 
ative." 

Record-keeping is also a concern of the law. 
On this, it says: 

“Every board -hall maintain accurate records 
setting forth the action taken at each meeting. 

“A summary of all matters voted shall be made 
available with reasonable promptness after each 
meeting: provided, however, that votes taken 
in executive session may remain secret so long 
as their publication would defeat tlie lawful pur- 
poses of the executive session, but no longer. 

“The records of each meeting shall become a 
public record ami be available to the public up- 
on being approved: provided, however, that the 
records of any executive session may remain se- 
cret so long as their publication would defeat the 
lawful purposes of the executive session, but no 
longer." 

An investigation of a board or agency which 
consisted of matters affecting “the reputation 
of any person" could not be held in executive 
session, under the law. 

Section 23B of Chapter 39 notes that the right 
of the public anti press to attend oj^en municipal 
board meetings does not entitle tltosc attending 
to become involved in the board proceedings 
except with the permission of the presiding of- 
ficer. 

Section 23C of Chapter 39. added in 1960, pro- 
vided for a court order to enforce the law as to 
future board meetings, but specified that actions 
already taken are not invalid even though open 
meeting requirements were not observed. Such 
an order may be sought by ten registered voters, 
or the Attorney General or district attorney. 

Section 5A of Chapter 66 of the General Laws 
provides that the votes and other official actions 
taken by boards and commissions must be re- 
corded exactly, but unless required by the gov- 
erning body or by ordinance or by-law of the 
city or town, in the case of municipal boards, 
the records need not include a verbatim record 
of discussions at such meetings. The require- 
ment that votes of the board be recorded exactly 
may require the specific vote of the individual 
members, although the number of votes on ci- 
ther side might be held to satisfy the technical 
requirements of the act. 

The last President John F. Kennedy said that 
“in our free and open society we rightly regard 
secrecy and arbitrary press restrictions as the 
first refuge of incompetents." 

Because of the importance of the role of the 
press in fulfilling the public's right to know, we 
have briefly explained the Massachusetts Open 
.Meeting Law in this editorial. 

Future editorials will contaiu our views on 
this law and describe how the Star tries to ful- 
fill its obligation to protect your right to know of 
the policies and actions of your local govern- 
ment.

Open Campus 
Developments 
Topic Of Letter 

Editor of the Star: 

My compliments to Mrs. Pron- 
ski on being a concerned parent, 
and on her standing up to he 
counted as one who doesn’t ap- 
prove of the open campus plan. 
However, her letter to the paper 
on the 28th of October contains a 
few inaccuracies, t do not blame 
her, however, as there were a few 
new developments regarding the 
open campus plan just prior to 
her letter. My letter is written in 
an effort to set the record straight. 

Mrs. Pronski says that state 
law requires a student to be under 
supervision for 5 and Vi hours 
each school day. However, Commis- 
sioner of Education Neil Sullivan 
announced this week, that all of 
the state’s 250 high schools have 
the right to install open campus 
programs, thereby abolishing the 
5 and V& hour minimum require- 
ment. I might add that the decision 
was made because of the overwhel- 
ming success of the campus pro- 
grams tested in Falmouth, Brook- 
line. and here in Winchester. 

Mrs. Pronski accuses the open 
campus plan of cutting mtnimums 
in instructional supervision. This 
is not true, however. Before open 
campus even came into being, a 
student had to take a minimum of 
5 courses. Under open campus 
guidelines, that minimum is still 
the same. The only change that 
the program creates is not requir- 
ing attendance in study halls. 

Mrs. Pronski then states that we 
shouldn’t cut class size, and Win- 
chester is continually cutting class 
size. From my experience, I can 
testify that all my classes increase 
in size each year, not diminish. I 
hope that the new high school 
creates more classroom space as 
progressive education favors cut- 
ting class size, anyway. With smal- 
ler class size, a teacher can obvi- 
ously spend more time individually 
with the student. 

Mrs. Pronski then ends her para- 
graph with the question, “How 
many colleges have classes of 25 
on under?” With “Barron’s Profiles 
of American Colleges” as my 
guide, I found that many institu- 
tions have classes of 25 and under. 
Williams College Science Depart- 
ment boasts of a faculty-student 
ratio of 1 to 3. Many colleges even 
have an overall faculty to stu- 
dent ratio of 1 to 25. 

Mrs. Pronski confuses the issue 
with her question, “How can going 
on errands during school time 
have the same educational equival- 
ence of taking a subject?” The 
student does errands only during a 
period that would normally be a 
study, not during a time period 
that a student would be in the 
classrooom taking a subject. 

Mrs. Pronski also states that it 
was never intended that students 
leave campus. She states that open 
campus deviated from its original 
plan. Checking with school officials 
about her claim, I discovered that 
the original intent of the plan was 
for students to leave campus. 

In closing. I feel that Commis- 
sioner Sullivan and the State 
Board of Education would not have 
offered this plan to all the state 
high schools, had they not conduct- 
ed extensive research on the plan. 
I think their decision is a good in- 
dicator of the success of the open 
campus program.

BODY LANGUAGE 

bjf Julius Fast 

A few weeks ngo Soviet Prime Minister Andrei 
Gromyko visited the White House and discussed 
matters of state with the President. A TV commen- 
tator remarked that, as well as verbal expressions 
of accord, it appeared from her body language that 
the meeting had been successful and that the two 
leaders were in agreement. A recent hook at the 
library by Julius Fast called, appropriately enough, 
“Body Language” attempts to inform us on this 
little acknowledged aspect of communication. 

It is not new. Sensitive persons have nlwayh been 
aware of the meaning of certain facial expressions 
and bodily movements, and we all react in a predict- 
able way to a smile, a sneer, a shrug of the shoul- 
ders, or an outstretched hand. Beyond these obvious 
messages all kinds of subtle feelings can be con- 
veyed without either party being consciously aware 
of it. 

Recently this ability has been explored by social 
scientists and has been labeled “kinesics.” As a seri- 
ous study of kinesics is in its infancy, Julius Fast de- 
scribes the various uses to which it can be put. For 
one thing, it is a language of love. A girl can indi- 
cate by her posture, her gestures if she is available. 
A man can telegraph in the same way that he is 
interested. On the other hand a woman who closes 
her arms across her chest is transmitting a classic 
signal, “I am closed to any advances.” Rebuff is a 
common interpretation of this posture. As an ex- 
ample a recent newspaper picture is cited. It showed 
Dr. Spock addressing a class at the Police Academy. 
Every policeman sat glowering at the doctor, his 
arms folded across his chest, demonstrating by 
body language his hostility and his closed mind to- 
ward Spoek’s ideas. 

A pick-up between homosexuals can be accom- 
plished by body language without a word being ex- 
changed. A certain glance, a way of walking, a pro- 
longed eye contact, many things can establish com- 
munications. Psychiatrists have found that an abil- 
ity to read body language can help them with their 
patients, often more than anything that is said. 
Despair, hate, and other self-destructive attitudes 
are evident to the trained eye and can be treated. 

Some of our body language is learned, some is 
inherited. In the latter category is our sense of ter- 
ritorial imperative as described by Robert Andrey in 
his fascinating book with that title. Each person 
has a need of space and will defend it and resent 
incursion into it by outsiders. Try this experiment. 
Sit with a friend at a table for two and gradually 
inch your silverware, your purse or your pack 
of cigarettes over to his side of the table. He will 
be uneasy and perhaps defend his zone by moving 
your equipment back into your territory — all un- 
consciously, 

A professor of anthropology has made a study of 
man’s territorial needs and has come up with sev- 
eral interesting observations. Each person operates 
in four distinct zones spatially which are listed as 
1, intimate distance; 2, personal distance; 3, social 
distance; and 4, public distance. Awkwardness and 
disquiet occur when people occupy an inappropriate 
zone in relation to each other, for example, two men 
in the intimate zone. If we are obliged to move into, 
the intimate zone of a stranger, such as in a crowded 
subway, there is a rigid code of behavior that makes 
it tolerable. Each one must hold himself stiffly erect 
and let his eyes slide over to the other person as if 
he did not exist. This behavior is customary in other 
situations also. Servants, waiters, often children are 
treated as non-persons in our society. This is not 
usually an intentional snub. It allows them to go 
about their business which would not be possible if 
they were expected to be a part of each group in 
which they appeared. 

Knowledge of kinesics can add a new dimension 
to communication. More perceptivenees may result 
in new and rewarding relationships among people 
and among nations.

Not Considered, 
Reader Maintains 

Editor of the Star: 

In reply to the letters mailed in 
about opening the Winchester Res- 
ervoir area to the public, I would 
like to brinqr out the following 
points. 

Most of the writers missed one of 
the ninin dangers in letting the pub- 
lic in this area, which is fire. It 
would take only one serious fire to 
ruin over 70 years of watershed 
growth. The majority of the firea 
that threatened the Reservoir area 
in the past have started in the MDC 
Fells area. 

After seeing the mess that ha9 
been made of the MDC Fells area 
that is open to the public, 1 do not 
want this to happen to the Reser- 
voir area. In fact the only reason 
the Reservoir area is so beautiful 
and our water supply safe is that 
the public has not been let into the 
area. I think that it would take six 
to eight full-time men to patrol the 
reservoir area if the public were 
allowed in. 

This estimate is based on my 10- 
year connection with the Auxiliary 
Fire Department at the North Res- 
ervoir. Even six or eight patrolmen 
would not guarantee that irrevoc- 
able damage will not happen. 

I think that it would be physic- 
ally and legally impossible to keep 
out-of-town people out of this area 
once the gates were opened. 

Last week's writers do not realize 
.that it is possible to enter the MDC 
Fells at many different locations 
in Winchester and cycle to any part 
of the Fells in Medford or Stone- 
ham. There is also a pond located 
in the Winchester MDC Fells area 
that can be reached by cycle. 

I thing that the people who are 
interested in opening the Winches- 
ter Reservoir area should write to 
the MDC to improve the Fells area 
in Winchester. This would give 
them a recreation area they want 
without endangering our water 
supply. They should recommend 
that the roads in this area be re- 
paired. This would allow fire ap- 
paratus to protect this -area, but 
means should be found to keep oth- 
er motor vehicles out. We have 
found that we can not rely on the 
MDC to take care of their brush 
fires.

Police Budget Cut 

The Selectmen approved seve- 
ral departmental budgets. It 
eliminated from Chief Bowler’s 
proposed 1371 police budget 
funds for adding a junior clerk 
for typing and filing and an ad- 
ditional patrolman for night sta- 
tion duty. 

The extra clerk was required, 
Chief Bowler told the Selectmen 
on Monday evening, October 19, 
because of an increase in the 
oflice work load. The department 
was a month behind at that time 
in filing its records, he said. He 
saw continuing requests for in 
formation for Federal and state 
surveys, court papers, and other 
records requiring clerical assis- 
tance. 

Chief Bowler had told the Se- 
lectmen that an additional night 
patrolman would assist in main- 
taining the lockup and giving 
attention to prisoners, transmit- 
ting and receiving radio mes- 
sages, calls, handling requests 
and complaints from citizens vi- 
siting the station, and operating 
the teletype. The work load is 
particularly heavy on Friday and 
Saturday evenings. Chief Bowler 
said.

Executive sessions were held 
by the Selectmen on two matters. 
One session, closed to the press 
and public, was a continuing dis- 
cussion of collective bargaining 
procedures and the town labor 
counsel.

Postmaster Charles R. Hill has 
urged residents of Winchester “to 
try to remember” that recommend- 
ed mailing dates for civilian domes- 
ticc Christmas mails start the first 
of December. 

The • national Christmas “mail 
early” theme this year, he explain- 
ed, is based on the familiar musical 
tune “Try to Remember” — and 
is featured in public service radio 
and TV announcements. 

“The idea,” he said, "is to have 
our customers remember recom- 
mended mailing dntes. This will in- 
sure fast and efficient delivery of 
parcels and cards and prevent dis- 
ippointnients for friends and fam- 
ily members. Of course, it will also 
be a big help to your post office.” 

Key suggested latest dates by 
which Christmas mail should be de- 
posited are as follows, but the post- 
master urges customers to mail 
earlier whenever possible. 

Domestic mails (Except Alaska 
and Hawaii) — Distant States, De- 
cember 1 for parcels, December 10 
for greeting cards; local and near- 
by areas, December 11 for parcels, 
December 15 for greeting cards. 

Alaska and Hawaii — Surface 
mail for parcels November 30, for 
greeting cards, December 4; air- 
mail for parcels December 14, for 
greeting cards December 14. 

In addition, Postmaster Hill not- 
ed several key dates applying for 
civilian international mail, as fol 
lows; 

Canada and Mexico — Surface 
mail parcels December 4, greeting 
cards December 9; airmail parcels 
December 16, greeting cards De- 
cember 16. 

South and Central America — 
Surfact mail parcels November 13 
greeting cards November 18; air 
mail parcels December 14, greeting 
cards December 14. 

These same dates apply for vari- 
ous types of mail for Europe. 

The following dates for interna- 
tional mails to other parts of the 
world are as follows: 

Africa, Near East, and Far East 
— Airmail parcels December 10, 
airmail greeting cards December 10. 

Earlier Postmast Hill announced 


deadlines required on military mail 
going overseas, as follows: 

Mail for Armed Forces Overseas 
Surface mail for greeting cards 
November 12; SAM (space avail- 
able mail) parcels November 21; 
PAL (parcel airlift) parcels No- 
vember 28; Airmnil parcels Decem- 
ber 12, greeting cards December 12. 

Parcels addressed to overseas 
military post offices must be packed 
in boxes or containers of metal, 
wood, or good quality flberboard. | 
Addresses on overseas mail should I 
show grade, full name, including 
first name and middle name or ini- 
tial, service number (same as social i 
security account number), organi- 
zation, APO or FPO number and 
the post office through which the 
mail is to be routed. Weights and j 
sizes of most APO’s and FPO’s are | 


70 lbs. in weight and 100 inches in 
combined length and girth for size. 

There are a few exceptions on 
some APO’s and FPO’s as to weight 
and size. Postmaster Hill suggested 
that residents check with the post 
office if in doubt. There are some 
prohibitions to certain APO’s and 
FPO’s such as coffees cigarettes, 
and other tobacco products, matches 
of all kinds, lighter fluids, and 
lighters containing fluids. These 


and other prohibitions in overseas 
military mails can be checked out 
with the post office.

Thankful 

It is good to 
give thanks 
unto the Lord. 

Psalm 92:1 


. . . And / am thankful for 
my dog friend, too. Amen . 

LIVING at a bewildering pace, afflicted with a fevered restlessness 
and subject to an alarming sense of impending world upheaval, we are 
fast developing a cynical outlook on life and rapidly becoming devoid 
of faith and hope. We have largely lost our moral bearings and are 
adrift on an uncharted course. Our age is one of unexampled spiritual 
deterioration. At such a time, the return of Thanksgiving Day has a 
message of peculiar urgency. It serves to divert our thoughts from -the 
tormenting problems that living in such an era raises and with which 
we are struggling, and to direct our thoughts to a discerning realization 
of the manifold blessings that God has provided us. 

How few of us, even in our worsf hours of low spirits when the 
burden of living seems almost unbearable, can really and truly sav, 
after sober reflection and intelligent appraisal, that life is not essentially 
good when rightly lived. Let us give thought therefore, to the exclusion 
of all else, to those things in life which should make for our well- 
being, peace and happiness — thought to the blessings which God has 
showered upon us. Surely they cannot fail in their aggregate impres- 
siveness to fill us with a feeling of deep thankfulness to the Giver. 

Yes, indeed, on the day set apart for the worshipful observance, 
lef us take to heart the words of the psalmist: "It is good to give thanks 
unto the Lord." But let our thanksgiving be not confined to this one 
day of the year. May it be more than a cut-flower thanksgiving like root- 
less blossoms that flourish for a day and then wither and perish. Rather, 
let it be as the efflorescence of a growing plant, deep rooted in the 
nourishing soil of spiritual understanding and a worshipful attitude 
toward God. 

On account of the special mission and major objective of our 
Society, one of God’s provisions for human welfare and happiness might 
appropriately be singled out for particular thankfulness — the animals 
with which He has peopled our world. What life would have been, 
what it would be today, without them is beyond the power of human 
imagination to conceive. They have served man in countless ways since 
his first appearance on earth and have no doubt in early days played 
no minor part in his actual survival. Our lives and theirs are inextricably 
blended with the elements of God’s infinite design. To them we owe an 
inextinguishable debt of gratitude to be repaid in thoughtfulness, 
kindness and compassion. Yet what a monstrous reproach it is that we 
are paying this debt by allowing uncounted millions of them to be 
sacrificed each year in the grim laboratories of merciless experimenters.

Several boo .’.is of games with 
excellent prizes will be found be- 
tween exhibits of MMM pottery 
from the Sisters’ ceramic center, 
the holiday apron booth, and the 
toy department, which will feature 
a popular clown-doll and an enor- 
mous lion. Children’s and infants’ 
wear will offer both practical items 
and some attractive holiday suits 
for little tots. 

Lining one wall of the Bazaar 
will be the white elephant stall, 
which together with the antique 
house, will offer bargains and fas- 
cinating funds for all who browse 
along the counters. Side by side 
will be all kinds of useful articles 
at great bargains, and old pewter 
and silver, delicate china, bronze 
statuettes, music boxes, and choice 
old linens and lace, notable among 
them some excellent Limerick lace 
over 200 years old. 

In addition to the Sisters regu- 
larly staffing the Winchester head- 
quarters of the Medical Mission- 
aries of Mary, visitors to the USA 
will be Sister M.S. Kenny, who 
has served as assistant general of 
the MMM and regional superior of 
the many East African hospital 
stations; and Sister M. Byrne, at 
present visiting in Winchester, 
whose mission work has been in 
Nigeria. 

Also at the Bazaar will be Sis- 
ter M. Sean, the flying pilot - nun 
who has been working in the Tur- 
kana Desert, Kenya. Sister oper- 
ates a four passenger plane which 
provides the only feasible commun- 
ication means between the three 
small hospitals ancl nine other 
clinics staffed by the Medical Sis- 
ters in the vast desert, where near- 
ly 100,000 nomads depend entirely 
on the Sisters for medical assis- 
tance. Home for a brief rest from 
her responsibilities in transporting 
doctors and nurses to the patients, 
and ferrying patients in need to 
the hospitals. Sister M. Sean is 
renewing old acquaintances in Bos- 
ton, where she attended St. Tho- 
mas High School, Jamaica Plain, 
prior to entering the Winchester 
Novitiate. 

Profits from the Bazaar will be 
devoted exclusively to the work of 
the Sisters, which brings the latest 
medical know-how to those parts 
of the world where medical service 
is inadequate. Today this MMM 
service ranges through seven Af- 
rican nations, a hospital in Tai- 
wan, and a tentative project in 
Brazil. 

In all, some 23 hospitals, mater- 
nity centers, and leprosy treatment 
clinics or villages with more than 
150 mobile or hush centers are 
conducted by the Sisters, whose 
membership comprises over 400 re- 
ligious women from all parts of 
the USA, the British Isles, anil 
Canada, with a Mother house and 
training center in Drogheda, Coun- 
ty Louth, Ireland. Of this person- 
nel, at least ten percent are quali- 
fied doctors, and 50 percent more 
are in nursing or medically-related 
professions. 

Booths at the Bazaar will be 
staffed by members of the MMM 
Guild; volunteers from the MMM 
Men for the Missions, who will 
also be in charge, of transportation 
and set-up; members of the Cabri- 
ni Nurses’ Guild; and members of 
the Past Grand Regents Club, 
Catholic Daughters of America.

INSIGHTS 

By Edward R. Ball 


In Ihr weeks ahead it will be my pleasure to visit -with you in the 
Star and in this my introductory column it seems only fitting that we 
explore the subject of automobile insurance in the Commonwealth. 


In spite of the fact that a 15G 
cut in premiums on the “no fault” 
provision of the new insurance law 
may or may not be a fair reduc- 
tion, the insurance companies are 
willing to accept this cut until 
experience proves it too high or 
too low. The insurance companies 
believe, and they can back it up 
with figures, that they actually 
need an increase in auto property 
damage and physical damage rates. 
But the Legislature in election 
year 1970 cut back premiums . . . 
all premiums by 15 ' . 

Be fair and honest with yourself 
on this issue which affects you and 
me so deeply. Could you afford to 
maintain your home or business if 
out-go exceeded Vn-come? What 
this reduction means is that in- 
surance companies in general will 
be actually receiving less . . . sub- 
stantially less than they need to 
i stay in business. 

\ It’s easy to cheer when big com- 
panies seem to be losing a battle 


with the ma-n-in-the-street and I 
don’t expect you to jump for joy 
when insurance rates go up. Infla- 
tion just isn’t the kind of issue 
that brings people out for a “hero’s 
wolconne.” But everything costs 
more than it did in I960 and the 
insurance companies haven’t been 
granted an increase in premium 
rate since then. Government regu- 
lation of the cost of goods and 
services is also a serious step and 
there are plenty of people who al- 
ready feel that we’re further along 
the road to socialism than we 
should he.

A former associate editor of the 
Christian Science periodicals, Mr. 
Correll spoke in First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, on, “Your Think- 
ing Determines Your Experience.” 

He was introduced by Clarence 
W. Feldmann, First Reader of the 
local church. 

Mr. Correll is on extensive tour 
as a member of the Christian Sci- 
ence Board of Lectureship. He is 
a Christian Science teacher and 
practitioner from Cleveland. 

Through prayer, he said, “we 
can bring our thinking into accord 
with God’s harmonious law and 
know His healing power in our dai- 
ly living. 

Mr. Correll held that the material 
body and its environments are “pro- 
jections of our thinking or con- 
sciousness.” 

It is now being generally recog- 
nized, he said, that “emotional 
states — resentment, jealousy, fear 
— are the essential causes of many 
physical difficulties.” 

Most of these emotions are forms 
of frustration resulting from self- 
ishness, he added. 

Emphasizing that the only reme- 
dy is a “change of heart,” he said 
that any real change in our life 
must begin with a “change in our 
thinking.” 

This basic point "stands out all 
through the Scriptures,” he said. 
“In the Sermon on the Mount. Jesus 
laid great stress on the individual’s 
thinking. He spoke of guarding 
against anger and hatred, of loving 
our enemies, forgiving those who 
trespass against us, of being faith- 
ful. trustworthy, honest, merciful, 
and pure.” 

Furthermore, Jesus emhasized 
that transformation of thought is 
the basis of healing, the lecturer 
observed. 

“He taught us how to cleanse 
our thinking through prayer. 

“He demonstrated the pow 
divine Mind to destroy the hard-set 
patterns of mortal thinking and to 
reveal the true image, the perfect 
man of God’s creating. He showed 
that when the thought of the indi- 
vidual yields to Truth and Love, 
the body offers no resistance. 


so be it done unto thee.’ ” 

“The important thing for 
finding the way of Christ is to un- 
derstand that the trouble is not in 
things, people, or in circumstances 
— but in thought,” said the lectur- 
er. Then “we won’t waste time 
blaming others.”

Long Pond Nature Trail 
Folder Released To Public 

An illustrated folder Guide to Long Pond Nature Trail, Middlesex 
Fells, has been published by Winchester Trails. The Winchester Con- 
servation Commission and the Winchester Public Schools have given 
their support. 


Volunteers have given many 
Hours of time to prepare this 
folder. The editing team consisted, 
of Mrs. Thornton Steams, Mrs. 
Winfield Knopf, and Mrs. W. K. 
Ver Planck. Mrs. Howard Frazier 
has also assisted. Mrs. James 
Lakey has done illustrations of 
rock formations, flora, and insects 
of Long Pond. 

Mrs. Lakey’s detailed diagram 
of the bedrock scouring by the 
gradual flow of glacial ice. a mile 
high and exerting trillions of 
pounds of pressure per square inch, 
was based on one drawn by Philip 
Zawasky, an instructor at North- 
eastern and a summer volunteer 
for. Winchester Trails. He copied 
as closely as possible the true pro- 
file of Indian Lookout Rock. Thu 
diagram shows how rounding and 
plucking of rock surfaces occured. 
The trail guide encourages one to 
trace the direction of glacial ice 
flow by careful observation of 
rounded and plucked bedrock sur- 
face.-. This same rounding and 
plucking pattern may be seen ex- 
tensively on bedrock throughout 
the Fells. 

The Long Pond area is exceed- 
ingly interesting geologically since 
glacial grooves, igneous dikes, and 
glassy slickenside, evidence of 
earthquake activity are prominent. 
An impressive sight is the view 
over the wide river valley to 
Lexington and south to Boston. 

New research for the Long Pond 
folder uncovered the fact that 


seismic soundings done in the last 
20 years and investigations of un- 
derground water conditions near 
Lowell and other abutting towns 
dispute the theory that the Merri- 
mack River flowed through Win- 
chester proper. 

According to Professor Douglas 
Adams of M.I.T., a stout rock 
ridge has always prevented the 
Merrimack River from flowing 
from North to South. Instead, in 
the preglacial era a stronger, swif- 
ter Aberjona flowed through Horn 
Pond, the Aberjona River Valley, 
the Mystic Lakes, Spy Pond, and 
Fresh Pond on its way to the sea 
beyond South Boston. 

Professor Adams referred to 
Clifford Kaye, director of the Bos- 
ton Geologic Survey. Mr. Kaye 
quoted recently published technical 
citations This valley in the cita- 
tions is referred to as the “Aber- 
jona-Fresh Pond buried valley” 
“profound molding” by the four 
great glaciers enlarged the orig- 
inal valley where Winchester prop- 
er now lies between the high banks 
along Ridge Street and Highland 
Avenue. Old undated topograph- 
ic maps (approximately 1890) were 
unearthed from the Town Engin- 
eer’s office. 'These gave a different 
location for Squaw Sachem Rock 
than had been noted in the Long 
Pond book. Mrs. Stearns used these 
maps as a basis for preparing the 
map on the Guide cover which 
shows the corrected location of 
Squaw Sachem Rock. 

The Guide to Long Pond Nature 
Trail is on display at the library.

A graduate of Kenyon College 
and General Theological Seminary 
in New York City, Mr. Bennett 
is a doctoral candidate at Harvard 
University. He is a member of the 
Union of Black Clergy and Laity 
of the Episcopal Church.

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School Growth 
Land Purchases 
Are Under Study 

The Board of Selectmen is reviewing town policies on land pur- 
chases for possible school expansion. Future procedures were discussed 
by board members in a lengthy session with representatives of several 


town bodies. 

Meeting with the Selectmen 
were William Holland, Planning 
Board; Richard Lawrance, School 
Committee; Mrs. Harriet Dio- 
terich, chairman, School Commit- 
tee; William Budd, Fdementary 
Schools Building Subcommittee; 
Lawrence Berkley, Elementary 
Schools Building Subcommitee, 
and Ije.rov W. Ix>ng, Permanent 
Building Committee. 

Chairman Ralph M. Swanson 
of the Board of Selectmen said 
that some of the residential prop- 
erty acquired by the town for fu- 
ture school use has required ex- 
tensive repairs. Such acquisitions 
are placing the town in the role 
of a landlord, he rooted. 

The town has been purchasing 
land near schools as it has be- 
come available, he continued. The 
Selectmen wondered if, instead of 
this policy, it should nort consider 
using eminent domain to secure 
land when it is needed. 

Chairman Swainson said that 
with a public plan spelling out 
proposed future land acquisitions, 
there would be no mistaking 
which property would be required 
by the town. Lack of such a pro- 
gram is ‘‘not good for the town, 
schools, seller, buyer, or anyone 
else,” he maintained. 

Mr. Budd said that he didn’t 
think it was possible to wait for 
some desired pieces of land to 
come on the market. In such 
cases, eminent domain would be 
the answer, he said. 

Mr. Beckley discussed planned 
growth for the Mystic School. He 
said that the structure was situ- 
ated on a 3.2 acre site. If it is 


expanded to a 550-pupil enroll- 
ment, Commonwealth regulations 
would require a minimum of six 
acres, plus an acre for each 100 
pupils, or an 11-acre site. 

Land acquisition is controver- 
sial, no matter how it is carried 
out, Mr. Beckley acknowledged. 

Mr. Holland, a Realtor, ob- 
served that a public plan for fu- 
ture school land expansion would 
cause a drop in property values, 
since a “school zone” would be 
created. 

Mr. Roy said that what hap- 
pens in the Mystic School expan- 
sion efforts might serve as a 
guide for future such projects. 

Selectmen Sherman W. Salt- 
marsh Jr. said that many of the 
properties purchased for later 
school growth purposes are old 
and “headaches administratively.” 

“Let’s see if we can formulate 
a better plan than we have now,” 
Chairman Swanson suggested. He 
said that it would be helpful if a 
12-month plan were available. 

Selectmen William G. Chapman 
Jr. said that a nossible course of 
action could be for the Selectmen 
to purchase properties upon the 
recommendation of school and 
planning authorities in areas 
where expansion is planned with- 
in the next 12 months. In other 
areas, if property directly adja- 
cent to school land came on the 
market, it would be obtained. 

Chairman Swanson promised 
representatives of the groups 
present that the Selectmen “will 
communicate in writing our feel- 
ings” and said that he wished 
that they “would give it more 
thought.” 


Dr. Barone At 
Department Of 
State Meeting 

Dr. William D. Barone of 1 
School Street attended a two-day 
conference at the State Depart- 
ment in Washington, D.C., on 
Thursday and Friday, November 
12 and 13. Dr. Barone was invi- 
ted by Secretary of State Wil- 
liam P. Rogers. 

Several hundred local, regional, 
and national leaders, represent- 
ing nongovernmental organiza- 
tions from throughout the coun- 
try, were in attendance. Follow- 
ing the Thursday afternoon 
session, a reception was held on 
the eighth floor of the Depart- 
ment of State. 

The program was conducted by 
ranking officers of the Depart- 
ment and related agencies. The 
purpose was to discuss interna- 
tional problems and the policy- 
making process in operation. 

Dr. Barone addressed the con- 
ference on the critical situation 
in the Middle East, Africa, South 
America, and the Far East. He 
went into detail on the United 
Nations, the Middle East, the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion, and the Organization of the 
American States. His critical 
concern about the direction of 
American foreign policy drew 
wide applause and agreement. 

“The demise of the United Na- 
tions 'as a peace-keeping organi- 
zation, the apparent weakening 
of NATO and SEATO, plus the 
disarray of the OAS, has left 
the American foreign policy in 
a difficult and challenging posi- 
tion,” Dr. Barone said. 

Dr. Barone was one of five 
persons who were given a per- 
sonal critique in the role of the 
Undersecretary and the func- 
tions of its department during its 
closing session. 

As a member and director of 
the World Affairs Coimcil of 
Boston, Dr. Barone has hud op- 
portunities to discuss foreign 
policies personally with repre- 
sentatives from many countries 
at the ambassador and United 
Nations level.

The Winchester Veterans of 
Foreign Wars Post 3719 and A- 
merican Legion Post 97 observed 
Veterans’ Day with the massing 
of colors at the American Legion 
Home on Vine Street. The line 
of march proceeded to the War 
Memorial at the corner of Main 
Street and Mystic Valley Park- 
way and the Honor Roll at Town 
Hall. 

Leuding the parade was the 
Police Department, headed by 
Lieutenant John McHugh, Ser- 
geants William Haggerty and 
Thomas Kennedy. Senior Vice 
Commander Daniel Reardon of 
tlie Veterans of Foreign Wars 
and Franklin Stevenson, com- 
mander of the American Legion, 
placed wreaths in honor of de- 
pa rted veterans. Prayer and

Planning Board Reviews 
Center Concept Plan Map 

Members of the Winchester Plain : Board convened in Fown Hall Monday night. November 16, 
to review the revised map “Concept I'lui — Winchester Center” and accompanying report in anticipa- 
tion of finalization for public presentation. 

Meeting with F. Burk Ketdiam Jr., vice president ol Camlcub, Fleissig and Associates. Boston, the 
planning and community development consultants e mployed by the T own on ibis project, the Board 
discussed three major areas on ihe concept map. 


Formal approval was given to 
allow a triangle of land at the 
corner of Main and Park Streets 
now occupied by a gas station and 
several other businesses to remain 
in apartment zoning. It was being 
considered for a parking district. 

Noting that this area was a 
prime retail site, Chairman Otto 
E. Schaefer foresaw difficulty in 
getting Town Meeting approval 
as parking here. Generally favor- 
ing Town ownership of Main 
Street property, he felt that this 
triangular plot might be kept for 
public use. 

In considering this land for 
parking, Mr. Ketchain cited, the 
purpose had been to preserve pub- 
lic ownership, however, his pref- 
erence here was for apartment 
use. 

Legal Access 

A second area on the Winches- 
ter Center Concept Plan under 
discussion that evening was a plot 
bordered approximately by Wat- 
erfield Road, Church Street, the 
railroad tracks, and on the fourth 
side a line extending from Church 
to the tracks in the vicinity of 
Rangeley Road. 

According to the concept map 
the region is roughly divided in- 
to four quarters. At Waterfield 
and Church the area presently 
occupied by retail offices would 
remain as such. The southwester- 
ly quurter is depicted as single 
family residential. At the corner 
formed by Waterfield and Lho rail- 
road tracks parking is designat- 
ed, to and the south of this a mid- 


rise apartment area is proposed. 

A decision on this area was not 
made this evening. Deliberation 
centers around the Board’s rec- 
ognition of that land designated 
as mid-rise apartments as a very 
suitable location for elderly hous- 
ing. If such housing were to be 
erected here, the legal stipulation 
requiring frontage on a thorough- 
fn e would have to be met. By 
n ■ - mg the northeasterly quarter 
s parking, this access could be 
acquired. 

Board member Robert J. Spiller 
stated that financially speaking, 
a lender would not participate in 
this matter. Chairman Schaefer 
hoped that zoning might be ar- 
ranged s > that the cost of provid- 
ing an access would be on the 
project's developer. Mr. Ketchara 
also suggested the possibility of 
making this proposed parking 
area a public right of way in or- 
der to lie able to conform with the 
access requirement. 

Concerning the third area dis- 
cussed. it was decided to alter the 
boundary of a proposed mid-rise 
apartment section rimmed ap- 
proximately by Wedge Pond Road, 
Main Street, and Wedge Pond, it- 
self. 

The altered line would extend 


from the end of Wedge Pond Road 
to a point on that same road at 
about where Vine Street inter- 
sects this road. This subtracts 
from the apartment zoned area 
the land contained between that 
line and the curved portion of 
Wedge Pond Road. 

Architecture 

In other business discussed 
with the planning consultant, the 
creation of a Town-appointed ad- 
visory com it tee to form an effec- 
tive program of architectural 
guidelines for Winchester was re- 
commended by Chairman. Schae- 
fer. Composed of local profes- 
sionals in this field and interested 
citizens, the committee could pro- 
vide such . needed guidance 
through education, enthusiasm, 
and persuasion. Under Massachu- 
setts law an architectural review 
can not be written into zoning 
by-laws. 

It was also suggested at this 
time that the “Topics” program 
of the State Department of Pub- 
lic Works for improving traffic 
flow might be consulted on end- 
ing the traffic problem under the 
railroad bridge at the Winchester 
Center rotary.

A request by Fire Chief I. Francis Amico for one additional lieu- 
tenant, another firefighter, and two more call men was deleted from 
his department’s proposed 1971 budget by the Selectmen Monday eve- 


ning, November Ifi. 

Chairman Ralph M. Swanson 
suggested the action “in the light 
of what was done with the police 
department and towin engineer's 
budgets.” 

Chief of Police Edward F. 
Bowler had sought the appoint- 
ment of a junior clerk and ar. 
additional patrolman for night 
station duty. Town Engineer 
John H. Ciarcia had requested a 
departmental car. These requests 
were denied by the Selectmen at 
earlier meetings in order to hold 
down the 1971 town budgets as 
much as possible. 

The Fire Department will go 
on a 42-<hour week effective April 
1, 1971. Chief Amico has pro- 
posed four shifts, each with a 
captain, a lieutenant, and 10 fire- 
fighters. In addition to these 48 
men, the department includes the 
chief and a secretary. The two 
additional call men sought by 
Chief Amico would have brought 
the number of such individuals 
to ten. 

Among other Fire Department 
budgetary items was $1,000 for 
reconstructing the floor inside 
the fire station. The floor has 
been settling for a number of 
years, Chief Amico said. Another 
item was $2,000 for reconstruct- 
ing the brick walk between the 
police and fire stations. The Se- 
lectmen agreed to look into coats 
for the lutter project. 

Almost $3,000 will be required 
to install 400 amperes electrical 
service in the fire station, which 
was constructed in 1914. Much 
more electrical equipment is con- 
tained in the structure - now than 
when it was erected. Electrical 
power problems occurred at the 
station last summer. 

Chief Amico’s budget outlined 
a program of equipment replace- 
ment which he had submitted 
earlier to the Board of Selectmen. 
It included: 

1971 — Replace rescue truck, 
$25,000; install a new chassis on 
the fire alarm truck and repaint 
the vehicle at an estimated cost 
of $7,200. Chief Amico pointed 
out that a new fire alarm truck 
would cost $14,000. Chief Amico 
said that he didn’t think the $7,- 
200 project could he deferred 
much longer, since the vehicle 
needs work. 

1972 — Replace fire prevention 
car, $4,000. The vehicle will be 
five years old then. 

1973 — Replace ladder truck 
purchased in 1948, $80,000 to 
$ 100 , 000 . 

1974 — Replace fire chief’s 
car. 

1975 — Replace Plngine One, 
which will then be 25 years old, 
$46,000. 

The body on the fire alarm 
truck, which was purchased in 
1964, has robbed extensively, 
Chief Amico advised Selectmen. 

The present rescue truck, pur- 
chased in 1955, has inadequate 
space, Chief Amico said. There 
is, for example, no room for an 
air tank, he noted. 

Selectman John .1. Sullivan 
moved that the $7,200 provided 
in Chief Amico’s 1971 budget for 
fire alarm truck repairs be moved 
to the 1972 budget. 

Special Police 

The Selection appointed Wil- 
liam F. Wright and William J. 
Kelley special police officers, as 
recommended by Police Chief 
Edward F. Bowler. 

The Board of Selectmen will be 


represented at a meeting to be 
held by the Board of Health on 
Monday evening, December 7, at 
which time the cost of Winches- 
ter’s participation in the Mystic 
Valley Mental Health Associa- 
tion will be a topic. 

Winter Pond will he checked 
by the State Department of Pub- 
lic Health, the Aberjona Water- 
shed Committee has advised the 
Selectmen. 

Group Insurance 

Bids for supplying town em- 
ployees’ group insurance will he 
opened Thursday, November 19. 

A letter from Kendall Spencer 
concerning what he said were 
zoning by-law violations was re- 
ferred to Building Commissioner 
William B. MacDonald for his 
recommendation. 

Seek Oil Bids 

Executive Secretary Edward 
F. Donnelly informed the Select- 
men that no cbainges had occur- 
red recently in the shortage of 
Number Six fuel oil, but said 
that it might be worthwhile to 
seek bids from prospective sup- 
pliers of it now. He had discussed 
the oil situation with representa- 
tives of Metropolitan Petroleum 
Company, supplier of Number 
Five fuel oil to the town. 

Bradford Eddy of 20 Bacon 
Street was named to an ad hoc 
committee to study a 12-month 
school year for Winchester. His 
appointment was recommended 
by Selectman Paul F. Amico. Mr. 
Eddy is a retired Boston Univer- 
sity professor. 

Mrs. Harriet H. Dietrich, chair- 
man of the School Committee, 
advised Selectmen that her group 
had directed her to name such a 
committee. 

Other organizations which 
would be represented on the ad 
hoc comibtee include the School 
Committee, the Elementary Buil- 
ding Subcommittee, the Commun- 
ity School Association, the 
League of Women Voters, and 
the school administration. 

The first meeting of the group 
wil be held at 7:45 p.m. Thurs- 
day, November 19, at the San- 
born House. 

Selectman William G. Chap- 
man Jr. promised his colleagues 
that he will prepare a sketch 
showing his plan for improving 
the appearance of the rear of the 
Selectmen’s room.

After receiving his master’s de- 
gree he served with the Army in 
Korea for a year. Upon his dis- 
charge two years ago, he remnined 
with the Army as a civilian em- 
ployee. 

At the age of 14, Mr. MacDou- 
gall made his first speech to a 
Town Meeting. His subject was 
what he termed the improper ref- 
erence to McCall Road as Myopia 
Hill Road. He also recommended 
tha*t McCall Junior High School be 
so named. 

Mr. MacDougall became a Town 
Meeting Member when he was only 
21 years old. 

For about seven year? Mr. Mac- 
Dougall was a Red Cro r s swimming 
instructor.

James Connell Jr. 

Mr. MacDougall last visted Win- 
chester in August. He was in Wash- 
ington in July. 

One of Mr. MacDougall’s column, 
as it appeared in the Korea Times, 
follows: 

THOUGHTS OF THE TIMES 
by Alan M. MacDougall 

An American poet once described 
“October’s bright blue weather.” 
That always seemed a strange de- 
scription for autumn, until I ex- 
perienced the season in Korea. In 
my boyhood New England, the sky 
was blue enough in October but 
other sounds and sensations seemed 
more striking than the sky. Not 
so in Korea. 

“It is almost axiomatic to call 
autumn Korea’s most beautiful sea- 
son. Some will argue in favor of 
spring and surely anyone who has 
seen Cheju-do in April will find it 
hard to completely agree that au- 
tumn is more beautiful. But while 
the beauty of spring is concentrated 
in a few areas, autumn is all-per- 
vasive. The colors of its pallette 
touch not just Cheju-do, or Chin- 
has, or the Chang-gyon-won but the 
whole country. Everywhere we turn 
these days the beauty of the sky 
and the land abounds. 

“In my New England upbringing, 
autumn was a sad time: the end of 
summer. The cool mornings and the 
smell of burning leaves were mel- 
ancholy experiences. I had to trade 
my swim trunks for school clothes 
and face the challenges of another 
year of school work. In Korea, how- 
ever, the summer, with its long 
rainy spell and steamy heat, is easi- 
er to part with. This year especial- 
ly the clear skies of September were 
more welcome for their late arrival. 
Thus autumn in Korea is a sort of 
rebirth. The Korean summer, like 
the winter, and unlike my New 
England summers, is a time not for 
activities but for slumber. Autumn 
is a reawakening, 
es the Korean autumn from the 
other seasons. Of the other seasons 
winter has the dullest colors. The 
fields, shorn of their rice, lie brown 
and barren beneath hills equally 
barren. In spring bursts of color

Mrs. John F. Murphy Jr., 
chairman of the Winchester Housing Authority, 
has, on behalf of her colleagues, promised to 
maintain a flow of information between her 
group and the Star. 

Occasionally, a reader who is a prospective 
tenant will ask the Star a question about some 
phase of the project. By answering such a query 
here, we may be reassuring others similarly puz- 
zled. 

Last week a reader asked if each apartment 
in the proposed development would have rooms 
on two floors. The reader was concerned about 
the effect such an arrangement might have on 
the health of a none-too-well- person, unless ele- 
vators were installed. 

We checked this out with Mrs. Murphy. She 
said that an architect had not yet been selected, 
so specific floor plans have not been prepared. 

However, it is likely, she said, that two-story 
garden-type apartments will be constructed. 
Should this be the case, all rooms of an apart-

Dr. Donald 
McLean, chairman of CONCERN, was quoted as 
telling the Winchester Jayeecs at a dinner meet- 
ing thut the largest drug customers arc young 
adults Avho have become alienated from tradi- 
tional norms as a result of a permissive society. 

Dr. McLean called for strong parental guid- 
ance through children's formative years, supple- 
mented by youth self-help programs. He said 
that these were the best ways in which to combat 
the growing drug problem. 

Excerpts from a talk by Ralph J. Raiupton, 
assistant special agent in charge of the Boston 
office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
were quoted in our November 12, 1970, issue. 
Mr. Hampton told the \\ inchester Rotary Club 
at a luncheon meeting that the rising crime wave 
is “an indictment of our community attitude to- 
ward crime/’ 

Mr. Rampton urged parents to “instill in chil- 
dren the idea that we live by laws.” 

“We don’t really need more commissions and 
studies on crime,” he said. “\\ hat we really need 
is a change in attitude on the part of the public 
toward crime. 

“We live in an age of dissent. Civil disturb- 
anees huve degenerated into riots, causing more 
costs in lives, los> of property, ami peace of mind.

ment would be located on one floor. Two-story 
garden-type apartments provide a more efficient 
use of materials, space, and labor than do single- 
story structures. 

Persons assigned to second-floor apartments 
would be individuals whose health would not 
make such a location a hardship to them. Per- 
sons whose health is not as robust would be giv- 
en priority in the assignment of first-floor apart- 
ments. An elevator would be unnecessary, be- 
cause the rooms of each unit would be on one 
floor only. We hope that Mrs. Murphy's expla- 
nation would eliminate concern about apartment 
layout. 

A reader suggested that a name such as “W in- 
chester House” be given to the project, when it 
is completed. This was recommended instead 
of continued reference to “housing for the el- 
derly.” Perhaps ‘‘Winchester House” or some 
other name would be desirable as a descriptive 
term for the development. We believe that the 
Winchester Housing Authority will consider this 
thought when it gets to the proper stage of prog- 
ress. 

Housing Authority officials from the other 49 
states and from 25 foreign countries have looked 
to Massachusetts for guidance in meeting their 
housing problems. Such confidence should en- 
courage us as we look ahead to the development 
of W inchester's housing for its senior citizens.

unless it is maintaining law and order,” Mr. 
Rampton continued. 

“Our lives arc shaped by crime. We offer too 
many excuses for crimes committed,” Mr. Ramp- 
ton said, in calling for more feeling for the rights 
of law-abiding citizens and criticizing the lack 
of concern for the victims of crime. 

The remarks of Dr. McLean and Mr. Ramp- 
ton both contained indictments of our permissive 
society. The fruits of this society’s attitudes, cul- 
tivated in the last decade or two, arc being har- 
vested today in the form of drug problems, dis- 
ruptions, violence, robberies, bombings, murders, 
destruction, anarchy, treason, and hatred. Revo- 
lution is openly advocated by some of the prod- 
ucts of our permissive society. 

The proponents of permissiveness have gone 
largely unchallenged by parents ami others who, 
in the past, regarded their theories as virtually 
sacrosanct. Permissive parents defied others who 
might question their methods. Now, these par- 
ents. together with the whole society, silenced 
by them before, are paying a tragic priec. 

Permissiveness is not, of course, the sole cause 
of the problems we faec. it has, however, been 
a major factor. 

We have seen the results of permissiveness. 
We have read what Dr. McLean and Mr. Ramp- 
ton have suid of the effects it has had on our 
society. What we can learn from all of this may 
help guide our future attitudes and actions to- 
ward an improved society.

What Happens 
To Raked Leaves 
Reader's Worry 

Editor of the Star: 

I am enclosing a cony of a letter 
to the “Herald Traveler’s Readers 
Write” section of the Boston Her- 
ald Traveler, October 19, 1970 is- 
sue and written by a Frederick E. 
Kimball, Chelmsford, Massachu- 
setts, on the subject of “What 
happens to raked leaves.” 

This letter is very timely and 
points up a real problem to be 
faced by many people in many 
neighborheads. or sections, of our 
Towns — particularly, next year. 
It caught my eye immediately, for 
in our area we have numerous 
trees, mostly of the oak family. I 
could literally become buried with 
oak leaves without being able to 
bum them. 

One might advise making a com- 
post pile, but then I do not have 
the space. Most of our yard is in 
front of the house. I suppose I 
could make a big pile in the mid- 
dle of the lawn. What about using 
leaf bags? That might be a good 
idea for an area where there are 
not too many trees, but for us here 
it would be a back-breaking, time 
consuming job. 

Oak leaves keep coming down all 
Fall and some stay on the tree 
until Spring. Therefore, removal 
is not a “one shot” proposition. It 
is a continuous job. If you let them 
accumulate and in the meantime it 
rains some, removal becomes a real 
burdensome task. The leaves are 
large: and if allowed to pile up, 
they become real heavy and hard 
to handle. 

One might advise hiring some 
one to cart the leaves away. From 
my experience with this method, 
one could go broke. And, then, one 
has the problem of getting some 
one to do the job. As I have said, 
it is not a ‘one shot’ deal. And, the 
raking of the leaves has to, or 
should, be coordinated with their 
removal, or disposal. 

Some of us in this area are real- 
ly concerned. I have been burning 
leaves in this neighborhood for 
some 20 years — some of my 
neighbors for an even longer per- 
iod of time. Now — where do we 
go? The street is a private way 
maintained by the neighbors. I 
have not discussed the problem 
with the Street Department, but 
it would be fine if they said “pile 
the leaves in your driveway, or 
some accessible .place in your yard, 
and we will come up with one of 
our vacuum type leaf loaders 
from time to time and remove 
them for you.” However. I think I 
know what they would tell me. As 
I understand it, the Town now only 
removes leaves from the gutters 
and aprons and that homeowners 
are not supposed to rake their 
leaves into the streets. 

Incidentally, on the assumpt’on 
that the Town is not going to help 
us, a hustling contractor with a 
couple of dump trucks and with the 
purchase of a trailer-mounted vac- 
uum type leaf loader (like the 
Town’s but perhaps even more 
powerful) could, in niy opinion, 
really develop a profitable opera-, 
tion. Sectional demountable enclo- 
sures of plywood and screening 
are made up for the dump trucks. 
The leaf loader is hooked up to the 
truck. When one truck is filled up, 
unhitch, take to the disposal area, 
and then hook up the other truck. 
It can be a fast operation. Of 
course, arrangements would have 
to be made by the contractor to find 
a disposal area, and I would think 
the Town would cooperate in this 
matter. 

We have be'.n particularly con- 
scious of our problem since last 
Fall and early this Spring and Fall, 
for some one has been “blowing the 
whistle” on us. As stated, we have 
been burning leaves foi many years 
here, and incidentally this Fall it 
has usually been done under a per- 
mit. All of a sudden, some one in 
the area decides that they will 
inform the police, or Fire Depart- 
ment, that we are burning leaves. 
So — suddenly somebody becomes 
“anti-pollution happy" and are 
giving us a hard time. 

I do understand that after July, 
1971 the burning of leaves is to be 
banned by law. Sorry, but I cannot 
become excited about the seasonal 
pollution from the burning of 
leaves, especially under favorable 
weather conditions. I second the 
suggestion tliat special dispensa- 
tion from the ban should Ik? given 
to householders to burn leavi-.x dur- 
ing specified periods in the Fall 
and Spring when weather ve ndi- 
tions are favorable. I wonder how 
many people in the same situation 
as ourselves have given this prob- 
lem any real consideration.

Dog Injured, 
Statue Removed 
In Vandals' Aets 

Editor of the Star: 

I shall be grateful if you and 
your readers can help me prevent 
a catastrophe which may concern 
them. 

The exterior of my property will 
show the indignities to which I 
have been subjected for over six 
years. The last two misdemeanors 
show that the vandals have extend- 
ed their activities. 

Both show that my personal ac- 
tivities are subjected to such mi- 
nute surveillance as to constitute, 
on the part of watchers, an inva- 
sion of privacy; the last offense, a 
malicious trespass, took place and 
was carried out because of an in- 
timate knowledge of my adjoining 
properties. 

On August 31, my small dog, an 
Irish terrier, which I keep in my 
fenced-in garden, was run over be- 
cause his would-be destroyers op- 
ened the gates after dark, ensuring 
that my dog would get out and be 
run over, ns was the case, shortly 
after 9 p.m. His leg was broken 
and he was injured internally. In 
spite of the fact that I have paid 
$47.50 in veterinary’s bills, the in- 
ternal injury cannot be cured. 

The next vandalism, which took 
place on Saturday night, Novem- 
ber 7, could have had the most 
appalling consequences. 

I have in my garden a charming 
stone figure of the Holy Mother. It 
weighs something under 150 
pounds. This figure was stolen 
(the gates were locked) during the 
night. I estimate that at least 
four tall youths or men were in- 
volved. It was then carried down 
Rangeley Road for perhaps 200 
feet. A very heavy stone marker, 
weighing perhaps 150 pounds, was 
removed from an adjoining proper- 
ty. placed in the middle of the road 
and the figure of the Holy Mother 
placed on top of it where it was 
found on Sunday morning. 

Mr. Editor, here an obstruction 
of some 300 pounds was placed in 
the centre of the narrow Rangeley 
Road, just beyond the view of a 
motorist turning into Rangeley 
but too close for him* to have time 
to stop. At best, the result would 
have been a damaged car, at worst, 
crippled or killed passengers and 
a damaged car. 

The vandals could and would be 
punished but who, Mr. Editor, 
could revive those innocent dead 
or restore those crippled by this 
wanton act? 

Will you and your readers please 
help in preventing such possible 
tragedies by telephoning to the 
Polioe about any untoward activi- 
ties in their vicinity, especially 
after dark?

Reader Analyzes 
Representative 
Contest Vote 

Editor of the Star: 

On the editorial page of Novem- 
ber 5, The Star offered its con- 
gratulations to Representative 
Chadwick and his recent opponent, 
Kenneth Trevett. 

In doing so, The Star stated 
that Mr. Chadwick’s victory “in- 
dicates the satisfaction of the ma- 
jority of Winchester voters with 
his political philosophy and poli- 
cies.” Having just done a rather 
thorough analysis of the contest 
for state representative, I am com- 
pelled to challenge that statement. 

Obviously, space does not per- 
mit me to detail or discuss all 
the many ramifications of the cam- 
paign and election in a letter. I 
am conrvineed they are indicative 
of a growing independence, which 
is characterized by: increasing 

dissatisfaction with the status 
quo, and a willingness to consider 
necessary change; a desire to lis- 
ten and hear, but a wish to be 
heard in return; a tendency to ex- 
pect reasonable and legitim :ite dis- 
agreement with philosophy and 
policy to produce something more 
than lectures. The voters of Win- 
chester are not marching in politi- 
cal lock-step. 

I can, however, cite some salient 
statistics, which I believe are im- 
portant to the argument that while 
Mr. Chadwick was re-elected to 
represent us, he is not necessarily 
representative of us. By “us” I 
mean the voters of Winchester, 
the majority of whom did not re- 
turn Mr. Chadwick to office. 

Certain factors are vital to sta- 
tistical election analysis. They in- 
clude: 1. the number of eligible 
voters (the electorate); 2. the 
number voting (participants); 3. 
the number voting for a particular 
office (determinors) ; 4. the num- 
ber not voting for an office 
(blanks); 5. the magnitude and 
comparison of proportions (major- 
ity and minority; current and 
past). 

At the close of registration 
prior to this election, Winchester 
had 11,624 eligible voters. On elec- 
tion day, 9,132 (79.2%) went to 
the polls or returned absentee bal- 
lots, and 2,392 (20.8% ) did not 
participate. 

In addition to the 20.8 percent 


not participating, 5.4 percent of 
the electorate blanked the office of 
state representative. The election 
was determined by 73.8 percent of 
the electorate. 

Interest in the contest for state 
representative was second only to 
that for governor and lieutenant 
governor. Of the 8,512 votes which 
determined the office, Mr.* Trevett 
received 3,899, or 33.8 percent of 
the electorate. Mr. Chadwick re- 
ceived 4,613, or 40 percent of the 
electorate. 

Of the 9,132 who participated 
in the election, 6.8 percent blank- 
ed the office; Mr. Trevett received 
42.7 percent; Mr. Chadwick re- 
ceived 50 J5 percent. 

Of the 8,512 who determined 
the election, Mr. Trevett was cho- 
sen by 46 percent and Mr. Chad- 
wick by 54 percent. The 714 vote 
majority constituted a narrow 
margin of 8 percent. 

One can speculate from now to 
the next election about the various 
reasons for voters not participat- 
ing, or blanking. It remains, how- 
ever. that while Mr. Chadwick won 
the battle, he apparently lost the 
war. Despite the win, he barely 
escaped being chosen by a minor- 
ity of those who (by their partici- 
pation) held the election in their 
hands. 

For the first time in the seven 
elections where he was challenged 
(six others went unchallenged), 
support from only 40 percent of 
the voters makes Mr. Chadwick a 
minority representative.

Aberjona River 
Is Protected By 
Law From 1911 

Editor of the Star: 

Cliches are such poor substitutes 
for thought. Nonetheless, I’m go- 
ing to risk modifying one, to see 
where it takes us. 

Let’s consider “Law In Order 
. . .” Law In Order to accomplish 
certain goals. Our laws are bound 
up with our society’s goals. Of 
course, when society changes, some 
laws outlive their usefulness. Wit- 
ness the laws concerning pasturing 
cows in Boston. 

Let us all take a look at one 
Massachusetts law that is de- 
scribed below. While you are read- 
ing it, please decide what it was 
created to do. Then decide if it 
has outgrown its usefulness. 
Should this law be discarded? 
Changed? Should this law be im- 
plemented ? To my knowledge it 
has been totally ignored. 

Here is Chapter 291 in its en- 
tirety. Please read it to the end. 

An Act To Provide For The Pro- 
tection Of The Public Health In 
The Vicinity Of The Towns Of 
Winchester And Stoneham, And 
The City Of Woburn. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: . 

Section I. The state board of 
health is hereby authorized and 
directed to prohibit the entrance 
or discharge of sewage into any 
part of Aberjona River, or its 
tributaries, and to prevent the en- 
trance or discharge therein of any 
other substance which might be 
injurious to public health or might 
tend to create a public nuisance. 

Section II. The board shall con- 
sult and advise with the owner of 
any factory or other establishment 
situated on or near the said river 
or any of its tributaries, at his 
request or of its own motion, as to 
the best practicable and reasonably 
available means of rendering the 
waste or refuse therefrom harm- 
less. 

Section III. The supreme judicial 
court or any justice thereof, and 
the superior court or any justice 
thereof, shall have jurisdiction in 
equity to enforce the provisions 
of thus act, and any order made by 
the state board of health in con- 
formity therewith. Proceedings to 
enforce any such order shall be 
instituted and prosecuted by the 
attorney general upon the request 
of the state board of health. 

Section IV. Whoever permits 
the entrance or discharge into any 
part of Aberjona River, or its tri- 
butaries, of sewage or of any 
other substance injurious to public 
health or tending to create a pub- 
lic nuisance shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding five hundred 
dollars for each offense. 

Section V. This act shall take 
effect on the first day of July in 
the ycur nineteen hundred and 
eleven.

JOSEPH 


by Mervjpi Jones 

“From the start Joe had the character as well as 
the body of a healthy child . . .

“He was not at all early in crawling or walking 
or talking. But if he did not rush into these 
achievements, he did not stumble into them ei- 
ther. Each seemed to he prepared in secret and 
resolved upon with deliberation, as if he could 
have tried sooner but chose to wait until he was 
sure of doing it properly . . . 


“Joe was a well-behaved child, but it had noth- 
least crisp, which would not lie flat but stood up 
like the fur of an animal. 1 1 is eyes were . . . 
small and black . . . they could be very still. 
When Joe was quiet and thinking hard . . . the 
impression, a little disturbing, was that no one 
else could see his eyes, but his eyes could see 
everyone. 

“Joe was a well-behaved child,, but this had noth- 
ing to do with obedience. It was his own choice 
not to be mischievous or oven playful.” 

The man Joseph was not very different from the 
child described above. Mervyn Jones has taken the 
life of Joseph Stalin and made it into a highly read- 
able novel of revolution, power and individual trag- 
edy. It seems unfortunate to this reader that Jones 
has attempted to universalize this historic interlude 
by omitting place names and fictionalizing presonali- 
ties since the identity of the central character is so 
obvious that the render must perforce relate Russian 
history to the book at hand. However, by consulting 
the Appendix “Fact and Fietion” one ean easily be- 
come acclimatized to the altered environment. 

There is a long tradition in fiction which accepts 
the invention of history in order to create an arnhi- 
ence of truth, and “Joseph” is well within that tradi- 
tion. The novel cannot be depended upon for a wholly 
accurate chronology of the revolution and the mod- 
ernization of Russia, but the portraits drawn of 
Joseph and his associates are by and large convinc- 
ing. Mervyn Jones is a master craftsman of char- 
acter portrayal and has created vivid personalities 
from sketchy historical information. The description 
of 1 his mother when he returns to her after six years 
in the seminary, for example, conveys a photographic 
image. 

“Her appearance, though he had prepared him- 
self, shocked him. Her face was wrinkled, her 
complexion blotchy, her eyes rheumy, her hair 
grey. At thirty-six she looked like an old wom- 
an. At the same age, ladies of leisure were nur- 
turing their beauty, dancing, having love affairs. 

These j^ortf ails are carefully and subtly contrived 
to reflect Joseph’s attitudes and biases, his estrange- 
ment from interpersonal relationships. The descrip- 
tions are adeptly manipulated to reveal as much 
about Joseph as they do about his contemporaries. 

“Joseph” is an engrossing novel despite the feeling 
throughout of deja vu. It is a study of psychological 
and social pressures inexorably bending the man 
Joseph into a tyrant, a murderer, a man obsessed. 
There is no mystery, but lots of intrigug here.

The Winchester Police Depart- 
ment ambulance was called to use 
several times recently to aid per- 
sons injured in motor vehicle acci- 
dents. 

Shortly before midnight Tues- 
day. November 10. according to the 
police report filed by Officer John 
J. Frongillo, William P. Francis of 
Burlington was observed to be 
bleeding from the mouth following 
a collision with a utility pole on 
Bacon Street approximately 100 
feet north of Central.

Elderly Housing 

Agreement was made by the 
Board to draft a letter to the 
Board of Selectmen concerning 
the Winchester Housing Author- 
ity’s request to have the land 
off Palmer Street utilized as a 
site for an elderly housing pro- 
ject. 

The 3.53 acres cited is present- 
ly residential a*nd owned by the 
Cemetery Commission, while con- 
trolled by the Park Commission. 
The Board noted a letter from 
the Cemetery Commissioners 
suggesting that ownership of 
this land be transferred to the 
Board of Selectmen. 

Under the proposed zoning this 
region is designated as an SCI- 
0.15 District (“intended primari- 
ly as public use districts in which 
the predominant purposes for 
the land are for conservational, 
educational, institutional, and re- 
creational uses”). 

To be utilized for an elderly 
housing project the land would 
have to be zoned as an RA-12Q 
District (“intended as districts 
where groups of apartment hou- 
ses of various types may be ar- 
ranged on large lots to provide 
desirable developments compati- 
ble with adjacent residential 
neighborhoods”). 

Answering a question from the 
audience. Chairman Schaefer re- 
ported that consideration of the 
land off Waterfield Road for such 
housing was in anticipation of 
the need for an additional pro- 
ject in the future, not as a sub- 
stitute site. 

Revisions 

The Board also came to unani- 
mous agreement concerning its 
recommendations on those chan- 
ges by Town Counsel Leonard 
Mullen on the Proposed Zoning 
By-Law. 

Later in the evening discussion 
was undertaken with citizens at- 
tending the meeting on aspects 
of zoning. Speaking on multiple- 
use apartment zoning, Mrs. A. J. 
Von Lazar suggested that par- 
ticularly in the proposed outlying 
garden apartments “alienation”

by not providing for outlets such 
as convenience shops, etc. 

Noting that the trend in mod- 
ern zoning was toward elimina- 
tion of multiple-use apartments. 
Mr. Schaefer said that generally 
citizens feel that apartments arc 
commercial institutions and that 
the Planning Board was trying 
to “assure the residential charac- 
ter of apartment districts” in 
Winchester. A possible exception, 
he felt, might be such small 
shops in the outlying zones. 

Concerning this discussion 
Board member Spiller remarked 
that economically this “isn’t fea- 
sible,” and that none presently 
exist in Greater Boston. 

Mrs. Paul Schneller was also 
interested in business-apartment 
combinations, especially along 
Main Street where an economic 
use of land might be affected. 

In each case Chairman Schae- 
fer envisioned the practical dan- 
ger of “marginal quality”, estab- 
lishments when sueh projects 
were placed in the hands of busi- 
ness developers. 

In other matters that evening 
correspondence included a com- 
munication from Winchester Fire 
Chief I. .Francis Am wo concern- 
ing 'the incorporation of' a Flrh 
Prevention code with the' A>nrfi'g- 
by-law. It was agreed with tile 
advice of Consultant Ketchtfm 
that the zoning by-law was not 
the proper place for such a code.

Latin Politics 
Series Started 
By. A. von Lazar 

In this age of accelerated eco- 
nomic ami social change, the Uni- 
ted States should not expect politi- 
cal serenity and harmony — but 
rather instability — in Latin A- 
merica. 

This is the contention of Arpad 
.. . von Lazar, 91 Church Street, as- 
sociate professor of international 
politics at Tufts University’s 
Fletcher School of Law and Diplo- 
macy in his newest book “Latin 
American Politics: A Primer” 

(Allyn anti Bacon, 1971). The book 
is the first in a series of eight 
volumes that will treat modern 
political and cultural reform in 
seven Latin American countries. 

"The degree of alienation, social 
brutalization, and cultural vandal- 
ism that has been the lot of the 
common man in the countries of 
.utin America,” says Mr. von La- 
zar irt the book, “will not be erased 
merely by means of economic im- 
provements and physical changes 
in livine conditions. 

“Surely, if there is no decent 
housing, if sanitation facilities are 
lacking, if there is not enough 
food to go around in the family, 
the system simply will have to try 
to provide these. On the other 
hand, what lies beyond the mere 
satisfaction of basic needs and de- 
mands involves the quality of life 
that man envisages through his 
participation in the social process.” 

Mr. Von Lazar, whose 1969 book. 
“Reform and Revolution.” has 
been adopted by more than 60 U.S. 
universities, argues that the tradi- 
tional ideological terms of social- 
ism, communism, or democracy 
have no practical relevance within 
the Latin American setting. The 
two great concerns are the inequi 
table distribution of income and 
the quest of the broad masses, 
especially peasants, to gain ad- 
mission to society’s system. 

A native of Hungary, Mr. von 
Lazar received his doctorate in 
political science at the University 
of North Carolina, and taught at 
Vanderbilt University before com- 
ing to Tufts in 1967. He and his 
wife, Nancy, have two children.

Commemorative 
Stamp Issued 

A great moment in American 
history will be re-enacted Satur- 
day, November 21, in Plymouth, 
as part of the ceremony dedicating 
“The Landing of the Pilgrims” 
commemorative stamp issued by 
the United States Postal Service. 

The formal dedication will take 
place at Plymouth Memorial Hall 
at 11 a.m. with Henry Lehne, As- 
sistant Postmaster General for 
Facilities, delivering the principal 
address and presenting special 
honorary albums of the six-cent 
postage stamp. 

Regional Director William F. 
Bolger. top postal official in New 
England; Congressman Hastings 
Keith, and Plymouth Postmaster 
! Francis P. Shea wil also speak in 
I this highlight event of the 350th 
anniversary celebration. 

Re-enactment of the signing of 
the historic Mayflower Compact, 
the Pilgrim document that was to 
have such a profound effect on 
American life, will take place a- 
boanl Mayflower II as part of a 
I colorful parade to precede the 
ceremony. 

An appropriately - costumed 
group known as Pilgrims’ Pro- 
gress, the Plymouth-Carver High 
School Band and the 350th Choir 
will head the march which will 
start from the town square at 
9:50 a.m. After passing Plymouth 
Rock a handful of “pilgrims” will 
board the tiny ship. A loudspeaker 
system will record the occasion for 
the audience on the dock.

Governor Francis W. Sargent of 
Massac/nusetts has issued a pro- 
clamation setting aside the date 
as Mayflower Compact Day. Re- 
search by a member of his staff re- 
vealed that this marks the first 
such proclamation in the Common- 
wealth since the Pilgrims estab- 
lished their colony in Plymouth, 
December 26, 1620, following an 
81-day crossing by the band of 
102 . 

Because November 21 is the date 
the pilgrims stepped ashore at 
Provincetown, before moving on 
to Plymouth, a brief ceremony will 
also be held at Provincetown later 
the same day. 

The Plymouth 350th Anniver- 
sary Committee, John G. Talcott 
Jr., chairman, and the Province- 
town 350th Anniversary Commit- 
tee, John C. Snow, chairman, are 
sponsoring the events in their re- 
spective cities. 

The public is welcome and ad- 
mission is free. 

Following the activity aboard 
Mayflower II in Plymouth, the 
line of march will resume and the 
parade will head to Memorial Hall 
where the band and choir will per- 
form again as part of the formal 
program. 

The vertical stamp was designed 
by Mark English of Georgetown, 
Connecticut. 

It shows a group of Pilgrims in 
the foreground, garbed in black 
and white. In the background is 
the Mayflower. Vertical right is 
inscribed “1620 The Landing of the 
Pilgrims.” Across the bottom is 
“U.S. Postage 6 Cents.” 

Collectors desiring first day can- 
cellations may send addressed en- 
velopes, together with remittance 
to cover the cost of the stamps to 
be affixed, to Postmaster, Ply- 
mouth, Massachusetts 02360. Per- 
sonal checks will not be accepted 
in payment. 

The outside envelope should be 
endorsed “First Day Covers May- 
flower Landing Stamp.” Orders 
for covers must not include re- 
quests for uncanceled stamps.

| Judging from the number of 
I big-ticket household accessories 
| that Middlesex County families 
i have been acquiring during the I 
I ast few years, living standards 
I are on the rise locally, 
i Their purchases of dishwashers, 

; air conditioners, stereophonic 
equipment, cars and other high- i 
priced equipment have been climb- J 
ing steadily since 1969. 

! It is directly attributable to the 
1 income gains chalked up in the 
period by most local families. 

I The extent to which ownership 
of automobiles and household ap- 
pliances has increased is based 
upon a special sample survey made 
by the Department of Commerce 
and data from other sources. 

Their figures show that there is 
i» direct relationship between a 
family's earning capacity and the 
amount of expensive durables that 
it amasses over the years. 

In Middlesex County, on the 
strength of these findings, 27.8 
percent of local families are own- 
ers of two or more cars at present. 
This compares with 18.3 percent in 
1960. 

In the Northeastern States as a 
whole, 25.2 percent have more 
than one car. 

There has been a marked- in- 
crease, also, in the number of 
families with television sets. This 
has been due. to a large extent, 
to the growth of color TV. 

Approximately 97.0 percent of 
the households in the local area 
now have television sets, as com- 
pared with 94.1 percent in 1960. 

Similarly, more homes are equip- 
ped with washing machines than 
was the case then. Ownership in 
Middlesex County’s regional area 
is placed at 68.3 perecent. 

This relates only to outright 
ownership. Actually, the propor- 


thm of families that have wash- 
ing machines available to them is 
greater than that because many 
rental units are equipped with 
them. 

The survey, which presents data 
on a national and regional baais, 
also shows an increase in the pro- 
portion of families with clothes 
dryers, hi-fi sets, and freezer unite. 
Home ownership has also been on 
the rise. 

All of it has been made possible 
by incomes that have gone up suf- 
ficiently, after absorbing the in- 
crease in. living costs, to provide 
these extras. ( Park Row News

INSIGHTS

In the weeks ahead it will be my pleasure to visit with you in the 
Star and in this my introductory column it seems only fitting that ice 
explore the subject of automobile insurance in the Commonwealth. 


The upshot of all this Massachu- 
setts auto insurance dilemma is 
that several of the major insur- 
ance companies have told the Gov- 
ernor that under an across-the- 
board 15% reduction they cannot 
continue to do business in the 
Commonwealth. If this happens 
the remaining insurance companies 
will be forced to leave, too. They 
could not possibly absorb the busi- 
ness left by the others and particu- 
larly the so-called assigned risk 
business. 

Think of the effect on the al- 
ready sagging Massachusetts econ- 
omy: 

60,000 people out of a job . . . 
60,000 salaries no longer being 
pumped into our Massachusetts 
economy. 

Taxes on premiums now being 
paid by insurance companies doing 
Massachusetts auto business a- 
mount to $37,000,000. 

While the renowned economist, 
Paul Samuelson does not forecast 


national depression in the years 
ahead, Massachusetts could easily 
slide into the deepest recession 
you and I have ever seen. 

These losses in state revenue 
will have to be made-up some- 
where and most of us are by now 
painfully aware of whose ox is 
going to be gored then . . . Per- 
haps even more hairy is the prob- 
lem of attracting new industry to 
Massachusetts or the expansion of 
our existing Massachusetts firms. 
With the taxes we already have 
and the increase that could result 
from a $37,000,000 loss in revenue 
we’re going to be in sorry shape 
indeed.

Visiting Nurses 
Review Problems 
Of The Elderly 

The Winchester Visiting Nurse 
Association held its November 
Board meeting in the Unitarian 
Church Friday, November 13. 

Director of Nurses Miss Gloria 
Pearson noted that the vision and 
hearing tests have been completed 
throughout Winchester schools. 
She thanked volunteers of the As- 
sociation who helped the staff with 
this program and also with the 
mumps vaccine clinic at which 
921 children were immunized. 

Mrs. Frank Zovickian, chairman 
of education, introduced the guest 
speaker Mrs. Ruth Alpert, director 
of social services at the Hebrew 
Rehabilitation Center for the Aged 
in Boston. She spoke on the com- 
mon problems of the elderly. Her 
facts were taken from a study 
mu’ 1 of 300 Jewish elderly people 
in Boston. 

Noting that some problems of 
this group are unique, Mrs. Alpert 
also outlined the general problems 
and needs of all elderly persons. 
Unsatisfactory living arrange- 
ments and failing health were 
most common. For those in nurs- 
ing homes, care was adequate, but 
recreation and other diversions 
were lacking. 

Those people needing skilled 
continuous care were at a disad- 
vantage because of inadequate 
beds, personnel, and funds in nurs- 
ing homes. Mrs. Alpert said most 
of the people in nursing homes do 
receive adequate medical care. 

For those elderly people who 
need little or no supervision, Mrs. 
Alpert stated that perhaps a fos- 
ter iiome would be a satisfactory 
arrangement. 

There is real need for volunteer 
groups to help aged persons by 
jtuking walks with them, taking 
them for a ride or other transpor- 
tation, and by helping with mov- 
ing (packing, hanging curtains, 
etc.), as well as other activities. 

Mrs. Alpert described several 
federally funded projects, some of 
which were untapped, that could 
benefit the elderly and in so doing 
benefit the community as a whole.

Zoning Changes 

The owners of Craftsmen Real 
Estate Trust, Winchester Electri- 
cal Service, Craftsmen Associates, 
and Craftsmen Construction Cor- 
poration of 24 White Street have 
voiced opposition to changes re- 
commended under the proposed 
Town Zoning By-Law. 

Joseph F. Fitzpatrick of Row- 
ley and Albert Petto of Stoneham 
wrote two letters to the Planning 
Board criticizing the proposal. 
Copies of both letters went to the 
Board of Selectmen and the Star. 
In their covering letter to the 
Selectmen, Mr. Fitzpatrick and 
Mr. Petto said that they planned 
to advise the Town Meeting mem- 
bers of their feelings. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick and Mr. Petto 
said that they had been in busi- 
ness since April 4, 1949, had work- 
ed long hours, and have average 
incomes. 

“In 1951, we purchased prop- 
erty at 24 White Street. The prop- 
erty is zoned part industrial and 
part residential,” they wrote. "In 
1957 we purchased the property 
at 34 White Street, a two-family 
residence which is zoned in a like 
manner. 

“With one or two exceptions, 
we have, each year, made some 
major improvements to both the 
properties and our organization. 
For instance, one year the land 
area between our building ami 
White Street was regraded; gravel 
placed, paved, and landscaped; 
new heating in 24 White Street 
another year: two heating plants 
in 34 White Street another; reno- | 
vation one apartment one year; 
major renovation, the other apart- 
ment in 1970 — complete new offi- 
ces, 24 White Street, another year 
. . .” they continued. 

In commenting on the proposed 
zoning changes, Mr. Fitzpatrick 
and Mr. Petto wrote in part, “If 
the judgment is made to correct 
the inadequate former plan then 
let the Town of Winchester ap- 
proach the problem in the proper 
manner: purchase the questioned.

Witnesses’ 
Convention 
Cites 1970’s 

The question. “Who will conquer 
the world in the 1970’s?” was 
answered to an overflow crowd of 
2191 attending a three-day conven- 
tion held by Jehovah’s Witnesses 
at the Fitchburg High School re- 
cently. The program was under 
the direction of Watchtower So- 
ciety District Supervisor, Harry 
A. Fetzik, who is currently serving 
the New r England states and New 
York. 

Stressing the theme. “The Word 
of God Is Alive!” the assembly 
program presented application of 
the Bible as being especially valu- 
able in this modern age. Although 
Witnesses attend five Bible study 
meetings each week, regular fami- 
ly home Bible study conducted by 
the family head, the father, was 
urged. 

On Saturday morning 32 were 
added to the steadily increasing 
number of Jehovah’s Witnesses. In 
1970 over 153,000 were baptized 
worldwide. A talk outlined the re- 
sponsibilities of a Christum vow to 
Jehovah God. 

The evening was planned to help 
those baptized become effective 
teachers of the Bible. Mr. Fetzik 
directed a model practice session 
which demonstrated how assistance 
can be offered to new and less-ex- 
perienced persons. 

Sunday, in answer to the ques- 
tion “Who Will Conquer the World 
in the 1970’s?” Mr. Fetzik stated: 
“Neither of the major blocs of 
nations striving for physical con- 
quest of the world i^ill succeed m 
doing so.” He referred to the con- 
quering Jesus did while on earth, 
and spoke of a literal conquering 
by God at the ‘war of Armageddon, 
wherein human preventers of 
peace on earth will be eliminated.

Zoning is the process of dividing , 
cities into districts or zones. This ' 
is done on the basis of how the 
land is used. The town may decide, 
within reasonable limits, what 
types of buildings can be construct- 
ed. It may 'also specify what the 
property can be used for. 

Zoning seeks to promote the 
health, safety, and welfare of the 
citizens. Districts are usually zoned 
as residential, commercial, or in- 
dustrial. Single residences can be 
built in almost any area. 

Commercial uses may appear in 
industrial areas. However, they 
usually cannot be introduced in a 
residential zone. There are occa- 
sional exceptions to zoning regu- 
lations. These are called “variance 
permits*’. 


Zoning has a stabilizing in- 
fluence on real estate values. For 
more specific zoning information, 
see your Realtor.

1945 Sachems Swept To 

Convincing Victory , 24-7

A BRIGHT VICTORY 
IN SIGHT FOR

Since Thanksgiving Day pro- 
vided weather which was not 
deemed feasible for even such a 
classic as a Winchester-Woburn 
game the teams did not get into 
action until the following Sat- 
urday. When they did line up 
the Winchester High eleven 
started off in methodical fashion 
to relentlessly roll over the Tan- 
ners, while recording a 24-7 
triumph. 

Capt. Jim Haggerty was cred- 
ited with three touchdowns, with 
the other being scored on a pass 
from West to Dom Jacobellis. 
After getting a comfortable 
three touchdown lead in the 
third period Coach Henry 
Knowlton sent in his reserves. 
The Tanners moved down the 
field with Phil Soave and John 
Fields doing most of the carry- 
ing and the first line returned 
to action for Winchester. How- 
ever, the defense never really 
got settled down and a long cross 


field pass to Fields resulted in 
a touchdown when the Winches- 
ter defenders were out of posi- 
tion and the Tanner back did 
some fancy stepping to cross the 
goal line. He also went over for 
the extra point. 

The outcome of the game was 
about the same as it figured to 
be. The visiting Tanners had 
been having one of their poorer 
seasons and had only two vic- 
tories over little St. Clement’s 
of Somerville and Stoneham and 
a 7-7 tie with Watertown, 
against four defeats. They had 
scored only seven touchdowns 
during the entire season and had 
been trounced by Reading and 
Wakefield in lopsided shutouts. 
The opposition had tallied 156 
points to their 51. The Winches- 
ter eleven had six wins, one loss 
to Framingham, and a scoreless 
tie with Wakefield. Their point 
totals read Winchester 102, op- 
ponents 38. 


Over the preceding years the 
series had been very even, with 
eight wins for the Sachems, 
eight for the Tanners, and five 
ties. 

However, the Star reporter, 
in his pregame analysis, caution- 
ed the Winchester tenm against 
overconfidence in the following 
words: "We have seen too many 
good Winchester teams upset by 
so-so Woburn clubs and vice ver- 
sn to try to dope this year’s con- 
test on past form.’’ 

The statistics rather clearly 
show why Winchester came out 
on top since they dominated play 
over the entire game:

(WEIGHTS IN PARENTHESES 
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Winchester Has Edge On Paper— 
But Game Is Played On Field 


It is hazardous to predict 
the outcome of any ancient Tur- 
key Day rivalry, because all too 
•ften the statistics, which have 
been absolutely accurate over the 
Test of the season, do not hold 
true on the day of the big game. 
This has been particularly char- 
acteristic of long standing ad- 
versaries like Malden and Med- 
ford, and Winchester and Wo- 
burn. 

However, since this article is 
being written two weeks in ad- 
vance, one must be realistic and 
pick the Sachems to win quite 
handily. Of course, all this could 
be changed by key injuries to 
either team, the weather, or by 
a Tanner upset of the apparent- 
ly title-bound Wakefield War- 
Tiers. 

Woburn generally has at least 
one surprising game every year, 
and Winchester rooters are hop- 
ing that they play it against 
"Wakefield, rather than keep 
their surprise for Thanksgiving. 


Two years ago they treated the 
Marshall-coached eleven to a 
distasteful holiday. 

Last year they pushed the 
powerful Saugus team to the 
limit before they finally suc- 
cumbed by 3-0. But, barring a 
similar turn of events, it looks 
like a Winchester day. The Sa- 
chem mentor does not enjoy run- 
ning up lopsided scores, but ho 
is a firm believer that the final 
game should be played by the 
seniors to a large part, even 
though he is dressing 15 sopho- 
mores for this game. 

Coach Lennie Hill has worked 
hard to pull the Tanners out of 
their tailspin, and close scrutiny 
of the squad roster reveals that 
he has replaced no less than five 
juniors and seniors with sopho- 
mores, who will be more useful 
to future Woburn elevens. These 
changes of personnel have kept 
the team in a constant state of 
flux, but it will probably have 
jelled, to be at its peak by the 
opening whistle on Thanksgiv- 
ing morning. The Woburn men- 
tor is one of the most versatile

in the coaching profession, and 
he will probably have some spe- 
cial offensive novelties awaiting 
the high riding Winchester team. 

Winchester has rebounded af- 
ter its opening day loss to Wake- 
field, and has won five of its 
next six games, a tie with the 
Stoneham Spartans being its 
only non winning performance. 
It is a strong scoring machine 
which has outscored all opposi- 
tion by nearly 100 points. How- 
ever, there has .been an alipost 
alarming tendency to fumble, 
and to draw penalties at inoppor- 
tune moments. 

Of course the passing game is 
nowhere near as dangerous as it 
has been over the past three 
years, when Mike Gilberti was 
wheeling and dealing. However, 
Tony Adams has come a long 
way at quarterback, and the 
Tanner pass defense must be on 
the alert because the Sachems 
have some excellent receivers, 
and the aerial game has been a 
factor in the Winchester suc- 
cesses in at least three of the 
games played to date. The tri- 


captains, big Bon Dolan, little 
Mike Deshler and shifty Phil 
Sampson, all can run the ball 
well, and give Winchester one of 
the most powerful running 
games in all schoolboy football. 

Looking over the Woburn sta- 
tistics for the first seven games 
reveals that the same erratic 
tendency in holding the ball and 
the same propensity to pick up 
major penalties has characteriz- 
ed the Woburn eleven to date. 
They have shovm a good pass de- 
fense, but the running game is 
anemic by comparison to the 
yardage compiled by the ball tot- 
ers from Winchester. Their rush- 
ing defense also suffers badly by 
comparison, so unless all things 
change a great deal, or Coach 
Hill’s innovations and personnel 
changes work a miracle, it would 
seem that the Sachems should 
be able to roll over Woburn by a 
sizeable margin. 

But to show just how hazard- 
ous such thinking really is, let’s 
take a quick flashback to 1965. 
In that year conditions were al- 
most exactly reversed, with the 


Winchester team having a pre- 
Thanksgiving record of 0-7-1 
while Woburn was 4-2-1. The 
Tanners had totalled 116 points 
and the Sachems had chalked up 
only 38. Bob Varey of the Times 
picked Woburn by two touch- 
downs due to the fact that they 
were “too strong offensively for 
the Sachems.” When the fans 
sat down to their Turkey Day 
dinner it was still Winchester 
0, Woburn 0. 

Such a turn of events in 1965 
seemed improbable, if not im- 
possible, and this year the same 
condition prevails. As has been 
pointed out in the headline, the 
Sachems are much stronger on 
paper, but this means nothing 
in such a titanic struggle. Win- 
chester enters this year’s game 
with a defeat and a tie on its 
record. They were undefeated 
going into the 1968 and 1969 af- 
fairs. You can be certain of one 
thing, they haven’t forgotten 
1968, and they aren’t planning 
to allow the Tanners to repeat 
their upset at Connolly Memorial 
Stadium.

According to the old stories 
about schoolboy football, "The 
clay of the big game dawned cool 
and clear,” but Thanksgiving 
Day, 1945, dawned damp and 
dreary. 

To say that it rained would 
be an understatement. It not 
only rained, but it poured down 
in torrents driven by gale force 
winds. It was not a fit day out 
for man or beast. 

It is vivid in my memory be- 
cause I was at the Malden- Med- 
ford game and was soaked 
through several layers of cloth- 
ing. The Malden punter went 
back to kick and toed the ball 
well and it went high. Along 
came a gust of wind and the 
ball ended up ten yards behind 
the kicker. 

Such was the weather situa- 
tion on Thanksgiving, 1945. 
However, the Winchester and 
Woburn authorities decided that 
■ to play the game would be ridic- 
ulous and dangerous, and post- 
poned action until the following 
Saturday. This was a most unu- 
sual step to take since in all the 
years before the game went on 
come rain, wind, hell, or high 
water. 


In order to be assured of n 
fairly good playing surface, the 
field was usually covered with a 
thick layer of hay for the two 
weeks before Thanksgiving, that 
was removed in the early hours 
of the holiday morning. This 
protected the gridiron from rain 
and snow, but more especially 
frost which might make a very 
hard playing field. 

If snow or rain fell after the 
hay was removed, steps were 
taken to shovel it or sand and 
shavings used to care of puddles. 
The picture of workmen using 
tons of sand and shavings to dry 
up the field in Malden stands out 
in memory as well as use of 
burning oil with sawdust on 
large puddles or muddy areas. 
Even if the day of the big game 
did “dawn cool and clear” the 
sun often melted frozen spots to 
make it extremely slippery. 

The late Henry Hormel, for 
whom the Medford stadium is 
named, was the state record 
holder in the 300 yard run for 
over 30 years. A diminutive scat 
back, he was almost impossible 
to catch once under way. One 
year he met a thawing gridiron 
in the annual Turkey Day classic 


and slipped and slid to over 100 
yards in losses. 

Similarly, the late Johnny 
Messina, also a Mustang, re- 
versed his field several times, 
running well over 150 yards in 
the process, only to slip and fall 
fiat on his face in a mud puddle 
at the ten-yard line with no Mal- 
den player within 20 yards of 
him. 

On the other side of the ledger, 
Captain Joe Murphy of Medford, 
now a school principal, picked 
up a fumbled punt on another 
Thanksgiving Day and rumbled 
06 yards to score without ever 
having a hand laid on him. Joe 
weighed well into the 200 cate- 
gory, but the Malden defenders 
were bogged down by the slip- 
pery field, while the Medford 
leader proved to be a superior 
mudder. 

After the deluge on the holi- 
day in 1945, the Sachems and 
Tanners met at Woburn on the 
following Saturday, but the field 
was still not in ideal condition. 
A biting cold followed the rain 
storms, and the surface was fro- 
zen for the opening whistle, but 
as the sun shone on it and 
thawed the crust the slippery 


and muddy spots became numer- 
ous. To make matters worse, 
there was a helicopter landing 
on the field at half time and 
hordes of curious youngsters and 
adults rushed out onto the grid- 
iron to see it, resulting in the 
second half being played under 
miserable conditions. 

Such was the weather situa- 
tion in 1945, but all’s well that 
ends well, and Winchester’s 
team, coached by Henry Knowl- 
ton, left the field with a well 
deserved 24-7 victory. Tallying 
a touchdown in each of the first 
two periods and following with 
another in the third the Sachems 
were never in danger as they 
rambled to victory. 

Incidentally, the Star of those 
days was full of letters to the 
editor regarding the building of 
a new stadium at Manchester 
Field. Most of them were in fa- 
vor of such a move, but appar- 
ently the authorities did not 
share their enthusiasm. As a 
matter of fact the sports writer 
of that era seems to have sum- 
med up his sentiments in this 
quote from his story, “That’s 
running true to form for Win- 
chester, though.”

School Committee 
Acts On Schedule 
For Renovations 

The Winchester School Committee continued to anticipate the 
proposed schedule of renovations 10 school system buildings in actions 
taken at its Monday night meeting, November 23. 

Due to the accelerated completion of the high school, the Com- 
mittee is recommending the employment of an architect to begin re- 
furbishing plans at McCall Junior High School. Concerning Mystic 
School, educational specifications were approved and the recommenda- 
tion for utilization of the open space concept, depending upon finan- 
cial feasibility, was made. 


A decision on the Town’s par- 
ticipation in a Title III program, 
“Affective Approaches in Advan- 
cing Democratic Human Rela- 
tions,” was deferred for consider- 
ation with other projects under 
discussion in the other expenses 
account. 

Renovations 

Chairman Mrs. Harriet H. Die- 
terich was authorized to write a 
letter to the Permanent Building 
Committee informing it that the 
School Committee suggests that 
an appropriation of $10,000 be 
requested at the Annual Town 
Meeting to employ an architect 
to develop plans for the renewal 
of the vacated high school as a 
modern junior high. 

With completion of the new 
high school possible by January, 
1072, it is anticipated that such 
planning work could be done in 
the spring and summer of 1971. 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Donald A. Klemer noted that Mc- 
Call is still overcrowded, although 
40 of its students are now’ bussed 
to Lynch. By fall of 1972 the 
condition may be critical. 

Discussing the overall time- 
table of school system buildings. 
Committeeman Stephen R. Park- 
hurst termed such scheduling like 
“pieces of a puzzle,” allowing that 
it all depends to some extent on 
Mystic School. 


Lane McGovern, Committee 
member, suggested that before 
such a recommendation be trans- 
mitted to the Permanent Building 
Committee the School Board 
should have some idea of the kind 
of renovations which are desired. 
Assistant Superintendent for Cur- 
riculum and Instruction Walter 
P. Gleason said that this was un- 
der discussion with McCall Princi- 
pal Joseph Forte and that final 
recommendations consistent with 
space utilization might be avail- 
able in approximately two weeks. 

Taking up discussion of the 
Mystic School project, educational 
specifications were approved and 
will be transmitted to the Elemen- 
tary School Building Sub-Commit- 
tee. Also affirmed was a statement 
prepared by Mr. McGovern, “The 
School Committee feels that the 
proposed Mystic School building 
should be along the lines of the 
Muraco and High Street School 
buildings to the extent that it is 
financially feasible to do so. It is 
recognized that the existing build- 
ing and the site may have limita- 
tions which could make complete 
implementation of such a plan too 
expensive.

The Massachusetts Department of Public Works does not permit pedestrian 
control lights to he installed on state highways in communities without a pedestrian control law, he contin- 
ued. Those in existence here wer installed earlier, he added.

Selectmen Hold 
To Budget Cuts 

Several cuts made by Selectmen in 1971 budgets remained in ef- 
fect this week, although board members bad been asked by affected 
departments to reconsider the deleted items. 

Fire Chief I. Francis Antico requested an appearance before the 
board to discuss bis departmental budget. Chief Amico’s budget came 
up for action by the Selectmen last week while the chic! was on vaca- 
tion. 


The Selectmen removed from 
the budget a request for one addi- 
tional lieutenant, another fire- 
fighter, and two more call men. 
The Selectmen also suggested 
that one of two equipment items 
suggested for 1971, replacing a 
rescue truck for $25,000, and in- 
stalling a new chassis on the fire 
alarm truck and repainting the 
vehicle at an estimated cost of 
$7,200, could be deferred until 
1972. The board members said 
that holding up the fire alarm 
chassis project for another year 
might better balance expendi- 
tures for fire equipment. 

Chief Antico said that his goal 
was to “give the town of Win- 
chester a good fire department 
as reasonably as possible.” 

He recalled that the Fire Stu- 
dy Committee, established by the 
Town Meeting, said in 1964 that 
the department was underman- 
ned. Since that time, the number 
of fire personnel has 'not been 
brought up to the recommended 
strength, he said. 

Chief Amico said that he was 
asking that the status quo of his 
department be maintained, so 
that the department does not re- 
gress. He noted that the depart- 
ment would be going on a 42- 
hour week in April, 1971. It is 
now on a 48-hour week. 

The Fire Department has a 
“pretty good fire prevention pro- 


gram going,” Chief Amico said, 
adding that he “would like to 
keep it.” 

One lieutenant serves as an 
inspector for this program, Chief 
Amico said. 

Chief Amico said that he need- 
ed a lieutenant ami captain on 
duty at all times. The depart- 
ment now has four lieutenants. 
A fifth lieutenant is needed in 
order to maintain present ser- 
vices, and to avoid cutting down 
on manpower when the reduced 
work week takes effect, he said. 

Six additional men had been 
requested for bhe 1970 fiscal year 
by Chief Amico. Four were add- 
ed by Selectmen at that time. 
Chief Amico said that he was 
now seeking the addition of the 
other two, which he hail antici- 
pated would be done for the 
1971 fiscal year. 

Chief Amico said that if re- 
placement of the chassis <>n the 
fire alarm truck were delayed 
too long, the department might 
need a completely new truck. 

A plea for restoration of the 
purchase of three civil defense 
radios for the Auxiliary Fire 
Department was also made by 
Chief Amico. He noted that such 
radios are not issued until a man 
has been an auxiliary fireman 
for at least five years. Chiet A- 
mico said that the auxiliary fire- 
men “give me quite a hand. They 
don’t get paid. 1 wish we luid 
more of them.” 
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Students Have 
First Drink At 
13— Mr. Finigan 

The average age at which stu- 
dents have their first drink is 13, 
although they have probably tast- 
ed alcohol as early as age 10, 
Francis X Finigan, director of 
•ience of the Winchester Public 
School^ and president of the Na- 
:ional Science Supervisors Asso- 
ciation, said Monday, November 
23. Mr. Finigan appeared before 
the Governor’s Advisory Council 
to the Office of Comprehensive 
Health Planning in a public hear- 
ing in Lexington. 

The purpose of the hearing was 
to gain first-hand information on 
the effectiveness of current health 
policies, programs, and services 
in the Commonwealth. 

Mr. Finigan was requested to 
testify on the role of education in 
comprehensive health planning. 
He pleaded for an additional 
course of action beyond that of 
rehabilitation, offering prevention 
through education as a vehicle for 
the solution to some of the prob- 
lems in the health area. He point- 
ed out that since monies are limit- 
es, priorities must be carefully 
considered, 

Mr. Finigan stated that the ed- 
ucational aspect of health plan- 
ning is underfinanced. He gave 
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Passage of a pedestrinn control 
law would make walking condi- 
tions safer for school children and 
other pedestrians. Chief Bowler 
maintained. A “walk — don’t walk” 
light would be clearer to hoth mo- 
torists and pedstrians, he said. 
Pedestrians would also have more 
time to cross the street. 

With a pedestrian control lnw 
in effect, police officers would be 
permitted to ticket jaywalkers. 
Such offenses would not give vio- 
lators a criminal record, Chief 
Bowler reassured the Selectmen. 

Fines arc usually small al- 
though in some communities a 
jaywalker refusing to give his 
name or who gives a false name 
to a police officer may be fined 
$15 or $20, he said. Winchester 
police would be lenient in enforc- 
ing the proposed law, Chief Bow- 
ler promised. Woburn has had 
such a law for two years, he con- 
tinued, but he doesn't believe that 
it issues tickets. 

Traffic danger points at which 
a pedestrian control law would 
help, according to Chief Bowler, 
are Washington and Swanton 
Streets, to aid the Muraco School ; 
Washington and Forest Streets; 
Lake and Main Streets; Mount 
Vernon Street and Highland Av- 
enue; and Main Street at the 
Mystic Valley Parkway. 

Selectmen placed the proposal 
in their Town Meeting folder to 
be considered for placing on the 
warrant. 

Juror Chosen 

Chosen by Selectmen for pros- 
pective jury duty was Emilie P. 
Carpenter of 28 Loretta Road. 

Sidewalk curbing orders were 
signed by Selectmen for West 
Chardon Road, Squire Road, Pil- 
grim Drive, Wildwood Street, 
Florence Street, Maxwell Road, 
Ridgefield Road, Myrtle Street, 
and Dennett Road. 

A memorandum of agreement 
between the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Works anti 
Winchester for Chapter 90 road 
work on Forest Street was signed 
by the Selectmen. 

The Selectmen approved a rec- 
ommendation of the Personnel 
Board and Chief of Police Edward 
F. Bowler that police matrons re- 
ceive the same pay rate as school 
traffic officers. 

Mr. Eddy Attends 

Bradford U. Eddy of 20 Bacon 
Street, the board’s representative 
on an ad hoc committee to study 
a 12-month school year for Win- 
chester, met with Selectmen. The 


appointment of Mr. Eddy, a re- 
tired Boston University profes- 
sor, had been recommended by Se- 
lectman Paul F. Amico. 

Chairman Ralph M. Swanson 
expressed to Mr. Eddy the hoard’s 
appreciation for accepting the as- 
signment, which he said was an 
important one. Mr. Swanson de- 
scribed Mr. Eddy as “extremely 
well recommended and thought 
of.” 

Mr. Eddy offered to keep the 
Selectmen posted on the ad hoc 
committee’s progress. He said that 
he was aware that the board was 
concerned with both the cost of 
schools and educational values, as 
Chairman Swanson indicated. His 
committee is hopeful that its rec- 
ommendations can be ready be- 
fore the annual Town Meeting. 
The next committee meeting will 
be held Thursday, December 3. 

Group Insurance 

The Board of Selectmen expects 
to award a contract for Town em- 
ployees’ group insurance Monday 
evening, November 30. 

Mr. and Mrs. Robert Mills of 
74 Sylvester Avenue will be ad- 
vised by Selectmen that an area 
about which they complained will 
be periodically inspected. The 
Board of Health and Building 
Commissioner William B. Mac- 
Donald had reported their find- 
ings on the complaint to the 
board. 

A letter from the Cemetery De- 
partment concerning land it owns 
which might have possibilities for 
Winchester Housing Authority 
use was placed by the board in its 
Town Meeting folder for future 
reference. The Cemetery Depart- 
ment had suggested that the land 
could be transferred to the Select- 
men and remain under the board’s 
control until the Town Meeting 
decided whether it wished to 
transfer it. Attorney Leonard 
Mullen, town counsel, suid that the 
land, which is owned by the Cem- 
etery Department but under the 
care of the Park Department, 
could probably remain where it is 
rather than being transferred to 
the Selectmen. 

M BTA Is Topic 

The Selectmen will acknowledge 
a letter from Miss Madeline Ma- 
noogian of 166 Forest Street con- 
cerning Massachusetts Bay Trans- 
portation Authority matters and 
report detailed findings U> her 
within two weeks. Selectman 
Sherman Saltmarsh Jr. said that 
he will seek answers to Miss Ma- 
noogian’s questions. 

Miss Manoogian suggested that 
MBTA service schedules be posted 
at the Winchester terminal. She 


also said that she was still wait- 
ing for schedules which she had 
asked the MBTA to send to her 
over a week ago. 

The Board of Selectmen voted 
agreement with a Personnel Board 
report on collective bargaining, 
provided one paragraph was de- 
leted. 

To Study Sketches 

Sketches of the proposed juve- 
nile detention quarters at the po- 
lice station were submitted to the 
Selectmen by Chief of Police Ed- 
ward F. Bowler. They had been 
prepared by Architect Arthur 
Rand. They will be studied by the 
Selectmen, for possible Town 
Meeting action. 

The board expects to meet with 
Mr. Rand within the next couple 
of weeks on sketches for the fur- 
ther remodeling of the Town Hall 
office area. Such a project if un- 
dertaken, would also require Town 
Meeting approval. 

Sargent Road Topic 

A letter from Charles B. Teague 
on the Sargent Iload-Highland 
Avenue school traffic situation 
was filed in the Town Meeting 
folder. A traffic officer is tempo- 
rarily assigned for the safety of 
school children at the area.

Town Government Study Committee 
Plan To Save Town $19,060 Yearly 
Weighed By Public 


The Winchester Public Works Council is considering a Town 
Government Study Committee proposal designed to save the town an 
estimated SI 9,060 a year. 

The plan, prepared by Charles M. Evans of Charles M. Ev.'ius and 
Associates, Boston management engineers, was discussed at a joint 
meeting of the Public Works Council and the Town Government 
Study Committee T hursday evening, November 19.

Ralph M. Swanson, chairman 
of the Public Works Council and 
the Board of Selectmen, said that 
the Public Works Council would 
discuss the proposition further at 
its next meeting, at 7:30 p.m., 
Thursday. December 3, in the 
Selectmen’s room at Town Hall. 
A five-year capital equipment 
program, planned by Superinten- 
dent of Streets Robert G. O’Brien 
for the Highway Department, 
will also be a subject at the 
meeting. 

Findings Introduced 

Chairman Paul Chase of the 
Town Government Study Com- 
mittee introduced the preliminary 
findings of the Evans study, 
which contained suggestions o>n 
saving $19,060. Additional find- 
ings will he presented later, Mr. 
Chase said. 

Mr. Chase recalled that in 
1069, the Town Government Stu- 
dy Committee hud proposed crea- 
tion of a town Department of 
Public Works. A DPW would of- 
fer a combined use of labor and 
facilities; and centralized control 
unavailable through separate de- 


portments, according to Mr. 
Chase. 

Noting that the Public Works 
Council had become “very active 
in the last couple of years,” Mr. 
Chase said that unless the Public 
Works Council functions effec- 
tively, there is “no other way" to 
reaoh solutions for such prob- 
lems as collective bargaining and 
snow and ice removal. 

The Public Works Council “is 
one instrument we have to make 
interdepartmental services work 
in this town," Mr. Chase said. 

Mr. Evans Comments 

Mr. Evans suid thut keeping 
the streets open in winter was 
important in Winchester. The 
town has to have an adequate 
labor force always available dur- 
ing thut season for snow remov- 
al, he said. 

When there are no storms, 
Mr. Evans said that it is a good 
policy to huve a backup program, 
with flexibility to assign people 
to it. Such projects us clearing 
brushlumd and stream bunks were 
mentioned by Mr. Evans. 
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Works Council 

What Study Proposes 

Charles M. Evans and Associates, Boston management engineer- 
ing firm, has made suggestions to the Town Government Study Com- 
mittee which it says might save the Town $19,060 a year. 1 he Win- 
chester Public Works Council is studying these recommendations. 
Briefly, they are: 

1. Grounds maintenance would be scheduled by the Winchester 
Public Works Council as a cooperative program, taking advantage of 
available man-hours, not limited to the department having jurisdiction 
over the property. 

2. A night employee would be assigned to handle “first response” 
emergency service for all public works activities, together with some 
work which is scheduled after established quitting time. I he five-day 
work week of one employee would include Saturday and Sunday. 

Grounds maintenance activities which the Town Government Study 
Committee suggested might be included in a cooperative program as 
described in paragraph 1, include: 

a. "Brushing” and tree trimming on watershed lands. 

b. "Spring” and/or “Fall” clean-up of undeveloped cemetery land. 

c. "Brushing” along the banks of waterways. 

d. “Repairs and removals” in the Town Forest. 

e. Cemetery tree care (excluding spraying).

! as an example the fact that in 
New York, in 1969 $1,000,000 was 
spent on drug education, while 
$46,000,000 was spent on drug re- 
habilitation. 

Mr. Finigan commented on the 
status of alcohol, sex, tobacco, and 
drug education in the schools of 
the Commonwealth. He produced 
statistics that indicated that al- 
coholism is now rated the fourth 
major killing illness in America; 
that alcoholism costs the society 
from $4 to $7 billion in economic 
waste annually; that research 
shows that teenagers tend to fol- 
low adult models in their drinking 
patterns and that the average age 
at which students have their first 
drink is 13, although they have 
probably tasted alcohol as early 
as age 10. Mr. Finigan commented 
on drug use and misuse and the 
significance of the fact that ve- 
nereal disease is of epidemic pro- 
portions in the state. 

He proposed a massive educa- 
tional program in all health areas 
and called upon the commission to 
provide the leadership and aid in 
program plunning, development, 
monitoring, and evaluation. 

Among Council members pres- 
ent at the hearing were Dr. Al- 
fred L. Frechette, commission of 
the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health; Dr. Milton Green- 
blatt, commission of the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Mental 
Health; Dr. James Dunning, Har, 
vard School of Dental Medicine; 
William Robinson, executive vice- 
president, Massachusetts Hospi- 
tal Association; Dr. John W. Nor- 
cross, chairman, Board of Gover- 
nors, Lahey Clinic, and Mrs. Har- 
riet Bates, League of Women Vot- 
ers.

Some "Drastic" 
Zoning Changes 
Seen By Reader 

Editor of the Star: 

I would like to express my con- 
cern at some of the drastic zoning 
changes proposed by the Planning 
Board. 

Like most Winchester residents 
and homeowners, I like its green 
beauty. To preserve it, the density 
of people and of cars oannot be 
increased much further. 

Schools are already crowded and 
space almost impossible to get. 
Parking in the shopping areas and 
near the professional offices and 
for commuters at the train station 
is hard to find. 

Town benohes and .tennis courts 
arc jammed. Everywhere our 
roadside trees are dying, probably 
from a combination of exhaust 
fumes, too much asphalt, and too 
much salt, all accelerated by in- 
creased population density. 

Of course, the pleasant greenery 
of Winchester would make rt easy 
to rent apartments here at a good 
profit — until it disappears under 
the ever-growing brick and con- 
crete jungle. The only ones to pro- 
fit from this would be the land 
speculators and builders. For in- 
stance, one of the apartment zone 
parcels is now assessed at about 
$14,000 would probably climb in 
value to as much as $200,000. 

Therefore, I believe that one of 
the Planning Board’s important 
concerns should be to limit popula- 
tion and automobile density by 
prohibiting all high-density, high- 
rise construction in Winchester for 
all time. A so-called mid-rise 10- 
story tower, containing 150 units 
on less than a two-acre lot, is too 
high a density. 

Mid-rise apartments should be 
limited to six stories everywhere 
and the overall allocation decreas- 
ed so that instead of the proposed 
increase of 2,100 apartment dwell- 
ing units in Winchester, an in- 
crease of 700 would be the maxi- 
mum. The construction of one ot 
two hundred dwelling units, pre- 
ferably in the form of garden 
apartments, with occupancy for the 
elderly should be given preference. 

Concerning details, high stan- 
dards for construction of all apart- 
ments would, I think, be most 
beneficial in the long run, to pre- 
vent deterioration. Inadequate con- 
sideration seems to have been gi- 
ven to requiring adequate elevat- 
ors, automatic sprinkler systems, 
indoor fireproof stairways, fire- 
proof exterior construction, and 
provision to make buildings pleas- 
ing by, for Instance, requiring 
elevator shafts, fire escapes, chim- 
neys, TV arttennas, etc. to be 
screened from view. 

The large amount of discretion 
being given to several town boards 
which would permit apartments to 
be built in any zone if a large 
enough area is asembled by a de- 
veloper also seems dangerous. The 
Planning Board’s proposal, al- 
though containing many good de- 
tails, fails to Like some essential 
steps toward preserving our town’s 
environment, and should be amend- 
ed accordingly. 

The site at Rangeley Ridge 
should certainly not be converted 
from RIA to a de facto high-rise 
apartment house district, and no 
apartments over 60 feet high 
should be permitted anywhere. 
Otherwise, the vast majority of 
the town’s residents will suffer 
from increasing urbanization. One 
coliseum is more than enough, and 
I only hope that the Planning 
Board will be responsive to these 
concerns and amend its proposals 
before presenting them at the 
Town Meeting.

Several Causes 
For Drug Use, 
Crime Are Seen 

Editor of the Star: 

• After reading your editorial on 
•the “connection” between permis- 
siveness anti drug use and crime 
(and heaven only knows what 
other evils) 1 would like to speak 
out against what appears to he 
oversimplification ut best, and 
slogan ism at worst. 

First, what do you mean by 
“permissiveness?” Do you actually 
know any parents who willingly 
allow their children to go against 
ethics which the parents consider 
important? I certainly don’t. I do 
know parents who prefer to disci- 
pline their children by love and by 
stern reason instead of beatings. 

I know other very good parents 
who cannot give their children 
hard and Lust rules to live by be- 
cause the times have changed so, 
and even the parents don’t know 
where they stand on all issues — 
and they are honest enough with 
their children to let the children 
see their doubts and fears. I know 
thoughtful, usually “law-abiding” 
parents who cannot ask their sons 
to obey a draft law that requires 
these sons to kill people in a war 
they consider unconscionable. Are 
these your “permissive” parents? 
I doubt it. But who are the “per- 
missive” ones, then? Do' they real- 
ly exist? 

I am far from defending “per- 
missiveness.” I just believe that 
the word has become an excuse to 
keep from looking deeper into the 
causes of drug use and crime a- 
mong our teenagers. Certainly no 
one knows all the causes — or per- 
haps even the main ones. For a 
start, though, we might consider 
such causes as: 

The Vietnam War and the loss 
of belief in the morality and pur- 
pose of our country. 

The changing interpersonal and 
sexuul ethics that have made the 
old rote morality obsolete (with 
no new relevant codes or even 
understanding appearing from the 
older generation to replace them.) 

The heavy “rat-race” academic 
pressure that we impose upon our 
teenagers in order to get them 
into a “good” college. 

The lack of important work for 
older teenagers. (In previous gene- 
rations. “kids” of similar ages 
were raising and supporting fam- 
ilies. Now we ask them to sit like 
docile school children and be 
spoon-fed learning, without letting 
them see any relevancy in what 
they are doing, or feel pride in 
real work.) 

Parents who are so busy suc- 
ceeding in business careers or 
committee work that they cannot 
find the quiet time to slowly (and 
perhaps painfully) build channels 
of communication to their chil- 
dren. 

These are just starters; I’m sure 
you have many other thoughts a- 
bout the causes of teenage crime 
and drug use. Let’s hear about 
them instead of hiding behind the 
magic word “permissiveness.”

BOOK REVIEW

THE AGE OF AQUARIUS 

by William Braden 

Is the contemporary American setting something 
like a giant iceberg, nine-tenths submerged, with just 
what is making it as it is mostly hidden from our 
eye«? When we read the current much-publicized 
magazines and newspapers, do their contents ever 
lead us to conclude (beyond that something is wrong 
with the world) that the events of the academic 
scene, the suburb, and the ghetto are the results of 
a conflict between two cultures, one oriented toward 
the sciences, and the other toward the humanities? 

William Braden has brilliantly analyzed our pres- 
ent culture. He says “This book will argue that the 
Two Cultures conflict can lie seen as a basic factor 
in the Black Power Movement; in the protest of the 
New Left; in the supposed confusion of sexual roles; 
in the development of LSD subculture; in the so- 
called Leap to the East by many drugstore disciples 
of Hinduism and Zen Buddhism; in the current fad- 
dish enthusiasm for astrology, witchcraft, and sen- 
sitivity training; in anti-scientism; in the newly 
emerging emphasis on ecology, environmental con- 
trol, and the often mystical worship of nature; in 
the reassertion of ethnicity; in the now defunct 
Death of God Theology as well as the newer attrac- 
tion referred to as the Theology of Hope. We also 
will argue that all of these phenomena are in one 
way or another related to the question of identity.” 

In his ten chapters, he delineates the technetronic 
society, student movements, the adolescent identity 
crisis, the views of Bettelheim and Richard Flacks on 
student sit-ins, prolonged adolescence, national prior- 
ities and the affluent society, computers and matri- 
archal culture, Black Panthers, hippies, psychedelic 
mysticism, etc. 

He says somo very startling things like, “In our 
own western society, there once were no children. 
There was no such thing ... childhood, let alone ado- 
lescence.” He goes on to show that until about the 
seventeenth century, children were little adults. Life 
has become so complicated since then that there has 
arisen an abyss between the generations starting ear- 
ly in life. This was due to the fact that the life of 
adults has become so complex. But the adolescent 
of an earlier time became a man at an early age — 
maybe 14 years old. He knew who he was. 

“In today’s semi-affluent and highly technical so- 
ciety, however, most young people wait much longer 
for that first pay check — and for all that it implies. 
'The length of preparation for adulthood is increas- 
ing very steadily,’ says the psychologist Kenneth 
Keniston . . . The economy can no longer absorb 
large numbers of unskilled workers; technical spe- 
cialists require more preparation . . . Adolescence 
(like smog) can therefore be viewed as a by-product 
of the technological economy, in a real sense the 
creation of machines.” 

Erik Erickson has described our present-day ( ado- 
lescence as a psychosocial moratorium, or a sanc- 
tioned delay of adult functioning. 

For many this adolescence extends into their twen- 
ties, particularly those from the upper-middle-class 
families. This crisis is usually resolved by fitting 
into some social niche, but not always. There can be 
confusion, avoidance of choices, delinquency, drug- 
taking, or changing society and joining the New Left, 
or dropping out in despair and frustration, or tak- 
ing an LSD trip, or becoming a surfer. 

But others according to Keniston “seek new forms 
of adulthood in which the principled dedication of 
youth to the betterment of society can be continued 
in adult work.” This is part of the humanistic re- 
volt against technology and against the technological 
impulse to manipulate the environment. 

Is the campy Age of Aquarius the popular concept 
of the Theology of Hope? Both are future oriented. 
As if we can’t bear to face the present. Willium 
Braden, though, rubs our nose in it: that maybe 
America is privately afflluent and publicly poor, and 
that cybernation will create a permanently jobless 
and impoverished class. 

Then we’ll really need peace and love to guide the 
stars.

the various parts of the plan, and 
2) the cost involved. . . .” 

Title III 

Presented for the Committee’s 
review was the Title III proposal, 
“Affective Approaches in Advanc- 
ing Democratic Human Relations” 
under the direction of Dr. John S. 
Gibson of 20 Cabot Street and the 
Lincoln Filene Center. Formal ap- 
proval of the Town’s participation 
was deferred for discussion with 
the other expenses account. 

Purposes of the project are the 
development of materials and the 
training of teachers in the contin- 
uing growth of the Center’s Inter- 
group Relations Program. The de- 
sired result is a “humane curricu- 
lum,” “bringing the realities of 
the democratic civic culture closer 
to its ideals.” Group conscious- 
ness, racial understanding, and 
self-awareness through the per- 
sonal inviolvement of students us- 
ing the performing and visual arts 
is anticipated. 

The towns involved would be 
Arlington, Bedford , Boston, 
Brookline, Cambridge, Ilingham, 
Lexington. Quincy, Somerville, 
and Winchester. In a memo from 
Dr. Gleason it is explained that 
the “program staff would work 
directly in the classrooms of the 
participating systems on a rotat- 
ing basis and use demonstrating 
lessons and techniques for weav- 
ing the innovative processes and 
materials in the schools’ curricu- 
lum.” Engagement of students in 
the teaching-learning process, “es- 
pecially small group interactions 
and exchange student visits a- 
mong the schools in the system,” 
would be sought. 

Committee member Mrs. Mary 
A. Mears, citing the past, occasion 
of the Town’s committment to 
SEEM, expressed concern that the 
Committee should “think very 
carefully” before signing the let- 
ter of intent to be filed with the 
Federal government requesting 
funding and participation in the 
ten-town program. 

Mr. McGovern suggested that 
Dr. Gibson be contacted for his 
opinion on what the Town’s ac- 
tual commitment would be in a 
letter of intent. Dr. Klemer felt 
that any final decision on com- 
mitment would rest with each 
school committee. 

Responding to questions from 
the audience the Superintendent 
informed listeners that such a 
program is 'now being utilized 
here in fourth grade social stu- 
dies classes. The new project, Dr. 
Gleason noted, not yet developed, 
would be an extension of the 
current program. 

Costs to the Town are roughly 
approximated as $280 for the 
first year to $1,344 by the third 
year. Winchester’s contribution 
would be pro-rated on the basis 
of 5,000 elementary students. 
Costs shared by the member 
towns would be distributed for 
program personnel, instructional 
resources, inservice education 
programs, etc. 

Several members of the audi- 
ence expressed concern that a 
better understanding of costs, 
curriculum and materials, and 
possible student and teacher ex- 
change should be acquired before 
the program is approved by the 
Committee for further use in 
Winchester. 

Bussing Deferred 

A formal decision concerning 
the existent bussing policy was 
postponed for further study. The 
Administration presented its re- 
commendation for a reaffirma- 
tion of the present policy which 
allows bus transportation only 
for those children living beyond 
the measured mile. This feeling 
was based in part on the diffi- 
culty foreseen in putting students 
off bus routes when children elig- 
ible under the one-mile policy 
applied. 

Disturbed that “expensive bus- 
ses” were being wasted by un- 
filled vacancies, Committeeman 
McGovern, addressing the prob- 
lem of lunchroom supervisors, 
questioned whether one attendant 
might be responsible for all pu- 
pils, rather titan the two antici- 
pated as necessary. 

Assistant Superintendent for 
Personnel Henry B. Perry felt 
that the ratio of one supervisor 
for 42 children, the highest such 
ratio ito date, was “saturation.” 

Suggestions from the audieuwe 
were made that lunchroom at- 
tendants be volunteers, such as 
mothers or high school students 
participating in the open campus 
plan. There was disagreement on 
the success with such volunteers, 
although a member of the Com- 
munity Schools Association noted 
that the library program is oper- 
ating well under volunteer par- 
ents. 

A progress report on the work- 
experience pilot project as of 
November 17 was made to the 
School Committee by Mre. Phyllis 
S. Nannis, counselor in the High 
School guidance department. 
Strengths, weaknesses, and pro- 
posals for its continuation were 
outlined. 

“Several of the students seem 
to have made very positive chan- 
ges and have consistently re- 
ceived accolades from their em- 
ployers," the report cites.

Tentative approval was given 
by the School Committee on the 
rental, cafeteria, and athletic 
budgets. The increase in the ren- 
tal account was described as due 
mainly to the custodial staff sala- 
ry. It was noted that renting of 
school premises as a community 
service did not cover custodial 
salaries involved here. 

In a discussion with Cafeteria 
Manager Mrs. O’Brien increases 
were attributed to salaries and 
labor costs, travel, repair to 
equipment, and a drop in Federal 
commodities payments. While it 
was observed that there was a 
10 percent reduction in the num- 
ber of meals served due to open 
campus, the cost of food has 
caused an increase in expected 
costs. 

The cafeteria budget, Dr. Kle- 
mer informed the audience, is a 
rotating account run as a busi- 
ness enterprise. “Class A” lun- 
ches conforming to State stan- 
dards are served. 

The athletic budget is also a 
rotating account as established 
by the State. The major cause 
for increase here is again due 
to salaries,, particularly those ne- 
gotiated with the coaches. A de- 
crease in the allowance for equip- 
ment and the loss of income from 
this year’s Thanksgiving football 
game were cited as affecting the 
account. 

Personnel matters accepted 
were the resignations of the tea- 
cher and the teaching assistant 
for the emotionally disturlied 
class at High Street School. Ap- 
proval was given this evening to 
Thomas L. Geraty us teacher for 
this class. 

Earlier in the evening Mrs. 
Mary G. Pronski of 128 Washing- 
ton Street received permission 
from the School Committee to 
tape parts of the meeting Held 
at Noonan School. The Commit- 
tee moved into executive session 
following a cull for questions from 
the audience.

in the mode of instruction, as well 
grouping which is responsive 
to changes in students’ abilities, is 
essential in making tracking bene- 
ficial to the student. 

To make it possible for students 
to participate in summer school 
programs without missing any of 
the activities because of the inter- 
ruption of a vacation. Dr. Klemer 
will be recommending a pilot three 
module summer program to extend 
over a six week period. This series 
would provide special enrichment 
projects and field trips that could 
be picked up anti fully enjoyed 
even after an absence for vacation. 
This modular scheduling would ap- 
ply only to special new programs 
other than the Lesley Program or 
the academic “make-up” sessions. 

Dr. Klemer gave details to the 
group of the elementary school 
banking program. The response a- 
mong the elementary students is 
strong with the total student sav- 
ings amounting to $140,000 an 
average of $00 per student ac- 
count. Interest is paid on these ac- 
counts by a local savings bank. 

Responding to another question, 
Superintendent Klemer said that 
generally field trips have been li- 
mited to elementary students be- 
cause there is less difficulty in 
scheduling the time. He agreed 
that secondary students should 
have an opportunity to use our lo- 
cal nature trails for science field 
Studies. Budget considerations 
would indicate that the town 
should purchase a bus which could 
he driven by a custodiun and used 
for field trios ratiher than continu- 
ing to rent busses. 

The Superintendent of Schools 
will be recommending that luruls 
be increased for art programs. In- 
creased student interest at the se- 
condary level has crowded those 
classes. 

Dr. Klemer explained that pro- 
tenure teachers at the secondary 
level arc visited and evaluated on 
a regular basis by the principal 
and the department director. On 
the elementary level, the principal 
of each school is responsible for 
making these evaluations. 

Non-gradcd report curds will not 
be implemented at the secondary 
level, according to Dr. Klemer. 

Parents are reminded that the 
policy established in the Rules and 
Regulations says classroom parties 
should be limited to Christmas and 
Valentine’s Day. Also the Elemen- 
tary School Handbook notes that 
pupils ure asked not to buy pre- 
sents for the staff, but that home- 
made remembrances such us curds 
should be welcomed.

Mr. Evans envisioned a saving 
if 5.060 manhours could be made 
available for backup projects. He 
said that lie was not maintaining 
that 5,000 manhours as being 
wasted, but was saying that this 
time might he ‘productively em- 
ployed.” 

Officials Analyze 

Water and Sewer Superinten- 
dent Thomns W. Conlorn Jr. said 
that his department had enough 
extra work, primarily mainten- 
ance, for “40 years.” 

Comments by Public Works 
Council members on the Evans 
suggestions also included: 

Park Department personnel do 
work in winter that can’t be done 
in the summer, which would cut 
into the time they would be 
available for snow removal or 
obher backup projects. 

During the summer, the Pnrk 
Department employs students as 
temporary help at modest wages 
with no fringe benefits. 

Few Park Department employ- 
ees work exclusively for that de- 
partment. 

Winchester “shouldn’t center 
its whole government structure 
around a snowstorm.” 

Mr. Evans observed that the 
“departments have done a re- 
markable job in staffing their 
departments for the work load 
available.” 

Superintendent of Streets O’- 
Brien said that most sick time 
is taken off in his department in 
the winter. * 

Chairman Swanson agreed with 
Mr. Chase that the Public Works 
Council has been more active in 
the last few years. He added that 
the Town Government Study 
Committee had an advantage in 
being able to stand back and 
view town departmental opera- 
tions. 

Superintendent O’Brien noted 
that the School Deportment would 
approach the Public Works Coun- 
cil shortly with a work-study 
program involving high school 
students. Superintendent O’Brien 
suggested that this program 
might be incorporated into that 
suggested by the Evans organiza- 
tion. 

The School Department has 
been invited to all Public Works 
Council meetings, except the No- 
vember 19 meeting, Chairman 
Swanson said. He pointed out 
that the School Department had 
offered to open up its purchasing 
facilities to other town municipal 
departments, but this hud not 
yet taken place. 

Mr. Chase suggested that Exe- 
cutive Secretary Edward F. Don- 
nelly might confer with each de- 
partment and board to try to 
develop ideas to follow up the 
Evans study. 


The permissiveness of children's lives, iluir mobility, and free- 
flowing money arc the ihrcr main contributing factors in making drugs 
one of the major problems oF upper and middle class communities. 
T hat's the message given to the Belmont Day School Parents' \ssocta- 
tion at its fall meeting recently by Dr. Donald McLean, chairman of 
CONCERN anti Winchester pediatrician. 

Dr. McLenn and Dr. Lawrence 
A. Stone, director of planning of 
the McLean Children’s Center in 
Belmont, discussed “Strategies of 
Meeting the Problems of Youth 
Today. Especially in the Drug 
Area.” 

Dr. McLenn noted that $1,000.- 
000 a day is stolon in New York 
City 'to acquire heroin, the lead- 
ing cause of death in the 16-35 
age group. He added that Boston 
is the greatest drug outlet for 
teens in the nation. 

“This is the first time in the 
history of man in which a social 
malignancy has hit where the 
victim knows more than the pro- 
tector,” stated Dr. McLean. 

Based on his contact over the 
past three years with young peo- 
ple seriously damaged by drugs 
in the 11-18 year old group, Dr. 

McLean suit! that a profile of an 
addict could have these common 
denominators: 

Above normal intelligence quo- 
tient, yet performing poorly; 
noncompetitive; cynical; lacking 
spontaneous humor; a social re- 
ject among his contemporaries, 
and a problem with bis family. 

“His judgment is poor and be 
resents parental advice but will 
conform to his peers, and he 
lacks fear of consequences,” Dr. 

McLean said. 

Dr. McLean explained the phy- 
sical damages that may result 
to the individual from experi- 
menting with glue and the am- 
phetamines, in particular. These 
wei’e displayed, with other drugs, 
in a kit assembled by the Win- 
chester Police Department. 

Winchester’s approach to the 
drug problem was described by 
Dr. McLean. He said that a com- 
mittee of representatives from a 
variety of agencies in Winches- 
ter ‘powerful enough to push 
forward a meaningful program 
with a non-punitive police atti- 
tude” realized this drug problem, 
peculiar to youth, should be solv- 
ed by youth with complete adult 
support in the background. 

A student to student program, 
a youth-run “hot line,” and many 
programs involving younger chil- 
dren, parents, doctors, policemen, 
and others, have begun. 

Dr. Stone elaborated on the 
problems of today’s adolescent, 
which “result from the loss of 
family structure, the loss of iden- 
tity, and the uncertainty of the 
future.” 

Adolescence has always been 
a time of curiosity, challenge, 
and a need to master, he said. 

This age group. Dr. Stone 
noted, has the greatest need to 
conform to peers, and the least 
fear of knowledge of the con- 
sequences of an act. The need for 
“kicks” is far greater than in 
any other age group and being 
considered “chicken” is held to 
be something bad by this group, 

Dr. Stone observed. 

The adult is no longer a model 
for youth, Dr. Stone explained. 

Youth has its own “adolescent 
culture” with new rituals, includ- 
ing drugs. 

“The individual, lacking identity 
and feeling ‘no one cares,’ turns 
to groups for drugs, which be- 
come a self-propagating kind of 
situation,” Dr. Stone continued. 

Dr. Stone recommended that 
“we look for certain essentials 
in human beings which will last 
us all throughout time.” 

A question period followed. Re- 
freshments were served by Mrs. 

John F. Burke of Belmont and 
Mrs. Edmund B. Hawley of Win- 
chester.

After Chief Amieo’s departure, 
the Selectmen again discussed 
the Fire Department budget, but 
did not restore the cuts. 

Selectman Sherman Saltmarsh 
Jr. suggested that a new under- 
coating. although fairly expen- 
sive, might he applied to future 
fire equipment. Ho noted that the 
fire alarm truck appears to be in 
good mechanical condition, but 
does have a lot of rot evident. 

Selectman Paul F. Amico sug- 
gested that one present firefight- 
er could be promoted to lieuten- 
ant. In this way, no more men 
would be added but an additional 
lieutenant would be available. 

If the lieutenant now assigned 
to fire prevention work doesn’t 
have a radio on his person while 
making inspections, it might he 
desirable to provide hint with 
one, Selectman Saltmarsh observ- 
ed. Selectman Saltmarsh ’s col- 
leagues agreed that in this way, 
the lieutenant would be able to 
join firefighting crews called out 
to a fire. 

Town Engineer John H. Cinr- 
cia wrote the Selectmen about 
the possibility of restoring a de- 
partmental car to his proposed 
1971 budget. Selectman Salt- 
marsh wondered whether a sur- 
plus civil defense car might be 
available for Mr. Ciarcia’s use. 
The Selectmen said that they 
would be willing to discuss the 
matter with Mr. Ciarcia when 
next he meets with them, but did 
not restore the cut. 

Lieutenant John Baldwin of the 
Auxiliary Fire Department re- 
quested the Selectmen to restore 
to his 1971 departmental budget 
provision for the purchase of 
three radios for $750 as did Fire 
Chief Amico. In reconsidering 
the radio item, two Selectmen 
voted in favor — Selectmen Ami- 
co and Saltmarsh. Two were op- 
posed — Selectman William G. 
Chapman Jr. and Chairman 
Ralph M. Swamaon. Selectman 
John J. Sullivan was absent at 
the time of voting, but arrived 
at the meeting later. The restora- 
tion of the radios to the Auxili- 
ary Fire Department budget was 
lost. 

Jn originally trimming items 
from departmental budgets, 
board members said that they 
were attempting to keep down 
costs in response to a Finance 
Committee plea to hold the line 
as much as posi hie. 

Chairman Raymond J. Kenney 
Jr. of the Finance Committee 
said in September that the Fin- 
ance Committee would take 
“whatever action is necessary by 
way of recommended reductions 
in programs or services »>r other- 
wise, in an effort to hold the tax 
rate increase to 20 percent.”

A love for reading should l)e 
taught all children, she advises, a 
large portion of this responsibility 
lying with the parent.

The report stated that Winn, 
the world’s largest producer of dial 
hafndfi and instrument pointers, de- 
veloped an important new capabil- 
ity in fiscal 1970 when it began to 
use tungsten carbide (tools to man- 
ufacture three? different types of 
switch armature relay plates used 
in IBM equipment. Carbide tooling 
is required to stamp out large 
quantities of products at high 
speeds. This capability provides 
Winn with the opportunity to fur- 
ther penetrate the electronics and 
other markets thjut require increas- 
ingly sophisticated metal stamp- 
ings. 

Winn is also developing a capa- 
bility for decorating complicated 
instrument pointers and for injec- 
tion molding plastic parts. Chiefly 
because of an exclusive manufac- 
turing process it developed, Winn 
was awarded a large contract in 
the latter part of the fiscal year 
for instrument pointers that its 
major automotive customer form- 
erly manufactured itself. The high- 
ly precise assemblies are used in 
trucks, special vehicles, and marine 
vessels. 

Insurance 
Is Converted 
By Veterans 

A Veterans Administration sur- 
vey revealed that one-third of the 
nation’s veterans continue insur- 
ance coverage by converting their 
"servicemen’s Group Life Insurance 
SOLI) to commercial policies 
a tc ;• military discharge. 

“T ii was considerably higher 
oxpin ted,” commented Ad- 
nr ’'s-tiv^v of Veterans Affairs 
Do:. al;l E. Johnson. 

He a’ro noted that 46.3 percent 
of the ve ^rans surveyed had other 
insurance and did not convert their 
SGLI, while another 20.3 percent 
had no insurance at all. 

While in service, men and wo- 
men are covered under the SGLI 
program which is supervised by 
the VA, but administered by a 
commercial primary insurer with 
600 other private insurance com- 
panies participating. 

Administrator Johnson pointed 
out that most veterans have 120 
days after military discharge to 
convert to a commercial policy at 
standard rates without having to 
take a physical examination. 

Veterans who are totally dis- 
abled at separation have up to one 
year while still totally disabled to 
convert their SGLI. 

Veterans are wot required to pay 
insurance premiums during the 
120-day or one-year grace periods. 

The VA administrator pointed 
out that a veteran with a service- 
connected disability is also eligible 
for a low-cost “RH” life insurance 
policy issued by VA, if he was 
separated from service after April, 
1951. The veteran must apply with- 
in one year of the date VA notifies 
him of his disability rating.

Columnist Tim Horgan 
Visits Parkhurst School

for the Boston Herald Traveler, 
visited Parkhurst School recently 
to talk about the newspaper busi- 
ness with Mrs. Katherine R. Riel- 
ley’s fourth grade class. 

By explaining all about the who, 
what, when, where, why, and how, 
Mr. Horgan helped the students 
to improve their own biweekly 
newspaper, formerly the “No 
Name,” now the Parkhurst Peri- 
scope. Editors Robert Coppina, Li- 
sa Delano, Lynn Foden, and Mi- 
chael Kolligian have cub reporters 
from every grade and include po- 
etry, recipes, coming events, and 
sports with the usual school news. 

Far from usual are the news 
items such as “So far, being in 
fourth grade is great. When report 
cards come, I hope things will still 
be a blast.” — Sheila Madigan. 

Tim Horgan explained the work- 
ings of the Boston Herald Travel- 
er and commended the sports re- 
porter for the following straight- 
f rom-the-shoulder item : “The 

Parkhurst Panthers (the soccer 
team) are not playing very well; 
they lost 5-1 and 7-1. We’re al- 
ways scoring the first goal in the 
game. But then, we lose.” — Ste- 
phen Behremit. 

“What’s Happening” included 
encouraging attendance at the 
Children’s Book Fair sponsored by 
the Herald Traveler. 

Sensational news from the se- 
cond grade included the fact that 
“Three chameleons and two cray- 
fish are visiting the second grade 
as part of the ‘Living Things’ unit 
in Science.”

No 
doubt his visit will be front page 
news in the next issue.

A five-year contract with Sav- 
ings Bank Life Insurance has one 
more year to run.

Town Comptroller James Cos- 
tello presented the group insur- 
ance information to the board. 
Specifications had been published 
in September, he recalled. Of 40 
companies contacted, 16 indicated 
interest, six were not prospects, 
and ten showed possible concern 
by asking questions. 

To make bidding more inviting, 
on November 10 the insurance 
firms were advised that the possi- 
bility of supplying group life 
insurance to town employees as 
well as hospital, surgical, and 
medical insurance, existed.

Second Crane 
At Incinerator 
Board Topic 

The possible installation of a 
seoond crane at the town incine- 
rator was discussed by the Se- 
lectmen Monday evening, Novem- 
ber 30, with Superintendent of 
Streets Robert G. O’Brien and 
William Kramer of Fay, Spofford, 
Thorndike, Incorporated, Boston 
consulting engineering firm. 

Chairman Ralph M. Swanson 
of the Board of Selectmen said 
that a standby crane sounded like 
an expensive proposal to him. 

Mr. Kramer said that one pos- 
sibility could be a second pit at 
the opposite end of the present 
pit, with a second crane helping 
give extra capacity. 

In the event of crane failure, 
there is nowhere to store waste 
materials, the board was told. If 
the crane were shut down for a 
day or two, the problem would 
not be a major one, but a break- 
down lasting a week or two could 
create a serious situation, the 
Selectmen were advised. 

Mr. Kramer said that it would 
be a “major project” to install a 
second crane. A crane which cost 
.>26,000 in 1960 would now cost 
$46 .000, he pointed out. Related 
costs might bring the total to 
$100,000, he noted. 

Mr. Kramer said that the av- 
erage number of pounds of rub- 
bish produced a day by each per- 
son is about five pounds. 

The Board of Selectmen said 
that it would consider the com- 
ments of Mr. Kramer and Mr. 
O’Brien. 


October 1, was extended to Decem- 
ber 1. Mr. Costello said that he 
had hoped to receive a more recent 
experience record from Blue 
Gross-Blue Shield than had been 
furnished to him. Selectman John 
J. Sullivan suggested that the re- 
quest for such information might ' 
he included in the contract given 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield for future 
use. 

The rejected life insurance bids 
were from Boston Mutual Life In- 
surance Company and Confedera- 
tion Life Association, both of Bos- 
ton. 

Salting Roads Topic 

The Conservation Commission 
has recommended to Selectmen a 
change in the Town’s policy of 
salting highways after winter 
snowstorms. The commission 
maintained that salting was bad 
for soil and waterways. 

Chairman Ralph M. Swanson 
said that he believed that the 
board should thank the commis- 
sion for its letter and invite it to 
submit “concrete information” as 
to its findings. Salting is “still a 
controversial issue,” Chairman 
Swanson said. 

Selectman John J. Sullivan not- 
ed that the board had “basically 
changed last year’s practice on 
snow removal” with plans to dump 
snow in a different location. 

Police Budget Subject 

The proposed 1971 police budget 
may be discussed again by Select- 
men Monday, December 7. Chief 
of Police Edward F. Bowler had 
written the board about personnel 
needs. 

Selectman Sullivan said that 
Chief Bowler’s request was justi- 
fied, “but whether the need out- 
weighs the financial crisis is a 
question.”

Plymouth Stamp 
Is Big Seller 

Over half a million six-cent Lan- 
ding of the Pilgrims commemorat- 
ive stamps were sold during the 
“First Day of Issue” sale at Ply- 
mouth on Saturday, November 21, 

.Tames R. Holland, special assis- 
tant to the postmaster general, 
announced today. 

This information was relayed to 
William F. Bolger, regional direc- 
tor for New England, from the 
philatelic division, which falls 
under Mr. Holland’s jurisdiction. 

The stamp went on sale last 
week throughout the rest of the 
United States. Sales were permit- 
ted only at Plymouth on Saturday. 

Between the Plymouth Post Of- 
fice and the lobby of Memorial 
Hall where the stamp dedication 
was held, approximately 100,000 
commemorative stamps were sold. 

Dealers from throughout the na- 
tion purchased 265,000 stamps, Mr. 

Bolger said. 

Postmaster Francis Shea of Ply- 
mouth said that 216,000 stamps 
had been processed' for mailing by 
Monday morning and estimated 
backlog of orders at 100,000. That 
hrought the overall total to 681,- 
000 . 

Postmaster Shea said depart- 
mental officials advised him that 
the sales were running ahead of 
the average for commemorative 
stamps, indicating a great interest 
among collectors. 

Because “First Day” cover and 
I cachet requests are honored as 
long as they bear a postmark of 
November 21 or earlier, the orders 
are still arriving at Plymouth.

We’re An Example 


Winchester is one of several communities de- 
scribed by tbe Natick Bulletin as municipalities 
‘‘that are striving to improve services efficiently.” 
The newspaper reproduced a Page < >ne story 
from the Star of November 12. 1970. The article 
told of the awarding of a contract by the Board 
of Selectmen for newspaper and magazine recy- 
cling at the Town Dump. 

The Winchester Selectmen had “made a ten- 
strike.” the Natick publication commented edi- 
torially. “They're helping ecology and aiding 
the town treasury as well. They issued a contract 
to a waste disposal firm which will pay the town 
five dollars a ton for all the newspapers and 
magazines brought to the Town Dump.” 

The Wakefield Daily Item also commented on 
the idea, noting that the plan had been present- 
ed “by some ecology-minded residents.” 

A group of from 30 to 40 women gave the pro- 


gram its first start when they approached Super- 
intendent Robert G. O’Brien with the proposal 
a few months ago. 

The recycling project has the support of these 
women. Superintendent of Streets O'Brien, the 
Selectmen, and many residents. Some W inchcs- 
ter citizens, however, are continuing to place 
newspapers and magazines, along with other rub- 
bish, on the conveyor belt at the incinerator for 
burning. Perhaps they have not noticed the huge 
container on the left hand side shortly after one 
enters the Town Dump driveway. While a chalk- 
ed invitation to leave newspapers and magazines 
appears on one side of the container, possibly a 
painted or printed sign could be placed on both 
sides urging that papers be deposited there. 

Congratulations are due all who have had a 
part in this project. It's success depends upon 
the cooperation and support of all. 


Free-Flowing Money 


The permissiveness of children's lives, their 
mobility, and free-flowing money were listed by 
Dr. Donald McLean as the three main contribut- 
ing factors in making drugs a major problem in 
upper and middle class communities. The W in- 
chester pediatrician and chairman of C( >NCERN 
gave his views in a talk before the Belmont Day 
School Parents’ Association. 

Tragically, the value of “free-flowing money” 
is lost upon many youths who do not have to 
earn it. They regard it as a right, rather than as 


a commodity not easily acquired by most per- 
sons. to be used wisely and with regard for our 
responsibilities to others. 

It's a pleasure to learn of boys such as 12-year- 
old Scott W ilson of 42 Thornberry Road. He 
earned money on his newspaper route to pur- 
chase a new bicycle. 

I nfortunately, the bike was stolen from his 
driveway. A description of it appeared on Page 
Four of the November 26, 1970, Star in a letter 
to the Editor. At this writing, it had not been re- 
covered. W e hope that it is found soon. 


Forgotten Men? 


Mrs. Seur> Walker of 44 Franklin Road has 
suggested in a letter to the Editor that the Star 
try to promote a personal letter writing cam- 
paign by Winchester residents to the president 
of North \ ielnam regarding prisoners of war. 

She recommends that he be requested to abide 
by the rules of the Geneva Convention, which 
North Vietnam has accepted. Prisoners would 
thus be treated kindly, receive needed medical 
treatment, and their names woidd be released 
to their families, relieving much of the present 
uncertainty as to the condition and whereabouts 
of some of these men. 

JVIrs. Walker’s plea is one of many being voiced 


these days in a non-partisan effort to help call 
the public's attention to the problems of Amer- 
ican prisoners of war in North Vietnam. The 
Massachusetts Young Americans for Freedom, 
for example, plans to sponsor an evening “Rally 
for Hope” for this purpose on the Boston Com- 
mon Sunday evening, December 6. Speakers will 
include Commander Lloyd Bucher of the LSS 
Pueblo, cartoonist A1 Capp. Mrs. Carol North 
of the National League of Families of Prisoners 
of War and Men Missing in Action, and others. 

W e wish Mrs. Walker success in her efforts to 
help American prisoners of war receive humane, 
just treatment. We should not forget them.

Editor of the Star: 

Looking ahead into Winchester’s 
square future is difficult. There are 
several questions that remain up in 
the air. For example, can the small 
businessmen compete with the shop- 
ping centers like the Burlington 
Mall. The answer in an affluent 
town like Winchester has to be yes. 
For only the small businessman and 
craftsman can offer high quality 
merchandise and personalized sen- 
ice and integrity. Large companies 
only dream or advertise about serv- 
ice. 

What then must be done to pre- 
serve Winchester’s spirit of high 
quality in the days of plastics and 
assembly lines? 

Recently there has been proposed 
mid-rise apartments for the square 
area. This, in my opinion, would 
not only change the spirit of our 
rustic square but might also have 
other serious affects. For example, 
it would further diminish the 
square’s parking space potential. 

As we all know many commuters 
leave Winchester every day to earn 
their livings. They must leave their 
cars at the square or Wedgemere 
all day. This, as you know, has 
caused many problems at both rail- 
road stations. This problem could 
be magnified greatly if the railroad, 
as is thought, terminates in Win- 
chester instead of Woburn. The 
added cars from Woburn and Cross 
Street woul be disastrous. 

If, instead of mid-rise apart- 
ments, this Rangeley Road land is 
used for parking it would go a long 
way in solving the parking dilemma 
of both the Winchester and Wedge- 
mere station patrons. This of 
course, would free spaces nearer 
the business district for shoppers. 

The cost factor for the town 
would be minimal. The land in ques- 
tion is valued at only 17 cents a 
foot. If the town were to pay even 
double or even triple of this evalu- 
ation, it would be a good invest- 
ment for both the business com- 
munity and the commuter.

School Budget 
Shocks Reader 

Editor of the Star: 

As a native and taxpayer of this 
town, I am shocked at the proposed 
1971 school budget of $4,808,152 as 
against the budget of $4,317,030 
for 1970, an increase of $491,122. 
The school administration’s pro- 
grams have become a serious prob- 
lem and our townspeople must 
speak out. It isn’t fair to ask for 
so much when unemployment is at 
an all time high ; while many people 
have had to take cuts in salary and 
some senior citizens have to get 
along on a pittance. 

Having four school superintend- 
ents is ludicrous for a comparative- 
ly small town like Winchester. The 
salaries of these people are as fol- 
lows: Dr. Klemer, $27,000; Dr. 

Clark. $25,000; Dr. Gleason. $22,- 
000; Mr. Perry, $21,000, plus lucra- 
tive fringe benefits and generous 
travel and entertainment expenses! 

Last year the school committee 
granted a $3,000 raise to Mr. Perry 
for his excellent coverage of the 
United States in scouting for new 
teachers for Winchester schools. 
Who, on the West Coast or in the 
Midwest is better qualified than the 
young people of New England? 
Let’s clean house by electing a 
school committee which has consid- 
eration for the taxpayer because 
the school committee is responsible 
for the whole mess. 

At this time also, there are too 
many programs being formed with 
leaders whose long* unnecessary ti- 
tles match their unnecessary sal- 
aries. All the aides to the aides and 
assistants to the assistants repre- 
sent a substantial amount of money 
for too many unnecessary salaries. 
These should be eliminated. Simply 
spending money does not mean a 
good school system. Neither does 
the yearly turnover of 60 or more 
teachers. 

We have a new high school under 
construction, the final cost of which 
is unknown. The High Street School 
is still incomplete. Now the school 
administration wants a new Mystic 
School and they have proposed $10,- 
000 for an architect’s fee to plan 
renovation of the present high 
school to make it a junior high. 
This type of thinking must stop. If 
the spending continues and the 
above programs prevail, this town 
is headed for financial disaster.

Grave Crisis In 
Ecology Is Seen 

Editor of the Star: 

As we begin the winter of 1970- 
71 I ask myself if Wincbesterites 
will get off their seats and wake 
up to the grave ecological crisis 
which is taking place right here. 
We have killed the Mystic Lakes 
■with salt. 

Of several local towns, Winches- 
ter has the second lowest number 
of road miles. Eighty to be exact. 
We use 5,000 tons of salt, com- 
pared to the 1,080 recommended 
tonnage. This has been extremely 
obvious in the many past years. 
It’s now a familiar sight to see 
people shoveling piles of salt from 
their sidewalks and driveway op- 
enings. It’s also a familiar sight 
to see dead and dying maple trees 
throughout the town. 

An excerpt taken from a recent 
survey of the Mystic River Basin 
reads: Towns of the Mystic River 
Basin use large quantities of salt 
to clear their roads jn winter. Rain 
and melting snow wash salt from 
the land into the streams. From 
there it is carried into the lakes 
where it sinks to the bottom. This 
chloride build-up, which is pre- 
sently oceuring in the Mystic 
Lakes causes fresh water plants 
to die ia a brackish environment. 
We recommend more research di- 
rected toward ecologically improv- 
ed methods of snow removal with 
the ultimate goal of the cessa- 
tion of salt use. As well, plans 
should be considered to flush the 
saline bottoms of the Mystic 
Lakes. 

1 don’t know what e’s t needs 
to be said to get you nctiv.*. Open 
your eyes and stop being so apa- 
thetic. The selectmen of Winches- 
ter have the power to stop exces- 
sive usage of salt but it’s up to 
you to make them. Write them 
and tell them your feelings.

The most devastating 
cyclone and tidal wave in Pakistan’s 
history — perhaps in the history 
of the world — has brought a seri- 
ous new challenge to UNICEF 
shortly after the earthquake in 
Peru and the guerilla warfare in 
Jordan.

Law For Action 
On Bomb Scares 
Urged By Reader 

Editor of the Star: 

Today, bomb scares are occurring 
regularly across the nation in our 
schools, banks, public buildings, etc. 
Some materialize — most do not. 
Nevertheless, they exist, they are 
new, they affect us (bomb scares 
are plaguing McCall Junior High 
and Winchester High Schools), and 
we must do something about them. 

Being new, bomb scares demand 
new safety procedures such as call- 
ing on bomb squads trained to han- 
dle bombs (not on firemen trained 
to handle fires) or such as policing 
our schools round the clock. Fur- 
thermore, because bomb scares are 
new. there is no law regarding them 
— no law stating what action to 
take or who should take it — no 
law protecting those pressed to de- 
cide action and to take it whenever 
and wherever bomb scares occur. 
We must establish such a law. 
Apart from having a legal responsi- 
bility in this matter, we have a 
social and moral responsibility as 
well. 

Certainly, if bomb scares are 
meant to hassle us, upset us, dis- 
rupt us — our system — our soci- 
ety, we cun refuse to let them; 
not by ignoring them apathetically, 
but by facing them sensibly — by 
banding together to discuss and 
adopt effective, uniform action 
against them. We are failing to do 
this. Worse, we are failing one an- 
other, our children, ourselves. 

Thus far, hardly any parents 
have called McCall Junior High or 
Winchester High to question or 
sanction what is being done to safe- 
guard our children during repeated 
bomb scares in both schools. Hardly 
any parents have bothered to relieve 
Mr. Forte, Mr. Niblock, Fire Chief 
Amico — or anyone else bound by 
circumstances, not by law or choice, 
to handle these bomb scares — of 
an impossible moral responsibility 
towards our children, one we should 
all share. Incidentally, believing an 
overreaction to bomb scares will 
heighten them, Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Donald A. Klenier cooly 
forbids notifying purents about 
them and insists students be told 
they are experiencing fire drills in- 
stead. Dr. Klemer ought to realize 
thut underreacting is overreacting! 

In view of the serious legal, social 
and moral aspects of this trying 
problem in our community, it is 
shocking that parents are insensi- 
bly "passing the buck” to school 
administrators, and that school ad- 
ministrators are foolish enough to 
let them. 

Our children’s lives arc being 
threatened. Should they be taken, 
how will both sides feel? 

In a trying era of trying prob- 
lems rising from a communication 
gap in society and threatening to 
destroy it, we muy never have to 
tell.

BOOK REVIEW

THE EDVV AROIANS 

by J. H. Priestley 

One thinks of the Edwardian age in terms of ele- 
gance and extravagance, caricature and complacency, 
Queen Alexandra and Max Beerholm. At any rate, 
I always did. And, of course, it was all thnt, but 
much, much more besides. Mr. Priestley, a small 
child when Edward VII succeeded Victoria in 1901, 
to become “the most popular king England had 
known since the earlier 1660’s,” lived through an era 
and beyond it to form an objective view of the whole 
period. 

In this really beautiful book written with humor, 
spiced with anecdotes and spaced with superb illus- 
trations in color, comes alive a time of broiling 
change for England. Who remembers offhand that 
the Boer*»War of those times was so violently disap- 
proved of all over the world as the Vietnam War is 
today; that Great Britain in 1901 “was so unpopular 
abroad that even if official court mourning had al- 
lowed the King to resume his round of visits he could 
never have risked the hostile demonstrations in one 
foreign capital after another? At home his subjects 
were so bitterly divided that old friends shouted one 
another down . . . and political meetings often ended 
in uproar and brawls.” 

Then there were the suffragists, “members of the 
original National Union of Women Suffrage Societies 
who held meetings and issued propaganda and kept 
well within the law. It was the members of the Wom- 
en’s Social and Political Union who became increas- 
ingly militant and defiant, broke the law, and dam- 
aged public property, and it is they who were called 
suffragettes.” Mind you, these Women had been 
brought up in Victorian England. “Many of the more 
important members had been social workers: they 
were desperately aware of the feminine ‘sweated la- 
bor* and the appalling conditions in which women 
and girls worked and they believed that only female 
suffrage would bring about the urgently needed 
sweeping reforms. But as the campaign continued 
and came to be more and more frantically defiant, 
there was a growing tendency to concentrate on the 
vote and see it as an end in itself.” They unfortu- 
nately felt that any publicity helped their cause and 
of course it didn’t and turned away many of their 
original sympathizers. Lloyd George’s eldest son 
writes — 

“One of the women threw a steel spike through the 
window of father’s cab. It missed his eye by a fraction 
and pierced his cheek. ‘Now, I simply can’t do any- 
thing for them at present,’ he fumed in exasperation. 
‘Why on earth don’t they try a normal piece of femi- 
nine blandishment?’ He grinned through his wounded 
face, and I’m sure he was picturing a recruitment of 
accomplished Mata Haris to undermine his resistance. 
I could have told them this would have been a far 
more potent technique of campaigning. . Are you 
listening. Women’s Lib? 

Of course the winds were blowing up the Great W’ar 
and while nations tended to realize its immi- 
nence, their people chose to ignore their prophetic 
tinglings and danced on the edge of the volcano. Mr. 
Priestley concludes — 

“I do not believe I have any illusions about Ed- 
wardian England . . . But when the last illusion 
has been stripped away, something solid remains; 
there is that gleam of real gold in the wreck. The age 
somehow created an atmosphere in which English 
genius, talent, generosity of mind, could flourish . . . 
The Edvvardians, as we have seen, could be quarrel- 
some, militant, with various aggressive sections of 
society bitterly opposed to one another; yet they 
could create and maintain that atmosphere of hope- 
ful debate which never survived the Great War . . . 
(It is a point made more than once by Santayana in 
his ‘Soliloquies in England.’) Had there been no 
Great War, we might have saved ourselves and the 
world(!)” The exclamation point is mine.

Juvenile detention quarters 
were to he given priority if the 
proposed renovation took place, 
the Selectmen decided Monday 
evening, August 17. Chief Bowler 
had termed such facilities "non- 
existent." 

The Massachusetts Youth Serv- 
ice Board had condemned for such 
usage the so-called women’s cell 
block, which had been temporarily 
used for juvenile detention, Chief 
Bowler said. 

The Selectmen voted to place 
Architect Arthur Rand’s cost, es- 
timates on the project in the Town 
Meeting folder. Mr. Rand said 
that it would take from $45,000 to 
$50,000 for the job. The present 
police department garage could be 
converted into such quarters or a 
second story could he added, he 
suggested. 

Selectman Sullivan said that 
the Police Department could con- 
tinue to take youths being held to 
the juvenile detention center in 
Jamaica Plain. The Wilmington 
police station is also being used 
for this purpose, Chief Bowler 
told the Selectmen last August. 

Train Station Work 

A letter from Barbara Warner 
of 8 Stone Avenue concerning the 
railroad station in the center was 
discussed by the Selectmen. The 
hoard voted to advise the owner 
of the property and the railroad 
company of repairs needed to the 
ramp and lighting improvements 
required. 

A discussion of proposed altera- 
tions to Town Hall was deferred 
until Monday, December 7, by Se- 
lectmen. 

Accepting the recommendation 
of Inspector of Wires William B. 
MacDonald, the Selectmen voted 
to install street lights on a new 
portion of Winter Street. 

The Board of Health advised 
Selectmen that it found no cause 
for complaint after an investiga- 
tion at a Vine Street location. The 
Board of Health had been asked 
to determine if a zoning by-law 
violation existed. 

Sidewalk Curbing 

Sidewalk curbing orders were 
signed by the Board of Selectmen 
for Thornberry Road. Wilson 
Street, Stevens Street, Raymond 
Place, Churchill Road, Forest 
Street, Cross Street, Ford Street, 
and Dunster Lane. 

The Selectmen will seek a de- 
finitive plan for proposed electri- 
cal work on Lantern Park, a pri- 
vate way being developed off 
Johnson Road. Boston Edison 
Company sought a ‘vote of con- 
fidence” from Selectmen before 
proceeding with plans and paper 
work. Attorney Leonard Mullen, 
town counsel, recommended that 
the board obtain a plan or ex- 
planation from the builder be- 
fore approving the proposal. If 
it obtains the necessary informa- 
tion, the board plans to consider 
the matter Monday, December 7. 

The owner of the former New 
England Laundry property on 
Mt. Vernon Street, now vacant, 
will be advised by Selectmen that 
children are hanging around the 
premises. Building Commissioner 
William B. MacDonald will be 
asked by Selectmen to check the 
site. 

Executive Session 

A proposed executive session 
with the Personnel Board was 
postponed by Selectmen until a 
later date, as requested by the 
Personnel Board. Personalities 
were to be the tonic at the meet- 
ing, Chairman Ralph M. Swanson 
of the Board of Selectmen said. 

An executive session was held 
by Selectmen at the request of 
Fire Chief I. Francis Amico. 
Personnel was the topic at the 
session, closed to ' the press and 
public, the chief said. 

A $695 cheek was received 
from the Commonwealth’s Coan- 
mibtee on Law Enforcement and 
Administration of Criminal Jus- 
tice, Boston. It was the initial 
payment to the town of Action 
Project No. 70-106n-IS3DAM, for 
police teleprocessing terminals. 
Winchester will receive a total of 
$918 for the project, Acting Di- 
rector Arnold R. Rose nf eld of 
the committee advised Chairman 
Swanson. 

Lights On Agenda 

Secretary Abraham Curewitz 
of the Winchester Business and 
Professional Association request- 
ed a meeting with the Selectmen 
on lighting problems. Board mem- 
bers said that they would he glad 
to meet with representatives of 
the group. 

Mr. Curewitz also asked for in- 
formation regarding the lighting 
survey conducted by Boston Ed- 
ison Company.

Following his graduation from 
Nebraska Dr. Thompson served 
as assistant football coach to Red 
Blaik while at West Point Mili- 
tary Academy. During a four- 
year military career with the 
U.S. Army he attained the rank 
of major. He served during 
World War IT in the chemical 
warfare division. 

Continuing his studies from 
1950 to 1952 at the University of 
California in Berkeley, Dr. 
Thompson worked as a physicist 
in the radiation laboratory a't the 
school and was awarded his doc- 
torate in physics in 1952. 

From 1952 until 1955 he was a 
staff* member of the Los Alamos 
Science Laboratory, New Mexico, 
in reactor design and construc- 
tion. Dr. Munson Benedict, pro- 
fessor of nuclear engineering at 
MIT, persuaded Dr. Thompson to 
the Cambridge university in 1955 
where he became responsible for 
the design and construction . 91' j 
the nuclear reactor which wejnt 
into operation there in 1058. 

He was acting as a professor 
of nuclear engineering at MJT 
at the time of his appointment 
to the A EC, succeeding Com- 
mander Gerald E. Tape, in April.

Mystic “Indians 
Absorb Study 

i First grade Mystic School “In- 
dians" came together for a feast 
of graham crackers and milk in 
the culmination of a study of the 
country’s early inhabitants and 
their picture language. 

Rraves and squaivs were clad in 
ceremonial robes they made from 
pillowcases individually crayon- 
decorated with authentic Indian 
signs. Several of the squaws car- 
ried papooses in shoeboxes with 
holes in the lids for dolly to peek 
through. 

Guest chief at the pow wow was 
Principal Raymond Dicknmn who 
wore a feathered bonnet made for 
him by members of the tribe. 

Teaoher Mrs. Marjorie Blom- 
quist explained that the Indian 
get-together was part of a social 
studies and art lesson in which the 
little Indians studied the picture 
symbols and the life of long ago. 
Their costumes reflected their 
knowledge of the symbols and they 
used such pictures to tell stories 
about Indian life in the early days 
of the United States. 

Consumer Debt 
$2,070 A Family 

To what extent are Middlesex 
County residents making use of 
the instalment credit available to 
them ? 

How much does the average lo- 
cal family owe on purchases of 
cars, dishwashers, clothes dryers, 
hi-fi sets, furniture, and other arti- 
cles ? 

More than it did a year ago, ac- 
cording to the latest figures. That 
has been the normal pattern. How- 
ever. the increase in the debt load 
was less than in most other years. 

A principal reason is that, lo- 
cally and in most obher parts of 
the country, consumers appear to 
have been budgeting themselves 
rather carefully, cutting down 
somewhat on their expenditures 
for non-essential goods and ser- 
vices. 

At the same time, they have 
been paying their instalment debt 
at a faster clip than usual. 

Because of this self-control on 
the part of most consumers amd 
because of steadily rising incomes, 
credit men feel that the public has 
the situation well in hand and has 
not over-extended itself. 

In Middlesex County, instalment 
debt at midyear came to an esti- 
mated $2,070 per family, based 
upon average earnings and expen- 
ditures locally and upon national 
debt studies. 

That is the overall average. 
Some families oWe considerably 
more than this and others owe 
little or nothing. 

For the local population as a 
whole, instalment debt totaled ap- 
proximately $811,165,000 at the 
end of the fiscal year, it is esti- 
mated. 

This takes into account loans for 
automobile purchases, credit for 
the purchase of other consumer 
goods, personal loans and loans for 
home repair and modernization. 
Not included are mortgage debt, 
charge accounts, and single pay- 
ment loans. 

According to the national stu- 
dies, made by the Federal Reserve 
Board, the University of Michi- 
gan’s Survey Research Center and 
others, among all families that 
have instalment debt, the average 
amount owed is $1,540 per family. 

It adds up to $98.7 billion na- 
tionally, as compared with $93.1 
billion the year before. 

Thus, of very $6 of income that 
Americans have left after paying 
their taxes, about $1 must go to 
pay their instalment debt. 

In Middlesex County, it amounts 
to $173 per month per family, on 
average.

As the players took the field this 
appeared to be the probable differ- 
ence, but this was not figuring in 
the great spirit of the Tanners, 
which last year made a real tough 
contest out of the Turkey Day 
game, and the year before had re- 
sulted in a major upset of the pre- 
viously undefeated Winchesterites. 
But, this year that usual aggres- 
sive spark was noticeable only by 
its absence, and the Sachems pro- 
ceeded to roll over the Woburn 
team. From the first play to the 
last the winners were never 
threatened as the Winchester team 
put everything together. The sta- 
tistics which appear elsewhere on 
this page show how badly the 
home team fared in this traditional 
annual battle. 

I Just why this should be is diffi- 
cult to imagine. Coach Lennie Hill 
I is known as a keen student of the 
I game. It was he who built the 
I scrappy team of last season and 
I the upsetters of 1968, so who could 
(fault his ability or his talent? 
Many of the players were on the 
1968 squad, and even more were 
on the 1969 eleven, so who could 
feel that lack of personnel was 
the answer? The more one con- 
siders the facts, the more baffling 
the horrible campaign of 1970 be- 
comes. It showed only one win a- 
gainst eight straight setbacks, 
with Woburn getting only 32 
points to 253 for the combined 
opposition. 

Don’t get the idea that the Tan- 
ners i|uit. They didn’t, but it was 
only here and there that one indi- 
vidual made an exceptionally hard 
tackle or gave a little extra on the 
running plays. Such efforts by the 
entire team are usually hallmarks 
of Woburn elevens. In an effort to 
find this spark, the Woburn coach- 
ing staff sent in practically every 
boy on the squad, but even this 
shuffling resulted in no improve- 
ment. 

The answer may lie in the ridi- 
culous idea, which has been so 
prevalent in Woburn, that the Mid- 
llesex League would he a soft 
toueh for the Tanners, after their 
years of playing what they 
thought was a tough league, the 
Northeastern Conference. It is true 
that Swampscott is usually very 
strong and Newburyport is also a 
classy eleven. However, teams 
such as Marblehead, Danvers, Win- 
throp, Saugus, and Gloucester are 
strong only once in a while, and 
Amesbury has been so hopeless 
for many seasons that it has 
dropped out of the conference, and 
down to Class D. Being short in 
numbers the members are forced 
to fill in the schedule with what- 
ever competition they can find. 
The net result is a patched up 
schedule at best. 

A study of this season's per- 
formance by the Tanners shows 
that they found the Middlesex 
League competition anything but 
easy, as they dropped every game 
but the opener with the other new 
member, Watertown. Of course 
there are bigger and stronger 
teams in this section, but the 
coaching and play of the Middlesex 
family will compare favorably 
with the best. This may not be 
the real reason for the woeful 
Woburn campaign, but it seems at 
least a possible explanation. 

Whatever the answer to the 
Woburn problem may be, the best 
way to appraise the Turkey Day 
game is that they were outplayed 
by a Winchester team that finally 
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put together a powerful offense 
with a rock ribbed defense. A stu- 
dy of the game films reveals that 
the Woburn eleven did not play 
poor defensive football. It was 
just a case of stopping the Sach- 
ems with one style of play, only to 
find them shifting their style to 
find new means of rolling up the 
yardage. They overcame the ten- 
dencies to fumble, and to incur 
penalties which has stalled them 
in recent games, and Woburn felt 
the full force of their offensive 
might. 

Tri-Captain Ben Dolan, who was 
injured in a workout late last 
week, played for a few minutes, 
and served as an inspiration to his 
teammates. He tallied the first 
touchdown, and also ground out a 
15-yard gain for a key first down, 
before sitting out the rest of the 
contest. His left knee was very 
painful and swollen but a drainage 
was effected Wednesday night, 
which allowed him to be out there 
and help lead his team to the vic- 
tory in the big game, and close 
out a fine 7-1-1 campaign. 

The kickoff chore, which has 
been Ben’s ever since he was a 
sophomore, was capably handled 
by Dana Peterson, and his point 
after berth was filled by George 
Geannaris. Peterson drove the hall 
well with good leg action, and al- 
though the placements of Gean- 
•naris were not picture boots, they 
both cleared the crossbar and add- 
ed the extra points. After all two 
points in two tries can’t be im- 
proved upon, can it? 

The second half saw the first 
offensive backfield action by Boh 
Wolfe during the 1970 season. He 
rambled far and wide, bowling 
over Tanner tacklers as he went. 
If there was any Winchester feel- 
ing that the backfield was below 
par with Ben on the sidelines. Bob 
did a great deal to compensate for 
the deficiency. Tony Adams had a 
good day with hi3 passing with 
■nine completions in 15 attempts 
and he also added a pair of extra 
points with a smooth working 
bootleg play. 

However, when all is said and 
done it is only fair to point out 
that the other two tri-captains, 
Mike Deshler and Phil Sampson, 
did more than their share of pick- 
ing up the slack, which was left 
by Dolan’s absence. Mike was for- 
ever rocketing through for long 
gains which added up to three 
touchdowns and Phil who has been 
unlucky all year, as his best ef- 
forts have been nullified by penal- 
ties, registered the final score. 

Coach Manny Marshall and his 
assistants substituted freely as the 
game went on. Otherwise, the 
count could have been far higher. 
Every player who dressed for the 
game was used except injured Bill 
Gannon. The list will be found in 
an adjoining column. 

The final minutes saw the soph- 
omores who have never been in 
any varsity game out on the field. 
The resulting confusion in num- 
bering and duplications can well 
be excused since it gave these 
youngsters a true reward for their 
season’s hard work by getting into 
the Turkey Dny contest with two 
more years of play ahead of them. 
Coach Hill also used many soph- 
omores throughout the game so 
both elevens will have big game 
veterans available through 1972. 

Lest we forget, the Sachem for- 
wrd wall covered itself with glory 
throughout the game. They opened 
the holes and provided the key 
blocks to make the offense go, and 
as a unit they smashed the Tanner 
attack. Woburn netted only three 
first downs with just 63 yards of 
total offense, 31 on running plays 
and 32 on passes, for an average 
of just over one yard and one hulf 
per play. These figures tell better 
than thousands of words just how 
well every lineman to wear (he 
Winchester regalia carried out hl.s 
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assignment. It is an old but true 
cliche that the backs get all the 
glory, but the linemen are the 
ones who really pave the way for 
the victories. 

Hostilities opened with Lou Tor- 
torello booting for Woburn nnd 
Boh Wolfe gathereil it in nnd raced 
back to the 45 before he was 
grounded. Mike Deshler made five 
hut the next play found a Woburn 
defender stopping John Procopio 
for an equallizing loss. Tony Adams 
then took to the air and hit Desh- 
ler for a first down at the home 
team’s 42. On the next play he lost 
control of the ball and it fell free 
at the 35 but Bob Wolfe recovered 
it for the Sachems. Mike went all 
the way to the 26 on the next play 
for another first down. Procopio 
added four ami then Co-Captain 
Paul landmark and John Arena 
shoved Deshler out of bounds for 
a loss of a yard. Ben Dolan then 
came onto the field and made the 
first down at the 16. Deshler net- 
ted nine in two plays, and Dolan 
picked up a first down only one 
yard from the Tanner goal. He 
catapulted into the end zone on the 
next play for a 6-0 lead, after 
only slightly more than four min- 
utes of Che game had been played. 
John Arena broke up Deshier’s 
two point try, to leave the count 
Winchester, 6, Woburn, 0. 

The Sachem lead bolted to 14-0 
after only three minutes and a 
half more of action. Dick McMahon 
returned Peterson’s kickoff from 
his 13 to the 31. Co-Captain Jim 
Douce t was stopped cold, Mike 
Benullo made five, and John Lyons 
just barely evaded Kevin Riley to 
let loose a pass whiefy fell incom- 
plete. Lyons then punted, with the 
pigskin rolling dead at the Win- 
chester 32. Tri-Captain Sampson 
made eight and then Tony Adams 
hit Dana Peterson with a pass, 
with the latter rambling all the 
way to the \\ obuitn 31 for a first 
down. The next play found Adams 
falling on the ball for a loss of a 
yard, but he then passed to Samp- 
son for three. Deshler gathered in 
his next over the middle pass for 
a first down at the nine, and then 
he covered the remaining nine 
yards on the next play as he shook 
off the Woburn defenders. A pass 
to Dana PeteTson was good for 
two extra points, and Winchester 
was in front by 14, after less than 
eight minutes of the game had 
been played. 

Co-Captain Jim Doucet brought 
the ensuing kickoff out from the 
10 to the 30. Dave Owens picked 
up only a yard, and a pass from 
Lyons failed. The next play was a 
draw, but Chris Osgood sensed it 
and held Lyons to a three yard 
advance. His high punt stopped at 
the Winchester 40, and two passes 
failed to gain, so Adams punted as 
tihe quarter ended with the Tan- 
ners getting the oval at their own 
45. 

The first play of the second 
quarter brought a Woburn cheer 
as Co-Captain Doucet made a first 
down. He was halted in his tracks 
on the next play by the Sachem 
frontier after he had advanced on- 
ly a yard. Lyons was trapped by 
several Winchester defenders, but 
managed to escape with only a 
two yard loss as Chris Osgood 
finally nailed him. Larry Eaton 
made a couple, and then Lyons 
punted, with the ball dying on the 
six yard line of Winchester. The 
.Sauhems then took over and held 
the ball for the next seven min- 
utes, as they ground relentlessly 
on to their third score. The march 
covered 94 yards and was started 
by a quick dush by Tri-Captain 
Deshler for a first down at the 16, 
which relieved the pressure. John 
Procopio went for eight, and then 
Mike was out to the 28 for another 
first down. Phil Sampson carried 
for eight, and once again Deshler 
added the first down at the 44. 

Procopio was held for no gain, 
and Winchester lost five yards for 
being offside. A buttonhook pass 
from Tony Adams to Bob Wolfe 
caught the Tanners off balance, 
and it was another Sachem first 
down, this time at the 46 in Tan- 
ner territory. John Procopio made 
two, and then Dolan made a key 
carry for a first down at the 32, 
his last important play of a bril- 
liant career. Woburn suffered a 15- 
yard penalty, nnd Winchester now 
had a first down at the 13. Deshler 
made five, and Procopio brought 
the hull to the five. Deshler carried 
for a first down at the three, and 
„n the next play went through the

Tanner line so fast that he al- 
most ran through the end zone. 
Tony Adams kept the ball for the 
two extra points, and it wns now 
22-0 in favor of Winchester. 

The rest of the half saw some 
weird action with Peter Pirani 
nailing Lyons hard to force a fum- 
ble which went out of bounds and 
Woburn retained possession. But 
Lyons still had troubles ahead of 
him, as he was pursued by a horde 
of Sachems back to the five yard 
line, where he managed to find 
somebody to throw to, but the re- 
ceiver was either ineligible, or 
smart enough to drop the ball for 
an incomplete pass. A completion 
would have been a 20-yard loss or 
a possible penalty. Lyons booted 
out to the 35, and on the last play 
of the half a trick play found Tri- 
Captain Deshler throwing a long 
bomb to Bob Wolfe, which the lat- 
ter just missed holding at the goal 
line. 

The second half found the home 
team playing just about the same 
sftyle of ball as in the fir9t half, 
ami the score might well have been 
much higher but for frequent Sa- 
hem substitutions. The kickoff 
was allowed to roll and went dead 
at the 10 with Winchester almost 
getting the free ball. John Lyons 
made three and then passed to 
Tony Sarro, who was nailed by 
Phil Sampson after going five 
yards. Another aerial went astray, 
and Lyons punted dead at the Win- 
hester 44. Then came four min- 
utes of Winchester offense, which 
brought the count to 29-0. 

This is how the action went. 
Deshler picked up eight, and then 
Bob Wolfe barged for a first down 
at the Tanner 40. He kept digging 
for an additional eight yards, and 
Deshler picked up another. It was 
Wolfe again for a first down at 
the 23. and then Winchester lost 
five for being offside. Tri-Captain 
Sampson made 13, and Wolfe 
banged out another first down at 
the nine. He added another five 
yards, before Mike Deshler ended 
his scoring career with a touch- 
down plunge. Secret weapon 
George Geannaris came out of the 
line to pick up the extra point 
from placement. 

Woburn tried to be tricky with 
a lateral pass on the kickoff at the 
18, but it went forward, and the 
Tanners found themselves set back 
to the 13. Dave Conway was now 
directing the Woburn attack. A 
fumble, a play for no gain, and an 
advance by Lyons of two before 
being halted by Osgood, preceded 
a Lyons punt that rolled dead at 
the Woburn 38. Then came a five 
yard penalty against the Sachems, 
two carries by Procopio which net- 
ted ten yards, aind a loss of ten by 
Art Ceruolo, as a Woburn lineman 
broke through. On fourth down a I 
fake punt found Deshler getting to i 
the 35. but it was not enough and j 
Woburn took over. 

Lyons completed a pass to Co- 
Captain Doucet for a loss of on<- 
yard, witoh Dana Peterson making ! 
the stop. A long pass failed, aind j 
the third period was over with I 
the home team on the short end by 
29-0. After the half, spaces had j 
begun to appear in the Woburn 
stands, but by this time they had I 
noticeably increased, as the disap- j 
pointed Tanner rooters had left j 
for an early dinner, or at least j 
something more stimulating than ■ 
•the game. 

As he had done on the first play | 
of the second quarter Jim Doucet 
opened the finale with one of the 
few good Woburn gains of the 
day. He made eight yards, and 
Mike Benullo went for a first 
down at the 45. Conway hit John 
Arena with a pass for an eight 
yard advance, and Steve Devaney 
halted Eaton after he had made I 
only one yard. Doucet slipped for j 
no gain, and in a desperation 
fourth down play Mike Rhubart 
and Chris Osgood nailed Benullo 
short of the first down, with the | 
Sachems taking over. 

Mike Deshler was just short of 
a first down, but after an incom- 
plete pass, Bob Wolfe made a first I 
down ut the 33. Two passes failed, j 
but the next one from Adams to 
Wolfe brought a first down at the 
17. Phil Sampson apparently scor- 
ed, but a 15-yard penalty brought 
the bull buck to the 32. By this 
time all manner of Sachem reserv- 
es were on the field. Deshler made 
eleven, and Sampson three more, 
hut on fourth down Phil was just 
short of a first down ut the seven. 

The Tanners were now desper- 


ate, and the comments from their 
rooters did not help matters. A 
third Tanner signal caller came in 
and took the ball in the shadow of 
his own goal posts. He was notice- 
ably nervous ns he faded back to 
pass, and threw a perfect strike 
to and Tom Bolden of tin* Sachems 
without any Tanner within hailing 
distance. John Procopio then made 
three, and on the play a frustrated 
Woburn ite decided to pop Mike 
Rhubart on the chin and was exiled 
with the ball moving to the five- 
yard line. Sampson finally got his 
touchdown on the third play, aind 
George Geannaris finished off the 
scoring with a low placement for 
a 36-0 count. 

A flurry of Woburn passes found 
one going for their best gain. 18 
yards, but another ended up in 
Winchester hands, ns Bob Carroll 
snagged the erratic toss. It was 
impossible to keep any same ac- 
count of the last few minutes of 
the game, as various number com- 
binations, and a whole horde of 
reserves were on the field before 
the sophomore group of Coaches 
Mike Houghton and Dave Berman 
came on to bring the contest to a 
close. 

It was a happy day for the Win- 
chester eleven, and an equally sad

Postmaster Has Suggestions 
To Speed Up Christmas Mails 

Postmaster Charles R. Hill has offered a number of suggestions 
tx> expedite and assist the Post Office in the dispatch and delivery of 
the large quantity of Christmas mail that will be handled this year . 
Following are suggestions for every postal customer to make an effort 
to comply with. 


1. Up-Date Your Christmas Mai- 
ling Lists: — Your Christmas mai- 
ling list should be up-dated at 
once; make sure you have the 
correct Zip Code listed. 

2. Buy Your Stamps Now:- Buy 
your supply of stamps now und 
avoid the long lines at the post 
office that will be forming later 
in December. 

3. Mail Early: — This is an old 
subject but still is a good one. 
Mailing early in the day is also 
important. 

4. Proper Addressing: — Thous- 
ands of cards and gifts are dis- 
carded each year by the post office 
because they were poorly address- 
ed eibher with an incorrect address 
or with illegible writing. A proper 
address contains the name, street, 
address, house or apartment num- 
ber and city and stutc name fol- 
lowed by the Zip Code number. 

5. Proper Postage: — Postage on 
all Christmas cards is six cents. 
This will permit the post office to 
forward these cards to customers 
who have moved to a new address, 
and will also make the cards re- 
turnable to the sender if they can- 
not be delivered as addressed and 
are not forwardable. 

6. Banding of Mail: — With the 
sale of pre-cance'ed Christmas 
stamps this year throughout the 
New England area, postal custom- 
ers are urged to band all their 
cards with the mailing wrappers 
received in the mail the past week. 
The Christmas kit that contains 
wrappers and holiday mail instruc- 
tions if used as intended will be a 
big help in moving the mails. The 
labels are colored strips with the 
following identifications, Local - 
Mass. - Out of State. 

The “Local” label is used by 


Winchester residents for mailing 
of Christmas cards to Winchester 
addressee only. 

The “Mass” Label is used to 
hand all Christmas cards bearing 
a Massachusetts address. 

The “Out-of -State” Label is to 
be used to band all mail going out- 
side of Massachusetts. 

Customers requiring additional 
marling wrappers may obtain them 
at the post office. 

Postmaster Hill said: “We owe 
our success in moving large vol- 
umes of Christmas mail in past 
years to the splendid cooperation 
of our customers in their mailing 
early and in using Zip Codes.” The 
postmaster is urging the coopera- 
tion of all in the using of the 
special mail wrappers to help move 
this year’s increased volume of 
Christmas mail. 

Postmaster Hill also added “try 
to remember these dates in De- 
cember,”

With winter here. State Civil 
Defense Director Allan R. Zeno- 
witz recently urged residents of 
Massachusetts to plan for increas* 
ed self-sufficiency in case the state 
should again he paralysed by heavy 
snows such as those which hit the 
area last winter. 

"Civil Defense pre-planning for 
natural disasters such as winter 
storms is predicated upon making 
do without many of the customary 
services which we take for granted, 
such as being without utilities 
and services which normally keep 
tilings running smoothly,” Direct- 
or Zenowitz stated. 

There are many things which 
the householder can do in advance 
to prepare for the advent of win- 
ter storms, such as stocking extra 
food which requires no cooking or 
refrigeration and making sure that 
battery-powered equipment such as 
flashlights and radios are adequate 
and that spare batteries are avail- 
able,” he added. 

He also advocated that a suf- 
ficient supply of candles for light- 
ing and fuels for auxiliary’ heat- 
ing elements, such as fireplaces 
and stoves be kept available. He 
cautioned, however, against the 
hazards of fire from overheated 
units and warned that adequate 
ventilation should be provided at 
all times. Auxiliary fuel supplies 
should be used sparingly and may 
be conserved by closing off tem- 
porarily some rooms not immedi- 
ately in use. 

It is imperative too that persons 
who must spend time out-of-doors 
during winter storms dress proper- 
ly, wearing loose fitting, light- 
weight, warm clothing in several 
layers; layers which can be re- 
moved to prevent perspiring and 
subsequent chill. Outer garments 
should be tightly woven, water re- 
pellent and with a hood which will 
protect the lungs from the extreme- 
ly cold air. Entrapped, insulating 
air. warmed by body heat, is the 
best protection against cold. Mit- 
tens, snug at the wrists, are bet- 
ter protection than fingered gloves. 

Director Zenowitz cautioned that 
whenever a severe storm is fore 
cast traveling should be kept to 
a minimum. 

Travel only if necessary, he urg- 
ed. Avoid all unnecessary trips. If 
you are forced to use your automo- 
bile for a trip of any distance, take 
these precautions: 

Make sure your car is in good 
operating condition, properly ser- 
viced, and equipped with chains or 
snow tires. 

Take another person with you 
if possible. 

— Make sure someone knows 
where you are going, your approx- 
imate schedule, and your estimat- 
ed time of arrival at your destina- 
tion. 

Have emergency “winter storm 
supplies” in the car, such as a con- 
tainer of sand, shovel, windshield 
scraper, tow chain or rope, extra 
gasoline, and a flashlight or flares. 
It also is good to have heavy gloves 
or mittens, overshoes, extra woolen 
socks, and winter headgear to cov- 
er your head and face. 

— Travel by daylight and use 
major highways if you can. Keep 
the car radio turned on for weath- 
er information and advice. 

— Drive with all possible cau- 
tion. Don’t try to save time by 
travelling faster than road and 
weather conditions permit. 

Don’t be daring or foolhardy. 
Stop, turn back, or seek help if 
conditions threaten that may test 
your ability or endurance, rather 
than risk being stalled, lost or 
isolated. If you are caught in a 


blizzard, seek refuge immediately. 

If a blizzard traps you: 

1. Avoid overexertliort and ex- 
posure. Exertion from attempting 
to push your oar, shovel heavy 
Irifts and perform other difficult 
chorea during the strong winds, 
blinding snow, and hitter cold of 
a blizzard may cause a heart at- 
tack — even for persons in appar- 
ently good physical condition. 

2. Stny in your vehicle. Do not 
attempt to walk out of a blizzard. 
Disorientation comes quickly in 
blowing and drifting snow. Being 
lost in open country during a bliz- 
zard is almost certain death. You 
arc more likely to be found and 
more likely to be sheltered in your

Yuletide 
Fire Safety 
Is Urged 

Keep the “Merry” in Merry 
Christmas” by keeping fire out of 
your holiday activities. 

Urging attention to fire .snfety 
when planning Christmas trees, 
lighting, decorations, and gifts. 
Fire Chief I. Francis Amico begins 
with “two rules good all year 
round but especially important 
during the busy holiday season: 
Never leave children alone without 
proper supervision, even for a brief 
time, and have a family escape 
plan, worked out and rehearsed for 
use in case of fire in your home.” 

National Fire Protection Associ- 
ation studies show that each year 
some lives are lost in Christmas 
tree fires, the Chief says, and last 
year in the United States alone 
holiday fires damaged or destroyed 
homes and other property valued 
at $3.1 million. 

Chief Amico offers these Yule- 
tide fire safety guidelines: 

1. Natural trees should be fresh- 
looking and firm-<needled when you 
select them. Saw off the butt an 
inch above the original cut, Stand 
the tree in water, and keep it in 
water until you dispose of it — 
soon after Christmas Day. Don’t 
rely on do-it-yourself flameproofing 
treatments, as none is truly effec- 
tive. 

Set up the tree away from heat 
and where it won’t block doorways 
or stairs. . . . Artificial trees should 
be clearly marked as made of slow- 
burning materials. Look for the 
Underwriters’ Laboratory (UL) 
label on trees with built-in electri- 
cal systems With metal trees. 

use only indirect lighting to avoid 
the possibility of electric shock. 

2. Check lighting strings for 
frayed wires, loose connections, 
broken sockets. Replace only with 
UL-labeled sets. Bulbs made in 
the U.S. generally are safest; im- 
ported bulbs may have dangerous 
hot spots. 

Electric cord sets with built-in 
fuses are strongly recommended. 

. Always turn off trees and 
other indoor holiday lighting when 
leaving the house or retiring for 
the night. . . . For outdoor lighting, 
use only sets UL-listed for this 
purpose. 

3. Noncombustible materials 
such as metal, glass, and asbestos 
should be used for decorations as 
much as possible. Make sure cotton 
batting, flock, and decorating paper 
are flameproof. Natural evergreen 
decorations dry quickly, burn readi- 
ly, so keep them well removed 
from candles, the fireplace, and 
other heat. Don’t use polystyrene 
foam for table or mantle decora- 
tions where there are lighted can- 
dles. 

4. Dispose of gift wrappings 
promptly and safely — NOT in 
the fireplace. 

5. Be especially careful during 
the Christmas season to keep 
matches and cigarette lighters out 
of the reach of children, and try

My apologies to those of my 
readers who may have missed last 
week’s column ... if your home 
is anything like mine during “tur- 
key week” most of you will under- 
stand. 

Most insurance programs are 
set up as a protection against an 
unpleasant occurence. A very old, 
hut still workable definition of pro- 
tective insurance is “a loss that 
would ruin an individual will fall 
lightly on the shoulders of many.” 
Certainly disability insurance is 
more than outlined in these few 
•words. 

How many of us would be truly 
protected from financial disaster 
if we were to sustain a long term 
illness with three to four weeks 
of hospitalization followed by a 
recovery period of three months or 
more? Medical insurance might 
cover most of your hospital fees 
' and you may also collect some- 
thing from a company disability 


policy. But assuming that these 
benefits were discontinued after 
30 days of your illness, you face 
a mighty bleak future. 

Rent or mortgage payment, food, 
heat, light, telephone, installment 
purchases, life insurance premi- 
ums, income taxes ... all these 
and more will have to be met 
somehow, but the prospects are 
not good. Most people would pre- 
fer not to think about this jfbssi- 
bility, yet one out of every two 
people over 85 will suffer a disa- 
bility of three months duration or 
longer before t-hey reach 65.

Veterans Loan Benefits Restored 


A major piece of legislation de- 
signed to assist millions of vete- 
rans to get homes of their own 
wan signed into law Friday, Octo- 
ber 23 by President Nixon. 

One provision wipes out an end- 
ing date for GI loan benefits for 
all veterans who served after Jan- 
uary 31, 1955, and also restores 
these benefits indefinitely to 8.9 
million Korean Conflict and World 
War II servicemen who did not use 
them earlier. 

Another provision offers a vete- 
ran for the first time a program 
of loans for mobile home purchases 
— up to $10,000 for a mobile home 
alone; up to $17,500 if he gets a 
lot to place it on. 

A third authorizes VA to make 
direct loans in any part of the 
country to certain seriously dis- 
abled veterans who are entitled to 
specially constructed housing. 

Administrator of Veterans Af- 
fairs Donald E. Johnson also call- 
ed attention to provisions of the 
new law which: 


Eliminates a VA funding fee of 
.5 percent on guaranteed and di- 
rect home loans to veterans who 
nerved after January 31, 1955. 

Authorizes VA to guarantee 
loans to refinance existing mort- 
gage loans or other liens on homes 
owned and occupied by veterans, 
and allows borrowers to pay len- 
ders any required discounts. The 
guaranty may be for 60 percent of 
the loan, or $12,500, whichever is 
less. 

Authorizes VA to guarantee 60 
percent, or up to $12,500 of loans 
for veterans to purchase family 
units in condominium projects in- 
sured by the Federal Housing A- 
gency. 

Eliminates January 31, 1975, as 
the terminal date for VA’s direct 
loan program.

food at the consumer level. This 
particularly evident in the 
price of meat, which rose consider- 
ably. The prices of grain and dairy 
products went up by a smaller 
margin. 

Contributing to it also was the 
continued strong demand for farm 
goods ami the increased ability of 
growers to v meet that demand 
through improved operating effi- 
ciency. 

With more farm machinery at 
their command and with more in- 
tensive use of fertilizers and pesti- 
cides, they have been able to pro- 
duce bumper yields per acre. 

Details on the year’s operations, 
for the local area and for all 
other sections of the country, are 
contained in the annual survey re- 
leased by the Standard Rate and 
Data Service. 

They show that Middlesex Coun- 
ty farmers had gross revenues in 
the past year of $28,239,000. 

That was the gross figure, be- 
fore taxes and before deductions 
for operating expenses. 

Included in it are the cash re- 
ceipts from the sale of farm goods, 
together with the government pay- 
ments and income in kind, which 
the value of products grown and 
consumed on the farm. 

An estimated 54 percent of the 
cash receipts from farm market- 
ings locally came from the sale of 
crops. The remaining 46 percent 
was from sales of livestock, poul- 
try, and dairy items. 

Despite the fact that housewives 
are paying more for food, the 
farmer and rancher have not been 
able to cash in sufficiently on the 
increase. 

Last year, according to the De- 
partment of Agriculture, 41 cents 
of every dollar spent for food 
went to them, compared with 39 
cents in 1968. The other 59 cents 
went to shippers, processors and 
other middlemen. 

Nevertheless, there have been 
gains. The overall result, for A- 
meriean farmers, was a net in- 
come of nearly $16 billion, which 
was $1 billion more than in 1968.

| Policy Eased 
In Hospitalizing 
Older Veterans 

Veterans Administration hospi- 
als have simplified procedures for 
idmitting older veterans for treat- 
ment of conditions not related to 
mlitary service, as a result of 
egislation approved by the Presi- 
lent on Thursday, October 22. 

The new law removes, for cer- 
ain groups of veterans, the re- 
quirement to certify that they are 
unnhle to pay for hospital care 
needed for conditions not realted 
to military service. 

There is no such requirement for 
ases involving treatment of condi- 
tions resulting from or aggravated 
by military service. 

The requirement to sign the 
statement of inability to pay was 
removed for all veterans who have 
reached 65 years of age or older 
and for veterans who receive VA 
pensions. 

The new provision applies to all 
veterans 65 and over seeking hos- 
dtalizution without regard to whe- 
ther they served during war or 
peacetime. 

Veterans who receive increased 
compensation or pension on the 
basis of being housebound or in 
aeed of regular aid and attend- 
ance are authorized by the law to 
receive VA outpatient service as 
well as necessary medicines ami 
Irugs. Outpatient dental care is 
not included. 

Prior to the new law, these bene- 
fits, with few exceptions, were ex- 
tended only to veterans with ser- 
vice-connected conditions. 

Town Assessment 
Ratio Set At 95% 

Winchester’s full value tax rate 
is $49.50 a thousand, the Massa- 
chusetts Taxpayers Foundation, In- 
corporated. announces. The town’s 
assessment ratio is 95 percent. 

The MTF explained that the 
estimated full value tax rate was 
computed on the basis of actual 
tax levies and the estimated full 
value of property. 

The assessment ratio is the 
ratio of the local assessed value 
to the estimated full market val- 
ue of taxable property on January 
1, 1970. 

Comparative tax rates for the 
last three years, the MTF noted, 
were: 1970, $52; 1969, $43, and 
1968, $37.40.

Planting of trees and shrubs 
for their practical value rather 
than purely ornamental purposes 
is increasing sharply in the North- 
east., according fco the New Eng- 
land Nurserymen’s Association. 
People are planting for screening, 
for fencing, for coolness fc> sum- 
mer and warmth in winter, to at- 
tract birds, to combat air pollu- 
tion, and for other reasons. 

The surge of interest in improv- 
ing the environment has had a lot 
to do with the demand for plant 
material which has continued into 
the fall season, says Frederick 
Kempeinnar, NENA president. Mr. 
Kempenaar noted a distinct trend 
away from the old idea of doing 
all the planting in spring-time. 
Nowadays the planting season in 
most of New England is extended 
into late Fall and in some areas 
even as late as Thanksgiving or 
until the ground freezes. 

The NENA head believes that 
the value of “living green” plant 
material in cleansing ozone from 
the atmosphere and converting 
carbon dioxide bo oxygen is being 
realized more and more by the 
public. He was critical of develop- 
ers who “cut down every tree n- 
round a blacktop parking area hi 
order to gain a handful of extra 
car spaces.” 

“Those trees, especially the big 
ones with heavy foliage, would off- 
set some of the air pollution and 
provide cooling shade,” he pointed 
out.

President Nixon has named a 
Winchester resident to the Na- 
tional Commission on Fire Pre>- 
vention and Control. 

Percy Bugbee, of 22 Symmes 
Road, will represent the National 
Fire Protection Association on 
the newly-organized body, charg- 
ed with undertaking a thorough 
study of the nation's fire prob- 
lem. It is to report its findings 
and recommendations on ways to 
reduce life and property losses 
from fire to the President and 
to the Congress. 

Mr. Bugbee is honorary chair- 
man of the Board of the National 
Fin Protection Association, af- 
to serving for more than 30 
yAk rs as the chief administra- 
tive officer of the Boston-based 
organization. He joined the as- 
sociation staff shortly after grad- 
uation from Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology. 

During World War Two he 
served as chairman of the War 
E>epartment Advisory Council on 
Fire Prevention and was a mem- 
ber of the special board on fire 
prevention set up by the Under- 
secretary of War. Subsequently 
he served on numerous govern- 
ment advisory councils and com- 
mittees, including chairmanship 
of the Industrial Protection 
Council of the U. S. Office of 
Civilian Defense and membership 
on the Accident Prevention Ad- 
visory Committee of the U. S. 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare. 

Mr. Bugbee was instrumental 
in organizing the first Interna- 
tional Conference of Fire Pro- 
tection Associations which met 
at Wiesbaden, Germany, and 
continues to serve as honorary 
president of tho Conference, es- 
tablished to facilitate interna- 
tional exchange of information 
on all phases of fire safety, fire 
fighting, and fire statistics. 

The President’s National Com- 
mission on Fire Prevention and 
Control is a 24-member body, of 
which the Secretary of Commerce 
and the Secretary of Housing 
and Urban Development are ex 
officio members, with two Sena- 
tors and two Representatives 
serving as advisory members.

Homeowners have four means 
of leaf disposal, Superintendent 
O’Brien pointed out. 

They may bring the leaves, 
separated from other material, 
to the Town Dump. A separate 
area has been sot aside for them 
near the incinerator. 

They may include the leaves 
in a mixed rubbish load for burn- 
ing in the incinerator. 

They may use the leaves in a 
compost pile on their property. 

They may burn the leaves on 
their property, with a Fire De- 
partment permit. 

They are not supposed to rake 
them out into the gutters. 

Superintendent O’Brien said 
that compost piles, unless care- 
fully prepared and maintained, 
can attract rots. This is especial- 
ly so if garbage is mixed in with 
the leaves, as has been done in 
some cases, he said. Even if there 
is no garbage, acorns or bits of 
apples, which have fallen from 
trees» will draw rodents to the 
scene, he observed.

Chief Bowler said that Ser- 
geant-Inspector Haggerty, after 
determining that the car had 
boi*n stolen in Boston “tirelessly 
visited several police divisions 
and succeeded in locating it in 
Dorchester on October 5, 1970.”

Noting the approach of the 
deadline tor filing articles in the 
Annual Town Warrant, the Win- 
chester Planning Board began a 
discussion of possible items for 
inclusion at its Tuesday night 
meeting, December 8. 

Mentioning chat the report of 
Gandeub, Fleissig and Associates, 
Boston, planning and community 
development consultants, on fche 
Concept Plan for Winchester 
Center is “due any day now,” 
Chairman Otto J. Schaefer con- 
tinued by suggesting two possible 
items for the Warrant. 

One article would propose the 
creation of a trial period in which 
traffic was rerouted in Winches- 
ter • Center. Elements • of this 
idea include the elimination of 
traffic flow under the railroad 
bridge at the rotary, closing off 
of a Main Street section, and 
the use of faraway Road. 

Altering traffic flow on Main 
Street would require State ap- 
proval. An appropriation to hire 
professional engineers would also 
be necessary as the scope of the 
plan exceeds what can be expect- 
ed of Town engineering person- 
nel. 

A second article, the Chairman 
feels, might deal with the crea- 
tion of a committee to formulate 
guidelines for design concepts, 
particularly architectural, for fu- 
ture construction projects in the 
Town.

Christmas illumination and 
downtown lighting were the sub- 
ject as representatives of the 
Winchester Business and Profes- 
sional Assooation met with the 
Selectmen.

The lighting 
available “doesn’t lend a cheerful 
atmosphere,” Mr. Chitel contin- 
ued. He asked the Selectmen if 
.Boston Edison could do research 
to determine how to better light 
the center of Winchester. 

Chairman Swanson of the 
Board of Selectmen said that he 
did not believe that a separate 
lighting survey for the center 
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cause. It could serve as a feeding 
station for rats and vermin, Mr. 
Saraco said.

Students at Winchester High 
School will participate at 10 a.m. 
Friday, December 11, in a live 
demonstration that portrays how 
computers act as time saving tools 
for society. 

Doug Kenney, an education con- 
sultant from Black River Falls,

He was given an award for Excel- 
lence in Teaching in 1958. 

In 1960 Dr. Gray was appointed 
assistant professor of electrical en- 
gineering and for the next three 
years he was also a Ford Postdoc- 
toral Fellow. He became an asso- 
ciate professor of electrical engin- 
eering and chairman of the Fresh- 
man Advisory Council in 1964. Be- 
cause of his interest in undergrad- 
uate education he was appointed as- 
sociate dean of student affairs in 
1965, with primary responsibility 
for freshmen. He was promoted to 
professor of electrical engineering 
in 1967 and in 1968 was appointed 
to the Class of 1922 Professorship, 
a chair established by alumni “for 
the purpose of rewarding and en- 
couraging superlative teaching.” 
Dr. Gray became assistant pro- 
vost at the end of 1967 and associ- 
ate provost in mid-1969. His pri- 
mary responsibility has been for 
the coordination and development 
of the undergraduate curriculum 
and, in particular the treatment of 
freshman academic work as a co- 
herent program. In this position he 
has been concerned with the sup- 
port and implementation of educa- 
tional experiments approved by the 
M.I.T. Committee on Educational 
Policy and with studies aimed at 
the examination and improvement 
of teaching methods and teaching 
facilities for undergraduate in- 
struction. 

Professor Gray has been in 
charge of various core subjects in 
the department of electrical engin- 
eering during his career at M.I.T. 
and has pioneered in many new pro- 
cedures in the methodology now em- 
ployed in these subjects. 

An authority on semiconductor 
electronics. Professor Gray is the 
author of two books, “The Dynamic 
Behavior of Thermoelectric Devic- 
es” (I960)) and “Introduction to 
Electronics” (1967) and the co- 
author of five others, the latest of 
which is a major text, “Electronic 
Principles: Physics, Models and 

Circuits” with Professor C. L. 
Searle 'at 'M.1..T. (1969). 

Professor Gray presently is com- 
pleting a two-year term as a mem- 
ber of the Publications Board of the 
Institute of Electrical and Electron- 
ics Engineers and, since January of 
this year, has been chairman of the 
IEEE’s ad hoc committee on elec- 
tronic methods of publication. He 
is a former member of the national 
Semiconductor Electronics Educa- 
tion Committee. His professional 
memberships include the IEEE, the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, Eta Kappa 
Nu, Tau Beta Pi, and Sigma X. He 
is a registered professional engin- 
eer in Massachusetts. 

He is married to the former Pris- 
cilla W. King of South Dartmouth. 
They have four children.

Our Surplus Of Leaves 


What to do with the generous collection of 
leaves deposited on homeowners* property this 
fall is the subject of a Page One story' in the Star 
this week. The choices open to residents are de- 
scribed. with any restrictions outlined. 

The Star is grateful to Richard R. Merrow of 
11 Robinhood Road for suggesting that we go 
into more detail on open burning. Mr. Merrow 
wrote that “many citizens have partially erro- 
neous impressions of the provisions of the new 
antipollution control law.” 

“There arc several strings attached to the waiv- 
er until July, 1971. which have not been pub- 
licized,” wrote Mr. Merrow. “I believe that clar- 
ification of the rules on open burning in your 
columns would be beneficial.” 

A copy of the regulations for the control of 


air pollution in the Metropolitan Boston Air Pol- 
lution Control District, given to us by Mr. Mer- 
row, was of great help in researching the Page 
One article. This material, together with infor- 
mation received from Fire Chief I. Francis Ami- 
co. Superintendent of Streets Robert G. O’Brien, 
and Director Michael D. Saraco Sr. of the Board 
of Health, guided us in presenting our findings 
to our readers. 

Open burning can help aid Winchester in its 
disposal problem until July 1, 1971. When that 
date arrives, open burning must cease, under 
present regulations. 

Fire Chief Amico wisely urges residents to be- 
gin planning now for means to handle disposal 
when open burning ends. It’s just a few months 
away. 


A Future Answer? 


Problems faced several town departments re- 
cently in disposing of used lumber and other 
building materials which resulted from a remod- 
eling project at the High Street SehooL The 
story of their plight appears on Page One of 
this issue. 

The School Department had dumped three 
loads at the Town Dump and would like to have 
left more. The Board of Health saw in more 
dumping a nuisance and possible health dan- 
gers. The Sanitation Department, which is in 
charge of the Town Dump, covered the three 
loads. 

There’s a lesson for all residents in this ex- 
perience. The rubbish disposal problem will not 
improve. It will worsen when open burning ends 


on July 1. 1971. as the law now provides. 

The incinerator at the Town Dump has its 
limitations. Winchester must make further 
plans. 

Director Michael D. Saraco Sr. of the Board 
of Health believes that a sanitary fill operation 
is the most desirable type of disposal means. It 
does, however, require a comparatively larger 
amount of land than does the type of dump 
which Winchester has. 

Since the availability of land could be a prob- 
lem. perhaps a future answer might be a limited 
sanitary fill operation. This could be operated 
in conjunction with the incinerator at the Town 
Dump. It should be given some study and 
thought.

Kiwanis Backs 
Prisoner Of War 
Letter Campaign 

Editor of the Star: 

In last. Thursday's issue of tho 
Star under the “Letters to the Ed- 
itor” column, a reader urged that 
the Star start a personal letter 
campaign to the President of North 
Vietnam regarding prisoners of 
war. 

At its December board meeting, 
the Winchester Kiwanis Club, un- 
der the authority of Kiwanis Inter- 
national, distributed the following 
letter to its members and further 
authorized its release to the Win- 
chester Star to encourage the pub- 
lic use of the letter: 

“To: 

President Tom Due Thang 
Democratic Republic of Vietnam 
Hanoi, North Vietnam 

“On behalf of the wives, children, 
and parents of those American and 
Allied prisoners of war being held 
by your government, and in the in- 
terests of humanitarianism, we ur- 
gently appeal to you to release 
Ithe names of such prisoners to 
their respective governments, to re- 
pont on their health and physical 
condition, to permit the immediate 
inspection of prisoner of war 
camps by a neutral agency, and to 
permit and assure the free ex- 
change of mail between the prison- 
ers and their families. (Signature)” 

The postage on an air mail letter 
weighing one-half ounce or less is 
25 cents. 

We realize that there are many 
differences of opinion as to the po- 
litical and military aspects of the 
Vietnam conflict. We have no inten- 
tion of getting involved in these 
opinions. Rather, as citizens com- 
mitted to improving the quality of 
life, we appeal to the humanitarian- 
ism and moral conscience of all of 
us to forward the letter to the 
North Vietnamese President. 

We know the families of these 
prisoners will be most grateful to 
know that wo share the heartache 
of uncertainty in regards to the 
safety of their loved ones.

Suggestions For 
Parking Changes 

Editor of the Star: 

If your quotes of Police Chief 
Bowler concerning the need for 
Pedestrian Control in Winchester 
center are correct, they represent 
the best argument against such 
control that I can imagine. 

If I recall your lead article of 
two weeks ago correctly, Chief 
Bowler spent quite a bit of time 
before the Selectmen reciting the 
virtues of pedestrian control; how 
it would improve the traffic con- 
trol and flow in Winchester center; 
and improve shopping conditions 
for residents who wish to patronize 
local merchants. 

He then said that if such a con- 
trol system was installed in Win- 
chester his officers would be “len- 
ient” in its enforcement. 

As any town or city knows, a 
pedestrian control system is expen- 
sive. Very expensive. For Winches- 
ter to make such a costly installa- 
tion and then be lenient negates 
the purpose of the system in the 
first place, plus being an insult to 
town taxpayers. 

There are entirely adequate 
rules and regulations on the state 
and local levels at present to im- 
prove the traffic situation in Win- 
chester center ... if they were 
enforced. We would suggest that 
the chief eliminate double and 
triple parking; live double park- 
ing; parking too far from the 
curb; one car taking two spaces; 
ebc., etc. We would suggest he 
enforce existing regulations con- 
cerning crossing only at cross- 
walks. 

We would also suggest that the 
parking space behind the present 
High School be reserved for town 
merchants, particularly on Satur- 
days, to open more spaces for tran- 
sient shoppers on the streets. We 
would suggest eliminating parking 
on one side of Thompson Street 
entirely to draw cars away from 
Main Street faster. 

In my opinion, Winchester has 
more than adequate parking facil- 
ities and streets in the downtown 
area. It also has an adequate po- 
lice force for pedestrian and traf- 
fic control if they enforce existing 
regulations and if our Selectmen 
use imagination in the proper use 
of parking facilities. 

I would hope, and expect, our 
Selectmen to give short shrift o 
Chief Bowler’s suggestion until all 
other avenues to solve our traffic 
problems are explored.

That this is beginning to get 
through to the Viet Cong is evi- 
denced by the fact that more and 
more messages are coming through 
from men who were feared lost.

A KIND OF LOVING 

by Tan l Lee Scott 

Toni Lee Scott is a vocalist who has appeared in 
night clubs, on television, once as the subject of “This 
Is Your Life,” and has also made recordings. From 
her first professional singing engagement r.t the age 
of fourteen she has sought to convey the feeling be- 
hind the words and music. She is well known to jazz 
fans and pop lovers across the country. When this 
beautiful girl swings into a song, no one would guess 
she is “handicapped.” 

“From my French-Irish mother, I inherited stuh- 
bornness, a determination to enjoy life no matter 
how many mistakes I make along the way and a por- 
tion of her good looks. From my Sicilinn father, my 
legacy was an Italian temper and a sense of show- 
manship.” 

This is how Toni Lee Scott begins the remarkable 
story of her journey through “the Black Forest of 
Despair” in which she has to battle fear and pain. 
She still stubbornly refuses to admit being handi- 
capped either in body or soul. 

At the age of nineteen a brief ride on a motor- 
cycle resulted in an accident in which Toni’s left leg 
was amputated. There was, however, a spirit in this 
young girl that made it possible to overcome this 
misfortune and others that followed and still retain 
her love of God, her earthy good humor, and the deep 
conviction that all that happened was part of her 
preparation to help others. She has established a 
foundation called MARGIE to help other ampu- 
tees like herself while allowing them to retain their 
dignity. Many of our public assistance programs for 
amputees remove all traces of dignity before they 
are willing to help. She also lectures and works for 
“The Seventh Step,” a group trying to help rehabili- 
tate prisoners. 

In this book we meet headliners without their 
greasepaint. Ida Lupino, Mike Douglas, John Gary, 
Johnny Carson, Hugh O’Brien, Jimmie Dean and 
others. 

After the operation Toni insisted on driving home 
from the hospital. She writes, “Once in the house, 
I went to my room, undressed, and put on the skimp- 
iest bathing suit I had. Then I picked up my car 
keys again ... I could have gone to a beach where 
no one knew me but it would have proved nothing. I 
drove to Santa Monica, a favorite spot before the ac- 
cident. It was, about two in the afternoon, the sun 
was high, the day gorgeous. From where I parked 
I could see my friends on the beach, running, laugh- 
ing, playing volleyball. For a few minutes I sat in 
the car, smoking a cigarette, gathering nerve. Then 
I got out, took my crutches, and walked down the 
beach toward the water. Peter Lawford had just 
knocked the ball to Richard Jaeckel. He hit it back. 
The game continued, but in complete silence. The 
whole section of the beach became so quiet you could 
hear the waves lapping at the sand. I hoped no one 
could read my thought, for at that moment I wanted 
nothing more than a find a large hole and dive in . . . 
But I made it to the water’s edge. To discover 
that I had placed myself in a ridiculous predicament. 
If I took my crutches into the water with me, they’d 
float away while I was swimming. But if I pyt them 
down on the sand, I wouldn’t be able to get into the 
water.

William F. Clark, assistant 
superintendent for administrative 
services, made arrangements 
with Charles George' Trucking 
Company of Woburn to remove 
the rest of the material from 
the High Street School. What 
would have required several trips 
in a smaller truck was handled 
in a couple of runs by using a 
larger vehicle. 

The Carriage House was used 
as a nuns’ residence when the 
Marycliff Academy, a Roman 
Catholic girls’ school, was at the 
location. With the acquisition of 
the property by the Town, the 
buildings are being used to house 
the High Street School, a new 
public school, and School Depart- 
ment administrative offices. 

State law requires the Board 
of Health to protect the “public 
health, comfort, and convenience” 
and to prevent a nuisance or 
danger to health. Such conditions 
as odor, dust, fires, smoke, or the 
breeding or harboring of rodents, 
flies, and vermin are among 
causes considered as health dan- 
gers or nuisances. 

Mr. Saraco said that he con- 
sidered the school building ma- 
terials a nuisance or health 
danger for several reasons. 
These included: 

1. Dust from dried-up plaster 
was present. 

2. The material was close , 
enough to the edge of the Aber- 
jona River so that rain could 
have washed some of it into the 
river, possibly causing pollution. 

3. The loads could have pro- 
vided an “ideal harborage” for 
rodents, since the material was 
“not properly covered.” 

4. The area had not been as- 
signed as a disposal place for 
anything other than ash residue 
from the incinerator. 

Director Saraco noted that 
Commonwealth law provides that 
a local Board of Health assign 
public ox private incinerator or 
dump areas as well as concern- 
ing itself with conditions at them 
which might create a nuisance or 
possible health dangers. 

Mr. Saraco believes that a san- 
itary land fill operation is the 
most desirable type of disposal 
means. It does, however, require 
a comparatively larger amount 
of land than does the type of 
dump which Winchester has, he 
said. 

The land terrain in New Eng- 
land plus space scarcity in con- 
trast to its availability in some 
other sections of the country has 
probably discouraged the accept- 
ance of sanitary land fill opera- 
tions in some communities, Mr. 
Saraco observed. 


The U.S. Department of Interior 
estimates that the U.S. and Canada 
together dump nearly 750,000 
pounds of mercury into the Great 
Lakes. Even if this were halted, the 
contamination would persist 10-100 
years, the Massachusetts Audubon 
Society says.

Open Burning 

The Board of Health may also 
become involved if an open burn- 
ing situation creates a nuisance 
detrimental to a person's com- 
fort, Section 122 of Chapter Hi 
provides. 

An open fire requires a permit 
from the Fire Department, If the 
Board of Health receives such a 
complaint n bo Pt an open fire, it 
will investigate. If it believes 
that the objection is justified, it 
will notify the Fire Department. 

If the Fin? Department, upon 
investigation, finds that the per- 
son doing the burning does not 
have a permit, the department 
will order the fire extinguished 
or will put it out. 

Should the individaunl doing 
the burning have a permit, the 
Fire Department could revoke 
the permit for cause. 

Mr. Saraco said that interde- 
partmental coopernticn is "very 
good.” 

Open burning is a “continuing 
problem,” according to Mr. Sara- 
co. 

The easiest way for the Board 
of Health to handle a violation of 
the General Laws is by issuing 
a legal abatement order on the 
spot. This may be done by the 
director, acting on behalf of bhe 
board. The person considered to 
be violating a regulation is given 
a “reasonable time,” usually 24 
hours, to correct the situation. 

If the director issues a legal 
abatement order, he must, within 
48 hours, report his action o 
the Board of Health. If a person 
is found in violation of a, General 
Law concerning nuisances, he 
could be fined by a court. Each 
day the nuisance continued could 
be considered a separate offense, 
with a fine applicable for each. 

Air Pollution Factor 

Open burning is also affected 
by regulations for the control of 
air pollution in bhe Metropolitan 
Boston Air Pollution Control Dis- 
trict. These requirements, adopt- 
ed under provisions of Section 
142 B of Chapter 111, as inserted 
by Chapiter 836 of the Acts of 
1969, took effect on July 1. They 
are the responsibility of the Bu- 
reau of Air Use Management, 
Division of Environmental 
Health, Department of Public 
Health in Boston. 

Paragraph 7.2.5. permits open 
burning before July 1, 1971, with 
certain restrictions. 

Leaves and domestic refuse 
generated' by occupants on their 
premises may be burned there in 
the open. Garbage and waste 
food are excluded. 

Three other restrictions which 
are imposed include: 

1. The premises must be used 
primarily for dwelling purposes 
and must have three or less dwel- 
ling units. 

2. There must have been no 
municipal refuse collection sys- 
tem a\pilable on June 1, 1970, as 
in Winchester. 

3. The burning must take place 
only during periods of good at- 
mospheric ventilation, without 
causing a nuisance, with smoke 
minimizing starters if starters or 
starting aids are used, and under 
a permit issued under provisions 
of Section 13 of Chapter 48 of 
the Commonwealth’s General 
Laws. 

The new law does not forbid 
open burning for cooking; opera- 
tion of devices such as blowtorch- 
es, and welding torches, unless 
they cause air pollution; for 
training or research in 
fire protection or prevention pro- 
vided a permit has been approved 
by the Department of Public 
Health, or for combatting or 
backfiring an existing fire by per- 
sons in ah official firefighting 
agency. 

Other Open Burning 

Other open burning is also per- 
mitted, provided th<j restrictions 
outlined in Number Three of the 
section above are met. Such burn- 
ing includes that considered by 
the Department of Public Health 
to be necessary in agriculture; 


fungus- infer ted elm wood; com- 
bustible material, with the ap- 
proval of the Department of Pub- 
lic Health and after demonstra- 
tion to the department’s satis- 
faction that no alternative suit- 
able method of disposal is avail- 
able. 

Obtaining Permits 

^Permits for open burning may 
be obtained from the Fire De- 
partment in two ways. A person 
visiting the fire station will re- 
ceive a written permit. If the 
individual telephones, he will be 
given verbal permission to burn, 
with a record made of the au- 
thorization, Fire Chief I. Francis 
Amico said. 

Open burning is banned before 
sunrise, after sunset, and on Sun- 
days and holidays. Permits are 
not given on windy, foggy, or 
smoggy days, or when atmosphe- 
ric conditions are poor. 

The name, address, and tele- 
phone number of a person re- 
ceiving an open burning permit 
is recorded. Should atmospheric 
or weather conditions change ma- 
king open burning dangerous, 
the Kira Department will tele- 
phone the individual, rescinding 
the permit. 

Receiving a permit from the 
Fire Department, does not re- 
lieve a person from liability for 
incidents stemming from open 
burning. An individual whose 
leaf fire got out of control and 
caused a neighbor's garage to 
burn, for example, would be li- 
able. 

Open burning permits are is- 
sued by the Fire Department on 
a day-to-day basis. Chief Amico 
ndted. He urged Winchester re- 
sidents to plan now for other 
means of disposal, pointing out 
that open burning will be banned 
effective July 1, 1971, under pre- 
sent laws. 

Armed Holdup 
On Mayflower 
Is Investigated 

When a Mayflower Road resi- 
dent responded to his rear door- 
bell Wednesday evening, Decem- 
ber 2, he was reportedly con- 
fronted by a strange man com- 
manding a hand pistol. Shortly 
after Winchester police issued a 
bulletin for two unknown males 
wanted for an armed holdup. 

According to the report filed 
by Sergeant Thomas E. Kennedy 
Jr., a wallet containing approxi- 
mately $200 and seven credit 
cards was the only thing known 
to have been taken at this time. 

The house was ransacked, al- 
though such notable items as a 
television and tape recorder re- 
mained, and the telephones were 
pulled apart. 

The resident informed Ser- 
geant Kennedy, who was joined 
at the scene by Inspector William 
Nash and Officers Daniel Pear- 
son and Anthony Pronski, that 
after he answered the door, a 
man with a gun ordered him 
into the den where he obtained 
his wallet and then put him in a 
closet whkih was secured from 
the outside by a chair against 
the knob. 

The man reported that he was 
able to free himself from the 
closet' after about 15 minutes 
work. He then went to a neigh- 
bor’s home from which he sum- 
moned police. 

A second man is being sought 
in the incident. The armed man 
apparently addressed an accom- 
plice named Charlie, although 
this man was never seen by the 
Mayflower resident. 

Enterings 

While investigation continues on 
the armed holdup, Winchester o- 
lice are also studying two rases 
of breaking and entering which 
occurred recently.

A hackney license was awarded 
by Selectmen to Richard A. Ter- 
zian of 68 Johnson Road. Mr. 
Terzian told Selectmen that he 
held a taxicab driver’s license 
from Cambridge. From reading a 
newspaper report about some of 
the elderly being unable to ob- 
tain taxi service after a recent 
outing, he concluded that an op- 
portunity existed for him to 
operate a cab firm here, he said. 

Mr. Terzian explained that he 
planned to offer cab transporta- 
tion at flat rates to bhe airport. 
Special rates will be provided for 
the elderly, he said. His oab will 
“go anywhere,” he added. He 
plans pnneel delivery and night 
and day taxi service, including 
emergency runs to the hospital, 
and meeting kite trains at the 
railroad station. „ 

A resident of Winchester for 
■two years, Mr. Terzian bold the 
Selectmen that he will locate his 
business on either Church or 
Main Streets. He may purchase 
500 square fecit of land on Main 
Street for a possible location. 

A four-door sedan with a two- 
way radio will be acquired by Mr. 
Terzian for his business. Mr. Ter- 
zian. a local real estate repre- 
sentative, will drive the cab. 
When he is not available, the 
cab will be operated by drivers 
he employs. Bach driver will need 
a license, the Selectmen pointed 
out bo the applicant. 

Hold To Cuts 

The Selectmen decided to defer 
a proposal that juvenile deten- 
tion quarters be provided for by 
renovations at the Police Station. 
Architect Arthur Rand estimated 
that the project would cost from 
$45,000 to $50,000. 

Another 1971 proposed police 
budget item which the Selectmen 
decided ndt to reconsider was 
Police Chief Edward F. Bowler’s 
plea for an additional night pa- 
trolman and a junior clerk! 
Board members agreed that the 
requests were warranted but in 
view of the “present economic 
situation” they would not recom- 
mend the two added positions. 

A suggestion by Fire Chief I. 
Francis Amico that an additional 
lieutenant be named to his force 
by promotion, without creating 
another post, lost. Selectman 
William G. Chapman Jr. told his 
colleagues that in view of “mon- 
etary considerations” he believed 
that the board should “hold the 
hard line.” 

Contract Due 

Town Comptroller James Cos- 
tello informed the Selectmen that 
the contract for town employees’ 
group health insurance with Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield would be ready 
for their signatures next week. 
Town employees have been noti- 
fied of the coverage, he said. 

Mr. Costello reported that the 
systems analyst who is studying 
the town’s data processing opera- 
tions has already begun discus- 
sions with heads of each of six 
major departments as part of his 
project. 

Eighty percent of 1971 town 
departmental budgets are in the 
hands of the Finance Committee, 
Mr. Cositello advised bhe Select- 
men. All but perhaps one or two 
will be submitted to the group 
by next week, he continued. The 
contributory retirement and re- 
gional vocational school district 
budgets probably will not be a- 
vailable by that time, lie antici- 
pated. In summary, Mr. Costello 
said that budgets are being pro- 
cessed well ahead of last year’s 
procedure. 

Accept Recomendation 

The Selectmen accepted the 
recommendation of the Finance 
Committee that proposed capital 
equipment expenditures in excess 
of $2,000 for all departments be 
contained in one article for action 
at the annual Town Meeting. Vo- 
ting in favor were Selectmen 
Paul F. Amico, John J. Sullivan, 
and Ralph M. Swanson. Opposed 
were Selectmen William G. Chap- 
man Jr. and Sherman W. Sallt- 
rnardh Jr.

Composed of knowledgeable ci- 
tizens. this committee might be 
an extension of the Central Busi- 
ness District Study Committee. 

South Border Review 

Attending tfie Board meeting 
were four residents of the South 
Border Road area, signers of a 
petition from 31 residents here 
opposing zoning changes under 
the new By-Law. 

The area cited, presently in a 
15,000 square-foot zone, is now 
proposed for 10,000 square-foot 
lots. Property owners feel that 
this will “alter the character of 
this area.” producing a “down- 
ward effect on existing property 
values and encouraging the con- 
struction of new homes inconsis- 
tent. with existing structures.” 
The Planning Board will re- 
serve a vote on their request, un- 
til the presence of a quorum. In 
the meantime it will consult with 
Town assessors on a question 
posed by these residents at the 
meeting. 

Tin nd owners wondered how 
their property would be assessed 
once zoned into the lesser 10,000 
square-foot zone. They are con- 
cerned over the financial loss 
which might occur if their land 
must be assessed for overage. It 
was suggested that if the alter- 
native is between 10,000 or 20,- 
000 square-foot zoning, then per- 
haps the higher figure might be 
more beneficial to the greater 
number of property owners in 
this area. 

In an attempt to simplify some 
of the complicacies of zoning, 
the Board felt that the elimina- 
tion of the 15,000 zone, a com- 
promise dimension when original- 
ly effected, to 10,000 would work 
no hardship on residents. The 
quality of homes recently con- 
structed on Lawson and Jeffer- 
son Roads, falling under 10.000 
square-foot zoning, was cited as 
comparable to those in the adja- 
cent 15.000 zone. 

Placing the controversial area 
into the 10,000 rather than 20.000 
zone, was decided upon by the 
Board in deference to a holder 
of undeveloped land on South 
Border Road. Legal complications 
have not allowed the owner to 
acquire a title for noit-conform- 
ing lots. Placement of this area 
in the 20,000 square-foott zone 
would deprive him of t\vt> or 
three building lots. 

The land can not be left in the 
existing 15,000 zone. This mea- 
sure is eliminated under the pro- 
posed By-Law which restructures 
rather than amends the old By- 
Law. Technical changes in the 
document and drawings would be 
a formidable task, Chairman 
Schaefer observed.

“Pirates” Invade Hearts 
Of Winchester Citizenry 

(Richard Dome, cntertairnnont critic for WFRS-FM (88.9) in Bos- 
ton, Hosts the program, “Sunday Night at the Opera.” Last week, per- 
formances of "The Pirates of Penzance” and “The Mikado” were pre- 
sented on the broadcast. The following review of the Winchester Staff 
and Key Society production of "The Pirates Of Penzance” is a revised 
version of Mr. Dome’s review presented on the WERS Evening Report 
at 0 pan. Monday.)

With pirates cheering and pretty 
maidens cavorting on a rocky 
Cornish shore, the Winchester 
Staff and Key Society, opened its 
annual production with "The Pir- 
ates of Penzance.” The show, done 
for the benefit of the Winchester 
Scholarship Foundation, proved to 
be a lively and exciting produc- 
tion. Directed by L. Hassler Einzig 
in a very traditional Doyly Carte 
fashion, "The Pirates of Penzance” 
quelled all arguments which held 
that Gilbert and Sullivan ought to 
be updated. 

The main attraction was Linda 
Palkey, a graduate of Arlington 
High back in 19f>4 and now a re- 
sident of Medford, who interpreted 
the role of Mabel, the lead soprano 
in the work. Her deep rich voice, 
plus her agile handling of the high 
coloratura notes in what is Gilbert 
and Sullivan’s best soprano role, 
leads us to the opinion that in a 
world where the great dramatic- 
coloratura sopranos are all but ex- 
tinct (Ponselle, Cigna, and Callas 
are gone, and only Joan Suther- 
land remains) this girl should per- 
haps not waste so much time just 
doing Gilbert and Sullivan but cast 
a glance towards the greater hero- 
ines of Bellini and Donizetti, who 
cry out for voices like hers! 


Victor Jonas of Winchester, 
whose mellow-rich voice gave the 
Pirate King an excellent musical 
interpretation, together with the 
funny-face antics of Enid Hould- 
ing, also of Winchester, who did 
the contralto role of Ruth, provi- 
ded beautiful support for the patter 
song's, aside jokes, and facial buf- 
foonery of the Major General, 
which Jim Smith, veteran of the 
stage of lodal theatrical organiza- 
tions, carried off in the best Sa- 
voyard tradition. 

Tenor Bob Mathews of Lincoln 
was delightful- as the apprentice 
Frederick, who, cursed by the fate 
of being born on leap year, is only 
614 years old, even though he has 
been alive 21 years. Warren Colson 
and Herb Bixler, alternating as the 
Sergeant of Police, rounded out the 
lively cast of this enjoyable pro- 
duction. 

For those already avid students 
of the Savoyards this' was one more 
well done recreation of that initial 
performance at the turn of the 
century. For those unfamiliar with 
Mr. Gilbert and Mr. Sullivan, it 
was Winchester^ way of ushering 
them to the marvelous madness 
which erupted almost 100 years 
ago and is still raging in epidemic 
fashion today.

Servicemen 
Will Be Sent 


Holiday messages will be trans- 
mitted by voice and teletype to 
many American servicemen abroad 
through the courtesy of Air Force 
Mars (Military Affiliate Radio 
System) from the Burlington Mall. 
Friday evening, December 11 
through Saturday evening, Decem- 
ber 12, during regular Mall busi- 
ness hours. 

During this time “Mars Radio- 
gram Messages” will be sent to 
armed forces personnel from the 
Burlington Mall to Vietnam, Eu- 
rope, Africa, Antarctica, and 
whoreever American forces are lo- 
cated. 

Nor will distance matter. Only 
those APO’s on active duty in 
combat zones, who cannot be 
reached directly by wire, will miss 
out on this gigantic communica- 
tions effort. 

Messages will be sent in 26 
words, with the service person’s 
name, rank, serial number, mili- 
tary unit, and APO or FPO, and 
signed by the name and address 
of the sender. Within minutes 
these messages will start on their 
way to their destinations. The sen- 
der will be able to see and hear his 
message begin its journey around 
the globe. 

Licensed Ham Radiomen (all 
volunteers connected with the Air 
Force Mars Program) will trans- 
mit the greetings from friends and 
loved ones at home. They will also 
be available to explain the work- 
ings of this vast radio network. 

The Mars Program, an affiliate 
of the United States Air Force, ex- 
tends an invitation to all to come 
to the Burlington Mall, and take 
advantage of this program.

Massachusetts Warrant Issued 


Cash Balance 
S24.3 Million 

Massachusetts had a cash bal- 
ance of $24.3 million at the end 
of November, the fifth month of 
fiscal 1971, State Treasurer Robert 
Q. Crane noted in his latest month- 
ly financial report. 

November’s cash balance, how- 
ever, was $15.2 million less than 
the $39.5 million cash balance for 
October as a result of an increase 
by that amount of disbursements 
over total receipts. Treasurer Cane 
pointed out. 

October receipts by the Common- 
wealth amounted to $307,561,145.00, 
reported Treasurer Crane, but dis- 
bursements for the month reached 
$322,780,492.00 

The Commonwealth’s bonded in- 
debtedness, according to Treasurer 
Crane’s report, continues over the 
one billion dollar mark and up by 
more than $21 million over the same 
period a year ago. As of December 
1, the state’s bonded debt was 
>$1,031,521,000, as compared to 
$1,009,601,000 on December 1, 1969, 
the treasurer’s report concludes. 


In Recent Cases 
Of Heating Fraud 

A warrant for a Reading man 
wanted in connection with the re- 
cent heating and oil burner frauds 
plaguing Winchester’s elderly was 
obtained by Inspector-Sergeant 
William T. Haggerty on November 
11 from Woburn District Court. 

Generally since the time of the 
warrant’s issuance there have been 
no further such complaints to the 
Winchester Police Department, 
however, requests for information 
on these incidents have been re- 
ceived from police forces in other 
towns currently experiencing the 
deceptions. 

A man, claiming to represent an 
oil company, visits residences, ex- 
amines the oil burner or heating 
equipment, and recommends re- 
pairs which he asserts are danger- 
ous if not remedied. He then ob- 
tains a check for the recommend- 
ed work which is never done. In 
cases reported to police nearly all 
the persons were elderly.

So many times defeating 
slam depends on the crucial 
opening lead; often there is a 
missing Ace, and if the defense 
can set up a trick besides the Ace, 
it sets the contract. 

The catch is that East, in giving 
information to his partner, also 
gives it to South. And knowing 
that East has the missing diamontl 
honors means that North’s points 
for his opening bid are concentrat- 
ed in the other three suits which 
gives South the courage to bid 
the 6NT he’s angling for. 

West dutifully leads the Jack of 
diamonds (N.B. how a spade or 
heart lend helps South), South 
takes his Ace and then squeezes 
everyone by leading the seven 
clubs. East has real problems, and 
in discarding the 2, 4, and 10 of 
spades pinpoints the position of 
the Queen of spades so that South 
makes seven.

The holidays are here and woe 
to the housewife who has to put up 
with scores of visitors tracking* in 
and out of the house. It isn’t 
enough that these folks track in 
the dirt, snow, and grime, but 
chances are this Christmas many 
rugs will fall victim to the well- 
intentioned, yot unsuspecting de- 
vastator of rugs. 

According to Harry Boodakian, 
one of the three brothers of the 
oriental rug and broadloom sales 
firm, “We get as many calls after 
the holidays for services other 
than cleaning as we do for clean- 
ing and it’s all through careless- 
ness on the part of the homeowner, 
his family, or well-meaning friends 
and relatives.

Eight fires with Insured losses 
over $3 million each occurred in 
the United States in 1968, reports 
the Insurance Information Insti- 
tute. The most costly was a $12 
million fire involving chemicals in 
Taft, Louisiana. 


The aesthetic qualities of a land- 
scape indicates its health; ugliness 
is almost a certain symptom of in- 
efficiency, and beauty is a valuable 
indication of a healthy or well-bal- 
.anced area, the Massachusetts Au- 
dubon Society points out. 


Fire Chief I. Francis Amico re- 
commends the use of non-combusti- 
ble materials (glass, asbestos, etc.) 
if possible, or flame-retardant de- 
corations this Christmas. Untreat- 
ed cotton, flock, and tissue paper 
ignite easily. 

Ordinary polystyrene foam or 
natural evergreens make fine dis- 
plays but can he fire hazards. Keep 
candles and open flames away from 
them. 

Select holiday masks, whiskers, 
and other costuming carefully. Un- 
less “flameproofed,” they can 
change holiday tradition into tra- 
gedy. 

Chief Amico warns that all gifts 
and wrappings should be of a type 
that prevents Are, not feeds it. 

Electric toys should carry UL 
or CSA labels to show that they 
meet safety standards. Gasoline, 
alcohol, and kerosene operated toys 
are risky in children’s hands, caus- 
ing clothing and house fires. Avoid 
pyroxylin plastic toys and dolls. 
Give fire-safe gifts. 

Pick up wrappings while opening 
gifts. Put them into covered trash 
containers, metal barrels with 
metal covers. Do NOT burn them 
in fireplaces. 

Too many fires are started by 
misuse of matches and smoking 
materials. Holiday celebrations 
call for extra-special caution. Don’t 
smoke near the tree, decorations, 
or wrappings. Use adequate ash- 
trays, empty them frequently and 
safely. Keep matches and lighters 
out of children’s reach.

Local residents have Ijerome visiting lecturers at Winchester Pub- ^ 
lie Schools under ;i new program sponsored by the Winchester Advisory j 


Council on Education (WACE) . 

WAGE was appointed by the 
School Committee to suggest 
ways for the schools to use tal- 
ents of Winchester people. 
Through extensive recruitment 
efforts a steering committee has 
prepared a list of over 75 people 
who are willing to share their 
knowledge with students in the 
schools. 

In connection with the use of 
the WACE list Dr, Donald A. 
Klemer, Superintendent of 
Schools, has said that he believes 
that the development of an effec- 
tive, committed, aind involved ci- 
tizenry in a democratic society 
requires that students, as they 
move through the Winchester 
Public Schools, gain an increas- 
ing amount of experience in at- 
tacking and analyzing different 
points of view. 

Student discussion of these 
matters should begin when the 
staff feels that they are capable 
of effectively discussing such is- 
sues, he continued. It is antici- 
pated that students will be given 
an increasing opportunity to ex- 
press themselves on these issues, 
and hear diverse points of view, 
as they move through the second- 
ary schools, Dr. Klemer said. 

He explained that teachers, 
with the approval of department 
heads and princifials, bring into 




their classrooms individuals and 
materials representing diverse 
points of view on controversial 
subjects. Both sides of a contro- 
versial issue arc presented either 
with a representative of the op- 
position or the teacher present- 
ing the other viewpoint. 

The WACE list has been dis- 
tributed to principals who have 
received instructions on the pro- 
cedure to be followed to arrange 
for guest speakers for their clas- 
ses.

Tliirty-one residents have ob- 
iected to reducing lot sizes from 
a minimum of 15,000 souare feet 
to 10,000 square feet in the Holly- 
wood Road and Dennett Rond 
areas, and adjacent properties on 
South Border Road. In a letter to 
the Planning Board, signed by each 
«f the 31, they said that they un- 
derstood that the proposed Zoning 
By-Law would make this change. 

They noted that they are op- 
posed to nny zoning changes which 
would have a detrimental effect on 
mr neighborhood without any net 
angible benefit to the Town of 
Winchester.” 

The residents said that they 
thought “that the Planning Board’s 
philosophy in this matter is to 
ivoid injury to the owner of the 
undeveloped land on South Border 
Rond, who is unable to reconi 
15.000-foot lots prior to the Town 
Meeting vote on the Zoning By- 
Liaw due to legal difficulties. There- 
'ore, the Planning Board is reluc- 
tant to zone our neighoborhood for 

20.000 square feet, but has not 
fully considered adding n third 
residential zoning classification for 

15.000 square feet.” 

Members of the group wrote 
chat they believed “that 10,000 
square feet zoning will alter the 
character of this area by placing 
at least two sub-15.000 square-foot 
’ots nearly in the middle of a sub- 
stantial area otherwise fully devel- 
yped with 15,000 square-foot lots. 
This will have a downward effect 
on existing property values and 
will encourage the construction of 
new homes inconsistent with exist- 
ing structures,” they continued. 

“Our contention is that continu- 
ance of 15,000 square-foot zoning 
is consistent with existing lots, will 
not financially damage the owner 
of the undeveloped land, and will 
not cause excessive or lengthy re- 
visions to the proposal at hand,” 
they went on. 

A five-step course of action was 
outlined by the group. It included 

“1. To attempt to convince the 
Planning Board to change the pro- 
posed Zoning By-Law while still in 
its formative stages by this peti- 
tion and personal appearance be- 
fore the Planning Board. 

“2. If the above fails, to voice 
our dissent at the upcoming formal 
hearing. 

“3. To offer a suitable amend- 
ment at Town Meeting.

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Elementary Drug Program Discussed

ftflth and sixlth grade pupils to ex- 


plain the drug education program 
heing introduced into the elemen- 
tary grades this semester. 

They explain that the fifth grade 
program has been designed to em- 
phasize a general scientific ap- 
proach to the various types of 
chemicals and/or drugs and how 
they affect the human liody. This 
program is based upon data ac- 
quired through questionnaires de- 
monstrating that students did not 
show a highly developed interest 
in specific narcotics at this level. 

The sixth grade program, ac- 
cording to the personal ethics spe- 
cialists, as designed emphasizes 
the social sciences in that it de- 
votes attention to the various 
types of human organizations for 
working and living together, in- 
cluding an attempt to understand 
the reasons for various types of 
human behavior (i.e. conforming, 
nonconforming, etc.). 

Social science is the biggest 
part of the program, but there is a 
section devoted to a study of ille- 
gal and/or dangerous drugs. The

By their discussions with par- 
ents prior to implementation of 
the program Mr. and Mrs. Ostrach 
are able to answer uestions from 
the audience. Parents are informed 
ho that they will be able to proper- 
y discuss drug utilization with 
[heir children. 

In proposing the drug education 
program Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Donald A. Klemer stated, “The 
school staff, with the support of 
the CONCERN Committee, felt 
that students need to develop an 
understanding about drugs and at- 
titudes toward them at a stage 
earlier in their development than 
adolescence. In adolescence we are 
often working with conditional fac- 
tors which make instruction some- 
times difficult in matters that have 
become part of the teen-*age cul- 
ture. 

Members of the Curriculum 
Councils in Science and Social Stu- 
dies designed a questionnaire to be 
given in the elementary schools 
and another one for the secondary 
schools to determine student atti- 
tudes and understandings about 
drugs in order to design an appro- 
priate program. 

Design of a program such as 
this at the elementary school level 
is suported by the position state- 
ment of the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Education Advisory Com- 
mittee on Drug Abuse (May, 
1968). * 

Believing that a student aware 
of the physical, psychological and 
sociological aspects of drug use 
and abuse will be in a better posi- 
tion to make informed personal de- 
cisions in this area, the Committee 
recommends that the curriculum 
from kindergarten through the 
12th grade include content and 
learning experiences which will be 
of value in preventing the harm- 
ful use of drugs or other substan- 
ces by youth!'” 

Dr. Klemer also adds that it is 
suported by law, Chapter 71, Sec- 
tion 1, which mandates such pro- 
grams for all students. 

“Ip connection with physiology 
and hygiene, instruction as to the 
effects of the alcoholic drinks and 
of stimulants and narcotics on the 
human system, and as to tubercu- 
losis and its prevention, shall be 
given to all pupils in all schools 
under public control . . . .” 

The fifth and sixth grade pro- 
grams, as explained by the Os- 
trachs, will be taught by teachers 
trained in a three-day workshop 
which the specialists led early in 
the term. Each principal selected 
one fifth and one sixth grade tea- 
cher in his school to participate in 
the workshop and become qualified 
to instruct the students in each 
elementary school. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ostrach plan to 
go to the schools where materials 
are being used and act as helping 
teachers to assist the teachers with 
comments and suggestions. In ad- 
dition, they anticipate devising an 
objective way of evaluating what 
students have learned from the 
materials, which of the program 
of objectives have been achieved, 
and then use these evaluations in 
determining where they wish to 
modify or improve the program. 

A formal report of these evalua- 
tions will be given to the School 
Committee on or before May 1, 
1971, according to Dr. Klemer.

The Mystic Valley Mental 
Health Association, which serves 
Arlington, Burlington, Lexington, 
Winchester, and Woburn, was re 
presented at the recent annual 
inerting of the National Associa- 
tion for Mental Health. 

Mrs. K. Sohier Welch Jr., exec- 
utive director, attended the con 
venltion held in Los Angeles late 
in Novemfber, ns did Mrs. Jnrk 
Christensen, formerly of Lexing- 
ton and now volunteer chairman 
for the Massachusetts Association 
for Mental Health. 

Mrs. Welch reports that the con- 
vention focused on the very goals 
that the Mystic Valley Association 
is working for — the prevention 
of mental illness, the development 
of services for children, ami the 
establishment of community men- 
tal health centers. 

Speaking at the convention. Dr. 

| Edward Stainbrook of the Univer- 
I sity of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and Dr. John Carver, 
president of the National Council 
of Community Mental Health Cen- 
ters, emphasized the need to reach 
out to vulnerable youngsters in 
high risk areas. 

A recent study made in West- 
chester County, New York, indi- 
cated that 2/3 of the naition’s chil- 
dren suffer from some emotional 
impairment, about half of whom 
need counselling or guidance. To 
help them and their families, de- 
centralized facilities are needed in 
the local community. 

In this area the Mystic Valley 
Children’s Clinic, 186 Bedford 
Street, Lexington, provides pro- 
fessional services for youngsters 
from Arlington, Burlington, Lex- 
ington, Winchester, and Woburn, 
and is the nucleus of a develop- 
j ment community mental health 
I center that will serve the needs of 
[all the community. 

The Massachusetts delegation to 
the national convention strpngly 
supported community participation 
mental health planning. The 
convention struck a new note in 
prevention this year when Dr. 
Stainbrook pointed out the mental 
illness is often the normal reaction 
to an abnormally bad environment. 
Part of working for mental health 
involves changing that environ- 
ment, and including in its planning 
'those who suffer most f/om its bad 
effects. 

The Masachusetts delegation in- 
troduced a resolution calling for 
members of minority groups and 
the economically disadvantaged to 
be included on all boards and exe- 
cutive committees of the National 
Association for Mental Health, as 
well as regional and local chapters. 
While their specific resolution did 
not pass, one having similar provi- 
sions to take effect by 1973 was 
adopted by the convention. 

Community participation at the 
local and national level is essential 
for the development of comprehen- 
sive merttal health centers. For in- 
stance, the Administration in Wa- 
shington allowed $60 million in its 
budget to complete 420 centers a- 
round the country. The Senate 
raised this to $80 million, and the 
House, under public pressure 
upped it to $100 million.

Choate Hospital Family 
Takes Third Of Goal Of 
$750,000 In Campaign 


The (524 individuals and one wom- 
an’s service organization which 
comprise the Choate “Hospital 
Family” have accepted a composite 
goal of $258,000 as their collective 
share of the total Building Fund 
Campaign goal of $750,000. The 
“Hospital Family” consists of 01 j 
trustees, 142 members of the mod- i 
ical staff. 451 employees, and the 


Hospital Aid Association. 

The first response to Choate’s 
request for aid came from the Hos- 
pital Aid Association, which has 
beeen saving: the income from vari- 
ous projects for more than two 
years in anticipation of the cur- 
rent improvement and expansion 
propram. Led by President Mrs. 
Norman Paulson, assisted by Vice 
Presidents Mrs. Daniel Friel and 
Mrs. Raymond Given, Corresspond- 
ing Secretary Mrs. Arnold Nelson, 
Recording: Secretary Mrs. Laurence 
Smith and Treasurer Mrs. Guy Pal- 
ape, this group of 32 volunteers has 
accumulated over $10,000. In addi- 
tion they have pledped their ef- 
forts and their income for another 
$15,000 for a total pledge of $25,-' 
000 . 

According to Russell N. Mon- 
,bleau, general manager of Atlantic 
Gelatin Division of General Foods 
Corporation and campaign general 
chairman, “All of us with leader- 
ship responsibility for this cam- 
paign are very much aware of the 
impressive size of the goal. In light 
of current economic attitudes $750,- 
is a very demanding objective. 

The gift of the Hospital Aid 
Association demonstrates what can 
be done with dedication and hard 
work. It challenges all of us. I hope 
we can live up to this amazing 
example.” 

Guy Palage, president of the 
Choate Memorial Hospital Board of 
Trustees, promises that the board 
will meet the challenge. “With a 
membership of thirty-one, and a 
goal of $25,000 I think that the 
Board is slightly under-goaled. We 
will exceed our objective I” 

The campaign among the 141 
members of the hospital medical 
staff is being conducted by a three- 
man committee headed by Dr. Ar- 
thur A. Veno, a Woburn surgeon. 
The other members are Dr. Arthur 
T. Koenig, president of the medical 
staff, and Dr. Jacob Peretsman, a 
surgeon from Burlington. 

At a dinner meeting of medical 
dtaff members and their wives on 
Wednesday, November 18, Dr. Koe- 
nig announced a medical staff goal 
of $150,000. Dr. Veno has recruited 
10 physicians on the staff to assist 
with solicitation. The first report 
of this group is due Friday, De-' 
cember 4. 

Solicitation of hospital employ- 
ees is being directed by a committee 
of hospital employees, whose chair- 
man is Richard Canniff, purchas- 
ing officer of the hospital. 

Cultivation of hospital employees 
started with a series of dinner tours 
attended by almost half the work 
force. Subsequently, campaign ori- 
entation meetings were held 
“around the clock” November 13, 
14, and 15. More than 350 employ- 
ees from every shift in every de- 
partment attended one of these ses- 


sions designed to inform all the em- J 
ployees of the details of the expan 1 
sion and improvement project and j 
the building campaign which will ] 
help finance the program. 

Fifty employee - solicitors an 
striving to roach a goal of $58,000 i 
by seeking payroll deduction pledp j 
es based on one-half hour’s pay per ! 
week for three years. At the first j 
report meeting on Friday, Novem- 
ber 27. the solicitors reported 244 ! 
contributions totalling $51,015, an 
average gift of $209.08. 

Mr. Downey, hospital adminis- 
trator, reacted to the report by ex 
claiming “I knew that this is one 
of the best qualified work forces in 
any hospital community in the 
state. Now I know they’re also a 
wonderfully generous group. I think 
this report is tremendous!” 

Board President Palage was 
equally exuberant, “What a great 
report. 88', of the goal from just 
over half the prospect. What an ex- 
pression of loyalty and morale! I 
can’t find the right words to ex- 
press my appreciation and that of 
the Board.” 

From the hospital bed where he 
is recovering from surgery, Em- 
ployee Division Chairman Dick 
Canniff just grinned and said, “1 
knew we’d do it.”

Program Policy 

A policy establishing the eligibility for free and reduced rate lun- 
ches as provided hy the State was approved by die Winchester School 
Committee at its Monday evening session. December IT. Action was 
also taken to relieve some of the financial problems which the Town 
has incurred with the SEEM program. 

In a continuing review of the present transportation policy the 
possibility or rearranging the opening and closing of elementary 
sdtools for better utilization of busses will be studied. 


Lunch Program 

As a result of the School Com- 
mittee’s approval of the lunch 
policy program established by the 
State, the terms of eligibility for 
free and reduced rate lunches will 
be made public to all parents with 
students in the Winchester 
schools. 

A questionnaire compiled by the 
State will l>e distributed either 
through the mail or to students. 
Return of the questionnaire to 
school administrators is manda- 
tory only if a parent wishes to 
claim eligibility for the program. 

If a parent of a secondary 
school student does not receive a 
questionnaire from his child, he 
may obtain one at the school office. 

The State policy, according to 


The full committee met for 
four hours Saturday afternoon 
with the full School Committee 
and administration to review the 
entire school budget. While nei- 
ther committee has voted on the 
full budget, the Finance Commit- 
tee expressed its general feelings 
on it to the School Committee 
and administration. The School 
Committee has tentatively ap- 
proved parts of the budget.

Committee maintain its review 
schedule. 

The Finance Committee is wor- 
king on methods to update and 
improve the method of budgeting 
for capital expenditures. It hopes 
to have special articles permit- 
ting this for the consideration 
of the Town Meeting.

Hospital Expansion 
Must For Next Year , 
Administrator Says 

An expansion program must be undertaken at Winchester Hos- 
pital in the next year, according tp Administrator Reese E. James. An 
“immediate need” exists for more space m every hospital department. 


Mr. James told those attending the 58th annual meeting of the hospital 


recently. 

Mr. James noted the “substan- 
tial increase” in patient services 
over the prior year, particularly 
the jump in outpatient visits. He 
reported that the Continuing 
Care Unit is operating at almost 
full capacity, and at times has a 
waiting list for admissions. 

The Hospital introduced nu- 
clear medicine during the year 
through the purchase of a nu- 
clear scanner for diagnostic 
purposes, Mr. James said. He 
advised that the X-ray depart- 


ment had been furnished expen- 
sive new equipment so that it 
could perform the new “special 
procedures” required in modem 
medicine. 

Dr. James F. McDonough, pre- 
sident, medical and dental staff, 
spoke of the major areas of pa- 
tient activities during the year, 
emphasizing the growth in out- 
patient visits, the need for a new 
Pediatric Unit — the grow'th in

Age Of Marijuana Users 
Is Down To 11 And 12 , 
Winchester Group Told 

The age of marijuana users has dropped to II and 12. Mrs. Jean 
Jacobson, director ol the educational project for the Special Legislative 
Commission on Drug \buse, told the Winchester Visiting Nurse Associ- 
ation Friday, Do ember II. at the Unitarian Chinch. 


“There are rapid changes in 
the development of the drug 
problem. In the last three years, 
heroin users have increased tre- 
mendously ill the suburbs. The 
age of marijuana users has come 
down to eleven and twelve year 
olds. Therefore the emphasis 
must be placed on recognizing 
and treating the underlying rea- 
sons for drug abuse. There are 
many truths to the well-known 
reasons for taking drugs; that is,' 
rebellion, escapism, and the pain 
of growing up, but peer pressure 


is one of the reasons near the top 
of tilt? list,” stated Mrs. Jacobson. 
“Youth doesn’t want to feel left 
out of their own group.” 

“Although,” stated Mrs. Jacob- 
son, “our educational systems arc 
trying to make a better world for 
their children, they have excluded 
the young people from their re- 
sponsibilities and place in society. 
“Educational systems, though 
well meaning, have ignored the 
need Ui educate youth in the sub- 
ject that most concern them — 
themselves.”

For Special Town Meeting 
To Be Held On January 18 


The Board of Selectmen will sign the warrant Tor the Monday. January 18. special Town Meeting on 
Monday evening, December 21. Attorney Leonard J. Mullen, town counsel, is preparing the seven articles 
for the warrant, which closed Monday evening, December M. 


Liquor privileges for Winches- 
ter clubs and war veterans’ or- 
ganizations will be the subject of 
one article. Another will be con- 
cerned with Personnel Board 
recommendations on collective 
bargaining with town employees. 

A third article will be devoted 
to the proposed West Side Fire 
Station. The Police Department 
would be authorized to pay 1969 
bills under a fourth article. 

The town would be authorized 
to purchase property at 8 Alben 
Street for expansion at McCall 
Junior High School under a fifth 
article. CONCERN would receive 
an appropriation from the town 
if the sixth article is approved. 

A final article would permit 
the Winchester Housing Author- 
ity 'to acquire land on Palmer 
Street as a site for housing for 
the elderly. Mrs. John F. Murphy 
Jr., chairman of the Authority, 
explained to the Selectmen Mon- 
day evening, December 14, that 
her group believed that it should 
own the site before requesting 
the Planning Board to zone it 
for the housing development. 

Mrs. Murphy said that the Au- 
thority was trying to select an 
architect. After this is done, 
plans and sketches will be pre- 
pared. 


Town Engineer John H. Ciarcia 
and Safety Officer Donald E. Pi- 
gott will be asked by Selectmen 
to comment an a request by Ri- 
chard A. Clarke for sidewalk con- 
struction on South Border Road. 
The land is the property of the 
Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion. Should Mr. Ciarcia and Of 
ficer Pigott’s survey determine 
that the sidewalk is required, the 
MDC will he asked by the Select- 
men to install it. 

The Selectmen accepted the re- 
commendation of Inspector of 
Wires William B. MacDonald 
that no additional street lighting 
be provided on Robinson Circle. 
Mrs. Norma Porras of 8 Robin- 
son Circle had sought the extra 
illumination. 

Two new street lights will be 
placed in the vicinity of the fun- 
eral home operated by John W. 
Lane Jr. at 760 Main Street. In- 
spector of Wires MacDonald had 
recommended the installation 'to 
Selectmen. 

Chairman Ralph M. Swanson 
of the Board of Selectmen and 
Executive Secretary Donnelly 
will correspond with Richard 
Parkhurst on his offer to donate 
land on Ridgefield Road ito the 
town for conservation purposes if 
nearby property owned by an- 
other individual is also deeded to 
the town. Mr. Parkhurst’s proper- 
ty borders the Town Forest area.

The Red Cross bloodmobile will 
be at the Winchester Unitarian 
Church from 2 to 7 p.m. Tuesday, 
December 29. Bloodmobile Chair- 
man John J. Waite Jr. has urged 
Winchester residents to respond. 

“During this holiday season 
more blood is*needed bhan at any 
other time of the year,” Mr. 
Waite said. “Winter illnesses and 
accidents deplete the supply at 
the Red Cross blood bank.” 

“No one likes to pause in his 
round of activities during Christ- 
mas week, but this year it is 
necessary as the blood supply 
is so critically low,” Mr. Waite 
continued. 

“Many volunteers are donating 
their skills to assure efficient and 
rapid progress on the blood don- 
or line. Won’t you donate a pint 
of blood and an hour of your 
time to give the gift of life? 
You and your immediate family 
will be protected for one year if 
the need arrives,” Mr. Waite con- 
cluded. 

Appointments to give blood on 
December 29 may be made by 
calling the Red Cross Winchester 
Chapter at 729-2300. 


Countering Representative Du- 
kakis’ contention that the area 
cannot afford to fund both transit 
and highway development, Cham- 
ber President Attorney William 
J. Speers Jr. of 2 Fern way stat- 
ed: “The two modes of transpor- 
tation are not competing for 
funds. The situation is such that 
we have available the necessary 
funding for completion of the 
highway system aind need only 
to provide separate and addition- 
al funding for the modernization 
and expansion of our mass trans- 
portation services.” 

In making his rebuttal to Re- 
presentative Dukakis’ argument 
based on economies, Mr. Speers 
pointed out that highway con- 
struction receives 90 percent fed- 
eral funding from the Depart- 
ment of Transportation, while 
the State’s treasury already has 
available its 10 percent share in 
the Highway Fund. The Chamber 
President also noted that $3.1 bil- 
lion in federal mass transit aid is 
now available on a matching ba- 
sis with the states. 

Mr. Speers aded: “Emotion-ap- 
pealing broadsides at highway 
construction projects will have 
little effect in bringing about the 
necessary provision of State 


funds for transit improvement. 
They may very well result in the 
Commonwealth's losing an extra- 
ordinary amount of federal mon- 
ies available for such purposes.” 

Turning to methods of raising 
local mass transit funds, Mr. 
Speers noted that the Chamber 
expressed its support last week 
of the MBTA’s effort to secure 
$250 million in additional bonding 
authority from the Legislature 
as a means Of raising matching 
funds for participation in the 
federal-aid program. 

Mr. Speers concluded: “A bal- 
anced transportation system for 
this area requires both an effi- 
cient road network aind expanded 
public transit facilities. It should 
lx? abundantly clear to anyone 
concerned with the local trans- 
portation issue that neither high- 
ways nor transit can do the job 
alone and that, in fact, a modern 
transportation system requires 
the total integration of both sys- 
tems. 

The current posture of freezing 
Greater Boston’s highway devel- 
opment program has simply fru- 
strated related transit projects 
and, in turn, impedes our a- 
chievement of a truly balanced 
transportation system.”

"The Wildwood Cemetery in 
Winchester is one of the two or 
three most natural beautrfulcem- 
eteries in Massachusetts.” Chair- 
man Hatch commented. “Its 
founders had great vision when 
they acquired the first parcel of 
about ten acres in September, 
1851, by using $3,000 of the Win- 
chester Fund. A detailed and in- 
teresting plan is tinted in 1852 
which is the hasis for the present 
general layout of the cemetery 
with its attractive network of 
winding roads and paths. 

“Today, Wildwood, close to the 
canter of town, is one of the 
most attractive pieces of proper- 
ty in Winch ester,” Commissioner 
Hatch continued. "The Commis- 
sioners want to keep it a natural 
beauty spot, although, because of 
the inflation of costs in recent 
years and the lack of funds, much 
now needs to be done to protect 
this beauty for the future. 

"We Have a good start in the 
placing of the new monument to 
the veterans of all wards by the 
town at the entrance of the cem- 
etery,” Mr. Hatch went on. “This 
area now requires the proper 
landscaping to set it off.”

The Voters Will Decide 


The Selectmen have set Monday, January 18, 
as the date lor a special Town Meeting to act 
upon a request bv local clubs and war veterans 
•organizations to sell alcoholic beverages. 

United Clubs of Winchester, representing sev- 
en such groups, presented a petition to Select- 
men asking for the meeting. There were 302 
certified signatures on the petition. 

The special Town Meeting will consider an 
article asking the state legislature to pass a spe- 
cial act paving the way for Winchester clubs to 
have liquor privileges. If it is passed, a refer- 
endum question on the matter will appear on the 
ballot in the March election. 

If voters approve the referendum question 
then, the Board of Selectmen would assume li- 
censing powers. Public hearings on each club's 


application would he held. The question on the 
ballot will concern only clubs — not package 
stores, taverns, or bars. 

United Clubs is going about this situation 
properly. Because it is dissatisfied with present 
restrictions on club liquor sales, it is seeking to 
have these restraints removed by law. 

Attempting to change laws one finds objec- 
tionable. rather than defiance by selecting those 
which one shall follow and disobeying the others, 
is the desirable means. The alternative is anar- 
chy with each man setting his own rules, oblivi- 
ous to his responsibilities to others and to 
society. 

It appears that Winchester voters will right- 
fully have their say in March on whether clubs 
and war veterans' groups liere may legally sell 
liquor. Decision time is approaching. 


Watch Out For “Inspectors” 


The Fire and Police Departments have joined 
in efforts to stamp out heating and oil burner 
frauds which have plagued some of \\ inchester s 
elderly residents recently. 

Here’s bow the racket works, according to Fire 
Chief I. Francis Amieo. A person claiming to 
be an inspector for an oil company will offer to 
check a homeowner's heating system at no 
charge. The “inspector” claims that a dangerous 
condition requires repairs. He obtains a check 
for the recommended work, which is never done. 

Chief Amieo suggests that homeowners be 
careful about letting such individuals into their 
homes and about signing contracts for such work. 
He urges residents to call their fuel supplier for 
advice before becoming involved with these 
salesmen. 


Police Chief Edward F. Bowler's department 
has joined Chief Amieo in seeking to halt the 
deceptive practices of so-called “inspectors” in 
this town. Sergeant Inspector W illiam T. Hag- 
gertv recently obtained a warrant in Woburn 
District Court in connection with complaints 
about this situation. 

W inchester citizens would be wise to pay no 
heed to “inspectors” who warn of asphyxiation, 
carbon monoxide poisoning, gas poisoning, fire 
explosition, damage, injury, or death from fur- 
nace or chimney. Nearly all of the persona who 
were approached by “inspectors” in the cases 
reported to the police were elderly, but anyone 
could become a victim. To avoid being cheated, 
rely on your fuel supplier for liis recommenda- 
tions. 


Why The Container Was Closed 


A Star reader has asked why the container 
at t lire Town Dump for recycling newspapers and 
maguzincs was closed Monday, December t. 
There was a reason. 

Superintendent of Streets Robert G. O'Brien 
explained that the container became filled on 
Saturday. December 5. The waste disposal firm 
which pays the town five dollars a ton for paper 
left Sn the container was not open that day. The 
company was notified to pick up the material 
on the next business day, which was Monday, 
December 7. Such pickups are made on one 
day’s notice, which, in this case, was Tuesday, 
December 8. 

The container was closed when it lacked fur- 
ther capacity. Otherwise, papers would have 
blown about the dump. Such a situation would 


have done nothing for either ecology or appear- 
ance. 

The Star is grateful to the reader who asked 
this question and to Superintendent O'Brien 
for his explanation. 

To summarize recycling requirements here: 

1. Both newspapers and magazines arc ac- 
ceptable. 

2. The papers need not be bundled. 

3. The papers may be in boxes for easy hand- 
ling, although this is not required. 

The paper recycling project, a voluntary one, 
w as proposed by the W inchester Citizens' League 
for Environmental Action Now. It has the sup- 
port of Superintendent O'Brien, the Selectmen, 
and many citizens. The effort appears to be a 
successful one and is continuing.

Reader Favors 
True Meaning 
Of Christmas 

Editor of the Star: 

As aw look at the world around 
us, at the hate, the prejudices, the 
fears, the violence in the streets, 
college campuses turned into arm- 
ed camps: it's easy to see that 
the true meaning of Christmas is 
unknown to the majority of man- 
kind. Christmas has just become 
another holiday, not “holyday," on 
which we don a new coat for the 
season unlike the coat we wear 
the other 50 weeks of the year. 

For two or three weeks we 
smile and talk to strangers on the 
street, visit old friends, send cards 
to people we haven’t seen all year, 
and then of course there’s the ex- 
changing: of presents. 

Even the soldiers in Vietnam 
enjoy Christmas because there’s a 
cease lire called to celebrate the 
Christmas holiday. Wouldn’t it be 
nice if the true spirit of Christmas 
lasted eternally? 

But then January rolls around 
and all the pretty lights and deco- 
rations are put away until next 
year. The attendance of the chur- 
ches goes back down to normal, 
the war in Vietnam goes on as 
before, the hate and violence con- 
tinues to grow unhalted, and now 
there’s no time to smile or talk to 
people on the street. Why? What 
has happened to us, to Christmas? 
Have Ave all become like Dickens’ 
Uncle Scrooge? Christmas is sure- 
ly more than a paid holiday, a va- 
cation from school, an office party, 
and a time we are going to get 
some fancy new clothes and other 
gifts. 

I’m sure a lot of us have for- 
gotten about a baby bom in a 
manger in a stable on a cold win- 
ter’s night in the small town of 
Bethlehem. I’m certain when He 
looks down on this earth it is with 
a heavy heart because so many 
have not heard or have not be- 
lieved His story of how and why 
we are here and how we are sup. 
posed to live and act towards our 
fellow human beings. 

As long as ministers preach of 
Christ’s love from the pulpit, as 
long as missionaries travel to all 
the corners of the earth spreading 
the gospel, there is hope for our 
deteriorating world. Yes, deteri- 
orating with air pollution, 
water pollution, the ever growing 
problem of drug abuse, with vast 
differences of opinions within the 
government structure itself, with 
diffenences between the govern- 
ment and many student groups, 
prejudice between whites and 
blacks, between long hairs and 
short hairs, and the list could fill 
a book. 

Now we have no prayer in pub- 
lic schools by a decision from the 
highest court in the land, yet 
when three astronauts were in 
grave danger Mr. Nixon and Con- 
gress called upon the nation to 
pray for the astronauts’ safe re- 
turn. And pray we did and they 
were safely returned. 

In Communist countries religious 
freedom is unheard of. True, some 
churobes do function but under 
strict surveillance by the state. A 
Bible is worth its weight in gold 
in some iron curtain countries, yet 
we who have immediate access to 
it rarely read rt or buy it. 

In a court of law the judge tells 
us “Ignorance of the law is no 
excuse.” So will it be when we 
stand at the court of final judge- 
ment for we have neglected our 
book of rules and that is why 
Christinas doesn’t last for 12 
months of a year but only for a 
few days. 

I don’t pretend, myself, to be 
perfect or innocent of a lot of 
wrong which goes on in the world 
every day. 

A lot of people will remember 
me as always being in trouble and 
guilty of more than my share of 
bad deeds, but people change and 
if enough people change maybe 
we can ohange the world.

Forming Group 
To Lower School 
Costs Suggested 

Editor of the Star: 

It is gratifying to know that 
so many people in this town are 
concerned about the skyrocketing 
school budget. I have received 
many phone calls from people of 
all walks of life regarding my let- 
ter m the Star of December 3 
under the caption of “School Bud- 
get Shocks Reader.” They have 
read and wept. 

I wish to correct the figure of 
$491,000. however. The school bud- 
get will be increased $700,000, in- 
stead, with more to come, making 
a total budget of approximately 
$5,508,000! 

I wish ?t were possible to have 
had a tape of the people who 
phoned me, asking me, “What can 
we do?”, and then have a replay 
made for the School Committee 
and the administration. The towns- 
people who phoned said they can- 
not continue to pay for these stag- 
gering expenses. 

Two of the common complaints 
are: 

(1) The salaries of those in the 
entire school system are all out 
of proportion, with respect to the 
size of the student enrollment 
here; that there are too many ad- 
ministrators and non-teaching 
“specialists” and 

(2) The School Committee does 
not release information on salaries 
to individual citizens or to the local 
press. For instance, in the article 
in the Star of December 3 about 
the appointment of a new Winches- 
ter High School principal, it was 
omitted that he will be receiving 
$24,064 per year! 

I suggest to the School Commit- 
tee that two copies of the school 
budget be available at the school 
administration building, two at the 
public library, atnd two at the 
Town Hall in the Town Clerk’s 
office for public viewing without 
harassment. The taxpayers have a 
right to know how their money is 
distributed. Also, precinct mem- 
bers should be given a chance to 
become acquainted with the school 
budget before town meeting time. 

The people who phoned me wish 
to form an organization to curtail 
the extravagance and expressed 
the opinion that wages and person- 
nel should be reduced — not in- 
creased. The law which gives 
School Committees the power to 
control school budgets must be 
Changed. Their supreme power is 
not democratic. 

Town Meeting members and the 
Finance Committee, by law, cannot 
reduce the school budget. It is most 
apparent that the school adminis- 
tration and the School Committee 
have taken advantage of this law. 
It seems that the “system” is set 
up for the personnel rather than 
for the benefit of the students. 

Negotiations for salary increases 
are being held now. This can go on 
until Town Meeting as it did last 
year. Concerned citizens must or- 
ganize now to stop the extrava- 
gance in our present school bud- 
get. 

The best school system is not 
the system that absorbs the most 
money. It is wise spending that 
we need, not further waste.

Seeks “Healthful 
Plan” For Town 

Editor of the Star: 

The 10,000,000 pounds of salt ap- 
plied last winter to the 80 miles 
of two-lane streets in Winchester 
was in excess of the Salt Institute 
recommendations by 6,640,000 
pounds. We do not mix our salt 
with Sand, as do other towns. This 
accounts for the difference in do- 
sage between us and Stoneham, 
which, with 70 miles of streets, 
used 1,758,000 pounds of salt dur- 
ing the same period of time. 

What happens to our salt? 
Some of it is carried away in snow 
removal trucks and dumped at a 
site chosen by the Selectmen. The 
rest travels with melting snow 
down the gutters to the storm 
sewers, which empty into the A- 
berjona River. 

The choice of dumping site is 
now under reconsideration. Snow 
and salt will probably not be 
dumped directly into the Aberjona 
River or Mystic Lake, as done 
heretofore. 

We shall continue to be con- 
cerned, however, about the exces- 
sive salting. There is no change 
planned in street-salt dosage for 
this winter. Even at a now site, 
the dumped salt will probably 
leech down to the water table, 
once again meeting a river, this 
time underground. 

1 compare the Selectmen to 
town doctors in this situation. 1 
would urge them to prescribe a 
healthful plan for Winchester, 
bused on facts and expert advice, 
instead of price and popularity.

Being a physician who still 
makes house calls in Winchester 
and surrounding communities and 
who, as medical examiner, has to 
travel to Burlington, Lexihgton, 
Woburn, as well as Winchester, at 
any time of the day or night, I 
can attest to the efficacy of the 
salting process of the streets in this 
town as compared to our neighbor- 
ing towns. 

I am sure our police ambulance 
drivers as well as the various priv- 
ate ambulance drivers who collect 
or deposit patients at the Winches- 
ter Hospital will agree to this. Our 
firefighters are another group who 
will agree as will the unfortunate 
person whose house is burning but 
who knows that the fire equipment 
will not be delayed because it will 
not have to traverse icy or poorly 
plowed streets. 

The accident rate must be con- 
siderably lower on Winchester’s 
salted streets than in the surround- 
ing suburbs. Most people breathe 
a sigh of relief when they leave 
the icy ruts of the neighboring 
towns and cross the town line onto 
our wide and cleared highways. 

As for the statements that un- 
dissolved salt is resting on the 
bottom of the Mystic Lakes killing 
the fish and plants in the water 
as a result df sanding the streets 
in Winchester, I believe this is just 
a figment of someone’s imagination 
and considerable research has failed 
to prove that salting the streets 
destroys our trees. 

In conclusion, may I thank our 
Highway Department for helping 
to keep our streets safe for our 
own townspeople and for all those 
who travel through Winchester.

TRACER! 

by Ed Gold fader 

Nearly everyone has a preconceived idea of the life 
of a private eye, gathered from television or from 
rending murder mysteries. - Ed Goldfader tells us that 
this is a much too glamourized and thrilling concep- 
tion. Private investigators actually lead uninterest- 
ing lives. Then he goes ahead and details several 
really detective novel type cases that he has solved. 
It makes exciting reading and we can conveniently 
forget that these cases are picked from a long career 
of mostly dull business. 

Goldfader comes to the vocation of private detective 
quite by accident. A magazine article read in a den- 
tist’s office about Tracers Company, an organization 
engaged in tracking down missing persons, engaged 
his interest and he wrote to them asking about em- 
ployment in their company. At the time, he was in 
college studying to be an accountant and would not 
have been surprised if there had been no reply to his 
letter. After all, as he says, private eyes were people 
you met in books or movies and you didn’t really ex- 
pect to come across them in real life. 

However they did answer, and a short time later 
he found himself tracking down missing stockholders 
— at a dollar a successful location. This was how 
Tracers usually started beginners. If they did well 
and liked the job, they were given something more 
interesting. Goldfader still had accountancy in mind, 
but apparently he pleased the company, because they 
sent him a fifty dollar bonus and invited him to spend 
the summer in New York working for them. This 
was the beginning of his full-time eareer and he says 
he has never regretted the change from accounting. 
It does sound more interesting. 

It is said that at one time or another almost every- 
one thinks aliout dropping out and becoming a “miss- 
ing person.” A job is too dull and prosaic; the life 
partner loses glamour and charm; parents just don’t 
understand. Most people don’t do anything about it. 
If they do, they soon find that they’ve made a mistake 
and come back. Of if they do decide to stay missing 
they discover that it is not at all easy. There are 
usually patterns which each person follows and an 
experienced investigator can predict how long it will 
take to locate a specific fugitive. 

The cases that are discussed in this work are var- 
ied and interesting and sound like fiction — than 
which truth is stranger. A young lady, suffering 
from amnesia, comes to Mr. Goldfader and asks him 
to try to find out who she is, but if he come across 
even the faintest hint that she has committed a crime 
to drop the case instantly. A pleasant and attractive 
young woman escapes from her brother and sister- 
in-law on a train trip. They say she is a manic de- 
pressive, and dangerous. She says they are after her 
inheritance and do not want her to marry the navy 
lieutenant who is waiting for her. An anxious hus- 
band is trying to locate a specific wooden Indian with 
a missing ear and initials carved on his chest. It has 
romantic associations for him and for his wife who 
s suffering from serious depression. He thinks it 
will help bring her out of it. A middle-aged man 
disappears completely from a motel where he and his 
wife are vacationing. It is the middle of the night, 
he is wearing pajamas and takes nothing with him. 
He cannot be located in the area after the most ex- 
haustive search. These and many other cases are 
dealt with. It is hard to remember that being a pri- 
vate eye is just a tedious and routine job.

review of applications for public 
health training and traineeship 
grants to colleges and universi- 
ties. Schools in this area approv- 
ed for grants include the Univer- 
sity of Vermont in environmental 
health ; Harvard School of Public 
Healbh in preventive medicine, 
preventive dentistry, and child 
growth and development; Tufts 
University in community health 
and social medicine; Yale Univer- 
sity School of Medicine in public 
health practice, and Boston Col- 
lege in public health nursing. 

When the National Advisory 
Public Health Training Council 
Was established, the Surgeon 
General invited the heads of Fed- 
eral agencies as liaison repre- 
sentatives from the Department 
of Defense, Housing and Urban 
Development, Labor. National 
Science Foundation, Office of Ec- 
onomic Opportunity, Veterans 
Administration, and the Offices 
of Education and Social and Re- 
habilitation Service of HEW.

Mr- Jacob* ton’s project, one 
that emphasizes the preventive 
approach, is to introduce into ed- 
ucational systems at an early 
level opportunity for youth to 
express their ideas in small group 
discussions with u well-informed 
teacher as catalyst. This would 
he a regular part of their curric- 
ulum. Mrs. Jacobson feels this 
would alleviate some of the an 
xiety. fear and rejection, and am- 
bivalence which she said is felt 
by youth today. 

Mrs. Jacobson commented that. 
Winchester is far ahead of the 
average community in treating 
the drug problem. She attributes 
this to many organizations work- 
ing together to this goal. She 
complimented the Concern project 
ami especially the Student to Stu- 
dent Program conducted by Win- 
chester High School. 

A discussion with board mem- 
bers and guests followed. 

Mrs. Jacobson was appointed 
to the Education Commission by 
Governor Francis Sargent. She 
is the author of the book “No 
Time for Learning,” which is 
being readied for publication. 

Mrs. Jacobson received her ma- 
ster’s degree in education from 
Northeastern University, speciali- 
zing in counseling, guidance, and 
administration. She is a consult- 
ant of Drug Clearing House in 
Boston and was consultant to the 
Special Legislative Commission 
on Drug Abuse in 1909. Mrs. Ja- 
cobson was appointed Dean of 
Women at Emerson College in 
1965.

Boston Edison Company was 
granted permission to install con- 
duit from Pond to Main and 
Swan ton Streets in mid-March.

A 
man then got out and tried to grab 
the dog. It eluded his grasp and re- 
turned home, to safety.

For each person in the family over 
10 an additional $675 each may 
1 m» added to the annual income. 

Present for the discussion was 
Cafeteria Supervisor Mrs. O’Bri- 
en, who informed members that 
under the present Town-adminis- 
tered lunch program there are 
four students at the Senior High 
School, four at McCall Junior 
High, one at Lynch Junior High, 
and 56 in the elementary schools 
who are using this program. 

Committee members Mrs. Mary 
A. Mears and Lane McGovern 
were concerned over preserving 
anonymity and reducing the em- 
barrassment to those parents who 
wish to apply. This will he taken 
into consideration in the handling 
of all cases. 

From the Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Donald A. Klemor’s 
report it is noted that the Septem- 
ber. 1973, deadline when school 
lunches must he made available 
to children in all schools is antici- 
pated. A study of the means by 
which Winchester can implement 
this program, focusing upon de- 
centralized lunch units or a cen- 
tralized kitchen arrangement, will 
be the subject of a statement to 
he prepared within approximately 
the next two months. 

Also involving the administra- 
tion of school lunches are single 
sessions. According to the Super- 
intendent’s report a single session 
school day begins at 8:30 a.m., 
includes a 30 minube lunch period 
in school, and closes at 2:10 p.m. 

Dr. Klemer may call a single 
session under the Rules and Regu- 
lations “when in the judgment of 
the Superintendent travel condi- 
tions become such for a period of 
time as to make pupil travel to 
and from school hazardous . . ..” 
He also states that after meeting 
with principals and teaching 
staffs the establishment of a fixed 
single session was not favored. 

SEEM 

At Monday evening’s meeting 
Superintendent Klemer was au- 
thorized to pay administration 
costs for a period until participa- 
tion in the SEEM (Special Edu- 
cation for Education Mutual) 
program. The method of payment 
will allow the Town to “trade-off” 
administrative and tuition costs. 

The motion provides that Win- 
chester will not accept any tuition 
for this period for the seven out- 
of-town students studying here. 
However, Winchester will not pay 
out any money for administrative 
services which it will receive. The 
result will he a loss to the Town 
of about $1,000. 

This financial jumble is the re- 
sult of a disagreement with the 
handling of central finds by the 
seven - community organization. 
Winchester, the only town con- 
testing the method, has temporar- 
ily withdrawn from SEEM, still 
allowing, however, all students to 
remain where they are. There are 
presently 11 Winchester pupils at- 
tending out-of-town school. 

It is the belief of Town Comp- 
troller James J. Costello that the 
current method of handling cen- 
tral funds in North Reading 
through a revolving account is un- 
lawful, due to the fact that only 
the athletic and cafeteria budgets 
may be administered in such a 
way. State Representative Har- 
dison Chadwick has been charg- 
ed with the proposal of an amend- 
ment to the State law which will 
make such maintenance of central 
funds legal. Until the time of an 
amendment approval Winchester 
will owe SEEM money for past 
administrative services. 

The program for mentally re- 
tarded. emotionally disturbed, and 
deaf and blind children was astab- 
lished three years ago with a $20,- 
000 Federal grant for its organi- 
zation and administration. It is 
presently operating under local- 
member funds with 50 per cent 
reimbursement.

There was no motion to change 
the existing transportation policy 
for bussing, a subject continued 
from previous meetings. Assistant 
Superintendent for Administra- 
tive Services William F. Clark 
requested to pursue the possibil- 
ity of altering the opening and 
closing times of school in order to 
effect better use of busses. 

Committeeman McGovern, af- 
ter being assured that the present 
framework of the bus contruct 
would work under such a schedule, 
suggested that a trial period for 
bussing those concerned within 
the one mile limit at Vinson-Ow- 
en, Parkhurst, and Murtieo 
Schools l>e given. A decision of 
its effectiveness would be made 
in June. He feels that the exis- 
tence of vacancies on busses Is 
an uneconomic waste of a costly 
service. 

Mr. Clark stated the problems 
with rerouting under this propos- 
al and Committee member Stephen 
Parkhurst added that adminis- 
trative difficulties and the 50 per 
cent increase in bussing costs this 
year rendered it unfavorable. 

Basically this same reply was 
given by Dr. Klemer to a request 
made later in the evening by a 
parent for the bussing of a Lynch 
student walking over one and 
one-half miles in a "dungerous 
area.” Policy at the secondary 
level is over two miles. 

In other matters discussed that 
evening the Title III proposal of 
the Linooln-Filene Center was 
mentioned from the Superintend- 
ent’s report. 


Is Damaged Bv 
Two-Alarm Fire 


A two-ninrm call at 8 Pepperhill 
Drive, a home presently under con- 
struction and owned by Leon Lom- 
bard of Andover, brought ftrofight- 
rs out into the snowy, frosty ait 
Saturday night, December 12. 

Following over two hours’ work, 
damage was limited to the basement 
veiling, west side wall of the first 
floor, and second floor area where 
is was heaviest. Interior partitions 
had not yet l**en constructed. Being 
locked and vacant, firefighters had 
to break into the building. 

A sander operator noticed the 
blaze and contacted Fire Headquar- 
ters at 9:46 p.m. by Highway De- 
partment radio. Engines Two and 
Three and the Ladder and Rescue 
Trucks responnded with Captain 
David N. Dalton in charge. 

One hour later a second alarm 
brought Engines One and Six, 
Chief’s Car, Light Truck, and the 
Arlington ladder and pump, with 
Medford ami Woburn filling in at 
the station. 

Cause of the fire is under investi- 
gation. 


Dr. Walter P. Gleason, assis- 
tant superintendent for curricu- 
lum and instruction, will attend 
a related meeting after which he 
will be able to provide the School 
Committee with more information 
on the program before It makes 
a decision as to whether Winches- 
ter should join or 'not. Committee- 
man Parkhurst noted that it will 
he the “end of it” if more in- 
formation is not forthcoming be- 
fore the budget discussion. 

Dr. Klemer stresses that the 
program involves “no permanent 
transfer,” hut visitations of a 
single day in duration. Winches- 
ter has been participating in such 
a program for three years, no- 
tably at the third and sixth grade 
levels. A similar exchange pro- 
gram has been in effect from 
five to six years as part of the 
Modem Problems course at the 
Senior High School. 

Population Review 

Reviewing the population 
growth in the High Street. Vin- 
son-Owen, and Parkhurst School 
districts, Assistant Superintend- 
ent Clark stated that the “ulti- 
mate” elementary population will 
he 3800-3900 pupils. Relating 
these figures to the elementary 
school .building project, the Com- 
mittee approved a motion favor- 
ing the inclusion of an article in 
the Annual Town Warrant for 
the completion of the new High 
Street Sehool. 

Conforming to natioinnl trends 
Mr. Clark noted that there has 
been a decrease in Winchester’s 
elementary' population with some 
increase at the secondary level. 
The population west of Cam- 
bridge Street is reported as “stea- 
dy,” perhaps increasing in the 
future, with some mobility of 
residents from the east to the 
west side of this street. Actual 
population in the future will “de- 
pend upon economic conditions.” 

Considering budget items the 
Committee gave approval to two 
motions affecting education ac- 
counts. A request will be for- 
warded to the Finance Commit- 
tee for the transfer of $15,000 to 
the School Department budget. 
These funds, which were ear- 
marked last fall, are necessary 
due to the sudden increase in 
fuel and in bussing costs. 

The second motion allows for 
the expenditure of $2417.47 in un- 
used funds for educational items 
and a reduction in the 1971 pro- 
jected capital outlay budget by 
a similar amount. 

Handicapped Policy 

Affirmation was also given to a 
policy statement proposed by 
Committeeman Dr. Richard B. 
Law ranee stating that the School 
Committee recognizes the neces- 
sity of making satisfactory pro- 
visions for physically handicap- 
ped elementary children and af- 
firms the contention that such 
children attend Muraco School, 
a modern, single-story building. 

Paul R. Del Rossi, with the 
general agreement of fellow 
Committee members, emphasized 
that it was not the intent of the 
committee /to force attendance at 
Muraco u|>on such students. 

Other business included the ac- 
ceptance of the Superintendent’s 
recommendations on bid awards 
for the fire alarm and public ad- 
dress systems, auditorium stage 
curtains, and physicul educatoin 
equipment. 

This first regular December 
session was held in Parkhurst 
School, providing the audience 
with an opportunity to tour the 
building. New Principal Andrew 
Allan cited four basic areas in 
operation at the school; the Bos- 
ton University teacher-training 
program, art program develop- 
ment, curriculum expansion, and 
the team-teaching program. 

Following questions from the 
audience the School Committee 
moved into executive session. The 
next regularly scheduled meeting 
will bo held Monday, December 
28, in Sanborn House.

West opened 2S, showing six 
spades and not enough high-card 
points to open IS. After North and 
East passed, what do you say with 
the South hand? 

At our table South hid 3H and 
North said 4H to end the bidding. 
As you can see from all four hands, 
South makes six hearts, losing only 
the ace of diamonds. 

There arc of course various con- 
ventions for such a situation. The 
main thing is to have some sequence 
of bidding to handle such pre-emp- 
tive bids so that your partner 
knows what kind of hand you have. 

Many players in South’s shoes 
use the optional double and name 
the heart suit the next round to 
show strength. And if you have a 
tremendous hand you can hid three 
in the opponent’s pre-emptive suit. 
Therefore, if you do sometimes use 
the optional double and the cue bid 
saying 3H would mean a weaker 
hand. 

The traveling score slip shows 
that several North-Souths had 
trouble in the bidding. Only three 
bid the heart slam, four stopped at 
game, and one table played the 
hand at 3S by West, doubled, going 
down only 500, less than the North- 
South vulnerable game (a zero 
score for North-South). East must 
have raised the weak 2S bid to 3S, 
knowing that North-South had a 
game, making it even more difficult 
for poor South. (I sat F.ast and 
thought of it but chickened out 
with a pass.)

’CLEAN Issues Environmental Recommendations 


i The first issue of Ecn-Wiso, n 
foot sheet prepared by the Win- 
chester Citizens’ League for En- 
vironmental Action Now to explain 
how the group lielirves individuals 
can help the environment, is being 
distributed in Winchester. The ini- 
tial number, prepared by a commit- 
I tee, is largely concerned with how 
Christmas and winter practices 
may affect the environment. 

Science teachers at the junior 


iand sentor high schools arc aiding 
in the distribution. Copies will al- 
so he available at the Winchester 
Public Library on the environmen- 
tal bookshelf anti at several of the 
hanks. The churches will also re- 
ceive some copies. 

"What you do in your homo and 
what you choose at the store re- 
flect your concern with the quality 
of our environment," the leaflet 


A few of the suggestions in- 
clude: 

"Make this year a Living Christ- 
mas. Huy a live Christmas tree, 
put it in a planter. After the holi- 
days keen it outdoors to use again 
next year or plant it in your gar- 
den. Only living plants produce 
oxygen, and the autos and industry 
in this country use 70 percent 
more oxygen than our plants can 
replace right now. Cut down on 


excessive wrappings — no matter 
how pretty, Christmas papers are 
just dead trees. Give garden tools, 
house-plants, bird-feeders, books 
on ecology or subscriptions to en- 
vironmental magazines rather than 
fancy electrical gadgets. 

"To Keep the tree in a tub, plant 
it in acid humusy soil (peat moss 
or compost mixed with some dirt) 
and keep it well-WHtercd in the 
house. After Christmas be sure it 
is wot before it goes outdoors. If 
it is to stny in the tub to come in 
again next year, or to await spring 
planting, put it in a shaded place 


(north of the house), out of the ! 
wind and wrap It. with burlap. 
Bank leaves, soil,, or snow around 
the tub to keep the roots from 
freezing and thawing. 

"Make a New Year’s Resolution 
to . . . 

“Reduce your personal pollution 
and stop smoking. At age 40 a 'iwvn- 
smoker can expect to live 0.4 years 
longer than a smoker can. Each 
puff has 10 times the permitted 
level of carbon monoxide for in- 
dustrial workers — 800 ppm. Par- 
ticulates in cigarette smoke nrp

One ton of newspaper 
recycled saves 17 trees. 

"Reuse cnrdl*>ard boxes, then re- 
cycle them. There will 1 k» a card- 
board box drive by Winchester 
High School students shortly after 
Christmas to Like Jill the boxes 
you receive for recycling. 

"Look for minimum packaging. 
Packaging just makes Trash. 
Cellophane, plastics, waxed paper 
and styrofoam are all non-biode- 
gradeaide. Styrofoam meat trays 
and hot drink cups Will Inst 1,0(11) 
years. 

"Avoid clear, non-rigid plastic 
containers for shnmpoo, mouth- 
wash. cooking oil, and hair tonic. 
They are polyvinylchloride which 
releases phosgene — a deadly 
tr.crve gas — and hydrochloride ac- 
id in the incinerator, not only con- 
tributing to pollution, but attack- 
ing incinerator structure ns well. 
Look for glass bottles. 

“Reject the "Use-once-and- 
throw-away" philosophy. Paper 
cups, plates, napkins, and towels 
are dead trees that we turn into 
trash with a flick of the wrist. 
Use glass, china, cloth — no-iron 
napkins save on electricity, too. 
When you do use plastic bags, al- 
ways reuse them. The average per- 
son makes 5.5 pounds of trash a 
day. 

"Be A BBB — Brown Bag Back- 
er. Take those sturdy brown bags 
hack to the store and use them 
again. Paper mills to produce more 
bags chew up forests and pollute 
streams and air. 

“Clean your furnace so it burns 
cleanly and efficiently. Turn down 
the thermostat and wear a sweat- 
er; it costs 3 times as much to 
heat to 80 as to GO. Cooler house 
temperatures are also better for 
you; there is less stress when you 
go outdoors, and the higher humid- 
ity in a cooler house does not dry 
out your nose and throat. 

“Use sand and shovels instead 
of salt to deal with snow and ice. 
Any salt runoff onto your lawn will 
kill grass and other plants. Garden 
fertilizer will melt ice almost as 
well as salt will. Take the time to 
drive carefully and ask the Town 
to use less salt on your streets. 
Salt kills grass and trees and then 
runs off into the Mystic Lakes to 
kill everything. Winchester uses 
five times the Salt Institute recom- 
mendation for bare pavements. Is 
it necessary? Telephone the Su- 
perintendent of Streets office at 
729-3503 after the town has salted 
the streets to object to the amount 
of salt used — he says that his 
calls are predominantly to congra- 
tulate the department on the clear 
streets. 

"'Send your Senator or Repre- 
sentative a Christmas card to tell 
him you care how he votes on en- 
vironmental issues. Be specific. 
This is one of the most valuable 
things you can do. 

"If you would like to work to- 
wards a better environment in 
Winchester join Winchester 
CLEAN by calling Anne South- 
worth at 729-4265, and look into 
the activities of other organiza- 
tions such as Winchester Trails, 
the League of Women Voters, and 
so on. A list of organizations is on 
file at the Winchester Public Li- 
brary."

Greater love hath no man than this . — John 15:13 

H E lived alone in a cheerless tenement in a dim alley in the heart 
of the squalid and congested East Side of London. Who he was, 
from whence he came, what he did, nobody seemed to know. To tell 
the truth, nobody appeared to care. A stooped, pinched and shabby 
little figure with an air of timorous shyness and haunting pathos 
about him, he looked for all the world as if he had just emerged from 
a drawing by Daumier. When he went out, he was swallowed up 
immediately in the immensity of the metropolis. When he came hack, 
he retired at once unto himself. He seemingly lived in the desolation 
of utter loneliness and the hopelessness of abject poverty — a forgot- 
ten man submerged in the teeming population of the vast city. 

As the Winter set in, he was seen less and less. F or several days 
before Christmas, he was not seen at all. Then some incident with 
which I am not familiar led the authorities to visit his wretched 
habitation. They found him dead — dead on the greatest day in the 
Christian calendar, a victim of acute privation and long neglect. As 
he had lived by himself, apparently alienated from his fellowmen, 
so he had died, with no one to smooth his pillow for the last time, 
or to say a prayer or utter even so much as a friendly word to mitigate 
the pangs of departure into the great unknown. 

When they took out his pathetic remains, consigned no doubt to 
a potter’s grave, the neighbors merely shrugged their shoulders. An- 
other poor devil gone, who was doubtless a sore burden to himself 
and certainly of no possible good to anybody else. Then they dis- 
missed him from mind. There was, however, one fact that the neigh- 
bors did not know. 

When the authorities examined his poor and meager effects, 
they found literally thousands of receipts for postal orders. They 
covered a period of many years. The were not large in individual 
amounts but they represented hundreds of English pounds in the 
aggregate. They all went to charities — charities of all kinds, without 
discrimination as to race, creed or color of the beneficiaries. Orphan- 
ages, hospitals, shelters, homes for the aged, all manner of institutions 
for the relief of human misery in all its pitiful forms were included 
in the benefactions. Yes, and among the list animal welfare societies 
had not been forgotten. The last receipt was for a contribution lo the 
Salvation Army to buy Christmas dinners for the poor. 

This man had lived in extreme penury and died in utter desti- 
tution that the least of these, his brethren, might be administered 
unto in their helplessness, want and suffering — that those who were 
hungry might be given meat, that those who were thirsty might be 
given drink, that the stranger might be taken in, the naked clothed, 
and the sick visited. The brief item I read in a London paper some 
years ago, and upon which this story is based, gave no hint of the 
personal drama or inner crisis — if such there was — which led to this 
great renunciation. But surely in some way the transforming power 
and grace of that love and compassion which Jesus insistently 
preached and consistently lived and died to vindicate, had quick- 
ened the heart and possessed the soul of this man of the London 
slums, and had become the absorbing passion of his life.

Students currently enrolled in 
the llbh grade at Winchester High 
School are eligible to apply for 
special programs to be offered at 
the Northeast Metropolitan Re- 
gionnal Vocational School in 
Wakefield bhis February. 

Applicabions musb be submibted 
to the school through -the WHS 
guidance department prior to Jan- 
uary 8. This year-and-a-half pro- 


gram will offer juniors courses in 
auto body, cabinetmaking, carpen- 
try, electronics, graphic communi- 
cations, metal fabrication, nursery- 
kindergarten aide, plumbing, and 
professional careers in learning 
centers all starting second semes- 
ter. 

The 11th grade quota by com- 
munity will be used in determining 
the number of students from Win- 
chester who can be enrolled in 
these special courses. The entire 
program is designed for approxi- 


mately 150 juniors from all the 
cooperating towns. 

This opportunity will be offered 
this year only, since next year all 
grades at the vocational schooll 
will be operating at lull capacity, 
acoordtng to .John Rump, super- 
visor of pupil personnel services at 
the new regional school. 

Students are urged to discuss the 
possibilities with their parents and 
if interested make application to 
the guidance department as soon 
as possible. 


Fire Chief I. Francis Amieo in 
his annual Christmas season safety 
message delved into many phases 
of fires caused during the Christ- 
mas season. He urges all residents 
to he extra cautious during the hol- 
iday season since the hazards of 
fire in the home are more pro val- 
ent at this time of year. 

He wishes to remind residents 
that care should he exercised in 
selecting Christmas trees; of the 
importance of safety among smo- 
kers who gather at various homes 
during the holiday season; of the 
necessity for parents to insist that 
toys purchased are safe; and of 
the need for an adequately oper- 
ated heating system and other 
afety tips. 

“By using ordinnry enre.’’ he 
said, ,<f Wo can do our part to hold 
Jown the tragic toll.” 

He urged residents to select 
their Christmas tree with caution, 
reminding them to keep it out-of- 
doors until ready to place it in 
its stand. “Keep it in a pail of 
water if possible as a freshly-cut 
tree will “drink” and help keep 
itself fresh and green.” 

Trees should ho erected in the 
coolest part of the room, away 
from radiators, hot air ducts, heat- 
ers, and fireplaces. 

Many people go about placing 
lights on their homes and on trees 
from year to year without really 
making a thorough check on their 
condition. Wires should be checked 


as well as sockets of Christmas 
tree lights several days before de- 
corating the tree. 

Don't ever .ay — “Oh well, 
they’ll he good enough for this 
year.” Carelessness such as this 
could lead to tragic circumstances. 

Chief Amieo said there Has been 
a trend in recent years to get 
away from fresh-cut trees in favor 
of a motnl tree of some sort. 
“Never decorate metal Christmas 
trees with lights as there is always 
the danger of an electric shock or 
short circuit, which could lead to 
u fire. There are other ways of 
beautifying this type of tree, hut 
they never should have wires or 
lights.” 

Lights should never ho left burn- 
ing all night long, the Fire Chief 
said, and positively should not he 
loft illuminated while away from 


the home for long periods of time. 

His safety warning includes the 
Christmas Eve ami Christmas Day 
periods and also deals with the 
disposal of Christmas wrappings. 

In closing Chief Amieo issued 
the following warning: 

In case of fire in the home — 
Quickly get everybody out of the , 
house. Call the Fire Department 
at. 729-1800 or use the nearest Fire 
Alarm Box. (Re sure everyone in 
the house knows how to call the 
Fire Department.) 

In case of fire at public gather- 
ing — Walk, do not run. to the 
nearest exit, (’all the Fire Depart- 
ment immediately. Keep calm. 

Chief Amieo and the members of 
his department extend their sea- 
son’s greetings to all residents of 
the town and urge them to keep 
safety in mind at all times.

National surveys by the Bureau 
j of Labor Statistics, combined with 
data from the Department of Com- 
merce, shed some light on the aub- 
| jeet. 

They indicate that locally, aft in 
I most other areas, there have been 
many adjustments in the enrploy- 
j ment situation since 1960. 

Of the 481,432 men and women 
I who were employed locally at that 
I time, 236,380 were in white collar 
jobs, the figures show. The rest 
i were in blue collar or service oc- 
cupations or were employed on 
I farms. 

Most noticeable, in Middlesex 
I County, has been the substantial 
increase since then in the propor- 
tion of white collar jobs. The rise, 
in the 10-year period, is estimated 
J at 16.7 percent. 

This was in line with the grow- 
I ing demand for clerical, manage- 
ment, professional, technical, and 
sales personnel. These white collar 
occupations have created opportun- 


ities for' a large ihajority of the 
newcomers in Die local labor force. 

Classified as blue collar in the 
government’s reports are machin- 
ists, craftsmen, construction wor- 
kers, factory operatives, transpor- 
tation workers, and the like. 

In Middlesex County, due to the 
adjustments that have taken’ place, 
it is estimated that white collar 
workers now constitute approxi- 
mately 57 percent of the local 
labor force. 

The ratio is higher than in most 
parts of the United States, the 
average being 4-8 percent. In Mas- 
sachusetts, it is 51 percent. 

The finding is that the pay scale 
of the average unionized blue col- 
ar worker has been rising much 
faster lately than that of the white 
collar worker. 

As a result, the big difference 
in spending potential and living 
standards that once distinguished 
the two has become less evident. 
Blue collar workers, however, are 
more susceptible to layoffs than 
white collar. (Park Row News 
Service).

Seeks Volunteers 

While tiho world continues to 
marvel at. our walks on the moon, 
a dedicated group of women in 
Winchester will have their feet on 
the ground January 31, 1971, for 
the annual March of Dimes Moth- 
ers’ March against birth defects. 

Now an American tradition, it 
will take place this year under the 
able direction of Mrs. William Cop- 
pins of 3 Thornton Road and Mrs. 
Joihn N. Rossettos of 14 Dana Av- 
enue. Their api>ointment was an- 
nounced recently by John Williams, 
19TI March of Dimes campaign 
chairman. 

In their first official act. Mrs. 
Coppins and Mrs. Rossettos issued 
a call for volunteers. “We want to 
saturate neighborhoods this year 
with Marchers. Our goal is the 
prevention of birth defects, a cause 
which touches every family. What 
better insurance could there be 
than helping to support the steady 
expansion of the March of Dimes 
programs in research, education, 
patient care, and community ser- 
vices.” 

Since 1958 the voluntary health 
organization has established a na- 
tionwide network of 111 Birth De- 
fects Centers and has initiated 
year-round prenatal care and pub- 
lic health education projects as 
well as professional education 
programs. 

Both Mrs. Coppins and Mrs. Ros- 
settos have been active volunteers 
with the March of Dimes for seve- 
ral years.

Holiday Flower 
Arrangements 
Are Suggested 

A frequent gift for the holiday 
hostess is cut flowers or a colorful 
flower arrangement. Sometimes the 
hostess is disappointed because 
these flowers do not last long in 
her home. There are several points 
she should consider to increase the 
longevity of her gift. As native 
greenhouse cut flowers will be in 
heavy supply during this holiday 
season, it is a good time to dis- 
cuss ways in which the consumer 
can make his bouquets last longer. 

Cut flowers' which are purchased 
to be arranged by the recipient 
should not be indiscriminately 
placed in a container of cold water 
and expected to last any length of 
time. To obtain maximum decora- 
tive life from cut flowers, follow 
these procedures. As soon as the 
flowers are received, recut the 
sterns on a slant, remove excess 
foliage, and place them into warm 
(110F water for at least one-half 
hour before you arrange them. 
When the arrangement is made, 
cut the stems as needed and use 
warm water with a cut flower pre- 
servative added in the arrange- 
ment container. Place the arrange- 
ment away from the excessive heat 
such as sunny windows, radiators, 
etc. If possible, move the flowers 
into a cooler room at night. Every 
five days remove the arrangement 
from the container, wash it thor- 
oughly and add more warm water 
■and preservatives. It is also a good 
idea to recut the flower stems once 
a week. 

Flower arrangements from the 
florist can be treated much the 
same as the home arrangement. 
These usually come already in wa- 
ter and preservative solution. How- 
ever, some fresh warm water may 
need to be added before the ar-

Beating Case 
Charges Altered 
By Grand Jury 

A recent grand jury decision has 
altered the charges against three 
Somerville youths in the August 26 
heating of Sylvester Avenue resi- 
dent to "assault and battery with 
intent to commit murder.” 

The original complaint was as- 
sault and battery by means of a 
dangerous weapon. The three are 
scheduled to appear in Superior 
Court Thursday, December 10. 

The incident which took place in 
August sent Wilfred L. Ferguson 
of 122 Sylvester Avenue to Win- 
chester Hospital for 10 days. The 
Somerville youths were taken into 
custody by Inspector-Sergeant Wil 
liam T. Haggerty two days after 
the assault.

2, after an all-points bulletin was 
sent out for his arrest. He was ar- 
raigned in Woburn District Court 
on a murder warrant. 

He will appear in the local court 
with a Somerville man. 23, who was 
apprehended Monday, November 30. 
He is being held without bail also 
on a charge of murder.

Educational Aid To Veterans 


amended in December, 1968 and 
many may not be aware of the 
change.” Mr. Johnson explained. 

He urged veterans interested in 
training — especially those who 
served between January 31, 1965 
and March 3, I960 — as well as 
wives, widows, and children of de- 
ceased or totally disabled veterans 
to eorctaut their nearest VA office 
if they are interested in education- 
al benefits. 


Many veterans who served in the 
armed forces bettaveen January 31, 
1955 and March 3, 1966 may not 
realize they are eligible for educa- 
tional benefits, the Veterans Ad- 
ministration announces. 

Administrator of Veterans Af- 
fairs Donald E. Johnson noted that 
the current G.I. Bill was not en- 
acted until March 3, 1966. But he 
explained that “the law’s provi- 
sions cover veterans who served 
after January 31, 1955 as well as 
those who served since the law was 
passed.” 

“To be eligible for educational 
“benefits,” he pointed out, “these 
veterans must have been released 
under other than dishonorable con- 
ditions after more than 180 days 
of active military duty, any part 
of it after January 31, 1955.” 

“Or, they must have been re- 
leased for a service-connected dis- 
ability,” he added. 

Mr. Johnson also expressed con- 
cern that an undetermined number 
of wives and widow's of deceased 
veterans or veterans totally dis- 
abled by service-connected injuries 
may be missing out on educational 
benefits. 

He noted a law passed in 1956 
extended educational assistance to 
children of such veterans as far 
back as the Spanish American 
War. 

“Wives and widows did not be- 
come eligible until the law was

Local Residents 
In Census Study 

A number of households in this 
area will take part in a nationwide 
survey on employment and unem- 
ployment to be conducted the week 
of December 14-18 by the Bureau 
of the Census, James W. Turbitt, 
director of the Bureau’s regional 
office in Boston announces. 

This survey is taken monthly by 
the Bureau for the United States 
Department of Labor. The house- 
holds interviewed are scientifically 
seleoted to represent a cross sec- 
tion of all households throughout 
the United States. 

Statistics on onditions in the 
labor forces, especially on the un- 
employed, are prime measures of 
economic conditions of the country. 
In October, for example, the sur- 
vey indicated that 78.9 million per- 
sons were employed and 4.3 million 
were unemployed, with a season- 
ally adjusted unemployment rnte 
of 5.6 percent. 

Mon and women in the sample 
households who have done hired 
farm work during 1970 will be 
asked to provide information about 
their work experience. These addi- 
tional questions are asked in the 
monthly survey annually for the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture. 

Facts about individuals collected 
in the survey are held confidential 
by law. The results can be pub- 
lished only as statistical totals.

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How To Plant Living Trees 


Have you selected your living 
Christmas tree? If not, do it 
promptly. Also select the site 
where it is to be planted after the 
holiday season. 

Dig Che hole amply large. Re- 
place soil and cover with six inches 
of leaves held down by evergreen 
boughs or boards. Just before 
transferring the living Christmas 
tree outdoors tx> plant, spray the 
foliage with a synthetic latex to 
reduce transpiration. 


Remove evergreen boughs, 
leaves and soil; set the tree at the 
same level it came out of the 
ground. Replace soil, stamping it 
firmly, and re-cover the area with 
leaves held in place by boughs. 

If this is carefully done, the tree 
should bhrive even though planted 
in January.

Young Workers 
Building Social 
Security Credit 

Young people who work during 
the coming holiday season are 
earning more than the money in 
their pay envelopes. 

“They may be building very 
valuable work credit toward social 
security protection for themselves 
and their future families,” accord- 
ing to John E. Lonergan Jr., Dis- 
trict Manager of the Cambridge 
Office. 

He said that eligibility for social 
security retirement, disability, sur- 
vivors, and Medicare hospital in- 
surance benefits are based on 
“quarters of coverage” — three 
month periods during which a wor- 
ker and his employer contribute 
to social security. “People in most 
jobs get a quarter of coverage if 
they earn $50 or more within this 
three-month period,” Mr. Lonergan 
explained. 

“In many cases,” he said, “social 
security credit based on holiday 
jobs later provided jui*t enough 
coverage to bring a young family 
needed income upon the severe dis- 
ability or death of a parent. 

“A father or mother, 28 or youn- 
ger, protects the family with sur- 
vivors benefits only 1% years of 
work credit,” Mr. Lonergan said. 
“A young worker, disabled between 
24 and 31, needs work credit for 
half the time between age 21 and 
the time he had to stop working.” 

“If disability starts before age 
24, only six quarter-years of credit 
are needed in the three years pre- 
ceding disability.” 

He said that social security work 
credit requirements vary according 
to age and kind of benefit. 

“For more information on build- 
ing social security protection, 
young workers should read the 
pamphlet ‘Social Security Informa- 
tion for Young Families,’ available 
from the Cambridge Social Secur-

While 1,300 prospective students from the other II communities served 
by the Wakefield school were turned away due to lack of room, Winchester failed to fill its quota and 
has no waiting list of would-be students.

Enrollment To Hit 1,200 

About 850 pupils, including 200 
girls, are attending the school. 
By next September, school au- 
thorities alniticipate an enrollment 
of 1,200. 

J. Edward Sharkey of 220 For- 
est Street is the Winchester 
nvomber of the Northeast Metro- 
politan Regional Vocational 
School District Committee. Each 
of the 12 communities in the dis- 
trict has one -member in this 
group. 

Winchester’s share of the 
school’s 1970 $1,092,597.15 budget 


was $70,263.28, based on a con- 
tribution percentage of 6.98 per- 
cent. The percentage is formulat- 
ed on student enrollment for 
grades nine through 12. 

School Site 

The school is located on a 60- 
acre site, purchased from the 
Metropolitan District Commission 
for $50,000 under a state legis- 
lative act. The land was former- 
ly part of the MDC Breakheart 
Reservation. The present building 
area is 244,000 square feet. 

The $7,373,000 school opened 
on September 9, 11 years after 
planning had begun. The school 
district, which includes an area 
with a population of more than 
350,000 persons, was organized 
on April 1, 1964. The communi- 
ties involved are Winchester, 
Chelsea, Malden, Melrose, North 
Reading, Reading, Revere, Saug- 
us, Stonoham, Wakefield, Win- 
throp, and Woburn. 

Land for the structure was ac- 
quired on December 20, 1965. The 
ground was broken on July 25, 
1967. Site preparation was com- 
pleted on December 14, 1967. 
Construction began July 1, 1968. 
The laying of the cornerstone 
took place on October 26, 1968.

The school offers 25 programs.

Those 18 To 20 
Are Registering 
For Voting Here 

Voting registration of 18, 19, 
and 20-year-old residents is tak- 
ing place at the office of Mrs. 
Elsie Nelson, town clerk, during 
normal office hours. 

Those 19 and 20 are being reg- 
istered under provisions of an 
amendment to the Massachusetts 
Constitution. The legislation, 
passed at the Tuesday, November 
3, election, reduced the minimum 
voting age from 21 to 19. 

Eighteen-year-olds are being 
listed because of a recently pass- 
ed Federal law. John McDonnell, 
assistant supervisor of state elec- 
tions in the office of Secretary 
of the Commonwealth John Da- 
voren, said that four states had 
protested the law, Arizona, 
Idaho, Oregon, and Texas, ehnl- 
1 e n g i n g its Constitutionality 
sought a United States Supreme 
Court ruling on the matter. 

Mr. McDonnell said that Mas- 
sachusetts communities need not 
register 18- year-olds until Jan- 
uary 1, 1971. when the Federal 
law is due to take effect. Those 
registering them now are keeping 
the registrations separate from 
those of voters 19 years of age 
and older. 

The Supreme Court ruled Mon- 
day, December 21, that 18-year- 
olds can cast ballots in national 
elections, but not in state and lo- 
cal elections. This means that they 
may vote for President and Vice- 
President, United States Senator, 
and United States Representative 
in Congress. 

In Massachusetts, those 19 and 
20 years old may vote in national, 
state and local elections, under 
Commonwealth law. They are also 
eligible to run for and hold any 
office, except those on which an 
age qualification has been placed, 
such as President and Vice-Pres- 
ident, United States Senator, and 
United States Representative in 
Congress.

Interest Renewed In Theory 
That Virus Is Cause Of Cancer 

A renewed interest in the theory that cancer is caused by a virus 
and can be brought under control by immunization has emerged from the 
laboratory findings of one of the nation’s foremost cancer research spe- 
cialists at the Bronx Veterans Administration Hospital, 
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Dr. Ludwig Gross, senior medical 
investigator and chief of the cancer 
research unit at the Bronx VA Hos- 
pital, has reported significant . re- 
sults in the immunization of guinea 
pigs against leukemia. 

The results of his laboratory' ex- 
periments a^e currently featured 
in the Swiss scientific journal “Ac- 
ta Haematologica” and demon- 
strates that transmitted small 
strains of leukemia implanted in 
guinea pigs appear to result in 
successful immunization. 

Dr. Gross’ experiments began by 
demonstrating that leukemia can 
be transmitted to healthy guinea 
pigs. 

“All inoculated animals,’’ he said, 
“develop leukemia and die from the 
spread of this disease.” 

Dr. Gross observed, however, 
that when small doses of leukemia 
cell extracts are inoculated super- 
ficially into the upper layer of the 
skin, small intracutaneous leukemic 
cell infiltrates develop at the site 
of the inoculation and that these 
tumors in certain animals 
“regress spontaneously without a 
trace.” 

In experiments carried out re- 
cently in his laboratory, Dr. Gross 
reported that 42 per cent of guinea 
pigs inoculated intracutaneously 
with small doses of leukemic cells 
recovered spontaneously from in- 
tradermal leukemic tumors. The 
great majority of animals that re- 
covered from intracutaneous tu- 
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mors were found to be solidly im- 
mune to reinjection of heavy doses 
of leukemic cells. 

These laboratory observations, 
Dr. Gross was careful to stipulate, 
have no application at present to 
either the prevention or treatment 
of leukemia in man. 

The Paris newspaper France- 
Soir, in commenting on Dr. Gross’ 
experiments, stated, however, that 
his findings in guinea pigs were 
of fundamental importance since it 
demonstrated for the first time that 
active, specific immunity against 
leukemia can be obtained in labora- 
tory animals. 

Although an ultimate development 
of a preventive leukemic vaccine 
in man may be still far off, Dr. 
Gross’ observations open an encour- 
aging and hopeful possibility in the 
fight against the dreaded and mys- 
terious disease. 

Dr. Gross has published more 
than 150 papers on experimental 
cancer and leukemia, and is the 
author of the book “Oncogenic Vi- 
ruses,” published by Pergamon 
Press. For many years he was a 
foremost researcher in the trans- 
mission of mouse leukemia by fil- 
trates for which he received, in 
1962, the United Nations Prize for 
Cancer Research. 

A native of Poland, he received 
a Doctor of Medicine degree at la- 
gel Ion University in Krakow in 
1929, and from 1932 to 1939 he was 
engaged in cancer research at the 
Pasteur Institute in Paris. He came 
to the United States in 1940 und 
served during World War II in the 
Army Medical Corps, first as a cap- 
tain and later as a major. 

He was detached to the Bronx 
Veterans Hospital in 1945, and af- 
ter his Army discharge in 1946 
headed up the cancer research unit 
for the Veterans Administration.

In Local Record 

The end of World War II, which 
occurred just 25 years ago, has 
special meaning for many married 
couples in Middlesex County. 

For it was right afterward, in 
1946, that they and some 2,300,000 
other couples in the United States 
descended upon their marriage 
bureaus in a rush to get licenses 
to wed. 

It was bhe biggest marrying 
year of all time. Never before then 
or since have so many couples 
marched up the aisles. 

The great majority of bhem, hav- 
ing escaped divorce and death in 
bhe intervening years, are ready 
to celebrate their silver wedding 
anniversaries. 

Of the 294,310 or so married 
couples who are now living in 
Middlesex County, approximately 
12,660 of them, a record number, 
will be marking their 25 years of 
marriage wn 1971. 

Incidentally, for local stores sell- 
ing silverware, crystal, and other 
gift items, the celebrations that 
will take place are expected to 
generate a fair amount of new 
business. 

On bhe basis of government sta- 
tistics and reports from insurance 
companies, the likelihood that a 
couple will survive and be together 
to celebrate their silver anniver- 
sary has increased greatly in re- 
cent decades, notwithstanding the 
high divorce rate. 

For the average 23-year-old 
groom in Middlesex County who 
takes a ibride four years younger 
than himself, the probability is 
greater than eight out of te-n that 
they will celebrate their silver an- 
niversary 25 years hence. 

Even for men who marry as late 
as 35, the chances of a 25th anni- 
versary are better than seven out 
of ten, according to the general 
average. 

Similarly, a greater proportion 
of married couples than ever be- 
fore are living to celebrate their 
golden wedding anniversaries. 

For the typical young couple 
now entering marriage, the odds 
in favor are better than one out 
of 'three, which is more than double 
what they were 50 years ago. 

In Middlesex County, bhe figures 
show, the population is very mar- 
riage-minded. No less than 64 per- 
cent of the men and women over 
age 14 are married, a relatively 
high proportion. (Park Row News 
Service ).

An estimated 21 million American adults have some degree of 
hypertension — high blood pressure' — a risk factor in heart attack. 
But the age-adjusted death rates from hypertension and hypertensive 
heart disease have fallen steeply between 1950 and 1967: 58G for men 
and 62 r > for women. “Heart Associations across the nation have em- 
barked on a special education campaign, urging checkups may be em- 
ployed- to help reduce the risk of heart attack and stroke. 

In many ways, planning for the 
future is a matter of arithmetic — 
the arithmetic of mortgages, college 
funds, and retirement plans. But 
there’s another kind of arithmetic 


(that’s just as important to your 
future, says the Greater Boston 
Chapter of the Massachusetts 
Heart Association.

Travel 
Topics 

by Mark Kirsten 

This column, which will appear in this space periodically, will be 
devoted to travel topics of interest to the general public. It is intended 
to be informative and stimulating to the individual, independent 'travel- 
ers as well as to those who prefer to join an escorted tour. On occasion, 
our reports will include the writer’s personal impressions of countries 
visited on recent trips. 

In view of the constantly changing conditions in the travel indus- 
try, we feel it would he important to bring to public attention some of 
the significant changes as they are announced. These changes, which 
may affect the fare structure, schedules, routings and regulations, re- 
grettably, are too often announced without a reasonable advance notice, 
and often lead to a great deal of resentment on the part of the passen- 
ger as well as the Travel Agent. Thus, we were just advised that 
carriers flying the Florida route have obtuined approval from CAB 
(iCivil Aeronautics Board) of their request to discontinue Family Plan 
fares starting January 11, 1971. This means that Florida bound passonu 
gers, holding confirmed reservations for many months now, and par- 
ticularly having worked out their vacation budgets, will now have to 
I>ay the full adult fare for all members of the family 12 .veal’s anil over. 
(Children between 2 und 12 years will still pay 50 r /o of the adult fare). 

Another change in the present excursion fare is the “Discover 
America” plan. Hitherto, a roundtrip air fare between two points in the 
Continental U. S., anil provided that the passenger could spend at least 
7 days at destination, was about 25' i less than the regular roundtrip 
fare. The new “Discover America” plan which goes into effect January 
10, 1971, will continue to allow such a reduction, but only for trips of 1 
at least 1500 miles. In the case of the Boston gateway this simply I 
means that you cannot “Discover America” unless you go at least as 
far as Dallas, Texas. 

Ip this connection, one cannot but ponder over the tremendous 
financial losses the airlines have suffered this year. However, when 
observing some of the measures taken to alleviate their financial diffi- , 
cutties, one can only gain a better understanding as to what led the ! 
carriers into their present predicament in the first place.

Horrible Ending 
Of World Topic 

Although he doesn’t specifically 
say whether the world will come 
to an and or not, Dt. S. Fred Sing- 
er writes in Science that people 
must constamrtly keep in mind the 
possibility that they might inad- 
vertently set off an irreversible re- 
action that would be, in any event, 
horrible to the inhabitants. 

Although doomsday predictions 
have been popular since Biblical 
times, the sources of doom are 
changing. War, famine, and pesti- 
lence have been old-time favorites, 
but the current fashion is to predict 
global ecological disasters — lack 
of oxygen from burning fossil 
fuels, effects of DDT on oceanic 
plant life, or enhancement of the 
“greenhouse” effect caused by an 
increase in the carbon dioxide con- 
tent of the atmosphere. According 
to Dr. Singer, who is deputy assis- 
tant secretary for scientific pro- 
grams in the Department of the 
Interior, the present evidence tends 
to negate the possibility of the 
dooms listed. 

This does not mean that people 
can forget about ecological dis- 
asters. It is necessary indeed to 
investigate each and every one of 
the side effects of modem technol- 
ogy to its fin&l conclusion and to 
understand as best as possible the 
long-range consequence of activi- 
ties. 

At the same time, Dr. Singer 
cautions that scientists should not 
cry “wolf” needlessly or too often 
and in pleading for scientists to 
provide a voice of reason and not 
just of alarm, he says that scien- 
tists have the responsibility to 
speak up. But they must also know 
when to stop talking. 


The Russian sable (Martes zibel- 
lina) nearly became extinct because 
of its magnificent fur; a Siberian 
reserve had 20 sables in 1914 where 
now there are 700-800. In 1957, 12,- 
(100 sables were set free throughout 
Siberia. Each one requires 1-2 
square miles for hunting, and in 
this area it kills off its relatives, 
the ermine and Siberian weasel, the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society re- 
ports.

Symposium, View 
On Use Of Salt 

Editor of bhe Star: 

The tragedy of the salt is the 
completely overboard way in which 
the Winchester Highway Depart- 
ment uses flagrant excesses of it. 

I quote from a report by The Mys- 
tic River Symposium at Tufts Uni- 
versity, May 2, 1970. 

“Towns of the Mystic River Ba- 
sin use large quantities of salt to 
clear their roads in winter. Rain 
and melting snow wash salt from 
the land into the streams. From 
there tt is carried to the lakes 
where it sinks bo the bottom. This 
chloride build-up, which is present- 
ly occurring in the Mystic Lakes, 
causes fresh water plants to die in 
a brackish environment. We recom- 
mend more research directed to- 
wards ecologically improved me- 
thods of snow removal with the 
ultimate goal of the cessation of 
salt use. As well, plans should be 
considered to flush the saline bot- 
toms of the Mystic Lakes.” 

“To preserve the beauty of the 
Mystic Lakes and other ponds in 
the upper watershed region, the 
towns should try to use less salt 
and clean their streets by ecologi- 
cally sound methods.” 

I have read in the Star for seve- 
ral summers pitiful complaints by 
the residents of putrid odors eman- 
ating from the Upper Mystic. I 
also have read that our excessive 
use of salt is rapidly corroding 
very expensive to replace catch 
basins, sidewalks and pavements. 
Our three year old car has rusted 
away on the bottom and we drive it 
primarily in Winchester. Six lovely 
maples on our street corner have 
died m as many years. It is known 
that sodium chloride builds up in 
the water table and does not read- 
ily leach out. Maples have a low 
salt tolerance. 

I - believe that Dr. Benson could 
still get about very adequately if 
the Winchester Highway Depart- 
ment would use one-half as much 
salt. I have often witnessed mini- 
scule amounts of snowfall when 
the streets and gutters were 
choked with salt crystals.

The School Committee is a 
law unto itself but the Legislature 
is the only body which can curb the 
School Committee as the Legisla- 
ture created, as • said above, said 
School Committee. 

The Town Meeting cannot reduce 
the sum appropriated by the 
School Committee but it can refuse 
ito approve of the budget submit- 
ted unless the amount in said ap- 
propriation be cut down. This 
means a fight to lower said budget 
on bhe part of the Town Meeting 
Members but most of them do not 
dare to stand up and be counted 
and the taxpayers are left out in 
the cold and further, bemoan about 
the high tax rate and that they 
(taxpayer) will leave town, but 
where can they go and receive 
better tax rates. 

This was brought out in the cost 
of the new High School. Such stu- 
pidity this writer has never seen 
from the Town Meeting Members. 
Most of the Members of the Town 
Meeting are leaders in their own 
particular fields of endeavor but 
when they attend a Town Meeting, 
they do not exercise the sagacity 
of which they are capable and stu- 
pidity takes over.

Now is the time to fight for low- 
er costs of the schools as Vincent 
Carroll has said, for the shoe 4 is 
on the other foot as school teachers 
are looking for jobs and not the 
School Committees looking for 
teachers. The taxpayer can win 
tohis battle *if they will act and not 
just crab; the best opportunity in 
years to lower the cost of educa- 
tion in the public schools.

Suggests Report 
On Salt Usage 

Editor of the Star: 

In the wake of our most recent 
snowfalls, Winchester’s streets 
have once again been covered with 
another type of blanket: this one 
of a blue, crystalline salt. Over the 
past few years there have been 
numerous studies, both amateur 
and professional, which have all 
reached the same conclusion: the 
salt so generously spread upon 
our streets can only cause harm 
to any living thing unfortunate 
enough to be touched by its pre- 
sence. 

Because of all salts' quality to 
mix so easily with water, their 
lethal properties are carried 
through the soil to infest the water 
table and eventually destroy those 
things dependent on waiter, which 
ultimately includes us. There 
seems little difference betwen go- 
ing out and chopping down a tree 
and going out salting about a 
tree . . . except the consequences 
of the latter are more ominous for 
us all. 

To we who are concerned with 
at least our immediate environ- 
ment, part of a larger whole which 
sustains our existence, the indis- 
criminate salting of our roads cau- 
ses some concern. As a means to 
dispel any misconceptions the peo- 
ple of Winchester may have about 
the town’s intended salting prac- 
tices, perhaps the Highway De-

THE NATURAL HISTORY 
OF PALMS 

by E. ./. II. Corner 

A great deal of noise and print is being made to- 
day about our vanishing environment. Some of these 
works explore the world of nature, the animals both 
common and rare, the woods, the ponds, even the tiny 
paramecea that live in the waters. However, it is 
not often that we find two books like these that reveal 
the unique fascination of single plant families. 

“Bamboo” is a beautifully produced hook on all 
phases of the bamboo plant. Profusely illustrated, 
it gives a panoramic view of the plant which ubove 
all others has shaped the Oriental life style. Illus- 
trations range from color landscapes showing the 
varieties of color, shape upd form of the bamboos in 
their natural state to close-ups showing the different 
forms that the plant takes and its myriad uses in 
architecture, art, and the practical household arts. 
The photographs are also used to good effect in step- 
by-step descriptions of the age old crafts of making 
fans, bows and arrows, baskets, flutes, and the “chn- 
sen,” similar to a French egg whisk and used in the 
tea ceremony. 

The text is unobtrusive and interesting. The 
growth, cultivation and Industrial uses of the plant 
are discussed with sufficient detail to make any reader 
a mini-expert on bamboo. Bamboo because of its root 
system, for example, is a good protector against the 
effects of earthquakes and erosion. Furthermore, 
oriental mythology has many tales relating its origin 
and uses, some of which are summarized in the text. 
It becomes difficult once one has perused this striking 
volume to imagine what life in the East would he 
like without the noble bamboo. 

The only criticism which I would offer of this hook 
is that the text in the front section of the hook is 
often duplicated by the text at the end. The first 
twenty-odd pages and the text accompany the subse- 
quent chapters is designed, presumably, for the lay 
reader more interested in tradition and art than in 
the economic and botanical aspects of the plant. The 
later section, “Bamboo: its growth and cultivation,” 
however, approaches the subject from the more tech- 
nical and practical point of view. Nevertheless, all 
of the information on this to us little known plant is 
interesting and it is a shame that some readers might 
be put off by repetition. 

"The Natural History of Palms” is a different 
type of book. In fact, is seems to me that there can- 
not he very much left to say about palms now that 
Corner’s book has appeared. Illustrated with a few 
photographs and many line drawings it covers all 
families, common characteristics, geography, evolu- 
tion — even the history of the study of palms. The 
history includes a description of an early manuscript 
produced by a botanist in the Pacific. The first draft 
was destroyed by fire, the first six books of the second, 
which was produced from memory and with the aid 
of assistants since the botanist himself had become 
blind since drawing the original, was finally sent to 
the Netherlands for printing and was lost at sea. 
Luckily the Governor General of Batavia had had the 
foresight to make a duplicate so that eventually the 
material did reach Holland. The adventures of this 
single work serve to illustrate the problems common 
to studies of such tropical flora. 

This work is much more sophisticated than “Bam- 
boo” and a certain knowledge or at least a keen in- 
terest in palms and botany is presumed. The first 
chapter fairly turned me off (and I was raised on 
an island where a coco palm and the Royal palm were 
the most noticeable features of the landscape) be- 
cause of its technical language and constant refer- 
ences to Latin names. However, the readability im- 
proves enormously in the second chapter where the 
history of palm study is traced with special refer- 
ences to plates illustrating the types of botanical 
drawings of the early herbals. 

The book will faseinate anyone who has wondered 
about those tall graceful trees that grace the south- 
ern beaches or would like a glimpse into a little men- 
tioned aspect of jungle life. Its extensive index and 
thirteen-page bibliography also make it an important 
source of quick and complete information on the 
nature of any of the palms, rattans, nipas, or the 
creeping, climbing palms that the author suggests 
make the dense jungle so interesting! — In fact, I 
can hardly wait to visit some tropical jungle so that 
1 can see at first hand some of the palms that were 
not native to my Caribbean island.

They prepare 
ami serve all meals served in the 
school cafeteria.

“Under date of December 7, 
our Attorney, Mr. J. E. O’Keefe, 
pointed out to your Attorney, a 
previous case involving this same 
property and the decision (in our 
favor) of the Massachusetts Su- 
preme Judicial Court. Mr. O’- 
Keefe also discussed the case 
with Winchester Town Counsel, 
after we received letter dated 
December 2 from the Board of 
Selectmen. It is our contention 
that it is clearly the owner’s re- 
sponsibility to “provide” lighting. 
How this is done is also the 
owner’s responsibility. 

“Our commuters’ interests are 
my primary concern and there is 
no question but that these ramps 
must be lighted. There should be 
no further delay in repairs re- 
uired to accomplish this, and if 
prompt action is not taken the 
Railroad has no alternative but 
to hire a contractor to install 
necessary facilities (and to main- 
tain them) and to hill all costs 
(as previously ruled by the 
Courts) to the owner. Please ad- 
vise what decision you have 
reached and what action will be 
taken.”

Dr. Edward S. Shanley of 26 
Johnson Road, a specialist with 
Arthur D. Little, Inc., Cambridge, 
served as one of three directors of 
a seminar on “Problems of Transi- 
tion from Laboratory Research to 
Industrial Application” in Poona, 
India. 

The seminar, held December 9- 
14, was conducted by UNESCO in 
cooperation with the Government 
off India and attracted about 35 
scientists from 14 Asian and other 
countries. 

Acting as directors with Dr. 
Shanley were Dr. B. Oberbaeher 
off the Batelle Institute, Frankfurt, 
West Germany and Dr. B. D. Tilak 
of the National Chemical Labora- 
tory in Poona. 

Recognizing the importance of 
research and development work to 
accelerate industrial and economic 
growth, the purpose of the seminar 
as to identify the difficulties en- 
countered, the efforts made, and 
a possible solution to the problems 
of transferring the results of sci- 
entific and applied research to the 
economic sectors and in particular 
to develop the inter-relation be- 
tween university research labora- 
tories and other research establish- 
ments and industry. 

Its sessions covered the follow- 
ing areas: National science and 
industrial policy planning with re- 
spect to the transfer of technology 
in the developing countries; the 
process ami mechanics of effective 
technology transfer — vertical and 
horizontal transfer, and their pro- 
moting and inhibiting factors, 
.eohnological and industrial inno- 
vation, links in the total innova- 
tion chain. 

Problems of transfer related to 
the “Innovation Quotient.” (IQ) of 
the receiving organization; liaison 
or cool'd ination and the interface 
mechanisms operating among the 
various organizational branches of 
research, development, application, 
engineering, production and mar- 
keting. 

Also the role and methods of re- 
search management and planning 
to ensure smooth coordination a- 1 
mong these different organization- j 
al branches and links in the inno- 
vation chain', incentives to technol- 
ogieal transfer; and human atti- i « 
tildes and psychological values K 
affecting transfer were considered. 

For the purpose of this seminar, 
more than 12 papers describing 
typical ease studies and experien- 
ces and viewpoints of experts from 
iifferent countries were received. 
These formed the background for 
discussions in the panels. 

Participants of the seminar visi- 
ted some of the industrial units 
near Poona where laboratory re- 
search has been successfully con- 
verted into industrial practice.

The annual doorbell-ringing 
campaign by women volunteers to 
raise money for the March of 
Dimes will take place Sunday, Jan- 
uary 31. 

“We urgently need more volun- 
teers,” Mrs. Hackett explained.

Deadline For 
Some Medicare 
Claims Is Near 

December 31 is the deadline for 
filing Medicare medical insurance 
claims for services received Octo- 
ber 1, 1968 through September 30, 
1969, according to John E. Loner- 
gan, Jr., district manager of the 
Cambridge Social Security Office. 

Under the law. Medicare can 
pay your medical insurance claim 
only within a certain time after 
treatment or other service. If you 
have Medicare medical insurance 
and received covered services dur- 
ftig the period of October 1, 1968, 
through September 30, 1969, claims 
must be filed before the end of this 
year.” Mr. Lonergan said. “After 
December 31, 1970, Medicare can- 
not pay on (these bills.” 

Mr. Lonergan said that a com- 
pleted “Request for Medicare Pay- 
ment” form should be sent to Med- 
icare at P.O. Box 2194, Boston 
02110. If the doctor or supplier 
does not complete his portion of 
the form (Part II), an Itemized 
bill must accompany the "Request 
for Medicare Payment.” Either the 
itemized bill or Part II of the 
claim form must show the date, 
place, and description of each serv- 
ice. 

Mr. Lonergan said that anyone 
needing claim forms for Medicare 
medical insurance or related infor- 
mation should call the Cambridge 
Social Security Office. The telephoni 
number is 491-0700. 

Medicare medical insurance is th' 
voluntary part of Medicare. It i 
available to almost everyone 65 o 
older and help pay for doctors’ serv 
ices and certain other health car 
services. Financed by individua 
premiums and matching Govern 
nient funds, it pays 80 per cent o 
reasonable charges above the $5' 
annual deductible for covered medi 
cal services. 

Medicare hospital insurant 1 
funded through employee and em 
ployer contributions to social securi 
ty during a person’s working years 
requires no premium payments. I 
helps pay for hospital care and fo 
related health services for peopl 
65 and over.

Action Taken To Clarify 
School Gridiron Ratings 

by John F. Parrell 

The system of determining the class champions of schoolboy foot- 
ball, which has been under fire for several years, may soon be revised 
to make things more equitable for all concerned. The principal fnults 
which have been cited are: 

(1) schools which do not have a full nine game schedule in their own 
leagues book up some of the weaker teams in a higher classification, 
beat them, and end up with an average rating better than even unde- 
feated teams in their own class. Such was the case in 1969, when 
Swampseott and Winchester both finished undefeated, but the Big Blue 
ended up with a decimal average higher than that of the Sachems.

This year, Amesfoury was drop- 
ped to Class P. after leaving the 
Northeastern Conference. How- 
ever. it retained several of its old 
opponents and finished with a 6-3-0 
record. Ipswich went undefeated 
in Class D. beat Amesbury, and 
still the latter were the official 
champions. Now, such things did 
not happen every year, but the 
occurrences were far too frequent. 

(2) When the system was initi- 
ated back in the 1930’s, there was 
provision made to give schools 
higher or lower ratings based on 
the strength of the schedules they 
played. As a result big schools like 
Durfee were scaled lower than 
their population warranted. This 
year New Bedford was listed in 
Class B. Brockton defeated them 
handily, went undefeated through 
nine games, but the co-title in 
Class A went to Quincy and Low- 
ell, with the Shoe City eleven a 
few hundredths of a point behind. 
Others like Malden Catholic, with 
less than 300 boys, played success- 
fully against strong opponents 
and were classified for many years 
in Class B, where they were close 
to the top, and on at least two 
occasions were the champions for 
the year. 

Just how did such a thing as the 
old rating system come about? 
In the late 1920’s Norwood, then a 
very small school, challenged Med- 
ford to play a post season game 
for the state title. They met, and 
ail a soggy gridiron, the Mustangs 
gave the small school boys a lesson 
in how the game should be played. 
A fow years later, Malden and 
Lawrence played for the mythical 
state title,, but there were many 
grumbles from the Leominster 
area, where the fans felt that their 
favorites could have trounced the 
bigger schools. 

To solve the problem, a series of 
meetings was held, attended by 
schoolboy writers and coaches, to 
work out something which would 
be faiT to all. I attended all of 
these meetings, and I can recall 
that it took hours of argument be- 
fore the system was finally evolv- 
ed. Most people were pleased. 

For over two decades it prevent- 
ed such mismatches as had taken 
place in earlier seasons.

You can 
be sure that this never happened 
again. 

As the years have rolled by, and 
the sizes of many of the smaller 
schools have changed, the weak- 
nesses pointed out above have be- 
come more aggravating.

cord-American sports writers over 
bhe past few seasons, Pat Horn 
and Kevin Mannix, have attempted 
their own ratings, making some 
allowances to correct the errors. It 
has been my thesis that it. was 
high time that the Headmasters’ 
Association should take some steps 
to solve the problem, by applying 
the numerical standards which 
they have always had for track, to 
all schoolboy athletic events. 

After years of talk, debate, and 
grumblings, the matter finally 
came to a head last week, when 
there was a meeting of the school- 
boy sports writers of the Globe 
and Herald Traveler with officials 
of the three organizations most 
affected. They included: Winches- 
ter’s athletic director. Henry 
Knowlton, a coach for 30 years; 
Jim MacKinnon former Medford 
mentor, who is president of the 
State Football Coaches Associa- 
tion; and Larry Folloni, of Briilge- 
water-Raynham High, chairman of 
the rules committee of the Massa- 
chusetts Secondary School Princi- 
pals’ Association (the Headmas- 
ters). 

The classification will be based 
on the following numerical stan- 
dards: 

Class A: 751 boys and over 
Class B: $01 hoys to 750 
Class C: 251 boys to 500 
Class D: 250 boys and under 
The number of boys in a school 
is arrived at by determining the 
number in their upper three class- 
es. leagues will be rated on the 
basis of the average number of 
boys in the member schools. 

Apy team playing and beating a 
team above its class will get the 
same number of points it would 
earn for beating a team in its own 
class. For instance, if Winchester 
should beat North Quincy, it would 
get eight points, >rw»t ten. If Win- 
chester played Wayland and beat 
them they would get six points, 
not eight. This is a most certain 
cure for the terrible injustices of 
the old ratings. According to pre- 
sent enrollments the leagues would 
be classified as follows:

Class R — Bristol County. Mer- 
rimack Valley.

Moon Was Once 
Part Of Earth, 
Scientist Savs 


The moon split off from the 
earth after the earth’s core wm 
formed, it is concluded from A- 
pollo 11 tests, which show a defi- 
ciency of nickel in the moon. This 
theory was advanced recently at 
the Eastern Analytical Symposium 
in Now York City, sponsored joint- 
ly by the American Chemical So- 
ciety, the Society for Applied Spec- 
troscopy, and the American Micro- 
chemical Society. 

The similar density of the moon 
and of the earth’s outer “mantle” 
supports the conclusion that the 
earth fissioned after the heavy 
core material had sunk to the cen- 
ter. said Dr. John O’Keefe. Ac- 
cordingly. the earth’s core con- 
tains the nickel which one might 
expect to find in the moon. Dr. O’- 
Keefe, an astronomer whose theory 
for the formation of the moon is 
one of several currently being de- 
bated, is assistant chief of planet- 
ary studies at NASA’s Goddard 
Space Flight Center in Maryland. 

Planets of the solar system were 
probably formed by the same type 
of process — “spinup” and fission 
of a large planet — Dr. O’Keefe 
added. Conceivably, successive fis- 
sion of Jupiter, or another large 
planet like it having a deep at- 
mosphere of light gases, may have 
given rise to the planets of our sy- 
stem. A eontiftruous loss of light 
gases from the hot, rapidly rotat- 
ing mother planet caused a con- 
tinuously increasing spin; this pro- 
cess eventually resulted in break- 
up, he speculated. 

Dr. O’Keefe’s explanation of the 
moon’s formation may well be the 
key to understanding the forma- 
tion of the solar system, he thinks. 
He is skeptical about the idea of 
accretion — the clumping together 
jof small particles to form planets. 

' Supporting his theory. Dr. O’- 
I Keefe said, is the fact that, prior 
| to obtaining the Apollo 11 results, 
j both he and Dr. D. U. Wise of the 
j department of geology, Franklin 
and Marshall College, Lancaster, 

I Pennsylvania, independently ad- 
[vanced similar theories concerning 
the fission of the earth followed 
by an episode of very strong heat- 
ing in the moon. A strong tidal 
interaction between the two bodies 
caused the heating,, they both pos- 
tulated. 

The results of Apollo 11, Dr. O’- 
Keefe asserted, substantiate these 
theories. When compared to the 
earth, lunar samples show a defi- 
ciency of volatile elements and am 
enhancement of non-volatile (re- 
fractory) elements. 

Early in the space age it was 
thought that the moon was the 
key to the solar system. Apollo 11 
findings indicate that the breakup 
of the earth forming the moon 
simulated proceses observed con- 
stantly inside the solar system 
which are more often processes 
of breakup thaln of building, Dr. 
O’Keefe pointed out. Meteors seem 
to be fragments of comets, aster- 
oids belong to families which come 
from some initial breakup, and me- 
teorites clearly are from larger 
bodies, he said. 

Pointing to the widely believed 
notion that Pluto is an escaped 
satellite of Neptune, the speaker 
suggested that if the moon had es- 
caped 'the earth, “as it almost did,” 
it would most surely be regarded 
as a planet. 

It is strange, he said that among 
all this destruction, most theories 
of the formation of the solar sys- 
tem suggest condensing gases or a 
clumping together of small parti- 
cles into larger bodies. Scientists 
started on this “strange partii” in 
the 19th century by work since 
outdated, he asserted. 

Citing the difficulty of explain- 
ing how smal particles were built 
up step by step into bodies the 
size of Mercury, Dr. O’Keefe sug- 
gested that (the difficulty would be 
greatly reduced if the first bodies 
of the solar system that were 
formed were the size of Jupiter. 

Recent work by other scientists 
has drawn attention to the impor- 
tant role played in the evolution of 
comets, and Dr. O'Keefe suggested 
that these forces may also bring 
about rotation in a comet. In a 
similar way, he argues, the escape 
of volatiles leads to increasing spin 
of a great planet, resulting even- 
tually in fission. This, he believes, 
is the way the solar system was 
formed.

Boston Museum 
Non-Masterpiece 

A miscellany of non-masterpieces 
from the Museum of Fine Arts’ 
permanent collection is on view 
through February in the book cor- 
ridor. “Oddments” is a lighthearted 
exhibition of games, puzzles, old 
currency, paper dolls, posters, lith- 
ographs, post cards, and other curi-' 
ous trivia, mostly from the 19th 
century and mostly American. 

“The show is not to be taken seri- 
ously,” emphasizes Cliff Ackley, as- 
sistant curator of prints and draw- 
ings, “The criterion was that each 
piece be amusing, of some interest, 
and maybe, incidentally, of some 
artistic merit. They are mainly odd 
bits and pieces which have come 
to us along with the musterpieces.

Those who think Madison Avenue 
is the last word in originality will 
he enlightened by the series of 19 th 
century advertisements and circus 
and theater posters on display. In 
one of these, a larger-than-life gor- 
illa gingerly carries off a pained- 
looking lady in diaphanous clothing. 

Idle hours were whiled away with 
a lithographic block puzzle which 
could produce six different pictures. 
Paper dolls range from the simple 
lady oil sale for a penny to “Mrs. 
Tom Thumb” who comes with an 
nstruction booklet and clothes for 
ioth her front anti back side.

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Narcotics Seized , 
Arrests Follow 


"A large quantity of narcotics, mostly in the marijuana field,” 
perhaps the greatest amount ever confiscated in a local drug raid, was 
seized by Winchester police at a Crescent Road residence Saturday 
evening, December 20. 


Taken into custody with (lie narcotics and smoking implements 
were eight young men. three juveniles from Winchester and five adults 
including three Winchester men and one from Woburn and from 
Med forth 


Arraigned in Woburn District 
Court Monday morning, Decem- 
ber 28, their cases have been 
continued for January 12. The 
three juveniles were released on 
personal recognizance aind the 
five adults on $500 bail each. 

Sergeant-Inspector William T. 
Haggerty, who compiled the po- 
lice report, obtained a search 
warrant from the local court 
Tuesday, December 22. Critical 
investigation of the site led to 
its surveillance for some months 
prior to the search warrant ac- 
tion. 

At approximately 7:80 p.m. un- 
der the direction of Sergeant-In- 
spector Haggerty, Juvenile Offi- 
cer Richard W. Beaton, Inspector 
William E. Nash and Officers 
Francis R. Manzie, Kevin Mawn, 
and Joseph N. Perritano ap- 
proached the home. 

After informing the resident 
who answered the door of their 
intent to search the premises. Of- 
ficers Beaton and Perritano were 
admitted. The rear door of the 
home was then opened for en- 
trance of the remainder of the 
raiding party. 

Investigation led to the base- 
ment where the narcotics were 
discovered and the arrests made. 
Also found were several imple- 
ments for smoking marijuana, in- 
cluding various kinds of pipes 
and a glass water pipe. The con- 
fiscated material was sent to Bos- 
ton for analysis. 

Helping to transport the eight, 
ranging in age from 13 to 20, 
to police headquarters were Offi- 
cers John J. Frongillo, Erwin W. 
Nurnburger Jr., and David K. 
Richardson. They were booked at 
the station by Sergeants Mario 
Buzzotta anti Thomas E. Ken- 
medy Jr. All were released that 
evening on bail or in their pa- 
rents’ custody, appropriately. 

Court proceedings will be based 
on charges against two of the 
adults of possession of narcotics 
and on the remaining six of be- 
ing present where drugs were 
found. 


School Committee 
Reviews Cut In 
Its 1971 Budget 

Meeting in Sanborn House dur- 
ing the school vacation, the Win- 
chester School Committee review- 
ed budget cuts Monday evening, 
December 28, and continued its 
discussion of the progress report 
on specific objectives for achieve- 
ment within the school system by 
December 1 of this year. 

A survey of points outlined un- 
der the basic titles of improve- 
ment of existing programs, new 
programs with new ideas, and a 
collection of miscellaneous items 
will appear in the January 7 is- 
sue of the Star. 

The Committee discussed the 
first two categories of the report 
prepared by Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Donald A. Klemer in 
response to the Committee’s re- 
quest made last summer for the 
development of a specific set of 
objectives. The Committee has not 
yet analysed the results realized 
in these objectives as of the time 
of the report’s issuance, December 
18. 

Budget Cuts 

Following a recent meeting with 
the Fi nance Committee, School 
Committee members continued in 
their attempt to confirm budget 
cuts. As discussion began the to- 
tal amount of cuts was estimated 
at $129,000. Dr. Klemer felt that 
actual figures should ‘‘remain pri- 
vate” at this time. 

Concerning the personal serv- 
ices account attention was given to 
budgeting variables such as tea- 
cher turnover, substitute teach- 
ers, and the Curriculum Council. 
A motion was approved directing 
the Superintendent to reduce the 
number of regular Curriculum 
Council meetings to one per month 
during school hours, effective Jan- 
uary 1, 1971. Since the cost of

The Board of Selectmen voted 
Monday evening, December 28, 
to commend Officer John W. Mc- 
Kinley for his efforts in prepar- 
ing a proposal enabling the town 
to receive a $29,250 grant for the 
study of burglary. The sum is 
being made available by the Com- 
mittee on Law Enforcement And 
Administration Of Criminal Jus- 
tice. 

Chairman Ralph M. Swanson 
of the Board of Selectmen said 
that he and his colleagues were 
“very proud” of Officer McKin- 
ley. Chairman Swanson said that 
Officer McKinley had done a 
“great job putting together this 
proposal.” 

Chief of Police Edward F. 
Bowler, who attended the Select- 
men’s meeting with Officer Mc- 
Kinley, described the patrolman 
as “well educated” and “intelli- 
gent.” 

The grants were awarded pri- 
marily to larger communities, 
such as Cambridge, Lowell, New- 
ton, and Quincy, Chief Bowler 
noted. 

Officer McKinley’s study will 
cover burglaries in Winchester 
over a ton-month period, plus re- 
troactive research into burglaries 
of the past two years. The data 
will be computerized by the Ana- 
lytic Science Corporation of Read- 
ing, the firm also chosen for this 
task by the other four munici- 
palities involved. 

Innovative methods of approach 
will he considered, Chief Bowler 
explained. At the end of the tea- 
month period, Officer McKinley 
will present his conclusions. 

Chief Bowler believes that the 
study will provide a “great bene- 
fit” to Winchester. The chief 
pointed out that a Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation publication 
advised that the burglary rate in 
suburban communities, has in- 
creased nine percent over the pre- 
vious year. 

Selectman Sherman W. Salt- 
marsh Jr., Administrator Reese 
James of tin* Winchester Hos- 
pital, and William A. Wilde Jr. 
were suggested by Chief Bowler 
as appointees to a Citizens’ Se- 
curity Commission 1 . Creation of 
such a group is a stipulation for 
participation in the grunt pro- 
gram. 


Mystic Lakes polluted by "excessive 
Is of snow removal should be used 


Chairman Ralph M. Swanson 
of the Board of Selectmen told 
several persons who attended the 
meeting that salt usage had been 
reduced on level areas, but that 
the same program was being 
carried out on main streets and 
hills. 

Superintendent of Streets Ro- 
bert G. O’Brien, present for his 
monthly meeting with the Select- 
men, said that he had tried to 
cut hack on salting operations 
during the last two storms, using 
a sand and salt mixture. Tele- 
phone calls asking why the road 
policy had been changed resulted, 
he said. Some residents of side 
streets want them as clear as 
the main roads and the hills, he 
■added. While 600 tons of salt 
would normally have been used, 
not quite 200 tons was spread, 
Superintendent O’Brien explain- 
ed. 

Superintendent O’Brien said 
that some who had complained 
asked why the group interested 
in ecology should decide the salt- 
itng policy rather than the whole 
town. Many merchants were up- 
set over road conditions, particu- 
larly in the Center, Mr. O’Brien 
commented. 

‘<More people were unhappy 
than happy with our efforts,” he 
continued. 

Chairman Swanson said that 
the Selectmen were awaiting a 
reply from the Conservation 
Commission to the board’s re- 
quest for “facts and figures” on 
why the commission believes 
road salt should be banned. 

“Winchester certainly stands 
out as being one of the cleanest 
towns in the Greater Boston area 
after a storm,” Chairman Swan- 
son observed. 

Superintendent O’Brien told 
those attending the meeting that 
the Town is “trying to take steps 
in the direction you are seeking.” 
Snow is being dumped at the end 
of Sylvester Avenue and at the 
incinerator site as part of such 
efforts, he pointed out. However, 
complaints have been received 
from neighbors in the areas a- 
bout trucking of the snow be- 
cause of the noise and a possible 
safety hazard to school children. 

Selectman John J. Sullivan 
said that he would be opposed to 
the total elimination of road salt- 
ing operations. 

Emergency Declared 

Selectmen this week reaffirmed 
actions taken at an emergency 
meeting Thursday, December 24, 
to provide additional funds for 
snow and ice removal. All hoard 
members were present at the 15- 
minute emergency session. 

A resolution adopted by the 
board on December 24 declared 
“that an extreme emergency in- 
volving the health or safety of 
persons or property within the 
Town of Winchester has existed 
in December of 1970.” Under 
Chapter 44, Section 31, of the 
Commonwealth’s General Laws, 
the Selectmen authorized incur- 
ring a $75,000 liability for the 


" usage, the petition maintained, 
as far as possible," the petition 


Highway Department’s Snow and 
Ice account. 

The board’s resolution describ- 
ed the snowstorms of December 
22, 23, and 24 as “unusual and 
severe and extreme.” It noted 
that “numerous snow and ice 
storms during 1970 requiring 
large expenditures for snow and 
ice removal have depleted appro- 
priations for this purpose.” 

Litter Baskets Sought 

The Board of Selectmen is in- 
vestigating the .need for addition- 
al libter baskets. Valerie Gove of 
5 Copley Street, a fifth grade 
pupil at the Wyman School, had 
requested the Selectman to study 
the situation. In a letter to the 
Selectmen she said: 

"1 am writing to tell you I 
think that between the doctors' 
office on Church Street and the 
Methodist Ghurch there should 
be some litter baskets. The rea- 
son I think so is because people 
buy food, candy, and so on, and 
eat them and then they drop the 
wrappers becauso there’s no lit- 
ter baskets. 

“Please write to me anti tell 
me what you think and what you 
will ilo about it. Thank you for 
the time you’re spending to read 
my letter.”

The Mystic Valley Mental Health 
Association, at a meeting held De- 
cember 15. agreed to administer a 
new mental health program for re- 
tarded children from the towns of 
Arlington, Burlington, Lexington. 
Winchester, and Woburn. 

A day care facility, the Mystic 
Valley Community Developmental 
Center will open the beginning of 
January at the 1790 House, Wo- 
burn, which has been donated by the 
Woburn North Congregational 
Church. Donald Tucker of Lexing- 
ton, president of the Mystic Valley 
Mental Health Association, an- 
nounced that this facility, the only 
one of its kind in Massachusetts, is 
the latest addition to the expanding 
community mental health services 
coordinated by the Mystic Valley 
Mental Health Center. 

The Mental Health Center’s cur- 
rent program includes three clinical 
nursery schools for the retarded. 
Approximately 50 children from the 
five towns between the ages of three 
and seven are enrolled. When these 
children reach seven years, their 
training is taken over by the local 
public schools, which offer high 
quality programs for educabh* re- 
tardees. 

There remain, however, a group 
of them whose problems are so se- 
vere that they cannot function in 
the schools. It is estimated that 
more than 60 of these children in 
the Mystic Valley area now receive 
no training or education. 

The Mystic Valley Community 
Developmental Center will offer 
these children a training program, 
scheduled five days a week, 9-2:30, 
nine months a year. It will be staff- 
ed by teachers qualified by the State 
Departments of Mental Health and 
Education, who will work in coor- 
dination with members of the staff 
of the Mystic Valley Mental Health 
.Center. 

The program will be funded by 
the individual town school depart- 
ments. However, the Mental Retar- 
dation Services Advisory Commit- 
tee of the Mystic Valley Area 
Board, which initiated it, expects 
that, once its value is demonstrated, 
the program will be adopted by the 
State Department of Mental Health. 
In the meantime the Mystic Valley 
Mental Health Association will ad- 
minister it, working to bring new 
help to the area’s retarded children.

Every day Marty distributes be- 
tween one and two buckets of 
cracked com. "depending on how 
sympathetic [ feel,” to the esti- 
mated 60-70 ducks crowding the 
unfrozen waters of the pond.

Recently she borrowed fence 
from the Winchester Park Depart- 
ment and captured a number of 
these abandoned ducks at Sandy 
Beach. They were transported to a 
farm for safety. 

Marty, who works as a recep- 
tionist in her father’s Shore Road 
office, has been parcelling out 
grain eaeh day since June. But 
she, and undoubtedly the ducks, 
would appreciate some help. That 
famed Yankee hardihood is after 
all not so rare.

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Winter Driving Precautions Given 


Winter and the holidays caused 
concerned comments Tuesday from 
Chief of Police Edward F. Bowler: 
“The first day of winter, Decem- 
ber 21, coincides with the beginning 
of many Christmas holiday trips. 
But whether you’re traveling or 
driving in town, you must antici- 
pate severe weather.” 

The Chief cited recommendations 
endorsed by the International Asso- 
ciation of Chiefs of Pc -co: 

“Avoid severe wcatl. r r' l'.r me 
accidents by having a thc.ou-.n riK 
chanie’s check of your car'; 
equipment and performance. 

“Carry emergency equipment In 
your trunk — sand or rock salt, a 
shovel, tire chains, booster cables, 
tow chains or strap, flares or other 
emergency lighting equipment. 

“Use proper traction aids for pre- 
vailing conditions. According to the 
National Safety Council, snow tires 
should be the minimum to replace 
conventional tires. 

“Studded snow tires are prefer- 
red for better stopping and traction 
on ice. Reinforced tire chains are 
best for severe conditions — both 


deep snow and glare ice. 

“Unscrambling traffic tie-ups is 
the responsibility of the police de- 
partment, but you must do your 
part. If we work together the entire 
community and its emergency serv- 
ices will benefit.

BOOK REVIEW

THE MAN IN THE 
SYCAMORE TREE; 

the good times and hard life of Thomas Merton, 
by Edward Rice 

It says on the hack cover that this book should im- 
mortalize “an Englishman who became a Communist, 
then a Catholic, later a Trappist monk, and finally 
a Buddhist, at which point, his life having been ful- 
filled, he died.” An exaggeration, perhups, but its 
meaning may lie found within the book itself, a 
welcome combination of pictures and text. 

Thomas Merton’s “The Seven Storey Mountain” 
made him one of the most famous monks in our cen- 
tury. His untimely death in Bangkok in 1068 while 
attending a conference of world religions not only 
caused headlines all over the world, but left it poorer. 
For this was one of those rare minds which strove to 
transcend parochialism and dogma. And in doing so 
he encountered opposition and misunderstanding. 

Why did “The Seven Storey Mountain” make such 
a stir? It was written after Merton had entered the 
Trappist monastery at Gethsemani in Kentucky. The 
original manuscript was very frank about his former 
life and much of this was deleted. But as Edward 
Rice, a close friend from those days says, the hook 
was essentially the story of a modern intellectual 
from a secular, artistic, vaguely leftist background 
who found his way into the Church and happiness; 
and it was a confrontation of the basic alienation of 
man with society. It became a symbol and guide to 
many, selling hundreds of thousands of copies. 

“He was critical of the world but not of Gethsem- 
ani. lie saw the monastery as the ‘only real city in 
America,’ and perhaps he suspended all his critical 
judgements except when one could not he avoided,” 
so writes the author. But his life was strewn with 
hardships, both physical and psychological. The man- 
ual labor, and perhaps the inadequate diet, caused 
him to have various illnesses. Conflicts with the cen- 
sors aggravated him as well as the authoritarian 
attitude of the Abbot. 

A change came about. After his ordination he 
wrote that a sort of slow, submarine earthquake 
produced strange commotions on the psychological 
surface of his life. This disintegration of spirit was 
replaced by completely new moral resources and gave 
him a peace and happiness he had never known be- 
fore. 

He wrote: “I have become very different from what 
I used to be. The man who began this journal (The 
Sign of Jonas”) is dead, just as the man who fin- 
ished “The Seven Storey Mountain” is also dead. 
“The Seven Storey Mountain” is also dead. “The 
Seven Storey Mountain” is the work of a man I 
never even heard of.” 

He read widely on violence, war, Muslim sufis, 
Chinese philosophy, everything. He corresponded 
with D. T. Suzuki, the renowned Zen scholar. The 
change in his being, of which he wrote, ultimately 
brought him to he focused on two great interests; 
Buddhism and peace. Not only peace for mankind but 
peace for the human soul. 

“The latter took the form of a study of oriental 
monasticism that went beyond mere curiosity or 
scholarly pursuits . . . Merton was searching not 
for a religion — which he had — but a discipline 
of a different color and intensity from the Trappists. 
He turned to Zen Buddhism. To Merton, Zen was 
not the slippery, one-upmanship game that Zen be- 
came for many Westerners, but a mature, demand- 
ing, responsible and hard-rock discipline that was the 
antithesis of Western thinking, which, he believed, 
had become too stratified, too codified and ‘logical’ to 
the exclusion of true thought.” Some of his observa- 
tions on Zen are to be found in his book, “Mystics 
and Zen Masters.” 

His friend writes, “Day in and day out, Merton 
thought, wrote, preached peace and East. I think 
that a lot of his readers, particularly the very de- 
vout ones from staunch-Catholic backgrounds, began 
to drop out.” He was accused of having “flipped” 
and being heretical. 

At Gethsemani he had longed for a more solitary 
life. He wanted a hermitage, which he finally got, 
but when tlgt Abbot saw it he was annoyed and Mer- 
ton was not allowed to complete it. The conditions, 
fol- a sick man, under which he worked and prayed, 
were difficult. 

At times he thought of resigning from the white 
race in disgust at the way the other races were treat- 
ed. He wrote of Harlem, “Here in this huge, dark, 
steaming slum, hundreds of thousands of Negroes 
are herded together like cattle, most of them with 
nothing to eat and nothing to do. All the senses und 
imagination and sensibilities and emotions and sor- 
rows and desires and hopes and ideas of a race with 
vivid feelings and deep emotional reactions are forced 
in upon themselves, hound inward by an iron ring of 
frustration . . . 

“What has not been devoured, in your dark fur- 
nace. Harlem, by marijuana, by gin, by insanity, 
hysteria, syphilis?” 

As “The Seven Storey Mountain” was a sign of 
our times, so perhaps is this, his last public state- 
ment.

holding n meeting per month is 
$3,300, this motion will have the 
effect of limiting the amount of 
money which may he spent here. 

As the evening started the orig- j 
inal total cut from the personal 
services account was $25,000 as- 
suming that as in past years a 
savings resulting from teacher 
turnover would prove the proposed 
budget adequate. Noting that this 
creates a “pretty tight” account, 
Assistant Superintendent for Per- 
sonnel Henry B. Perry informed 
members that this would necessi- 
tate hiring new or replacement 
teachers at a lower step on the 
wage scale. 

There was also a question raised 
at this time by William F. Clark, 
assistant superintendent for ad- 
ministrative services, as to wheth- 
er the budget will have to allow 
for staffing for one extra day and 
what provisions are currently be- 
ing made for this day in the pro- 
posed figures. 

Capital Outlay 

Budget cut considerations under 
the capital outlay account center- 
ed around the number and the' dis- 
tribution among schools of various 
pieces of equipment, both for edu- 
cational and clerical and business 
purposes. Rounding out this dis- 
cussion was Committeeman Ste- 
phen B. Parkhurst. who stressed 
the idea that “each school should 
he treated equally.” He suggested 
that when future time allows a 
comparison of school qualities bas- 
ed upon an inventory of books, 
equipment, etc., at each be under- 
taken. 

The School Committee hopes to 
cut $8,000 from the capital out- 
lay account, but has not yet tag- 
' •*d additional items for deletion. 
Commenting on this .area was 
Thomas A. Morse, coordinator of 
instructional aids and special pro- 
grams. The present capital outlay 
account is less than last year’s 
amount. He echoes a previous com- 
plaint, “It’s down pretty tight 
now,” concerning the proposed ad- 
ditional cuts. 

Other than budget matters the 
School Committee acted upon the 
personnel recommendations sub- 
mitted by 'Mr. Perry. A replace- 
ment for the Spanish advisor at 
the High School and a teaching 
assistant for the emotionally dis- 
turbed class at the High Street 
School were approved. 

Looking forward to future use 
of the Northeast Metropolitan Re- 
gional Vocational School by Win- 
chester students, Thomas P. Bud- 
rewicz. head of the guidance de- 
partment at the Senior High 
School, said that he understood 
that in September of 1971 vacan- 
cies for local residents w r ould ex- 
ist only for eighth graders enter- 
ing the ninth grade and for tenth 
graders beginning 11th grade un- 
der the vocational school’s two- 
year program. 

Dr. Klemer noted that 
at the junior level this year 
12 of the 15 applicants had been 
refused, being informed that the 
particular program was filled. 
Winchester was also told that its 
students could not begin in “mid- 
program.” 

The School Committee will meet 
in executive session with Super- 
intendent Klemer Monday, Janu- 
ary 4. It is scheduled to convene 
with the Finance Committee on 
Thursday, January 7. The next 
regular meeting will be held Mon- 
day, January 11, in Washington 
School.

MBTA Is Topic 

Selectman Sherman W. Salt- 
marsh Jr. reported to his col- 
leagues on discussions held at a 
recent Massachusetts Bay Trans- 
portation Authority meeting hi* 
ut tended. 

A labor dispute has resulted in 
late anil omitted runs, Selectman 
Saltmarsh noted. A revaluation 
of all its bus runs is being made 
by the MBTA, he said. Sixty per- 
cent of the MBTA deficit results 
from its bus lines. Selectman 
Saltmarsh pointed out. 

Selectman Saltmarsh said that 
those attending the MBTA meet- 
ing voted that communities 
should support legislation that 
would apportion the MBTA defi- 
cit on a statewide basis. He said 
that a feeling existed that “the 
real estate and home owner can’t 
pick up any more of the tab.” 
Legislation will be filed for the 
additional funding of the MBTA 
master plan for $300,000,000, Se- 
lectman Saltmarsh stated. 

The Selectmen voted to request 
the MBTA to consider construct- 
ing a bulletin board and a shelter 
for bus patrons at the Winches- 
ter Square railroad station. Se- 
lectman Saltmarsh said that 
MBTA officials believe that the 
train depot is the best place for 
the buses to stop. 

Articles In Warrant 
Articles which were placed in 
the Selectmen’s Annual Town 
Meeting folder for appearance in 
the warrant included one to con- 
sider weekly rubbish pickup, an- 
other for transferring 2,500 
square feet of land for use of the 
New England Rehabilitation Cen- 
ter, and one hearing 17 signatures 
asking that the town review its 
policies on snow removal, especial- 
ly in relation to salt, with the 
possibility of modifying its use 
and seeing what other means of 
snow and ice removal might be 
available. Richard Freeman ini- 
tiated the petition. Supporters of 
the petition said that it was not 
designed to eliminate the use of 
salt, but to weigh the feasibility 
of reducing its usage. The Select- 
men closed the warrant for the 
Annual Town Meeting Monday 
evening, December 28. 

Lighting Budget L T p 
The Selectmen approved adding 
$2,250 to the 1971 street lighting 
budget because of a wattage 
charge which was added to the 
fee schedule effective last Sep- 
tember. The original request was 
for $49,400. 

Housing Land Backed 
Transferring land on Palmer 
Road from the Cemetery Commis- 
sion to the Winchester Housing 
Authority for use as a site for 
housing for the elderly received 
the backing of the Selectmen. Se- 
lectman William G. Chapman Jr. 
introduced the motion. The ques- 
tion will be decided at the Special 
Town Meeting on Monday eve- 
ning, January 18. 

Attorney Leonard Mullen, town 
counsel, said that the land was 
purchased in 1913 for cemetery 
use. While normally the Housing 
Authority could take land by emi- 
nent domain for public use, it 
might have trouble taking land 
already set aside for public use 
by this means, Attorney Mullen 
said. He said that he would study 
the matter further. 

Executive Sessions 
Two executive sessions, closed 
to the press and public, were held 
by the Selectmen. The first, re- 
quested by Personnel Board 
Chairman Nelson M. Bell, was for 
the Personnel Board to discuss 
the 1971 policy for Town em- 
ployees’ salaries with the Select- 
men. The second closed meeting, 
attended by the Selectmen only, 
was to consider further tlu* Plan- 
ning Board’s proposed zoning by- 
law.

The past fiscal year saw a 76 per- 
cent hike in the number of veterans 
training on-the-job under the GI 
Bill. 

Administrator of Veterans Af- 
fairs Donald E. Johnson reported 
there were a record 117,000 veter- 
ans enrolled in GI Bill job training 
at the end of the 1970 fiscal year. 

He noted the greatest growth 
rate occurred in technical and man- 
agerial training programs where 
trainees increased from 1,616 to 
5,707. 

Mr. Johnson said training in ser- 
vice occupations, mostly firemen 
and policemen trainees, also had a 
very high growth rate — an in- 
crease of 153 percent, from 7,158 
in fiscal year 1909 to 18,089 last 
fiscal year. 

Apprenticeship training attract- 
ed 76,177 veterans, accounting for 
05 percent of all job trainees. „ 

The heaviest enrollment in ap- 
prenticeship training was in pro- 
grams for structural work occupa- 


tions, in which 44,293 trainees 
sought training as electrical work- 
ers, carpenters, plumbers, boiler- 
makers, steamfitters, brick and 
stone masons, among others. In the 
previous fiscal year, this total was 
28,530.

Voters 19, 2# 

Not Topic Of 
Supreme Court 

Secretary of State John F. X. 
Davoren has announced that the 
right to vote and hold elective of- 
fice of 19 and 20 year old eligible 
Bay Staters still applies in spite 
of a United States Supreme Court 
decision that 18 year old voters 
may cast ballots only in elections 
for President and the United 
States Congress. 

“The 19 year age limit was a 
change in the Massachusetts State 
Constitution itself,” Mr. Davoren 
said. "Therefore, the right to vote 
— and to run for office — has 
been extended to these young peo- 
ple by the voters themselves, when 
they voted "Yes” on Question 3 
m the ballot on November 3.” 

"Nineteen and 20-year old voters 
tot only can, but already have 
voted at special town meetings and 
special town elections held during 
December in Massachusetts. 

“The federal decision will prob- 
ably require the production of an 
additional ballot for the 18-year 
>ld at all state elections,” Mr. Da- 
voren said. "But adminisratively 
we do not foresee much difficulty.” 

The full opinion has not yet been 
received. As soon as it has been 
studied Mr. Davoren’s elections di- 
vision will communicate with all 
,-ity and town clerks and election 
commissioners, supplying guidance 
for further action.

Two Winchester students are 
participating in the “Help Your- 
self” student program at George- 
town University in Washington.

Rare Earth 
Found In Star 

A rare element that does not 
exist naturally on earth has been 
identified in the spectrum of a star 
by two University of Michigan as- 
tronomers. 

Working under a National Sci- 
ence Foundation grant, Dr. Margo 
Friedel Aller and Dr. Charles Cow- 
ley have identified promethium in 
an unusual star known as HR 465. 
Promethium is a short-lived rare 
earth that heretofore has been 
known only as a synthetic element. 

The star in question, HR 465, is 
located in the constellation Andro- 
meda at the edge of the Milky Way. 
With a visual magnitude of 6.3 it 
would be only faintly visible to the 
naked eye. Astronomers know that 
it has a moderately strong and vari- 
able magnetic field and one of the 
most complex spectra for stars of 
its type.
